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PREFATORY NOTE. 


Tjjk Lists of the Antiquarian Remains in the Bombay Presidency, Sindh 
and Berar contained in this volume have been prepared in compliance with the 
orders of the Government of India (Circular letter No. 34—1888 to 1897 of 
12 th November 1875), Owing to frequent interruptions they have been for a 
long time in the press, and aro not of equal merit throughout. But in most 
cases the materials have been supplied by subordinate district officers, always 
hard-wrought, and but rarely with any very clear ideas what exactly should bo 
entered and what omitted from their returns. These returns were mostly made 
in tabular form; but to have printed them in this form would havo been a work 
of needless extra expense and bulk. In preparing the Lists from such returns 
I have had often to deal with most untractablo materials. A constantly recur¬ 
ring entry was, “ The temple consists of stones placed one upon another,” 
Where two returns for the same place were available, their unsatisfactoriness 
became jpost palpable : one described a temple of Mailarlinga as 27| feet long 
by 20 wide and the roof supported by 60 pillars; the other made It A 85 feet 
long and 37 wide ” with 36 pillars. A temple at Kaginelli is said in one return 
to be 31 feet by 16 and 11 high, with 20 columns; the other says it is 195 feet 
by 65 and 24 feet high, with 36 columns. Of a temple at Ralkeri It is said, 
“ the temple is 66 feet long and 48 feet w ide. The temple contains 361 stone 
pillars,'’ the narrator being seemingly unconscious that so many pillars would 
fill up the whole space and leave no floor area. A temple is described as 
"about 500 years old," and yet in another place we are. told it was built in 
1530 a.d. Whatever else is omitted (and the position of t^e place was very fre¬ 
quently not given) wo are generally told, even of temples six hundred years old, 
what they cost; " This temple’’ (at Hiingal) ** cost three lakhs of rupees in 
building," says the writer, though evidently he knew nothing whatever about 
it. Fortunately some of the returns were creditable, and personal knowledge 
and references to the higher officers have supplied many details. The delays in 
carrying the Lists through the press has further enabled me to fill up blanks 
and add to the information contained in the returns. 

The inscriptions given from various places are not critically edited, but are 
simply copied from the returns. Those in the Appendix from Gimir have been 
to some extent revised through the kindness of Colonel J. W. Watson; the 
Persian and Arabic series from AhmadubMand other places in Gujarat, however, 
have all been prepared by E. Rchatsek, Esq., from facsimiles made by the 
Archaeological Survey and forwarded to that scholar. 

Some additions will doubtless have to bo made to the Lists in the following 
pages, and some entries probably ought not to have been made; but it is believed 
they include nearly all that is at present known as deserving of any special notice. 
Of only a small proportion of these monuments is conservation or restoration 
desirable and possible; of very many of them an archmological survey and 
delineation might be desirable, but even of these only a selection can be made. 

The Government of India in a Resolution, of the Home Department 
,(Archeology), under date Calcutta, the 26th November 1883, No, 3—168-33, 
(gave the following orders 
b ?81 —a 
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** 3, The Governor General in Council desires that each local Government will now, 
with as little delay u& possible, take up the lists of ancient monuments for its province 
as given in Major Colo's report for the year 1882-83, and, as regards Northern, Eastern 
and Central India, in communication with General Cunningham, and as regards Madnks 
and Bom bay h in communication wi th the ArchmologicaJ Surveyor of Son them and 
Western India, prepare classified lists and a detailed report showing— 

I.—Those monuments which from their present condition and historical or 
archaeological value ought to be maintained in permanent good repair- 
XL—Those monuments which It is now only possible or desirable to anvo from 
further decay by snch minor measures ns the eradication of vegetation* the 
exclusion of water from the walls, and the like, 

IIL—Those monuments which from their advanced stage o£ decay or comparative 
unimportance it is impossible or unnecessary to preserve, 

**4, The monuments in classes I and II should be farther sab-divided, thus— 

I (a) and II (a),—Monuments, in the possession or charge of Government, or in 
respect of which Government must undertake the cost of all measures of 
conservation. 

I (&) and II (h ) + —Monuments in the possession or charge of private bodies or 
individuals. 

11 In respect ol classes I (a) and II (a), the report should show what arrangements 
it is proposed to make for the duo carrying out of the necessary measures of eons or va* 
tiou. Definite provision should be made for the proper custody and upkeep of each 
monument in these classes. The Government, of India do not wish to interfere in the 
details of these arrangements, but they desire to be satisfied that each local Government 
has at its disposal the means for the intelligent and judicious treatment of any questions 
that may arise in connection with the preservation of buildings of each importance. 
The Governor General in Council considers that the cost of those measures is a legitimate 
charge upon the Public Works allotment of each province^ but will be prepared to con- 
aider in very special gases whether any further assistance should bo granted from Imperial 
funds. 

* f In respect of glasses I (b) and II (6), it should be reported what funds are available 
for their conservation; and whether the custodians can be induced to allow the inspection, 
direction, and control of Government officers in such mutters. It may bo advisable 
in some instances to offer small subsidies in view to securing the necessary a mo ant 
of supervision, bat this should only bo proposed where the monument is one of primary 
importance and its dim conscription cannot- be otherwise secured. Jo general * ii may 
be hoped that tbe local officers and the local Government will be able to induce those 
interested to take proper steps for maintaining the buildings in their charge. 

fi fi, If hereafter It should become apparent that the local Governments require advice 
or instructions with reference to the proper mode of preserving or treating any monument, 
the Government of India will be happy to arrange for procuring this from the best available 
uutiiorhica... 

"ft In the annual admhvistration reports of each province full information should be 
given as to the measures of conservation carried out during the year and as to the condi¬ 
tion of all monuments in classes I and 11J* 

Without great trouble it was found practically impossible to comply fully 
with this order for the Bombay Presidency* but provisional lis?t$ were supplied 
in January iSSij pending the completion of the present volume. 

Again in the Resolution of the Home Department (Archeology) No* 
=*—170-32 of 22nd August 1335, the Government of India minutes as follows :— 

(s Lists of objects of rmtiquarian interest were called fur with a view to the preparation 
of a general amalgamated list for the whole of India. As, however* the lists submitted by 
th^ several local Governments and Administrations have not been drawn up in any uniform 
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plan, it baa been found impracticable to amalgamate them in st satisfactory manner, and 
it has accordingly been decided to abandon tho attempt, especially as the preparation of a 
general list appears now to be unnecessary , in view of the instructions contained in Home 
Department Resolution of the 26th November 1883. Under the operation of those instruct 
tions h detailed and properly classified lists will bo prepared of the ancient monuments which 
exist in the several provinces* The Governor Genera] in Council 13 accordingly pleased to 
direct that nil the llsta received in manuscript he returned to the local Governments imd 
Administrations concerned, as they may be found useful in the compilation of the lists to 
bo prepared in accordance with the order# above cited. 

"2. The Government of India will now wait until the local Governments and Admi¬ 
nistrations, in consultation with the newly constituted Arehtnological Department, can 
prepare classified lists for each province in Upper India and Bengal In accordance with the 
instructions contained in the Resolution of November 1888. Those lists should bo drawn up 
in the form* annexed to this Resolution* 

"The lists for the Madras and Bombay Presidencies and for the Hyderabad Assigned 
Districts should be prepared under the direction of Dr. Burgess, and bo edited by that 
officer, 

ep Order.—O rdered, that a copy of thb Resolution be forwarded to local Governments 
and Administrations for information and guidance, manuscript lists bring returned; and 
that a copy be forwarded to the Director Gene nil of tho Archffiological Survey of India 
for information. 

w Also that a copy be forwarded to the Foreign Department, with a ret pi eat that that 
Department will be good enough to consider whether similar lists might not with advantage 
bo obtained from Native States/ 1 

The Lists now printed will render practicable the preparation of classified 
lists of monuments for conservation, whether in the tabular form now proposed 
or in that suggested in the former Resolution quoted above. The insertion, how¬ 
ever, of a column calling for (t any local history or tradition may well be omitted : 
it has appeared in so many previous returns that its claim to a place may itself 
bo regarded as traditional rather than important But much local information as 
to tho claimants, custody or present use and precise state of preservation will 
Etill have to be collected in order to render further Hats worth publication. The 
present show how wealthy the Bombay Presidency is in Ancient Remains.

1. Gokarna, taiuki Kurat&, (hit, 14° 32* N., long. 74* 2 T E.) on the 
Coast about 10 miles north of Kumti, The most famous tirtha or plac^ of 
pilgrimage in this part of I ndiu( t)^ Jt contains several temples built probably 
about a. d. 1400. (L) The temple of MiiMbal&svnt-a, This bas two cnurts, a^i 

outer and an tuner, with corridors inside the walk for the accommodation of 
pilgrims and devotees. The temple itself consists of a mamlapa and shrine, th j 
latter surmounted hy a low spine. Thousands of pilgrims dock to the annual 
fair held in the month of M&gha* which concludes with the drawing of a hug*? 
idol car elaborately carved. 

Legend accounts for the origin of this tirtha in the following way* Sivru 
pleased with the austerity of Havana, king of Lanka, allowed him to ask a boon, 
smd he asked his Atmahfiga, which was granted. Havana was told that it he 
worshipped it for three successive years, he would be equal with MahMeva* 
but he was not to set it down till lie should reach his capital. Vishnu* 
alarmed at this;, resolved to outwit him. While Havana was passing Gokarna 1 
\ is him hid the sun behind his weapon SadftrSana y at which Havana, supposing 
it to bo sunset, went to the shore to perform his devotions* Seeing a boy rmriin-g 
a herd of cows he asked hint to hold the llnga till he should return. The ho\\ 
wlio was Ganapati in diegnisej promised to hold it as long as he was able, ami 
then to call out his name" three times before placing it on the ground. No 
sooner was he gone, however, than fiha hey called his name thrice and set down 
the hnga. Returning, the giant saw the trick that had been played him, and 
applied his utmost strength to pull it up, but in vain ■ so he called it MuhiibaM- 
vuriiu He Ls said to have broken off four pieces and thrown them toward* 
Murdelvara, Ganwanfcesrara, Darcivaru, and Hlmjesvara, where there are also 
temples (sec Buchanans JL/^cr^&eJ* Annual allowances are paid to the temple.

2. Chanda war, Hon&wnr TiilukA, about b miles south-east from Kumti flat. 
]4 g 24' N., long. 74° 33' K.), is a deserted city, said to have been built by a king 
Surpamnalika, by birth a cowherd, who rose to rank by magic. It passed from 
the possession of the SvSdi kings to that of the Muhammadans. The last 
Muhammadan prince dying without issue in i.r. 1086, it declined and is now 
deserted, and the stones arc being carried away for building purposes. 

3. Dhilreivar, KtiratA TulukA, about 4^ miles IS. S.E. of it (lat. I4‘ 22 N.. 
long. 7-t"2i/E.). A temple in a courtyard 105 feet by 69. The temple m of black 
nitmt; with sculptures on the walls. An allowance of Ra. 1,440 is made to it 
annually by Government. 

Inscription# Four stone tablets, from one of which it appears that it was 
founded by Rudroji Pandit, son of Dvagoji, and built by SanappA. 

4. tlonawar seems to have no remains of note. There is an old ruined 
fort, on the west side of which the Portuguese had their warehouses in early 
times. Basavarajadurga to the norLli is said to have been built by the same 
king as built Clianditwar. The temple of Riiinalihga, about I-*- miles north of 
the town, is said to be two or three centuries old. 

o. Haigudha, a village about 12 miles from Honiwar : near It, on an island 
in the &nAvati are some sacrificial kundas. The Haiga Brahmans are said to have 
come from the north at the invitation of a Benid king to perform a sacrifice 
for him here. Jivbju iu Old-Cauareaa means ‘sacrifice.’ 

6. Bad hr, 12 miles south of Hon a war, flat 16° 8 N, f long. 74*32' E,) f 
has a very old temple of il ark a rides vara. The NAyars who ruled over Bflrkur re¬ 
paired tlie old temple and made grants of land for its support. Some documents 
relating to this grant arc said to exist dated 3iika 1356 (a.d. 1434). 

7. Murdeivar, 3 miles south of Bail hr and 15 miles north of Bhatkal, 
has a temple on a promontory called Kandugiri, said to have been built by the .buna 
rijns or of Kaiktiri (?) In Fasli 1221, Government arranged to grant an endow¬ 
ment of Rs. 1,440 annually.

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8. Bhatkaf or Susagadi, about 24 mites south of IlomW&r (lab 15° 59' N., 
loug. 7T 30'). Formerly it was called Manipur, and was an important place in 
old Jain a times, during which very fine Baa tie or temples were erected. They 
usually consist of an flj tjraS&ld, or hall, and a shrine with a dhi'aiastambha (a). 

(1.) Khetapai-NAmyana-Dev asthma is built of black stone, with a good deal 
of sculpture on its walls. On the door-lintel is a figure of Sri On the base of 
the temple, and on the inside of the court wall are numerous scenes, some quaint, 
some indecent, said to be illustrative of the Rdm&\ja.na. The four pillars inside 
are short and clumsy. The temple contains an image of Nuriya it a of black 
basalt; it is partly in ruins: it measures about 34* feet by 13 feet. The 
base of the wall enclosing the courtyard is pretty entire. Two brick Tuhist 
buida* stand by the sides of the entrance. The dkcajartavibha, a fine fluted 
column, is just outside the court, and is sculptured with effigies of the founder 
and his family. To the north-west of it is a ailastUaninh. The temple enjoys an 
endowment from Government, 

(?.) 8;tiitappd NAyaka Tiruninl Devasthin is built entirely of black basalt, 
according to an inscription in it in 8aka 1477 by SahtappA. It measures 
about 32 feet by 16, is much after the plan of No. 1, with a sloping stone roof, 
but not so richly carved.—The doors are elaborately sculptured; os is also the 
inner base round the court. The dkvajastembha is about Id feet high, but lias 
lost the top. 

(3.) Narasimha Devasthin, built about 8aka I ICO, the date given in an 
iiiacrijttinn. Tt measures about 3 feet by 19, and has a small dtwqjastambiui 
wanting the capital. It is supported by lands granted by tbo founder and by 
a Government allowance. 

(1.) dost Samkar-NfirAyarm Devasttem, is a plain temple built, according 
to an inscription, in a,d. 155 k It consists of a kdhifthn•twinpa in front; about 
12 feet by 13 over all, and behind it an agmkild about 12 feet by 10. Tim roofs 
are formed of slabs sloping down. The dhiuijadambha is about L4 feet high 
but has lost tbo top. It enjoys private grants and a Government allowance. 

(5.) ChoI66vara4>Gvasfchim is also of black basalt, two storeys in height, the 
lower roofed with stone slabs, the upper with tiles. It has dwdrapftlas at the 
door jambs, standing on snakes and in front a canopy over the Nandi supported 
on four pillars. There is also a good d/imjaatambha and a small temple of 
GimeSt. Legend says, a king of Oho! a mandate lost- all his children by snake* 
bite, and coming to the village of Hndili, his queen was delivered of a son, 
which a snake immediately bit; but a Br&hmana of the plate skilled iu tbe tmiifnt.- 
for curing snake-bite, forced the snake to suck back its own poison : whereupon 
the child revived and the king erected this temple to commemorate the event. 
On the jambs of the door are two short Tamil inscriptions. 

(6.) Bflghunijth-DevastMn is said to have been built by Balitini, son of 
Anantakini, about Saka1512, Virodhi Samvatsara, 'Die (iJjruMitl is separated 
from the shrine or tempie proper by an open verandah or mndhtjdimujfiapa- Tin? 
Vunflna is built somewhat like a Ratlin or ear, and is covered with carving: it is 
a small temple iu the Drnvidiau style. It is supported by private donations an d 
a Government endowment. 

(7.) Laknrs K uniat i NAroyana Devasthin, built about 330 years ago, is a 
small stone temple out of repair, (8.) Adikt Nuriya n a Devasthin is similar to 
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the last, but more mined; the eight dihpdlm are represented oq the roof, 
and Sri on the lintel- The dhvajmiambha is a small one. {£>,) Virup&ksha- 
Narfiyana Devasthin is a small temple like the last two, built in Silk a 1487 by 
Jivana Nay aka. It is out of repair, but is said to enjoy a Government endow¬ 
ment, {10.) Verikataramnna is said to be about 300 years old, and resembles 
No. 6 above, being ornamented by sculptures, It is surrounded by a verandah 
called filuvniramM, The <ujrtmild is of brick. The car ceremony is celebrated 
every year, and has a good endowment and considerable land, (11.) Sirale 
Sarah hulihga Devasthin is a modern temple built on the site of an older one. 
Legend accounts for its origin as for that of many others by the story of 
a uiau who accused Ilia herd boy for milking his cow. The boy protested bis 
innocence, but watched the cow, who went into a thicket and poured her milk 
upon a burrow. The owner, being informed of this, dug up the place and found 
a liiig&i over which he built a temple, 

(12.) Jattapa Naikana Chandianithe^Vara-Basti is the largest Jaina temple 
here. It stands in an open space not surrounded by a wall, and consists of an 
tup-tiMid, bhogama^tdapa and hadi j the latter is of two storeys, the lower being 
of larger area than the one above. Each storey has three rooms, which ere 
said to have contained images of Am, Malli, Munisuvrata, Nama, Ncmi, and 
TAriva, but only fragments of them are left. The walls of the bhvgamapbti** 
on the west of the hadi are pierced with beautiful windows; the atfritSdlA or 
shriue is of two storeys each of two rooms, which contained images of Vrishabha, 
Ajakasatiibhavn, Abhinanda, and Chamlraniithc4vara. There are also dtcdrapMi* 
at the door. The total length is about 112 feet and breadth of the shrine 40, 
of the hasti 50 feet. The dhmjast<mbh& is a very elegant pillar and stands on 
a platform about 14 feet square: the sliaft is of a single block 21 feet in height 
and is surmounted by a quadrangular capital. Behind the basti is a smaller 
pillar called Yb kshabmkinakmnblvi , the shaft of which is 10 feet in length. Jt 
stands on a platform with four Smaller pillars at the corners, with lintels laid 
nver them. J at taps Nay aka made over lands for the support of the temple bul 
they are sail] to have been confiscated by Tipu Sultan. This is the finest old 
temple at Rb sulcal* and should be preserved : the villagers carry off the fine 
stone slabs at pleasure. 


(13.) Parlvanatbeivara-Basti is 58 feet long by 18 wide. According to an 
inscription ^it was built in Saka 1465. The dht^adavibha is a fine pillar on a 
lofty moulded hasp, anil the small mandapa atop contains a four-headed image 
(14.) SanteAvaraJBasti is somewhat like No. 12. Other remains of Jaina tempi s 
and inscriptions are said to exist.

10. Gdrsappc, Bouilwar Taluki, is about 15 miles east of Houdwar flat. 
14 C 12' X,, long. 7i 3 44' E,) A mile and a half east of the village and of 
Nfigankira, are extensive ruins called Kagarbastikeri. Among them is a 
Jaina temple called Clmtturmnkha-Basti, having four doors and a four-faced 
image in the centre. A small sum was expended by Government about 10 years 
ago in clearing away grass and bushes; the place is again over g r o wn* It 
ha® been a fuse largo cruciform temple, 63' 8" from door to door inside, the 
shrine is 2‘2' 9" square inside and 24' 11* outside; the wall® are all thin. There 
arc four thick round pillars with square bases in each hall with the overhanging 
brackets of the southern style. The dwdrapdhis cut on slabs on each side the 
doors both of the maivlapa and of the shrine have high mt/mfas and each holdB 
a club and a snake. The temple is built of grey granite, but the roof of the 
verandah, the stores of the iikhara, the slabs of the Moor, &c. f were earned off 
some 15 years ago, it is acid, by a MamJatdar at Honfiwar who was building a 
temple there. Inscription slabs, &c,, were also carried off by road contractors 
and others to make culverts, &c. 

The other temples here are all of latent®, and are only of interest on account 
of the image® ami inscriptions which have still escaped the spoilers. The temple 
of Varfl dh g anfa ft Switari, now deserted, still contains a fine black stone image of 
the Tirthankiira, almost perfect. Across the foot-path from it is the temple of 
Nemi, also deserted, but with a fine large image on a circular usccfia, the back of

In raw-anam* 
tempte many images have been collected from other shrines,—one of *emis cast 
of al allov of five metals. To the west of it is a large stone building with long 
stone beams and in a corner of it are nearly a dozen neglected figures of 
bSp* Digambara Jinns huddled together. Kwlebasti ivmnts the roof and

And at Virubhadm devnl, a large tree has grown 
un on S was once the back wall of the shrine, where is a fine image of 
Virabhadra with arrow, sword, shield, and bow, and wearing high wooden 
sandals, bid&ca. Many of these images are well worth preserving and should be 
removed to a place of safety, before they are destroyed.

w) in the south-west corner of Tnmalb DevastliAn, a Vmahnava temple, is a slab 
5 V by 2 f 3", with a man in a robe and carrying a vessel, and the cow and calf 
beside him: The inscription is covered with lichen but very distinct. 

Between 5 and 6 miles up the Gbit from Gtoappe there is an Old-Canarese 
inscription stone standing at a corner of the road. 

11 . Ril'd, Siddapur Taluka, about 8 miles from SiddApnr (Mt. 14° 22' N., 
Lon ’' 74° d2' E.) It was formerly known by the name of bvetapur, and is said to 
have been founded by a son of N&rasimha, a -Taina prince, who ruled at Hosfir (near 
Siddbapur) about &ka 1515. (1.) The Jainu basti of PWwuliha is said to have 
been built by the founder of the town and afterwards extended by a Jama prince, 
Ghantewadia, the son of B4gfcappw4ja in Saka 1573, when images of ISenunatlm, 
PilrSvanAtha and Tardhamtoa were consecrated. It is in the Dravidian style, 
the shrine walls are formed of abbs the whole height of the walls, with square 
pillars at the corners and in the middle to pjive them support. Ihe upper part 
of the walls of the mandapa aro formed in the same way, set on a carved screen 
wall. The outer maudapa has four round black stone pillars somewhat of the 
style of those at Belgaum; at each side of this mnudnpa is a small shrme. F;rom 
the two fS&difoanas still standing it appears that a grant was male of the 
revenues of 0 villages amounting to Rs. 1,772-7-8, and lands yielding 300 Ihoims 
of rice were allotted to it, 11 has a flat roof supported by carved basalt pillars. 
(2.) There is also a temple of Yirftp&ksha near the town, a very plain building. 

Inscriptions, &c.:—(1) At Virfiplksha temple to the right of the entrance is 
a slab 5' 10* by 3* 1" with a tihya at the top attended by a female on the left 
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with iaBini and boll, and with cow and calf to the right, the usual figures of sun, 
moon and hitar above. The inscription is in 42 lines dated Saka 1493 (in 
words) Framodhi Samvatsara. (2) Inside the door of FaiivanAtha basti are 
two large slabs with the usual Jaina symbol, and in excellent preservation, one 
measures 6' 9“ by 2 J S J ' in 7S£ lines,Saka 1->10, Sarv>tjUa Sariivatsara; (8) the other 
d' 10' by 2' 7" in lines, Saka 1550, Kandam Samvatsara. (4) On the other 
side of the road at a temple of Hanuman is a smaller inscription much defaced. 

At Bidarkanni on the road from Bllgi to Siddhupur, and a quarter of a mile 
east of the village, a little south from the road, is a group of 15 carved stones 
(two of them broken), some of them very tall and covered with carving of worship, 
festivity, and war. Nsur a small bssti a little to the south-east from these are 
two more; and in the mud wall of the basti aro four with liiiga emblems at the 
top, a fifth is a little way off in front on a small platform, and a sixth at the foot 
of a tree close to the hasti. 

12. Ittige, Siddipur Tilukil, 3 miles west of Bilgi. Temple of R&m&vara, 
a building of the usual modern construction, enjoys an annual cash allowance of 
Rs. 1,000. This is a place of considerable repute, and has a large annual fair 
attended by numerous devotees. 

13. Siddlnipur. Inscriptions, &C,—A mile west from the town at HosAr 
at a small rude temple near the wayside are two carved stones : two more stand 
about a dozen yards west of it, ouo of them very elaborately carved; ai the 
bottom is a man carried in a Utter, with traces of inscription, and a filth stands 
close to the road leading to Jog- At the temple of Cranapati in Siddhilpur is a 
Canarese inscription, 5 f 6 r by 2' 10”, in 43 lines, dated Saka 1574, Khava Saiii- 
vatsam. And at Earned vara, the side of an old temple in the jungle 1£ miles 
N.E» from the town Ere two curved slabs* one 4 1 7 by 2 10 , with short inscrip¬ 
tions much obliterated. 

14. Banawiist, tAluku Sirai, and about 15 miles E. by S. from it, flat. 
14° 32' E., long. 75 s 5' N.,} on the river Varad/i, a very ancient place, mentioned 
in the Bmiddha records as a plate of note in the 3rd century u.c. and by Ptolemy 
the geographer, iu the 2nd century a»Dv It had also the name of JayantSpurcu f -) 
The temple of MndLiik£ijYsr& is attributed to the mythic architect JukliUQ^chiir} m 
It is in a courtyard containing also smaller temples to Gaiiapati, ]Sa^ 5 fimha 3 
Kadambolvara, Ac* The temple is of considerable size and ornamented with sculp¬ 
tures* with a short Dravidian spire. The large Nandi in front is under*& canopy 
or outer mandapa supported by four pillars. A king of Sunda, about 250 years ago, 
is said to have found it surrounded by forest, and to have assigned lands for it s 
maintenance and instituted the car ceremony. A fine stone tnantlapa was presented, 
according to an inscription, by Raghur&ja, king of SvAdh tho date is obliterated, 
but it was in the Vibhava Samvatsara,—probably £aka 1550. An annual allowance 
of Rs. 4,000 is paid by Government. The place is one of groat repute among the 
Smartta Brahmans. It was the old capital of the Kada tubas, whose power was 
restored if not founded by Mayuravarma who formed an alliance with the Chalukya 
kings, perhaps in the 5th century a.b. In the 1 lth and 12th centuries they were 
feudatories of the KalytLna OhMukyas, The succession of the dmerent chiefs, 
however* bus not yet been clearly made out* and it is possible there were t\v o or 
three branches of the family. The examination of more of their inscription^ 
would probably clear this up and throw light on the history of the district. In lM t -j 
the province was under Udayuditya the general of Bhuvanaikamalla- He nas 
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displaced in 107(5 by Vikramadifcya, who ^ave the province to his brother 
Jayasimha, who soon after rebelled, an( l the district was bestowed on Barmadfiva, 
When theXalacburyass, in 1157, rose against the CMlukyas the latter maintained 
himself at this place. 

Inscriptions :—Four are on stones set upright in the ground right and left 
of the portico of the great temple, and four lean against the enclosing wall: (1) 
on the left is one of the CMlukya king Vibku-Vikramadhavaln-PerrnMideva, 
and a Kildamba chieftain,—3S lines only are above ground (a); (2) of the time of 
Vtm-Bukknmya of Aneguudi, Saka 1290; this is also partly buried (a); (3) of the 
KMatnba chieftain Eirttivarmadeva, Sake 990; (4) to the Tight of the temple an 
inscription of 37 lines of about 25 large but scarcely legible letters (a); {5) against 
the northern wall of the court an inscription of Sadjisivadevaraya of Vidyunagari, 
Saks 1474; (6) against the same wall, another inscription of the same king j (7) 
near the east wall, one of 22 lines, each of about 23 letters, not easily read ; (S) 
against the same wall, art inscription very much defaced; (9) in one of the smaller 
shrines in the court is a handsomely carved cot, lifter , or ikrone, and on it is 
an inscription of Raghunfitba Nityaka of S6ndft (&aka 1550)(10) on a pillar in 
the Nandi mandapa ; (11) on a pilaster to the right of the entrance of the small 
temple of Trimall ado va in 49 lines, And (12) on a slab carved with a five-headed 
snake (Nageudra) in a little modern shrine on the cast side of the court of the 
great temple is a P3.it inscription. It begins at the top of the left side of the 
slab with the words Sidhavk tiafio KdriUputasa and a line and a half are on the 
right side of the slab (<i). This is an early Andhra inscription, and is dated in 
the 12th year of the * century : of S&tflkarni Haritiputa. Careful search at Banavflsi 
might lead to other discoveries. 

Nine miles east from Banavasi, and 6 south-west from Tijiw&lli is Annwatti 
(lat. 14° 35' N. t long. 75® 13' E.}, where is a fine temple of Kai tabbed vara with 
IS pillars in the great mandapa and 22 on the screen wall, and the following—

And at the neighbouring village of Kubtir about a mile from Annnwatti, 
there are, 1st, at the sluice of the taldo, four Vlragals in front of a small ruined 
temple; behind the sluice two more and a long slab carved with mythological 
figures and worth preserving ; built into tbe sluice itself is a Hldtdninam in 
much older diameters than usual (a), 2nd, od the way from the tank to the 
village Pipnl tree are a salt stone and another on the left side of the road nearly 
buried, 3rd, at the tree—(l) a thick stone with au elephant on it and five 
lines of inscription; (2) a soft stone with a short inscription, faintly cut;

The pillars of the porch are sharply and effectively modelled, and of 
sufficient strength to hear the heavy roof they support. The porch has a cell 
of its own on the left, aud is detached from the principal temple on the right

At 
some distance to the left of it is a cave, which is said to lead underground to a 
fabulous distance, The village is said to have been the hermitage of Maehha- 
kaudaraya, from whom the village was called Mulgund {!) ; also that gold dust is 
found in the neighbouring hills, and therefore it is called Clim^Mulgund, 

Inxcriptioiis: —(1) On the leftside of the central door of the temple of 
Chikessvar is an inscription in 1S lines, each containing about 25 letters in old 
Canarese characters; (2) King outside the temple of tSy&ra outside the village, 
saka 1165 (5). 

15. Abba! fir, 2 miles W. from Kod. Temple of Basappa, 

Inscriptions (I) lu the temple of Bnsappa, Saka 1022 (6 ); (2) in the 
same temple, Saka 16G6 (5) ; (3) a Yiragal in the same temple, 5aka 1141; (4) in 
the temple of SOmaniitha, on the right of the god, about Saka 1090 (M, 

16. Arlekattii 5 miles X. of KtkL There are three inscriptions in the village 
in Old-Canarcse characters. 

17. fjidenur, 4 miles N. of Arlekatti;—temple and inscription slab. 

IS, Tadas, 3 miles N.W. of Arlekatti flat. 14° 37'N,, long, 75°2S' E). 
There are/oar inscription slabs in this village on the hand of the tank, two oE 
them very much weather-worn, 

10. Bannihatti, 0 miles N.E. from KM; an inscription in the field oi 
Kallidcva, dated Saira 1236. 

20. IIiuhHsbhivi, 7 miles N.W. from K6d ; a Yinujal on tho bank of the 
tank, Saka 1128 (<*.) 

21. Odunpur (Vadenpur), 2 miles E. from Chin-Mulgund;—to the north 
of the village is a silastUana dated Saka 1422 BandubhiSathvatearti, Kdrtiht SuAdha 
Vlth, Somavdra, granting May pur to the LihgAyats as an atonement made by 
Luiga-Kuuteyavadar Kenidsainuaknayak (?) for the murder of a women named 
Kapite. 

22. Muttur, 3 miles W, of Tadas : a temple of Siva * in the Jaina style,’ 
about 30 feet long by 15 wide, with a small shrine. It is of black granite, and 
the walls are carved with numerous figures; but it has been repaired with brick. 
The roof is supported by 32 pillars. The Gauravas are supported by inam lands. 

In front of the temple are 11 stones, one of which bears an hizeriptinn 
dated Sitka 1304. It is a Vtragtd. 

23. Hirchalli, 4 miles N.W. of Muttur and 5 miles S.W. of Kdgioelliold 
temple and an inscription slab. 

24. Kagineli, 13 miles N.N.W. from KM and 11 miles N.E. from 
Tiliwajli (lat. 14“ 41' X., long. 75“ 2.5' E.) In the same enclosure are two very 
plain stone temples dedicated to Adikekva and Lakshinmarasimha. The former 
measures 66 feet long, by 23 wide, with 12 columns in the outer open mundapu. 
That of Xarasimha has a wooden-pillared front mandapa. The temples are said to 
have been built by two persons named Kondapa and Yenkapa. Kanakd&s. the

(Janarese poet, is said to have brought the image of Adike'Sava from the village of 
Bad near Bahkapur. Be was a devotee, obtained the village of Dasanakop and 
much land m adjoining villages as an indw from the Bijyauagar kings. The 
priests are both Lmgdyats and Brahmans, and have an allowance of its. 494 for 
the celebration of the ear festival. Ill the court is a shrine of BbandarigiH 
Sv&rni, into which are built four finely carved old pillars; other fragments lie 
about with excellent carving on them. There is a slab at the temple of Kala- 
hastelvura carved with figures of Siva and P&rvatt and small ones of Ganapati 
and K&rtika Svami, in entire relief : in the same temple the pillars are carved 
with figures and festoons, the outer wall of the mandapn is of mud and small 
stones, the sikhara however is old. 

Inscriftims : — (l) On the east of the temple of Kalahnstdvars on tlie north 
of the village, sunk in the earth, 6' 10' above ground by 3' 9|\ Saka 1042 (6); 
(2) a T' hagai at the same temple, Saka 1204 (5) ■ (3) on the tliu-ajuiiiunbha at 
the same place; (4) one nearly quite covered, in front of the same; (5) oil the north 
side of the temple of Vlmbkodra at the same place are three stones sunk deep in 
the earth; (6)about twenty yards S.E, from Somesvsira’s temple, one over 0' high 
by 3' 2' broad, in good preservation except where the villagers have been sharp¬ 
ening their knives, &c.,on the edge of it; (7) between this and the temple is another 
entirely sunk in the earth :—it should be removed and preserved; (8) west from 
the same a V irarjal, 2' 1" broad and inscription deeply sunk in the earth ; (9} ai 
SangamcSvara’s shrine is an inscription sunk in a mud platform—-not very 
legible; {10) on three finely carved old pillars in the shrine of Bandarigiri 
Svami at Lakshmi Nfiriiyana’s temple are five short inscriptions. 

25. Ingalgondi, 8 miles S. from Kod (?). Imcription at the temple of Kal- 
lcs var on the bank of the tank, dated Saka 971 («); and a Mdsttkal on the 
edge of a small tank in the temple, BaJmdMnya (c), 

26. N&gawaud, 9 miles S. by E. from liattilialli; inscription on the bank 
of the tank, Saka 1042, 

27. Halliir on the Tungabhadrl, 10 miles S.E. of Hat till alfi (lat. 14° 21 ’ N,, 
long'. 75° 41 1 E.), has a temple and an iiiseW/ritVm. 

28. Bhairavanpad, This village was the northern limit of Hall fir, for¬ 
merly called Sind hun agora, the capital of the Sind tin B allala dynasty, whose 
kuladecata is said to have been BLuurava. The great temple was ruined by Tipu 
Sultan; and the present one built by the Svimi of Kudalgi, to whom the village 
was granted by Haumuut Gauda, Paligar of Havanar. 

Hallfir, Hsrihar, Ilampi and Sri Saila arc considered holy places, and the 
scenery on the Tungabbadri at them is said to be fine. 

To the west of the village is an iascription of the Sindhu Ballaja kings, 

29. Knkigeri or Kirgeri, 9 miles E. of RattUiaUi ;—temple of Iiaonman 
built by one Konappa Sunkad, a Collector of Customs, who grew rich, about 300 
years ago. The roof is supported by 16 pillars. 

30. S&tSnhatji, 10 miles W.N.W, of K6d and 8 miles S.E. from Tib wall! 
(lat* 14° Si/ X, long. 75* 23' E.) Temple of Ritmalihga. 

Inscriptions : —(1) On the south of the temple of R&malihga, Saka 1036; 
2) on one of a row of stones on the south of the temple of Kiimalihga, Saka 
(12-V; (3) a Viragal at the temple of Ramalihga, Saka 1125 (6); (4) in front of 
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the temple Kallappaon the batik of the Chikk&nati tank, a quarter of a kos from 
the village, Saks 1064 j (5) near the temple of Harihara, Saka 1125 (5) ■ (6) a Yirnml 
in a row of stones outside the village, Saka 1125 (5) ; (7) in the temple of Ndriyaka, 
Saka 1162 (6); (8) standing against the wall on the east of the temple of Haiiu- 
uianta, Sake 1502. 

31. Kachivi* 5 miles S. bv E. from Tiliwalji. 

Inscriptions (1) A Virngal in front of the temple of Earned vara, Saka 
1170 (r); (2) on the south front of the tempio of Ganappa, Saka 1673 (e). 

32. Yaminiganur, 7 miles S. from Tifiwalli. 

Inscriptions: —(1) At the temple of PaimneSvara, Saka 1070(A); (2) a Viragtd 
lying on the left of the temple of Paramo!vara outside the village, Saha 1095 (A) ; 
(3) a Vimgat at the temple of Basavanna outside the village, Saka 109S (J). 

33. IvaJuv, 3 miles E. of Rattiha|]i;—temple and inscription. 

34. Madak, 12 miles south from Juki (lat. 14* 22' X., long, 75’ 29' E.) on the 
borders of Maisur, ba3 a largo artificial tank, of which the following account is 
supplied by Lieutenant-Colonel Playfair, R.E. 1 

“The so-called Mat Ink Tank is a legacy to us from the ancient rulers of that 
part of the country. It was probably a work of the Aungundi kings, who 
appear to have been great tank-builders; at any rate, they have the credit of most 
of the fine tanks with which the southern part of the DbUrwad Collector at* is 
dotted. In this particular case they failed from errors of construction. The 
site selected was, apparently, very favourable one: a considerable river, after 
passing through an extensive plain, entered a gorge in the I tills of no great 
breadth, which it was comparatively easy to close. ThLs they did, and on n 
magnificent scale, by an earthen dam, about SQO feet thick at the base and 100 
feet in height. The hills in the neighbourhood still present clear traces of the 
vast excavations for material, and of the roads by which it was brought to the 
site, while a fort of considerable pretension on a hill commanding the tank is 
stated by tradition to have been erected for die protection of the work-people. 
Not content with the mass of earth thrown up, as an additional precaution they 
faced it, particularly at the point where it crossed the river, with enormous blocks 
of stone. The sluices wore conceived on a similar magnificent scale. The same 
principle was adopted as is general throughout the Collect ora to, viz., a rectangu¬ 
lar masonry channel through the dam, closed with a perforated stone fitted with 
a wooden stopper; but the tank being large these sluices were in proportion, and 
where in ordinary practice small stone pillars would carry the platform over the 
stopper, here the supports formed of a single stouo weighed about 20 tons each. 
To the upper sluice a tradition of human sacrifice is attached ; it runs as follows : 
Being the crowning point or finishing touch to this great work, the king and all 
his courtiers had assembled to witness the erection of the first of the above men¬ 
tioned monolith pillars, but all the efforts of the workmen were in vain. Day after 
day passed, still the pillar was obdurate. A rumour became current that the god¬ 
dess was angry, and that nothing save a human sacrifice would appease her. 
The beautiful Lakshmi, the virgin daughter of the chief Waddar (or tank-digger)

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then stepped Forward and offered herself, ’Which the brutes accepted, and ste 
was buried alive Mow the rite of tbe stone, which was then erectedi without 
further trouble. I mention this anecdote as e^ows, imd^becawe I bebe%e 
founded on fact, the sluice is now a temple, and 1 have been informed tfmt it 

became so in consequence of this sacrifice. 

« The tank was finished and gradually filled, when to the ut ter discomfiture of 
its constructors it burst, not through the valley they had so carefully closed, but 
iurX the hill aide itself. It is difficult now to ascertain the esact cause. 
Tradition says that there was a third sluice on the hill where the breach nowis. 
it so, it must have been the waste weir, and utterly insufficient for »ts fepjose 
aB the native woire generally are. The river m flood, of course, after hltmg the 
tank sought an outlet aud found it here, but being too small blew it up, and a 
vast bodv of water passed over the saddle of the Inti in a deep groove with a fail 
fl» old bed Of tbo rivor of r rf). 100 foot. TUo 
which looks as fresh now almost as the day it was made, with sides nearly per* 
pendicular and as if cut with a kuife. As die water decreased m volume and fall, 
and the strata to be cut through became harder, the erosion ceased and a certain 
quantity of water remained in the tank. Its surplus scapes now over the point 
where the cutting of the water ceased, and forms a pretty lit tle water-fall, hueh 
is the state we found it in, still, m comparison with the other tanks m t he Collec- 
toratc, a very large one. The original builders appear, however, to have been 
thoroueh.lv disheartened, aud to have taken no steps to utilise the smaller quantity 
of stored up water yet left them. They abandoned the whole undertaking, and 
to our day the unfinished channels and the dam with all ifc%appendages remained 
ovenrrown with jungle, the haunt of various wild animals, the mam sluice on 
account of its vast monoliths being still u show place, and the upper one as 
before mentioTiefl a temple. 


« \ 3 tuny be supposed, after the English gained possession of the country, 
and the value of the irrigation from other tanks became known, the large urea 'H 
water still held up by this ruined work wus looked at covetously, and various 
schemes wore suggested for its utilization; there were difficulties in the way, 
however, viz:—(1). The lowest of the old native sluices which offered the only 
channel for drawing water through the enormously thick dam was left, when 
the breach occurred, just too high above the surface of the tank to be of any 
value:—(2). Auy proposition to dam up the chasm where the outlet now is, and 
so raise the level of the tank sufficiently to use the old sluices, was met not only 
by the great expense Inherent to it, but by the opposition of the Mysore villagers, 
whose lands lay on the niuvgtu of the tank, and would be swamped by any rise in 
its level; for I omitted to state that the boundary between the Bombay Presidency 
and Mysore runs along the top of the old dam, SO that the tank itself is in Mysore, 
while the lands below it are in Bombay. 


« Owing to the above named dfficulties nothing was done until I took the 
matter in hand when Executive Engineer, DHrurful. After long consideration, 
aud abandoning, owing to its difficulty, the plan I first entertained of drawing 
the water off bv a channel through the breach, it occurred to me that if a culvert 
could be laid Mow the old sluice the tank could be successfully tapped. This 
was done under my own immediate supervision, and was a very interesting piece 
of work, not unattended with danger. The old native sluice had first to Ik? 
cleared out, as it was filled up with dirt, the accumulation of centuries. Clear- 
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ing was commenced on both sides not without the opposition of the Mysore 
people, who at first drove the workmen off, and objected to anything being done 
on their side. When the two parties o! workmen had approached each other 
to within 100 feet, all progress was stopped owing to the stones that supported 
the roof being found to have fallen in. The sluice appears to have been originally 
laid on the rocky surface of the valley, then roofed with enormous stones, and 
the dam built over it. The weight of the 100 feet of earth above had, however, 
l»een too great for the covering to bear. The further clearing, then, became a 
matter of a great danger. The air was almost utibreathable, as I have many times 
myself experienced. When trying to devise a plan for getting on, and in the 
absence of any miners or men at all skilled in tunnelling, the only plan appeared 
to be to gently dig over the broken stones and trust to find sounder ones beyond, 
and thus again get a roof over our heads. This turned out to be the case. Only 
a few of the covering atones had fallen in, and the earth above them was suffi¬ 
ciently consolidated by time to allow of a passage being dug over. In this way 
the two parties at length joined, au>l the old subterranean gallery was opened from 
end to end (800 feet in all), and tho draught through them male tho air pleasant 
enough. 

“The culvert below tho floor of tlie old work was thou proceeded with, the 
latter actin'* as a ventilator as well as roof till the new tunnel was arched in. 
All went on well enough till towards the centre, where rock of very hardest 
nature was met with, which could, as it were, be only scraped away by our tools. 
Blasting was out of the question, with such a ricketty mass of old masonry above, 
and the* remaining work was literally token out in powder. 

« The ray ate, who had watched our efforts with interest not unmixed wkh 
grave doubts as to the water-goddess who had frustrated the original builder, 
ever allowing any one else to succeed, arc now contentedly irrigating their lands 
with the plentiful stream issuing from the now culvert, A considerable length 
of canal has been made and more is making, and a very fine expanso of garden 
land is in course of creation. The sketches annexed (Plates 1 and II) sufficiently 
illustrate the work without requiring further description. 1 The key to the whole 
was the tapping the long imprisoned water by the low level tunnel, which, though 
an insignificant* work in England,' was not so in that far off cor nor of the Bombay 
Presidency, with no manna or appliances but the unskilled couly with his 
paw rah.” 

About four hundred years ago the Pa til of tttlsur, whoso family lived at 
Para Tarkeri in the 3ira0gu TiUuka, had a beautiful daughter called Kenchsvi, 
whom the king of Aueguudi wished to marry? but she objected to him as a 
Kshatriya, and fled. The Tungabhadrit River made way for her. Her parents 
wished to marry her to the Pitil of Mr, Sikbarpura Talukn, and sot out to

of irrigation,' would be kept closed till the water was low in the tank; dll then the irrigation 
would be effected by means of staff and stopple. 
s 781—5 
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celebrate the marriage; but passing a temple which stood where now the Hadak 
tank is, she entered it and devoted herself to the god. Her sister was married 
f.o the Istlr P&ttl, and the Anegundi king made the tank, when the temple was sub¬ 
merged. The rainfall was so abundant the year that the tank was built, that it 
Was watched lest it should hurst. The Talavar on guard became possessed of 
Kcnchava, who told him to inform Mallangauda of hl&sur, that she would not 
remain any longer where she was, unless a woman in the ninth month of preg¬ 
nancy were sacrificed to her. The Talavar said he was afraid to leave the tank, 
for if it burst while he was away the Pdlil would punish him. Kcnchavtl, how¬ 
ever, promised that the embankment should not break, but if he were long in re¬ 
turning the water would burst through the hills but not through the ftand. The 
Pi til, annoyed at the man lea ring his post, had him tied up and punished, and did 
not offer the sacrifice. KenchavA consequently broke through the hill and the 
embankment as well. 

Legend further says that poor people used to go to the tank and beg for a loan 
of nose- :iud car-rings to use at marriage ceremonies, and found them on the bank, 
i )nce, a man without returning the Ornaments went and called KenchavA by name, 
to which she answered. lie exclaimed, “ Why, they say you ore dead, and yet 
here von answer rue.” Since then she has been mute. 

Twelve years ago a fisherman’s tackle got entangled in the roof of the sub¬ 
merge] temple. Diving down to disentangle it, he entered the temple and saw 
* golden image of KenchavA. She warned him that if lie revealed to any one, 
that she was alive, he would burst a blood-vessel and die. He asked her how 
he would get away, whereon she pushed him up to the surface. Two years after 
he went to Haribfir and divulged the secret, but died from the bursting of a 
blood-vessel. 

In times of drought the heads of the temples in Sikharpur TMukiL, Mat&ur, 
come to this tank with a Mi or round piece of gold aud a nose-ring, which they 
obtain flora the PAfctf of Mtlsur. They place food on a small raft, and pushing it 
off into the tank pray to KeuchavA for rain.

35. Kadannandaligi, 9 miles W. of Rimbentuir (hit. 14 C 38’ N., long, 75° o-V 
E,). There is a temple of Marufci Kantesa in the village. The image is said to 
have been established by Janam^Jaya {«).

38. LLarogop, 8 miles from RAnibeimur (lat. 14° 29’ N,, long. 75° 38' E.) 
Jntfriptivti of 1*2 lines, much effaced, near the temple of Han main. 

39. Benaknuakoiid, 3 miles N. of Hftrdgop, and 5 miles S.S.W. of Rird- 
tt’Dntkr. Temple of KalmeSvar. 
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Inscription* (l) On the south of the temple of Kalleivmra, Saka 955 (fi) ; 
(2) again on the south of the same temple, 3ak& 1124 (J); (3) on the lamp-pillar 
{dipwLt kawbha) at the same temple, Saka 1031(c); (4) a Ytragat below the 
tank, Saka 1200. 

40. Riiubean/tr (lat. 14° 37' N., long. 75° 42' E.). The Dargak of Ffazrat 
Jamal Shah Wall was rebuilt about 30 years ago by Amin Shah Husain! alia,? 
Eamalshah Husain at a cost, it is said, of only Bs, 5,000, The roof is supported 
by 40 stone pillars and numerous wooden ones. Jamal Sbflh is said to have led 
in one halter a mouse, a cat, a dog, a stag, a snake, and a mungoose, one not 
molesting another ; and he wore bangles up"to his elbows. These were among 
his titles to sanctity. There is a great scene at the Dargah during Mnharmm. 

ftmriptions One near the Dipindla pillar at the temple of Sfddbclvara is 
dated &ika 1411 SadhurattajJyasAfha I'adytt oik, and contains the names of some 
of the Bijyanagar kings, 

Haribarisl4 miles south-east from Raulbennur (see P. $. audO, C. Inscrip¬ 
tions Nos. 17, 22, Ilfi-135). 

41. Hire Bs&ari, 3 miles north of Ilarihar on the Tungabbadra, has an old 
temple and three htstripti<ms f one dated £aka 1205, in 50 lines. 

42. Gnddagudilpur or Devargad, 0 miles north of Ranfbennnr. Temple of 
ilailaralinga or Ehandoba of great celebrity in all the surrounding districts. It is 
built of black stone, polished; the roof is supported by 20 pillars, of which 4 
are round and the rest square. The outer walls are ornamented with carved 
figures, but the spire is of brick. There is a great annual fair on the 9th of 
ASwina Sudd ha, when self-torture is practised by devotees, &c,, to the present 
time. The temple is supported by ititim lands. Near it is a temple to Kliandobh’s 
wife Mstlasabii, or Gahgi MslawA, and six (?) other minor temples. 

43. Cbfludadikmpur, or Pura, 13 miles north of R&nlbenn&r flat. 14° 17' 
N,, long. 7G D 43' N.) Temple of Muktesrnra of black stone (a). The temple 
here is " less graceful than that at Pambal, but it Is fine, bold temple of the same 
age and style, with all its details more completely finished than they are in that 
example. As a design, its principal defects are the form of its dome, and the 
insignificance of its crowning member (the batata) t which is much two small for 
its position. Fn these respects it forms a very marked contrast with the 1 Jamba I 
example, where these part,' are in as perfect proportion to the other part of the 
design as in any example" in the country, 1

“ The form of the pillar B t and more so the encircling wall which ear rounds them, 
are simple and uniform to a degree votj seldom found m buddings of this class in 
this part of the country. Except the form of the cornice, the whole looks excep¬ 
tional, and partakes more of the northern style than of the wild exuberance of the 
Booth.' 14 “ It may be remembered, perhaps, that when king Fmua Sba.h Mahmam 
invaded the BiiTsinagar dominions in HOG, he demanded the daughter of the 
r&ia of that kingdom in marriage, with the fort of Bniik4pur as n dowry; ana 
eventually, when Bijyaongar had been reduced to eore straits obtained both. 
BanMpur had previously belonged exclusively to the Hindus, and on account of the 
rich districts dependent upon it, and its valuable local produce, was a much-uesirou 
possession. It wan, therefore, surrendered only under circumstances of great 
distress. Henceforward, it continued subject to the Muhammadans, and was 
dependent upon Belgaum ” All the carved work of this exquisite temple was 
smashed by workmen and engineers connected with some cotton presses estab¬ 
lished here ahout 13 years ago. 


The temple of Siddhelvar is smaller and not so old. It ia built of black 
etone with three doors on the east aide, and baa some carved figures on the walls. 
Tho roof is supported by eight pillars. Imim lands belong to the temple* and the 
Do Bid of Handiganur supports tlie priest and executes the repairs. 

Inscriptions* — (1.) Leaning against a wall to tho right of the east entrance 
to the fort is a large SUaS&tana of59 lines, each of about 37 letters, in old Cnuarese.

This may arise from its being built among temples of the Dravidian 
style ; but even these markings are so subdued as not to interfere with the general 
outline.” And he adds, ” from the style of the architecture we can have little 
hesitation in ascribing ike building we now see to the end of the tenth century 
t978), wheu, in all probability, it was rebuilt rather than restored. The assertion 
that it is the moat perfect in India, is equivalent to asserting that it is the oldest.— 
deterioration and decline being the two steady concomitants of the style from the 
time we first meet it to the present day.”

Lakkundi is noted not only for its beautiful temples, of which there sire upwards 
of fifty of various degrees of sizo and beauty, but also for its wells such m 
that of Chabbir-bbinvi in the Jnkbandelmrya or Hemddpanti style, and other 
architectural remains. The principal temples are those of (1) Visvandth, 
a double temple—the smaller one facing the other, partially mined, but 
exquisitely rich in carving, the north door, north side and back of the shrine 
and a sort of attached polygonal pillar between the shrine and mandapa on 
the outside are pretty entire, and the finest specimens of Hindu decorative work 
in India perhaps (a) ; (2) Maliklrjuna; (3} HalagundBasavannS; (4/Sri Virflpikeiia, 
now the principal Tillage temple, plain and half mined; (5) Laka h mi-N IriLya na, — 
the spire only entire, but interesting; (6) ^nmanikeivar, at the Mu*nIrina-h hiftft yj, 
has three shrines, of which only one is occupied ; the upper parts of the building 
are destroyed; (7) Vlrabhadra, —with two doors in front, and sloping eaves ; (8) 
NanneSvara lias four pillars in the madhijaranga with square bases, neatly- 
carved ; in the mandapa are 16 pillars of four distinct patterns—one being formed 
of eight slender round shafts clubbed together («) ; (9) S4me£vara, a small, neat, 
deserted temple, west from the fort; (10) NBaJbuithe^vara—in ruins,—the outer 
walls of the shrine sculptured ; (11) K urn bkirgiri-ii vara or Nudayadeva is now 
built all round; it has three shrines with carved doors, aud four pillars with 
curiously sculptured bracket capitals; (12) Ndgard5 vara has lost the spiro and 
upper portions ; it has been finished with great care and elaboration of detail, 
hut not overloaded with ornament ; inside the shrine is a curious image of a 
N%a, which appears to have been carved on the back of a Jina’a throne (u) ; 
like almost all the others, however, it has Gaja Lakslimi on the door lintel; 
(13) a da in a basti, of which the sibluira is entire, preserving round the top 
of the walls from where it rises, the old forms found at. the “Seven Pagodas" 
and other buildings of the 8th century, and interesting on this account (a) ; (14) 
beside it is another of which the spire is destroyed. There are also many 
smaller temples. “These temples at Lakkuridi,” says Meadows Taylor, 
“ suffered severely in tbu invasion of the Cho|a king about A* D. 1000, when 
those at LakshmeSvar, the ChAtukya capital, were destroyed, but afterwards 
rebuilt; and the feuds between tbs Br4hmans mid Linguyatfl contributed to 
their injury."

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" Our knowledge of the early Jain a architecture of the Dekkhan,” Mr, 
Fergussou remarks, “ is far too limited to enable us to pronounce a competent 

opinion as to the age of the temple in Lakkundi.The building also presents 

a curious mixture of the southern and northern styles of architecture, which may 
either arise from its being a very early example, when the Jaina architects were 
feeling their way in building in. this country, or from its being a recent specimen, 
when the two styles were being amalgamated. From the style, as well as from 
what is known of history, I should feel inclined to place the building after the 
Cho(a incursion (a, d, 1000). My impression is that it belongs to the eleventh 
century. 

“ The doorway lending into the porch with its straight-lined cornices, and 
the windows in the Vbn&nn, or tower, with Its trefoil canopy and the Sikhara 
inside it, are clearly modern features, either just imported, or adhered to through 
long years of severance. These, however, are cunningly mixed with southern 
details in the upper part of the building. 

,r The sculpture and architectural details of this temple are of much more 
minute delicacy of finish than those of the temples of,” Ikimbal and Gbaudadlm* 
pur, “but are neither so rich nor so freely drawn as in those of the temples of 
Haiabid and Belfir. On the other hand, something may be owing to the temple 
having been originally erected by the Jainas for their own religion, and its 
style may consequntly he imported, while those dedicated to Siva may be more 
indigenous. These, however, nr® questions which r^n only bp settled on the 
spot by those who will take the trouble to learn all the variations through which 
the style passed during the time it was practised in that country.” 1

Totadasvami Math is a large modern building of black stone, outside the 
town, on the Gadag Mundargi road- Over the tomb of Totadasvami is a stone 
lotos, a specimen of good workmanship of its kind. The pillars are hewn in 
imitation of the turned ones of older times, and ilie door is carved with ft pattern 
in very low relief. A door into a side cloister was brought from Lftkku ndi about 
10 years ago nud inserted here, tho Lakshmt being hewn into u Huy a and the 
elephants left ! The head of the math is Andauisvimi, and under it are maths 
in most of the villages near Dam bah ail possessed of kinds.

Temple of MaMkuteSvara 
among the hills in a quadrangular courtyard, in which are also several smaller 
ones. 

Inscriptions :—A large stone pillar lying in front of tho to tuple is inscribed 
on all four sides in old Canarese characters: others in the porch, and one inside 
dated §aka 856 {P. 8. and 0. C. Ins. Nos. 50, 51, 52). 

3. Bunasamkari, 3 miles 8. E. of BArhimi. An old temple and other remains 
(Areft. a/ Dhar. ami Mys., No, 88 and p, 72). 

Inscription :—A Yijayanagar inscription of Achyutariya, dated 8aka 1455 
(Iwd. Ant., vol. V., p, 19); and others. 

4. Pattadakal, 9 miles E. from BildSmi {15* 1 57'; 75° 52'). Several old 
temples, both Brahmanical and Jaina, dating from the 7ih or 8th century {Rep., 
Arch. Syr., 1S74). 

Several of the temples at Pattadakal are very pure examples of the Dravi¬ 
dian style of architecture: they are all square pyramids divided into distinct 
storeys, and each storey ornamented with cells alternately oblong and square. 
Their style of ornamentation is also very much coarser than that of the CMhikya 
Style, and differs very much in character. The domical termination of the spires 
is also different, and much less graceful, and the overhanging cornices of double 
curvature are much more prominent and important.” 

These Dravidian temples are wanting in all that elegance of form and 
detail which is so characteristic of the ChMutya style, but are not without a 
purpose-like boldness of form expressive of stability and a certain amount of 
grandeur; though this is, of course, more easily observed in the larger examples 
in tho south of India than it is in those at Pattadakal. If, on the other hand, 
we compare it with the more modem temples, such as those at Hainpiaud Maisur, 
it will be seen how much the form lost by the gradually growing steepness of 
outline and attenuation of details. The modem forms are not without a certain 
degree of elegance which is wanting in the more ancient; but in all the higher 
characteristics of design, tho older are by far the finest examples.'*

Near the village 
is a Brahmanical cave called lUvanphadi, and to the east is a Jama one known 
as MenihastL On the hill above this cave are many dolmens ; also, nearer the 
other cave the ruins of an old temple called Meguti, of the 7th century. In the 
village ia an old Yaishnava temple remarkable as “ the only known example of its 
class as a structural building, though there are numerous instances at KArl5, 
Elur5, Aianti, and elsewhere of similar edifices. These, however, are all cut in 
the rock, and, consequently, have no exterior except the facades, It has always, 
therefore, been a great problem to know how the structural prototypes of these 
rock-cut temples were formed, and what their interior arrangements may have 
been. The example at AIMS does not answer all these problems, but it goes 
nearer to it than any other we know" {Arch, of Dkar. and J Mt/s., p, 67), It has 
been described in the First Arch. Sur. Report. * 

At a short distance to the south-west of the village is a temple, small but 
Mnbly interesting on account of the quaint and elaborate sculptures with which 
it"ia decorated. It is now disused, and is partly in ruins, the whole of the root 
havin'? been removed. It is of about the same age as the Durgn temple. It 
appears to have been also originally a Vaishnava temple, as there are figures of 
Garuda over the doors both of the nuindapa and of the shrine, and a figure of 
Lakshmt, with her elephants, over the entrance. But there is also a figure of 
Siva dancing on the roof, with P&rvati holding a child. 

Further to the south-west of the village, on the right bank or the river, is a 
large group of ruined and disused temples. The largest and most interesting of 
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t hem is the temple of the god Galigan&thu, On the front or east side of the 
courtyard is a handsomely sculptured gateway, still nearly entire, but only ton 
or twelve feet high. It is the only gateway of the kind in this part of tlio 
country (a). 

Ln the same group of temples with that of GaliganiLtha, and rather closer to 
the river, there is a temple of the god Xdrily ana, It contains three separate 
shrines, all lending out of the central hall. 

Inscriptions ; —The Meguti temple in script ion is of PulikMi II, 5 aka 550, 
and one of the most interesting in the Canareso country (see Ind, Ant., vol. V., 
P* f>7, and vol. VIII., Third Arch. p. 129).

Id the valuable Statistical Report on the Principality of Kolhapur, compiled 
by Major J}, U, Graham in 1854, almost all the antiquities are noticed in some 

detail, 

1.—Koeeatitr, the capital, 6S miles S. from S&t&ril (10 s 43'; 74” 17'). 

(1.) Tbe temple of Ambab&t or MaMlakshraS is in the middle of the town, 
about 100 yards N.W. from the Baja’s palace. The main portion of the building 
is of two storeys, and is built of black stone from local quarries. The domes 
or spires are said to have been put up by a Saikarsickarya of Sauke£vam: they 
in nowise harmonise with the carved stone work below, which strongly resem¬ 
bles the style of the Jaina bastis of the 12 th century in the C arm reset districts. 
The Jainas claim it, hut say it was dedicated to PadmAvati The walls are covered 
outside by a multiplicity of mouldings, but with figures in niches along the 
upper portion of the lower storey. The plan is cruciform, with three shrines— 
of AmMMi in the principal one, SlahakaK on the left, and of MahAsarasvati 
in a smaller one on the right. The length from east to west is 144 feet, and 
from north to south 157 feet, and the total height of the £ikharet 82£ feet. 
Tho outer and principal mandapas and the vestibule of the shrine are crowded 
with columns. In the court are many accessory buildings. Tho Navagraha and 
Seshashilyi temples, said to have formed parts of Jaina bastis, were removed 
from Other parts of tho town, and fitted up in the enclosure. The carving on them 
is said to ho very good. 

ZflficrtorftOflWi—(1) To the left of entrance on the left side of the porch or 
outer mandapa, in Devan&gari characters, dated 5aka 1140; (2) on a pillar on 
the left hand after entering the courtyard, also in Dyvanfigari, Sakn 1153; 
(3) on a pillar of the small temple of tho Navagraha, to the left of the main 
building, in DSvauAgart; (4) and a fourth is behind the temple, on the left hand 
when entering from the eastern gate (see Graham's Kolhapur, pp, 330-ff. Nos. 
11,13,17,19,20, 21, and 23) («).

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(2.) The Nngirkhiinti or Palace Gateway, is the main entrance to the palace, 
and stands about 40 yards north, from it. It is built of black stone, and was erect¬ 
ed between 1832 and 1337, It is in modern Muealman style, with pieces of old 
caning from Jaina bastis inserted We and there. Tbe Court-room on the 
upper floor is of highly polished atone, the walls being divided into reflecting 
panels of large dimensions, and the polished stone-coiling is supported on 
massive pillars, The area covered by this building is 101 feet by 40, and the 
total height 04 feet. 

($.) Memorial temples : These are on the Pafichaganga River, at the N,W. 
comer of tho town and close to the Brahmapuri hill. They are in memory of 
deceased members of the royal family,—Hambbiiji, Siv&ji II, and Aba and Bdwa 
Sahebs. The second, built in IS 15, is the largest and most elaborate, but- it is 
an ill-assorted combination of a large M us aim fin mantlapa and a lofty Hindu 
spire covered with plaster formed into mouldings and with a few ornaments. 
They are linga shrines. Near by arc a number of small shrines on tho fine ghfite 
that lead down to the river. 

(4.) Jaina Basti. This is an old Jaina temple in the Hemiklpanti style, 
the outer contour of the shrine walla having obliquely-set angles. The walls are 
of black stone, but the spire is a copy of that on Amb&bai’s temple, and probably 
of the same age. It is 73 feet long by 38 vide ; the walls, with a multiplicity of 
horizontal mouldings, are 12 feet high, and the height of the spire above that is 
34 feet. It has a porch, the width of the mandupa, like the second temple at 
Belgaum; a man da pa on four pillars of the 11 broken” square pattern, a very 
small ante-chamber, and square shrine.

0’*) n Brahmapuri bill is said to bu the site of an old fort, and tho foundations 
of walls, &c,, have been discovered on it in making excavations within the last six 
years. Two years ago numerous lead and a few copper coins of the Andhrobhritya 
dynasty were found, when making deep excavations. The foundations also of a 
Buddhist niftya were dug up in the Ivharala garden, in which was a stone* 
box, the lid of which liore an inscription in old iiaurya or A£6ka characters (see 
Afrit. &ur. Morn. A o . 10, on Insertpti <ui8). Within it was a crystal casket, which, 
no doubt, contained a relicj but it was overturned and broken before it was noticed! 
There was also found a brass model of a sftfpu* 

There are several underground temples in tbe town. Throe temples 
dedicated to 1 emblili are about 3 miles to the east of Kollulpur : they were con¬ 
structed about 70 years ago by Akuram Baba Yudav. Tho temple of Mah6Mli 
is IB BudliWEir k*tre£ i k: goats arG sacrificed to her.

VI.-SATARA Z1LLA. 1 


1.—-Tasganw Taiuka* 


Storeys, gradually decreasing till they culminate m a mere nogo. u, 
stSs ot .tone and the remainder of brick. In the courtyard is the temple 
itselff over which is a brick spire. The body of the temple is of stone 
with sculpture, but on the walls outside are rude paintings of m)tl olo^ica 
subjects- lu the temple there are images of Gsnapati, \ishnu, &firya t and 
goddess. Some of the devotees reside in the courtyard. 

2. Bhosa, 9 miles S. E. from Tdsgdhw, 10 miles N.N.E. from Miruj 
flF 5 r : 74° 4b). Oil the top of a high hill near the Milage are a number of 
curious cave-templea with Canarese inscriptions on slabs (it). On the very summit 
of the hill is a tower with a stair inside : it is a station of the l ngonometneal

3. yfipano (Yede). A fine temple of Malikarjuna ou a bill. 

4. ilachhendrogadh (17° O’; 74* 20 ). A temple of Machhcndranatkii,

5. Isl&mpur, 8 miles S. from ifaehbemlragadii. lu a low detached hill near 
the Karadli and Kolhapur road is a small and apparently natural hollow, sacred 
to Tukaidfivi. 

0. Milwhdi, 8 miles S.S.E, from Islimpur, and about 18 miles K. from 
Kolhapur. 14 miles N. from the village are the caves of M&lkdivara {a ). 

The approach from Malw&di is by a footpath, very steep m its upper part 
till it arrives at a short distance from the summit; it then runs nearly level tor 
a furlong or so along the face of the hill to the westward. After passing a 
small deep tank excavated in the rock, with a detached linaa near it, the path 
turns sharp round through a depression in the ridge, and then continues nearly 
level for a short distance in an easterly direction on the opposite race oi the mu 
to the caves which face the north, at perhaps 80 or 100 feet below the summit, 
and. about 500 feet above the plain below. They are seven m number and 
close together at shout the same level. The fourth has a built portico m front

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supported by / small pillars. The front also of the cave is built* having a narrow 
door into a room 26' by 214' and 0' 9" high in the highest part: the floor is very 
irregular. In the middle are four massive dwarf columns forming a square; 
the inner right-hand angle between the column and wall is partitioned off so as 
to form a small room. The whole surface, with the pillars, is plastered, and now 
polished and blackened by time. At the back is an ante-chamber and shrine 
with a lingo, in it, and at the right end of the front aisle is a chamber also con¬ 
taining a ilkgix. 

To the right of the entrance is a structural fsaiva temple. No. 5 is close to 
No. 4on the left, with a structural arched entrance in front, The cave is rough, 
27’ by 22' and fii high, with a rude pillar in front, and oae in an unfinished state 
behind. This pillar (or pilaster) is not vertical; it has a rude attempt at fluting 
near the centre for u length of a few inches. This cave is used as a dwelling 
place. Much of the masonry is almost now. Cave 6 : a small rude open cell. 
Cave 7 is close to No. 0 and similar. Further on are two shallow hollows in n 
low scarp, above which is the path that leads to the tombs on the top of the 
hill. From the character of the columns in No. 4 and the style of the doorways 
of No. 3, these caves seem always to have been Brahmanical. A jtttird is held 
at this place every Monday, 

7. DevarAshti, Id mile N,W, from Tisgiliiw (17 e 10'; 74° 27'). An old 
octagon temple of Sangamesvara, with three reservoirs of water. 

8- KadegftfiW, 10 miles N.N.E. from DevariishtG. Four temples of EknUth, 
one of MAruti, and two of YithobA; one of the latter with a muiitlapa in front. 

0. Kundal, 4 miles S.E. from Devarftsht^ and 14 W.2T.W. from Tasginw, 
Close to this village are the Kurnlal Caves of which there are two groups, the 
principal one of thirteen caves is in the north-eastern, face of the hill, the other of 
three eaves is in the southern face. I n the first, Cave 1 measures I S' by I o'; 
No. 2, 12' 6" by 7' 6" \ No, 3, 27' 0" by 22', having a row of 3 plain square pillars 
across the centre; No. 4 measures 14' &" by S'; No. 5 is a water-tank 11' square, 
with steps within, loading down to the water; No. 6 is another cistern a' by 11' 
with a doorway, and having a targe moulded pilaster, or half pillar carved on 
the left wall: the partition between this and No. 5 is cut away at half its height, 
leaving a half column in the centre corresponding to the pilaster opposite. This 
is the only original ornament in the group. No. 7 measures 20 0" by 17' 6'; 
Nos. 8, 11, and 10 are smaller rooms. No. 11 is a wide passage round a shrine, 
behind which is a deep cistern. In the second group. No. 14 is a room 19' by 
15' with a recess 7 square at the back, on the back wall of which is a rude 
modern bas-reliof covering the whole. On the right hand portion of the back- 
wall of the main room are the remains of two old figures, life-size and in high 
relief; nothing remains of one but the feet, and the other is much worn. No. Ifi 
seems to be partially a natural cavern, with a deep cistern in one corner and a 
built front; an artificial ceding within is supported by 15 rude stone pillars. 
These caves are evidently Brahmanical. 1 

10. Asad, 6 miles N.W. from Kuntjal. In a khitjd leading to Tere, is a 
small tank cut in the solid reck, the front said to be supported by a pillar.

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11. S4uoli, 5 miles W. from Asad, In fclie liill over the village is a small 
natural cavern under a low scarp; a rude masonry cell has been built in it, and 
several little wooden bulls and other idols lie about. 

12. Bfnavi, 18 miles N.E. from Kupdal (17° l7 r ; 74* 4G 1 ). On the edge 
of the tableland near tlie village, in a projecting summit of laterite, is a small 
irregular cell with an entrance only about 2 feet high. There are several tem¬ 
ples round about: one rather ancient. 

Inscription : —In Dfivanagari on the door-sill of the portico of this temple. 1 

4.—Kakadu Taluk a. 

13. KanUlb,. about 30 miles S.S.E. from Satarii at the junction of the Koini 

and Krishnii Rivers (17° 17'; 74 c 14'), (1) About 3 miles S.S.W, from the 

town, at tlie angle of the junction of tha Krishna and Koinii valleys, is a group 
of about fifty-four Buddhist caves, of a very plain and probably mostly early type, 
generally resembling the groups at Kudft, Mu had and elsewhere, south of Poona 
and Bombay (described in Jour . Rom. B. It. As. Soc. r vol. 111., pt. ii., pp. 58, 
and in Oavs-Tempies of India). (2) The Jamm&Masjid with two lofty dome-crown¬ 
ed minarets stands in the middle of the town. It was built, according to au 
inscription in the interior, by one Ibrfthiin Kh&n, son of Kamulkh.ln, probably a 
Thauidar in the years 156G-69, during the reign of Alt Adi] Hh&h of Bij&pur, 
when the kingdom of Bijitpur was still flourishing. The mosque and minarets 
stand on a stone platform about 50 feet square and 31 feet high ; the latter rise 
to a height of about 40 feet above this platform, and are dome-shaped. For 8 
feet they are made of stone, and the remainder of the structure is of brick-work, 
considerably cracked and unsound. One minaret in particular is in an unsafe 
condition, owing to a curb of wood, which had been inserted at a considerable 
height from the ground, having become rotten. The mosque itself is an ordi¬ 
nary stone structure of considerable size. Both it and the minarets are deco¬ 
rated with carving and covered with plaster, but not painted. In the mosque, 
on the arches and pillars, are several inscriptions in Persian and Arabic; the 
following are translations made by the Oriental Translator:—(1,) On a pillar: 
“ Ibrahim KMn bin Kamil Khan bin Ism&el Khdn, servant in the house of God,” 
(2.) Round a pillar: “ When the assistance of God shall come and the victory, 
and they shall see the people enter into the religion of God by troops, celebrate 
the praise of thy Lord, and ask pardon of him, for he is inclined to forgive,” 
(3.) “ During the time of Shah AH Add Shah, the shelter of all the people and 
the shadow of the favour of God—may he continue faithful and enjoy health 
and Kintal (or grant) to Ibnibim Kamil KhAn a friend of the family.” (4-) On 
another pillar :■—" 'I 1 he beggarly, powerless aud dustHke and powerless Pehelwfm 
AH bin Ahmad Ispahani, a servant of God in this house of God. Sunah 063. 
Titled (?) Ttusyet KhfLn completed on this date. Pray for the welfare of the bulkier 
of this mosque.” (o.) An Arabic inscription on a pillar • “ May God forgive 
its builder for the sake of Muhammad aud his descendants.” (G.) An Arabic 
inscription on the top of an arch: “1 bear witness that there is certainly 
no God but God, that he is only one and that he has no sharers, aud 
I bear witness that Muhammad is certainly his servant and prophet. 1 " (7.) There 
is :m inscription at the foot of an arch in Kufic characters which can-

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not be made out,—(a rubbing is desiderated), (8.) On the top there are the 
following inscriptions 11 0 AH, there is nobody young but Ali. There is no 
sword but the * Zul Fikr.’ God send blessing to Muhammad the chosen [of God), 
Ali the approved, Hasssn the elect (of God), Husain who became a martyr at 
Kerbaldh, Zninu’l Abidin, Muhammad Biknr, Jafur Ssutlik Musa ul Khaim, Mu¬ 
hammad Tati Ali Jiaki, Hasan Ashkdri, Muhammad Mndhi: the most high and 
glorious God hath said- But he only shall visit the temples of God who bclieveth 
iii God and the last day, and is constant at prayer, and payeth the legal alms, 
and feareth God alone. These perhaps may become of tue'numbor of those who 
nre rightly directed.” “ Do ye reckon the giving drink to the pilgrims and the 
visiting of the holy temple ia he actions os meritorious as time performed hy him 
who belie veth in God and the last day and fighteth for the Teligion of God ? 
The most high and glorious God hath said—regularly perform thy prayer at the 
declension of the sun, at. the first darkness of the night, and the prayer of day¬ 
break ; for the prayer of daybreak is borne witness unto htj the angds, and watch 
some pad of the night in the same exercise as a work of supererogation, for 

C jradventure the Lord will raise the© to an honourable station. And say—O 
ord, cause me to enter with a favourable entry and cause me to come forth 
with a favourable coming forth; and grant me from thee an assisting power.” 


5,—‘Patas Tax,uka, 

14. Patau, 21 miles S.S.W. from Sitirft, and 20 miles W.N.W. from KarMh, 
2 or 3 miles to the N.W. of F&tan in the hills bounding the Keda valley on the 
west, are two Buddhist caves. They are in a ravine under the main hilts ; their 
position marked by a large thatched temple on a spur above at a considerably 
higher elevation. They are cut in n small overhanging scarp in the Mali bed 
and the water fulls over in front. The platform in front has been broken and 
worn away till it now leaves a scarcely practicable path from one to the other. 
The larger cave consists of a room 10 feet by IS ; the front, much ruined, has 
had a doorway with a window 3 feet wide on each side. On the right-hand side 
near the front is a recess 2$ feet above the floor and feet long. In the left 
angle at the back is a seat A' long and 21 broad. At the back are two cells 6i‘ 
square ; the left one containing a bed or bench 1 foot in height. Between them, 
in the middle of the back, is a recess 2 J feet from the ground, h' wide and 2' deep. 
Close to this, ou the right aide, is the other cave Hr wide near the front, 12' 
at the back, and about 15 f deep, and Od- ft, high. It contains a very perfect ddgohti 
of the plain pattern found in the earlier caves, with the chhatra carved on the 
roof. The doorway is 4' wide. 1 


6.—Waeaj Taluk a :— No remains returned. 


7. — ITha tav oe Man Taluea, 

Id. SihgnS.pnr, about 44 miles E.NJS, of SitarA, (17 e 51* j 74 c 43), 
the fleene of a large yearly Hindu festival held in honour of Sambhu Mahadeva, 
or .KamhJSvarn, to which ns many as 40,00t) people go. The temple is on a 
hill, and thus forms a striking object from some distance. It is built on a plan 
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similar to that of many of the temples of the Deklian, and consists of a court - 
yard, an ante-chamber, and an idol chamber. It was rebuilt in 1708 by one 
Basyaiit Raikhogai in the time or Siv&ji II. The courtyard is an oblong, about 
129 feet long and 92 broad, entered from all four sides by gateways, and con¬ 
tains, besides the temple proper, various small rooms, a wtjtifliltum, and a 
small temple of Nandi. The temple itself consists of an oblong ante-els am her, 
46 feet by 49, entered from the north, south, and east by three small doorways, 
about 3J feet square. To the west is another doorway, 4 feet wide by 6 feet 
high, communicating with tho idol chamber, This room is about II feet long 
and wide and 17 feet high, and in it is the image of Mahideva 8ambku. Over 
the temple is a spire of brick, the rest of the temple being of stone; through¬ 
out it are caned images of gods and mythological beings, and also coloured 
representations of animals. 


16. K&tarkhatAy, 35 miles E.S.E. from SAtArft (17° 34': 74° 35'}. The tern 
pie of Sri Kitare^vara; the walls and pillars are of stone and carved. It is said 
to be very old, and measures 45' by 28'. The upper portion is of brick. 

Inscription :—On the front is a DAvanAgnri inscription, weather-worn. 

17. Kurauli, 4 miles S.S.E, from Khatav. A similar old temple, but larger ; 
repaired in late times. 

Inscription :—On fcho pavement, but much effaced. 

18. WadgAnw, 24 miles S. E. from SAtfirA. Temple of Jayar&m SvvAini, with 
some inscriptions. 

19. Nngnithwarji, 20 miles E, from S&tdrA. Templo of NagamUh, partly cut 
in the rock ; a genuine Snake templo, with an old inscription (a), 

20. SangameSvara, 36 miles E. of SltirA, Au old S&iva temple, with carved 
pillars and elluced inscription.

21. MAknli is about 21 miles E, of SAtArA : owing to its situation at the 
confluence or SaAgam of the ErishnA and YfinA Rivers it Ls considered a place of 
great sanctity, and the dead from Silt Aril and the surrounding villages are brought 
there to be burned. It is divided into,— ( 1 ) Kshdra MrthuR, on the east bank 
of the Krishni in British territory; (2) MfihuU, on the west hank of that 

river, is the property of the Pant Pratinidki, by whose family most of the 
temples were built, (1.) Descending the river, the first temple that, meets the 
eye is one on tlm east bank m.Kshetra MAhuli, dedicated to HAdhA Sankar. It 
was btrilt about 1825 a.d, hy Bili Saheb Sachiv, the great-grandmother of the 
present Bor-panth. The temple stands on what is called the Givi GhAt, a 
long handsome platform of stone built by one BApu Bhat bin GGvind Blmt about, 
1780 a.d. It, is of basalt, and consists of a shrine and vestibule, or, perhaps as it 
ought to he called in t his instance, a verandah supported by three small horse-shoe 
scolloped arches. The dome is of brick and, us fur as it has any mathematical 
form at all, is conical ; but it is broken up into gradually diminishing rows of 
stucco ornamentation, in which are niches filled with images. On each side of 
the entrance there is a dipmdl. (2.) On the same side of the river is the temple 
of Blinks vara Mahadeva built about 1742 a.d. by SripatrAo Pant Pratinidhi. The 
absence of Muhammadan forms shows that it is much older than the last. It 
consists of a vestibule and. shrine, but the vestibule is souarc or nearly so, and has 
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no oppnmg but a Jow door. The roof is supported by a few pillars, each of which 
,® u alternate portions square, round, or octagonal. The front is about 30 Feet

Wfc?the top of the dome, so that the back wall is only 5 or 6 feet Ion/ 
With the exception of the upper portion of the dome, which is of brick cover/d 
and ornamented with stucco, this temple is built of grey stone, and has a very 
solid appearance. It is not enclosed in any way. The bull is so close to tho 
door of the vestibule that there is hardly robm to enter. It is surmounted by a 
square stone canopy supported on each side by a broad low pointed arch, and its 
style seems to indicate a later date than tho temple. In front are a few tombs 
whore GosAyis and other holy men have been buried. The Gbit near this snot 
was built by Anandrlo Bbivrlo Deshmukh Angaparkar ab^T W^ bS 
this temple, (J.) The next is on the same bank as the last two, but at some 
distances from them and the village, and close to the SAt-ArA and Kodedmw road 
uhich in fact, skirts it. It was built and defeated to lUmefrara by Para$ur4ma 
t Eg f , Vtb&jiw about 1700 A.n. Looking at it from the opposite 
bank, the chief object that attracts the observer's notice is the very fine flight of 

r^^M/ P w-L fr °/r th t r i TOr ' bed - P ne Ri Z ht ^ th ita board platform was 
cymnenced by RAprAo If,, but never finished. Though forming part of tho 

whole struct lire, it would lead, if finished, rather to the side of the temple than 
to the temple itself The other flight begins nearly where the first leaves off, 
audafe an angle to it and is said to bo also the work of Para^uraraa Angal. 
Half way up it on cither side is a small cloister of two arches, which would be 
perfectly circular but for a small notch in the keystone. The roof ia domed and 
formed by concentric layers of stone, each projecting over the one below, and so 
diminishing in cureumforenee till only a small hole is left sufficient to admit one 
stone. At the top of the steps are two dipmdlm, one on either side: on the right 
is a small shrme with an image of the Trimurti. in front is a bull with his face 
towards tho door of the vestibule. He is very richly ornamented with chains and 
beds. Between his feet is a small lulga overshadowed by the cobra with two 
women pajmg adoration to it. The canopy is supported at the comers bv 
pillars, which arc square and round or octagonal in alternative courses. A hove is 
a low octagonal dome on two courses—the lower plain, the upper with a few 
figures. Above this, again, is a representation of tho lotus, bud the stucco has 
fallen off I he doorway consists of a porch of stone supported on half pillars, 
Lhe vestibule is too small to require any support for its roof. The only ifrht it 
receives is from tho low door by which it is entered. There are three domes - 
the lowest is over the vestibule; next comes one a tittle higher; and adjoining 
it the highest of all. They are* as um&\ of brick and stucco surmounted by a 
representation of the lotus. Behind the temple is a cloister of five arches like 
those already described. A small door leads into a shrine with five small 
figures^ in black basalt. The central one is a representation of Siva and 
PArvali. At one end is HaoumAu in an upright position with his hands clasped 
together. (4.) Temple of SaiigamdnaTa, MaMdevz is, os its name indicates 
close to the junction of tho two rivers, on the west bank of the KrishnA and the 
north bank of the Von A and nearly opposite No, 2. From the bank of the 
Krishna two flights of steps lead up to the courtyard wall, in which there is a 
small door opening into the quadrangular court in which the temple is situated. 

I he temple consists of a small open verandah, in which there is n roughly executed 
painting of Lakshm!, and a vestibule and shrine. Id front is tho sacred bull under a 
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canopy supported by four pillars. The breadth at the back is gradually diminished 
by a series of offsets ’which are carried up into tlve dome. The architecture is 
pure Hindu. The pillars are round or octagonal and square in alternate courses, 
and the roof is formed of long stones which stretch diagonally from pillar to pillar 
so as to form a series of lozenge or diamond-shaped spaces, filled in with square 
stones of less size. The flying buttresses to the platform of the sacred bull 
and the top of the dome deserve notice. As usual the body of the building is of 
basalt and the dome of brief; and stucco, like No. 2. It is said to have been 
built bv Sri pa trio Pant Pmtmidbi, and its date may be approximately fixed at 
1679 aj-. Just below this temple and at the actual junction of the rivers is a 
triangular plot of ground occupied by several tombs built over the burial-places 
of a Gosaln (named Banlapuri) and his disciples. The largest, under which the 
Gosaiu himself is said to bo buried, is an octagonal building of grey basalt, 
surmounted by a low 1 dome. The sides are open, and the triangular heads of 
the openings are scolloped and richly carved above ; a broad ledge is carried 
round supported on elegant scrolls. Inside is a Uhga and sacred bull. The 
next in size is square with a horee-shoe opening about 6 feet high and carved 
pilasters on each aide. The dome is of brick plastered and fluted: tinga and 
bull inside. The third is a mere canopy supported on square pillar's over the 
Unga and bull; the dome is fluted. There are two others which do not deserve 
any special notice. (5.) ViheJvara Mahddem, the largest of the MMiuli temples 
on the south side of tba Vena., at in confluence with the Kyishuil, is said to 
have been built by Srtpfttrio Pant Pratmidhi about 1735 a,b. It is of basalt, 
and enclosed by an irregular-shaped courtyard, open on the side of the river, 
from which it is approached by a flight of steps. The high platform on which 
it is raised, the low colonnade which runs round the greater part of it; the short 
thick pillars in alternate courses of round, octagonal and square; the lozenge- 
figured stone roof, the breadth increasing from tho front by offsets, and then 
decreasing in a similar way behind, show that it Is a building of purely Hindu 
architecture. The length from back to front is about 50 feet. The greatest 
breadth is 20 feet, the least 5 feet. Tba interior consists of a vestibule and 
shrine. In tho wall of the former there are two images of Ganapati and Lakshtni 
respectively. The latter is of marble. Tho dome is of the usual material. The 
squareness* of the form in this and other domes of the same period contrasts with 
the round domes of a later one. The animal forms, carved in the capitals of 
the pillars and the cornices, deserve notice. Tho sacred bull is on the usual 
platform surmounted by a canopy and octagonal dome, the niches of which are 
filled with mythological figures, and are divided from each other by figures of 
men on elephants. On two sides of the courtyard are cloisters with broad 
low pointed arches and square pillars; they are for cooking purposes, or 
hostelries for visitors to the temple. On another side is a building of a similar 
kin d but incomplete. The arches of it are narrower and more pointed. At the 
entrance of the vestibule is a fine bell on which I could not discover any 
writing, but the date, in English figures, of 1744. I could not glean any 
information as to its history; but it was, I suspect, taken by tko MarAthis 
from a Portuguese church in thoKonkan. In one of tho temples on the Krishna 
atManauli, near Wit, there is a bell which is said to have been presented by the 
builder of the temple, the great Nani P bail navis. There is a tradition in that case 
that it was taken from tho Portuguese, a tradition which is almost converted into 
fact by the inscription ,{ Benu sonantibus cymbalis luudate Dominum.” A similar 
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bell said to have been brought by Nilcl Phadnavb Out of Mftlrali Fort, and given 
to the temple at BhimA Sankar where it now is. (6,) Temple of Rdmachitndra 
at the back of the hist, to which it is very inferior in every respect, is of basalt, and 
said to hare been built by Trimbak Yiitean&th PGt6 in 1772 a,D. It is very 
small, and consists merely of a verandah and shrine. In the latter arc figures, 
in brass, of RAvann, Lakshmana and Sit&Mh The wall behind them is panelled 
with broad low arches and painted with flowers, &c. The dome consists of only 
two polygonal courses, {?,) Temple of Vithoba built by Jotipant Bhagvat of 
Chinchneri about A.D, 1730. It originally consisted of a small verandah, with 
carved wooden pillars opening into the shrine by a low Muhammadan arch. A 
hall or vestibule, with wooden pillars and door all round, was added fifteen or 
twenty years ago. The roof is hung with lamps. (8.) Temple of Krishmlbai, 
built by Krishna Dikshit Chiplunkur about 1754 a.d., does not deserve particular 
notice. (9.) Temple to K ri slip M vara Mahldeva built by Krishna Bikshit 
Chiplunkar, about 1790 A.r. (10.) Temple to Bhairavadeva, built by Krishna- 
bhat Talkd about 1770 a.i>. It is on a very smhll scale, and consists of shrine 
and open vestibule or verandah with three small arches. A hall with wooden 
pillars like that in No, 7 has been recently added- (11*) A temple with a 
handsome flight of steps from the river, begun by the Rani of Sdtlra 
in 1865- It is on the right of the road from S&tdrtL Besides these temples 
there tire, on each side of the road leading to the ferry, several tombs or cenotaphs 
to members of the late royal family of SfiJfiriL and others. There is some 
simple but handsome stone carving on one or two of them. The figure of a 
dog sitting, which is to be seen on one of them, is said to murk the burial-place 
of a favourite dog of Rdja Shhhii culled the “VedtL Kuja " from his eccentricities. 
It is probably the one which on one occasion he dressed in gold brocade, and 
exhibited in full darbiir, and for whose use he kept up a palanquin establishment. 
The dog had once saved him from a tiger (vide Grant Duff’s History of the 
Morathas, vol. II., page 30). 

22. S&&&T& \ Palace and Gardens is a quadrangular block of building 

occupying several acres, and the large Open space of ground in front admits of 
its being seen to advantage. There is nothing very imposing about the facade, 
the white plastered surface of which is only broken by numerous large square 
windows and their wooden framework. A low verandah on wooden pillars 
runs along the ground floor. There is some carving on the wood work, but 
it is too minute to produce any general effect on the building; a gateway leads 
into the courtyard, round which there is a broad colonnade. The walls are 
covered with paintings of mythological subjects and hunting scenes. It would 
be tedious to go into an enumeration of all the rooms, of which there are said to 
be 52, as a large portion of the building necessarily consists of the apart meets of 
the Rani and royal retinue. On one side of the quadrangle is the hall of 
audience, at the upper end of which is a shrine dedicated to the great goddess of 
the MarithAs, Rhava.ni, It was built by Apptk Siiheb about 1344 a.tj. It is 83 
feet long, 45 feet broad, and 25 feet high. The roof is supported on two parallel 
longitudinal rows of teak pillars, 16 in each row, with horse-shoe arches between 
the pillars. The roof is hung with lamps. Outside are fountains. In a small 
room opening from the colonnade above mentioned, are the thrones of R&jas 
AppI S5heb and Shihfl, The carving in this room is exceedingly rich. The 
palace, although apparently one building, is really two, called respectively the old 
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and new palaces. The former was built in 1820-21 by the Mja Pratapsifiha. 
Tho latter, to which the rooms above described belong, was built about 1836 to 
supersede the Rangmlhal, another palace of loss pretensions situated immediate¬ 
ly under the fort. The old and new gardens and pleasure-house, to which the 
Kaja is wont to repair in the hot weather, are separate from the palace and each, 
other. The old ones were laid out about a.p. 182-1-25 by Pratupsiiiha. The house 
iaa plain building of one storey, with a hvrgt' basin for fountains in front. It has 
one room, of which the wall and ceilings are covered with looking-glass. The 
new gardens which are somewhat larger, were laid out in the Same year for the 
Raja’s brother, Appi Saheb. The pleasured muse is of two storeys, and has, be¬ 
sides the mirror room, a room hung with pictures, mostly works of native art: 
some, however, would scorn to have been brought from England, and that, too, at 
no very distant date- 

23. Parli is the name given to' an isolated hill about G miles west of Sit&rtL 
Tho fort at the top is called Sujangudh, and was built by one of the Emperors 
of Delhi about 700 years ago. Additions were made by one Nilro BaH&l Soul, 
M&mlatdlr, in 1775 a.d. It is now very much out of repair : over the doorway is 
a Persian inscription t -—not translated. The temple was built about I860 a.d. by 
Akabai and Daviikar Gosain, disciples of Sivaji’s spiritual guide Rttadas Svami, 
to whom the temple is dedicated and who lies buried here. Parasmftm Bhau 
SrigAhvkar repaired and ornamented this temple in 1800 and 1830 a.d,, and 
Waijnilth B hag vat, of Ente4var, built the verandah. It is of basalt, with dome 
of brick and clmnam. 

24. Angapur.—The temple, which is dedicated to Ganapati, was built by 
Anandrilo Bbiwr&o, Destnukha of Angapur, in 1779 A.D, It is of stone, with 
a dome of brick and stucco. 

25. Patglvar, G miles S,E. from Sitirft. Near the summit of a hill called 
Fat&lvar, are some five caves. Besides the caves and buildings attached to 
them there are three or four temples almost on the summit of the hill. One of 
them, sacred to Mnh&deva, is of moderate size, enclosed in a courtyard with a fine 
flight of steps loading down to a tank close adjoining. The other temples are 
small, sacred to Mnhadeva and other idols. 

The caves arc now, with tho exception of Xo. 4, crowded with liii>jas 
cut out of detached blocks of stone, some of very large siae. Including those in 
the temples 43 were counted altogether. These caves were probably of Brah- 
manicul origin (see Jour. B. B. R. A. Sue,, vol. IIL, pt. ii., p. 58). 

26. Deg-Anw.—'Temple of Sri Pab^var with large sabh4-mandapa and 
Okhara. 

27. Khadgahw.—An excavation to the west called il or glial. 

9.—Javli Taluk a. 

28. hlahftbalelvar,—Temple described J. B. B. R, A. 8,, vol. IX,, p. cxcv, j 
vol, X,, pp. 1-18, 

29. Rajpuri, 4 miles S.W, from Wai and about 3 west of Bawadhan. 
A group of rudely cut Brakmanica) caves, about 1,300 feet above the valley* They 
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communicate with one another by a passage inside the rock. They face eastward 
and extend about 100 feet in length. 

Inscription :—A detached slab of stone, leaning against the front of the cave, 
bears an inscription in old Devanagari characters (a), 

30. Bawadhan, 4 miles S.E, of Wui. Two small caves at about- 600 feet 
above the level of the valley and very difficult of access ; the most southerly is a 
cell 9 by 7', with a bed-place at the back and a stone bench on the right side; the 
Other is similar and about 65 yards noth ward, 

31. Loblri, 4 miles north ol Wai. On the south-western face of a short lofty 
spur are S excavations in a Hue extending about a furlong along the hill, and at 
an elevation of at least 400 feet above the valley. The four largest are evidently 
early Buddhist monastic residences, and one of these has bad two rows of pillars, 
three in each, from front t-o back, and the remains of some sculpture on the right- 
hand wall, which, however, may possibly have been an after insertion ; another, 
close to it, has a digoba in a shrine 16 feet square at the back, a coll on each side 
of it, and four in the right wall, with rock beds. 

32. Wai,—At this place there are 49 temples built by the Rasta family alone, 
besides others of older date; as it is unnecessary to particularize each only those 
of importance are mentioned. Commencing from above, the first group of build¬ 
ings is on the north bank of the Krishna, and consists of a gMt, wMX, and 
temple. (1.) The ghat goes by the name of Gaiigapuri, and is a flight of Id steps. 
The first portion, 200 feet in length, was built by GiiiigMbar RAste of cut stone in 
1739. To this, one Bhau Jo5i added 76 feet and Bijirao II. SO feet. There is 
now, therefore, an unbroken length of 350 feet. At the back of this is a plain 
brick wall through which a door opens into the street with the Qpngapuri Wad& 
(now the MunsiPs Court} on the left and the temple of Uma Malieivara Paiichiu 
y at ana on the right. The temple on the right was, like the ghat, built by Gaiig&dhar 
Baste and about live years before it. It consists of a vestibule and shrine, and is 
about 40 feet high. It has all the Muhammadan forms of architecture common at 
the period. In the four corners are separate shrines dedicated to Vishnu, 
Lakshml, Ganapati and SAryaVishnu's is on the left on entering, and has a 
wooden manrlapa, the back wall of which is covered with figures, so are also the 
outer walls. The great cluster of river temples begins at some distance nearly 
opposite to the traveller's bungalow. (2.) A shrine with dome containing a 
marble bull and the image of Mahadeva Dilikle£vara. It stands on a low gMt, 75 
feet long. (3.) In a line with it, but near the bank on an upper ledge of the 
same ghat, is another temple to Gahgardme^ivara MaMdeva, built by Gahgadbar 
K&ste about 1780 a.d. It is of basalt, and consists of an open verandah with 3 
scolloped arches and a shrine. The breadth in front is 32 feet. The length from 
front to back is about 26 feet, with the dome, which is of brick and stucco 
with blank panels; the height is probably about 40 feet. In front is the sacred 
bull with a plain canopy. (4.) A temple to Ganapati built by Ganpatrho Bhikaji 
Rag to in 1762 at a cost of Us, 1,50,000, and a ghat 163 feet in length, built by 
Anandriio Bhikaji, Besides the usual verandah and shrine, in which is a huge 
image of Ganapati painted red, there is a covered court or mandapa 60 feet 
by 30. The roof is flat, and composed of square cut atones cemented with 
oh u mini. The walls are of the unusual thickness of 4 feet, which gives 
considerable dignity to the small arches, 5 on a side and 3 at the end, with 
which they are pierced. Except the dome, which is pyramidal or conical and 
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of brick covered with white plaster and fluted, the material used is grey basalt. 
The total height is about 70 feet. (5.) Ascending the bank is a temple to KMi 
YiSveSvara MahMeva, standing in a quadrangular court 216 feet by 95, surround* 
ed by a wall. The temple was built by Anandrio Bhik&ji in 1757 a,d., and 
consists of vestibule and shrine. Its length from front to back is 42 feet. The 
fagade is about 28 feet from side to side. In the style Muhammadan forms 
prevail to a considerable extent. The spire has three rows of figures and a 
Muhammadan dome ; the maijdapa of the temple is domed. The large bull in 
front, under a plain canopy with plain scolloped arches, is carved out of a magnifi¬ 
cent piece of black basalt; the bells and flowers with which it is decorated are 
very finely cut. The most conspicuous part of this building, however, is a 
covered Kunda mandapa at the east entrance, the roof of which is of squared 
stone cemented with chunam, and supported on 16 lofty pillars 10 feet apart, 
with neat semicircular moulded arches between them. On each side is a dipmkl, 
{6.) Temple to Mabftlakshmi built by Anandrdo Bhik&ji in 1773 a.d, at a cost 
of Rs. 2,75,630. It is away from the river, on the east side of the bazar. It 
is about 70 feet high, and’ consists of a vestibule and shrine, which together 
measure about 70 feet from back to front. The fapade is 39 feet from side to 
side. The vestibule is open in front with two pillars and pilasters in antis. The 
corners at the top are rounded off by scolloped work. There is a trap-door in the 
floor, and the roof is formed of large slabs stretching from lintel to lintel. The 
mandapa has two doors on each side, and the porch is wider than the man daps. 
The mandapa has 5 pillars in depth with 2 in width, and on a lower step an 
additional'range over a stylobate approached by three steps and tread. (7.) 
Temple to Vishnu, built in 1774 a.d. by Anandrfio BbMji Baste at a cost of 
Bs, 2,10,250. A covered court 48' X* lS f with a roof of cut stone without 
intermediate support leads to a raised verandah with three small Muhammadan 
arches, behind which is the shrine. The walls'are very thick, 5 scolloped arches on 
each side and 3 in front—a small chattri of Garnda in front and a marble image. 

The following temples are enumerated to complete the list of those on the 
river, but do not call for any special mention, The date is a clue to the stylo 
of architect are. The prevalence of Muhammadan forms may be assumed in those 
that are less than a century old. (8.) The temple to Mabudeva, built by 
Govindpant Velaukar about 1744 A.D., east of KM ViSvrSvara. {9.) Temple 
to the same by Baba Appl Ssibeb Site, 1854 A.D. (10.) Temple to the same 
with dharma&ila attached by CbimaniAo Nfmlyana, (11.) Temple to Dntfc&trSya, 
built by a mendicant named Ycnkobii Bawft in 1861 a.d. on a gb&t made by 
An an dr ao Bhikjiji, 1785 a.d. (12.) Temple to Mahiideva by Ckimaubhat Dltirul- 
kar about 1808 a.d. (13.) To the same, built about 176U a.d. (14.) To the 
same, built by Meghasy&in-nityak Megrek about 1740 a.d. (15.) Temple to 
Vithoba by JiU Sftheb, the great-grandmother of the Bi>r Pant, mentioned as the 
builder of a temple at MahulL (lib) Temple to MaMdova, built by Vishnu Bha^ 
Dikshit about 1760 a.d. (17.) Temple to Mali&deva, built by Venkambhat 
Dbakne about 17G0 a.d, (18.) The lUstii’s W&d&s.—Of these there are several 
in and about the town of Wai. The only one that requires special notice is 
the Mott Bdffht which is about miles out of witi, standing in a large 
garden with water-tower and fountains. The ws’ulA was .built about. 1789 a.d. 
by AnandriLo Bbikaji Baste, and is said to have cost Rs. 1,02,000. The interior 
walls arc covered with paintings, the colour of which is unfortunately rapidly 
disappearing. The ceiling is very elaborately painted and gilded. 
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feet high The arches are covered with leaves and what appear to be fir-cones! 
Beyond the arches there is on each side of the facade a broad band of wall carved 
in arabesques. The height of the building, including the dome* is probably not 
more than 40 feet. Opposite the entrance is a bull of polished basalt under a 
canopy surmounted by a dome. It is seated upon the back of a turtle (which is 
found in nearly all the temples above mentioned) represented in the act of 
swimming. To complete the illusion, it is intended that the surrounding- basin 
should be filled with water, which does not appear to bo now done. Around this 
principal temple are four others dedicated, respectively, to Narasinha, Ganapati 
Laksbmi, and Vishnu. Several of the images in these temples are of yellow 
marble, said to have been brought from AgrA. One, which stands outside by 
itself, is a representation of the £iva Fanchayatana. Four heads look to the four 
cardinal points of the compass, and the fifth to the sky. The five temples were 
built about 1780 a.D. by one Mab&devar&o Sivar&ma, SAvk&r of PfinA, where 
his descendants now live. A side door from the courtyard of this temple leads 
to a ghat built by one NtoAyanrio Vaid about 100 vears ago. On the right 
is a small temple to HAma attributed to BAjirAo II. The conical dome has 
been broken short off by the fall of a tree. Below this, and facing the river is 
a sort of cloister containing an image of Ganapati, The arches are pointed. The 
date probably about 1780 a.p, 

About half a mile up the river is a small temple to MaMdeva, built by the 
Ritja S/Lhfi, who reigned at SAtArA between 1708 and 1750 a.d., and came to 
Dhom to bathe in the Krishna, 

Two banyan trees at Mliusva. There is no record whatever of the age of 
these trees. They are known to be at least 200 years old, and they are probably 
double that age. Although the centres have decayed, the outer trunks do not 
show the slightest signs of any diminution in their vitality. The larger tree is 
450 yards in circumference; the smaller about 100 yards less. 
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b, Siryal, 39 miles north from SAtarA. Temple of Kedire^vara, built by 
Amhuji Devji D&spAndg about 200 years ago, is a large and fine building , 
about 200 years old: it was struck by lightning about six years ago. There is u 
series of 17 Buddhist caves about 2 miles S.W. from the town, one of them with 
a dagoba. They are of the same plain type as those at KarhAd. 

2, Ranje, 14 miles S.W. from PftM; a Vaishnava temple dedicated to 
Laksbmi NArdyana.

7. Mard£, 8 miles S. of SolApur ;—a mosque which was originally a Saiva 
Hemidpanti temple ; also the remains of a fine old Hemadpauti well, which must 
have had a good deal of curious sculpture about it, 

8. KAsegaiiw, 8 miles N.E. from Solupur. Hemildpanti temple of E&sfiSvara 
Mahfedova, approached by a flight of steps from the courtyard ; some carving and 
figures on the left side of the entrance. The raandapa has 8 pillars. 

9. Begampur {G bodes vara) on the Bhimi, 23 miles W.S.W. from Sol&pur. 
Tomb of Begami, a young daughter of Aurangzeb, who died while he was en-. 
camped at Maehanftr opposite. It is in danger of destruction from the river.

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VIII.—RATNAGIRI ZILLAd 
1.—Dafcuj Taluka. 

1 . Bigmdndla, a large coast fishing village in the Dipoli Tdlukii on the north 
bank of the S&vitri opposite B:\ukot. BAgmindla and Kolm&ndk are probably 
the remains of M&ndal, or M&ndan, an old trading place of some consequence. 
Barbosa (1514) has a Man da bad at the mouth of the Banket river, where many 
ships, especially from Malab&r, came taking stuffs and leaving cocoanuts, areca* 
nuts, a few spices, copper, and quicksilver.* The name and position suggest 
that it may be the site of Ptolemy’s Mandagora. 

2. Dabhol, 1 * 3 N. lat. 17° 34' and E. long. 73*16', lies 6 miles from the sea, 
on the north bank of the Anjanvel or Visishtt river, eighty-five miles south-east 
of Bombay. Largo remains, several feet underground, seem to show that Dibhol 
was, in very early times, a place of consequence. An underground temple of 
Chdndikabai is said to be of tbe same age as the Badilmi rock*temples (550*578 
a.d.) Mr. Crawford's MS. A local history, bakhar, states that in the eleventh 
century, DibhoJ was the seat of a powerful Jdnn ruler, and a stone inscription 
has been found bearing date 3rd VaiMhha 1073 Sihv&hana. 

Of Musalmuu remains the chief is, close to tbe sea and almost buried in 
coco aunt trees, a handsome mosque sixty-three by fifty-four feet in its inner 
measurements, with minarets and a dome. The style is like that of the chief 
Bijapur mosques. It is on all sides enclosed by a stone wall and approached 
by a broad flight of steps. In tbe centre of the stone terrace, in front 
of t-he mosque, is a well and a fountain. The mosque is said to have been 
built in 1659, by Aisha Bibi, popularly known as lady mother, m&sdhibah, a 
princess of Bijapur. The real date is probably much earlier. The local 
account is that the princess, with a retinue of 20,000 horse, arrived at Dilbhol 
intending to go to Makka, but was kept back from fear of pirates. Determining 
to spend, on some religions work, the £150,000 (Rs. 15,00,000) she had with 
her, by tho advice of the matdvis and kilsis, she began building this mosque and 
finished it in four years. The builder's name was Kamil Klifin. It is currently 
reported that the dome was richly gilded, and the crescent of pure gold. The gold 
and gilt have long disappeared, but much of the beautiful carving and tracery 
remains. Eight villages, Bhopan, Saral, Isapur, Bhostan, Chivili, Modpur, 
Bharveli and Pingdri, were granted for its maintenance, After the overthrow of 
the Bijapur kingdom, the grant was renewed by Sivdji (1670), The mosque still 
bears tbe name of its founder Mdsihibah, but it is no longer used for worship. The 
local Musaltnuns are too poor to keep it in repair. From year by year it is crumb¬ 
ling into ruin; the minarets are tottering; tbe mortar has long since ^crumbled 
away ] and the loosened stones are falling from their places. In 1873 a small

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sum was granted by Government to carry out tko most necessary repairs. 
(Nairns in"/ad. An(.» vol. II, p. 280-91.) D&bhol has also a Jima mosque built in 
1650 (1059 H.) in the beginning of Aurangzeb’s reign, by Pir Muhammad Abd- 
ullAh, the chief officer, tmbdhddr, of the district. What of the inscription on this 
mosque has been read runs: 'In the name of God, the Just, the Merciful. 
Verily mosques belong to God, so be not co-sharers Him. The rival of 

this mosque in colour does not exist in the "world. The best- of well born Go¬ 
vernors Pir Ahmed...{built this mosque) in the year 1059 (1649 a.d.) 

of the Hijra of the Prophet, on whom be peace and blessing. 1 On the sea face 
of a third mosque an inscription has lately (1379) been found cut in wood. It 
begins with the usual Shia blessing of the Prophet, his daughter, and the twelve 
Imims, and ends 'May God help SaMat All, king of kings, who raised this building 
in 1558 (967 H.) >1 There is also a cenotaph, or tnuAtfm, of Eh&ja, Khbr, the 
Prophet Elias, bearing the date 1579 (987 H.),anda tomb of the Pir Azain Ehdn. 

3. Eel, across the SHvitri river south of Mabad, to the south-east of the 
hill behind the village has two small groups of caves. The first to the north¬ 
east of the village consists of a few broken cells of no pretension as to size or 
style. The other group to the south-east has one cell rather larger than any 
of the others. All are apparently unfinished and are much damaged. In the 
second group are three short inscriptions, 

4. Mandangad Fort, on the high hill of the same name, about twelve miles 
inland from Banket, has two forts and a triple stockade with an area of 
about eight acres. Of the three fortifications Mandangad proper, with two 
reservoirs, lies to the south, Parked is in the middle, and Jamba, with a dry 
reservoir, on the north. In 1862 the walls were in several places much ruined. 
The likeness of the name suggests Mandangad as the Mandagora of Ptolemy 
and the Peri plus, a town of the Konkap coast. But Mindla at the mouth of 
the Bunkot crock is perhaps more likely. Though they are probably much older, 
local tradition ascribes the fort of Mandangad to Sivaji, Parkcf to the Hahshi, and 
Jamba to Angria. 

2.—Ehed Tallka. 

5. Mahipatgad Fort, about twelve miles from Ehed facing the Hit-lot pass 
and Makrilngad the MahftbMofvura ‘ Saddleback,' stands at the head of a high 
spur, that running parallel to the Sahvadria is crowned by the three forts °of 
Mahipatgad, Suuiurgad, and Rasiilgad. Reached by a very narrow difficult 
pass six miles long, Mahipatgad is a tableland 12U acres in area, with no sur¬ 
rounding wall, but with well-built Ijafctlements and gateways in six places where 
the approach is easy. These defences are in bad repair. The wood-work is 
gone, and in many places the stone work is hi ruins. Of the doors the Kotvdl 
gate to the north is formed by two battlements one on each side and joined with 
parts of the ramparts; and from the Khetl door to the south are still traces of 
tha path by which the garrison received their supplies. 

3.—Chipalctj Taluka. 

C. Chipalun, N, lot. 17° 30‘ and E. long. 73° 3G r , the chief town of the 
Chipalun sub-division, and twenty-five miles from the sea, on the south bank of

great village, very populous and plentifully supplied with all kinds of provisions. 1

Uf these the chief is a tolerable large hall twenty-two feet long by fifteen broad 
and ten high, with, at ds inner end, a Buddhist relic shrine or ddgobtt. There 
are also two or three smaller caves and a deep pond thirteen feet square. Three 
stages on the road from Ckipajun to Karitl in SsltitA is another series of Buddhist 
caves, coneisting of a room with a email round relic shrine, six feet in diameter, 
and a hall, adla, nineteen feet by eighteen, with a raised seat at one corner and 
three recesses at the inner end* (a). 

7. Anjanvel, H. lat. 17 Q SI' and E. long, 73°15', stands on the south shore of 
the entrance to the Ydsishti or Dabkol river : Anjanvel fort, called Gopdlgad, was 
built by the Bijdpur kings in the sixteenth century, strengthened by Siv&ii 
about 1650, and improved by his son SambMji (1681-1G39). It stands on t 
gently sloping {joint on the south shore of the creek entrance half a mile from 
Anjanvel. It covers seven acres, and is surrounded on three sides by the sea 
and on the fourth by a deep ditch now partly filled,* There is no complete 
line of outworks, only one or two covered ways leading down to batteries.* The 
fort walls, built of stone and mortar, are very strong about twenty feet high 
and eight thick, with twelvo bastions at some distance from each other, until 
very lately, armed with cannon. South of the fort is a deep trench eighteen feet 
broad. There are two gates to the east and to the west. On either side of 
tho west gate is a guardroom. The interior of the fort still has traces of small 
houses. There are also three wells, with a plentiful supply of water, ISTear the 
wells is a building said to have been the store-room, close to it a granary, and. 
at a little distance, the governor’s palace. Some Persian verses on a fiat oblone 
stone give tho date 1707 and the builder’s name Sifli Sayyid. The verses are : 

* Whoever built a new mansion, when he was called awiiy did it not belong to 
another? God is immortal and all else subject to death, ' When the kind king, 
tho light of the world, ordered, the fort was made which he could not live to see* 
Sidi Sayyid (built) the port. Written on the 10th of Zil Him the first year of 
the reign, Hijra 1119 (1707 a.d.).’ 

4.—Saxgamesvak Taluka, 

8. Sangamt^vara, N. lat. 17° 9' and E. long. 73 d 3G', a town on the Sastri 
river, about twenty miles from the coast,—the meeting of the Alaknanda and 
Varuna, is a place of some sanctity and of high antiquity. According to the 
Sahyddri Kkanda it was originally called fiimakshetra and had temples built by 
Paraiurdma or Bhirgava Eilma, In later times, perhaps about the seventh cen¬ 
tury, a Chalukyin king Earn a, coming from Kartmra or KolMpur, made Saiiga- 
mdsvara his head-quarters, and, founding a city, built a fortress, temples, and

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palaces. 1 Of the temples one, called Karnes vara after its founder, remains. 
S&Deftineivara continued for some time the head-quarters of a Chalukyan chief. 
It U mentioned in a Cbalukya grant probably of the eleventh or twelfth century. 
In the fourteenth century it was for long the residence of Basava, ine founder 
oE the Lingiyat sect. Two miles up the river, in old SahgamOsvara, called the 
hi sba to distinguish it from the new town, pet, are several interesting temples. 
The chief of them is the temple of Karnelva ra already referred to. But the shrine 
of the SangameSvara temple is said to be older dating from as far back as l ara- 
^urdma’s time, 1 Kama is said to have built or repaired 360 temples and granted 
the revenues of many Villages for their support. Every year on Mdgha radya 
30th {January-Fobruary) a fair is held attended by about 1,000 persons. At the 
meeting of the rivers are several sacred places, ilrfAas, among them one known 
as the cleanser of sins, thmpdpa. There are also some rock excavations here. 


5,—B.UAPrn Tau'ka. 

D, Adi vra, 12 miles west of Iidj&pur, has a well known temple dedicated 
to MahAkiit. In her honour, a fair is held from the second to the tenth day 
of the first fortnight of Akin (Septembor-Octotwr). Petty shops are opened and 
about 1,000 persons attend. 

10. BJd&pur, N. lat. 16* 38* and E. long. 73 c 23', the chief town of the 
Rijipur sub-division* is built ou *l slope rising from the water b edge t at the 
head of a tidal creek, thirty miles south-oast of Ratnagiri and about fifteen miles 
from the sea. At the time of the first Musalm&n conquest (1312), Rappur was 
the chief town of a district. 5 In 1633 it is said to be one of the beat Dekhan 

maritime towns.* . 1( 

At Vftde-PAdel and at Sigva both near Y : lgotaua are some ruined celU 

probably Bruhmanical. 

11. Dhop^vara, a mile or SO west of tho town of B4jipur. A noted temple; 
the village revenues are alienated for the support of the shrine, and every year 
a fair is”held on Sivariitra (February-March) attended by about 1,000 people. 
A procession is formed, and, the idol, covered with a gold mask, is carried round 
the temple in a palanquin, 

G. — Devagad Tau'ka, 

12. Khfirepiitan, about 25 miles up the Vijjayadurg river. On a small hill 
overlooking the town, is a fort about an acre in area, Tho walls and bastions

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were taken down in 1850, and used to make the Vftgotan landing place. 1 The 
sites of twelve or thirteen mosques are shown, and the remains of one, the Jared 
mosque, prove it to have been a building of large size. Outside of the limits o£ 
the present town is a very large brick reservoir, ruinous and nearly dry, with 
an inscription, stating that it was built by a Brahman in JG59. Near the middle 
of the town is n half buried stone believed to have been the boundary between 
the Hindu and the AIusalmAn quarters, And in the middle of the town there is 
a colony of Karnitak Jainas and a Jaina temple said to bo the only one in the 
southern Konkan. In the temple is a small black marble idol, found three or four 
years ago in the bed of the river. Copperplates of the lifts htrnbfita dynasty were 
found here (Ittd. Ant, voh II, p. @21). 

7.—MitVAN Taldka. 

13. Achra, about 10 miles north of Malvan. Temple of Rimc^vara, 
The principal building, enclosed by a stone wall and surrounded by a paved 
courtyard, measures sixty-threc Feet by thirty-eight, and, besides the shrine, has 
a largo rest-house with accommodation for all Hindu castes. A fair, held yearly 
on Ramnavami in Chaitra (March-April), is attended by about 1,000 people from 
tbo neighbouring villages. The village revenues (Rs. 2,500 per annum) are, by 
a grant of &imbbn Maharaja pf Kolhapur dated 1674, set apart for the support 
of the temple, 

14. Bharatgad Fort, ou the south shore of Balavali creek, on a hill com¬ 
manding the Mid van village of Masura, has an area of between five and six acres. 
The inside of the citadel is an oblong of 105 yards by sixty. The citadel walls are 
about seventeen or eighteen feet high and five feet thick. At the opposite ends 
of a diagonal running north and south are outstanding rouud towers. Within 
the citadel, about a quarter of its whole length from the north end, is a square 
watch tower reached by steps. Close to the north tower is a small temple, and 
near it is a well, about 223 feet deep, cut through tho solid rock. About seventeen 
yards from each side, and 100 yards from each end of this citadel, is are outer 
wall with nine or ten semicircular towers. The wall is ten or twelve feet thick 
with an outer ditch. It is not very strong and seems to have been built without 
mortar. In 18G2 the walls were in fair order. 

15. Suvaniadurg, the golden fortress, with an area of eight acres, on a 
low irregular island, about- a quarter of a mile from the shore, surrounded by a 
very high wall, is perhaps the most striking of the llatnfigiri coast forts. Great 
part of tho fortifications are cut out of the solid rock and the rest is built of 
blocks of stone ten or twelve feet square. Relieved by bastions, and broken by 
one rough postern gate just above high tide mark, tho walls are so overgrown 
with trees and bushes, that, except at low tide, it is impossible to walk round 
them. Within the fort are several reservoirs and a small step well with water 
enough for a largo garrison. On a stone at the threshold of tho postern gate is 
a figure of a tortoise, and, opposite it on the wall towards the left, one of 
Mftruti, the monkey god. There are two guard-rooms to tho right and left, and 
rooms also under the bastions. At a little distance is a stone building plastered 
with mortar, said to have been the magazine. Some very extensive foundations

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are probably the sites of old palaces. In 1802 the walls and bastions were in 
good repair* * but the gateway was ruinous. There were fifty-suc guns all old and 
unserviceable. 

Snrarnadurg was built by the Bijnpur kings in the fifteenth century, and in 
1000 strengthened by Siviiji, and was m 1G98 a station of Kknhoji Angrin’s 
fleet and in 1713 was formally made over to him by S&lm Rdja. Under 
EAnhoji's successor Tujfiji, Suvnnjadurg became one of the head centres of piracy. 

10. Mil van, 1 N. lat. I6 a 4' and E. long. 73’ 31'. In a bay, almost 
entirely blocked by rocky reefs, there were formerly three small islands, two of 
them about a quarter of a mile from the shore, and the third separated from the 
mainland by a narrow channel. On the larger of the two outer islands stands 
the famous fort of Sindhudurg, and, on the smaller, the ruined fort of Padamgad, 
now, at low tide, connected with the mainland by a neck of sand. On what once 
was the inner island, and is now part of the mainland, lies almost hid in palms 
the old town of M&lvan. This inner island was called Medha, but the channel 
separating it from the mainland has been long dried up. This island stretched 
from a point about a quarter of a mile to the north of the old residency to the site 
of the custom house on the south, and in it stood the old fort of Rajkot. The 
modern town of Malvnn lias spread far beyond the limits of the former island. 

About the middle of the seventeenth century, when Sivaji fortified 
Sindhudurg, the creek about a mile and a half north of Msilvan was navigable 
some miles up to Maland or Milam! i then a place of considerable trade.' In 
17oU, under the name Molundi, it is mentioned as a fortified town belonging to 
BhonelA The similarity of the name MelLigeris, the island of Meli, and the fact 
that the chief export was pepper, (Lassen Ind, Alt. I., 327) would seem to make 
it probable that Ptolemy’s island of Meliaigeris, and the mart of Melizeignra, 
mentioned in the Pert pint and perhaps Pliny's Zigerus, and Strabo’s Sigerdis 
were the island-town of Milandi or Hiilv&n. Ibn Khurdildba (cir a.d. 900) 
mentions Mali, an island five days’ south of Saujan in the north of TMna, 
(Elliot’s Htitory, vol. I, p. 15) and A1 Birum (a.d. 1030) has Malm south of 
Sairnur, that is Chaul in Kolaba (Elliot, vol. 1, p. 60). This may refer to Mdlvan 
or Milandi but they more likely belong to the Malabiir coast. Compare El Idris’i 
(a.d, 1150) in Elliot, vol. I, p. 85. 

The chief object of interest is Siv&ji’s fortress and coast capital, Sindhu¬ 
durg, or the ocean fort. On a low island, about a mile from the shore, 
although less striking than Suvarnadurg, it is very ex ton give 1 —little loss than 
two miles round the ramparts. The walls are low, ranging from twenty*-nino to 
thirty feet.* 1 They are on an average twelve feet thick, and have about thirty*

To the 
MaruthAs Siudhudnrg is Sivilji's cenotaph 1 * 3 and in its chief shrine Sivaji's 
image is worshipped/ The image k of stone* The head is covered with a 
silver mask, or, on high days, with a gold one. In the stone of the walls prints 
of Srv&jfs hands and feet" are held in reverence and protected by small temples, 4

At the mouth of a small creek in rather a striking bay, stands Nivti fort in the 
village of Kochra. If RennelPs suggestion, that it is Ptolemy’s (150) Nitra 
and Pliny’s (77) Nitrias 5 * where the pirates cruised for the Homan ships f is 
correct* Xivti is an old settlement But as far as has been traced it has never 
been of importance as a centre of trade. 7

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1. KorlS Fort, on a rock about 400 feet high running half across the mouth 
of the river at Chaul. In plan and works it is different from any other on the 
west coast. It wa3 taken by the Portuguese in 1591 and rebuilt by them 
between 1(346 and 1680. It is about half a mile in length. There are several 
Portuguese inscriptions in it. The greater part of the works is still in good 
preservation. The promontory is fortified all round and crossed at the top by 
two lines of walls with gateways and bastions, and several of the gateways have 
the names of saints engraved upon them. At the point commanding the 
entrance to the harbour is a large battery, and the level space between this and 
the bottom of the hill apparently contained the quarters for the troops. The 
chapel, now roofless, is in the highest part of the fort and close to the magazine. 
(J«d, Ant, vol. III., pp. 100, 181.) 

2. Re rad arid a, Alibagh. Ruins of large Portuguese buildings, principally 
churches built between 1630 and 1700 a. it. 

Two miles north-east are two Buddhist caves. 

3. Agardwa—Muhammadan mosque with an inscriptionalso a Hatnam- 
kbana in ruins, built by a courtezan. 

4. Chaul.—Many temples, tanks, <fec. The temple of Sri HingalAja—in 
which are also images of Aslmpurf and Chatuisringi. The temple is said to he 
old, but is small and covered with whitewash. The temple of Datt&tr&ya has an 
inscription round the pdtfuka. 

5. Rayagadh Fort, 16 miles north from Mhar. On the temple of M.iKa¬ 
rlova inside it is au inscription in honour of Siv&ji. 

6. Pal—about a mile north-west from Mhar-—has a group of caves exca¬ 
vated in the sides of a hill, with some inscriptions (surveyed). 
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1*—Isdapetb Taluka. 

]. Palasdcvn on the Bbimfi, 13 miles N.W. from Indlipur (leTIS'; 74’ 57), 
formerly called Ratuapur. The temple of Siva is built of stone below, and the 
upper portion is brick, 

2. Narsingpur, 12 miles S.E. from Ind&pur at the junction of the Bblmu 
and KM. Temple of Sri Lakshim Narasimha, built by the Vifichorkar about 
150 years ago. It is octagonal and built of black stone. The apes is of copper, 
gilt with gold. It is 70 feet high. 

Pilgrimages are held in the mouth of Yai.sAktui. The idol of this temple is 
known by the name of Sri Lakshmmarasingb, whence it is called the temple of 
Xarasingpur, A fable is given in the Purdy* called the Raraaiiifjh MdkdUna. 
It is as follows:—KarasiugU became incarnate for the sake of one of his votaries 
called Pralhftda. Fralhadn made a sand j>tyd> for worship ami through mistake 
left it there, and it afterwards became established. The reason for the name of Sn 
LakshinInarasingh is that the god was represented with a lion’s face and man’s 
body and. with a woman by him.

3. Dhorul, 8 miles E.X.E. from Patas, on the Bid cm. (1) A temple of 
Bbairavadeva, said to have been built by Mildhavji Sin do, to whom the village 
was <dven as an inam* It is of stone with a superstructure of brick. (—*) Tenir 

ile of Vithobadeva, by the same; also in the village a large door called ‘Yes’ 
of polished stone. 

4. Putaa, about 2 miles from the railway stat ion. Temple of NtigeSvaru 
MnHdeva, is said to have been built about 200 years ago. It is constructed of 
hewn, polished stones, and has an audience-hall with verandahs on both sides. 

5. Supil, 8 miles 8.S.W. from Pittas. (I) Dargali of Shaman Shur Pir, 
with a dharmasala. A Large fair is held on the 16th Zilkad. (2) Temple of 
TukoMdeva built by Annaji RAo Murat ha. 

6. Knrkamb, 5 miles S.E. from PAtas. (1) Temple of Pkiraiigai Devi. (2) 
A similar but smaller one to the same idol stands on a hilt near the village ; in 
this latter there is an inscription dated 1681 :—

9. MalMrgad, 5 miles N. from SasvM, fort built by BhrvnVo Eshvanfc and 
Krishna] i MMhavrlo PhlusS about 1775 a.d. There is an outer line of foitih- 
cation taking the triangular shape of the plateau, and an inner square one. It 
contains temples of Kliandoba and Mahadeva. The main entrance is at the 
N. B. comer. 

10. Jejuri, 10 miles E.S.E. from Sosvid. Temple of Khandobl-Malban* 
Mlrtand-BUiurava^Ihiilasaklnta,—Khandoba, because ho has a dagger; MalMn, 
because’ he killed the demon MaturaaU. The temple was built by Jlalharruo 
Holkar and competed by AhalylMl. There are several short inscriptions, all 
modern, 

4.—SmtJft Taluk a, 

I I. Rilnjang-iftw at the junction of the Bhiml and Mutlil-Mula. Temple 
of Ganapati. The village is supposed to bo the scene of one of the Ashta 
Viniyaka Avatars of that divinity. The other seven Ashta Vinlyaka temples are 
situated at Morgan w, Theur, Lenadri, and Ojhar in the Punfi Codec to rale, at 
Pali in the Pant Sachiv’s territory, at Mad in the Thiina District and at Sidtek 
in the Coilectorate of Ahmednagar. The present temple at Rlnjftogunw occupies, 
it is said, the site of an old HemiUlpanti edifice, of which 4 pillars remain, two of 
them at the entrance to the enclosure. The present shrine is said to have 
been constructed by Chint&mana Mahinija Diva two centuries back, anrl on the north 
side there is a fine corridor with a facade of 15 arches, each arched compartment 
being vaulted in a low conical form. This arcade is due to the Povar family, 
and Is contemporary with the present temple. A flight of steps leads to 
the roof of the corridor which is flat and a pleasant place of resort during t he 
jutrd season, i.e. t at Ganela Chntnrthi. The temple consists of a mandapa with 
rows of wooden pillars and an outer and inner Garbliira; a stone rat is stationed 
at the entrance of the maudapa, as the usual v&huwi of the elephant-snouted 
god* The outer Garb him is surmounted by a small Sikharn and the sanctuary 
by a more imposing one; both xikkttra# are somewhat rude; the larger 
rises in four storeys, the lowest being the widest, and the three higher ones 
being each ornamented with a frieze ; a small fatkt&a, flanked by 4 minors 
completes the spire. There is a tiny shrine dedicated to Mahadeva on the 
extreme west, i.e.,, beyond the fiarhhira and joined to it. The cornice of both 
temple and corridor is supported by brackets of the Phallic symbol type. 

12. Fibal, 25 miles N.N.E. from Punk. Old temple of X ages vara Mahadeva 
on the west of the town, satd to have been built 5 centuries ago by Kantiu 
Rajpatak. The mandaps is divided into three small aisles by two rows of 3 
pillars each, the outermost pillars being slightly sculptured. In front and on 
the east is a small tank in the HemMpunti style, constructed, according to 
tradition, by KitnIni's favourite dancing girl. Flights of steps lead down to the- 
water and the side walls contain small niches with sculptured jambs. On 
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north-east of the temple is a fine Stawbha i; its shaft, which stands on a lofty 
pedestal and supports a massive capital, is monolithic £ti), (2) Hasten Bill's tomb, 
to which a mosque is attached, is situated among some tine trees in an enclosure 
on the north of P&bal, This lady received as Pabal and the neigh¬ 

bouring villages of Kendnr and Loni from BiVjirdo Pe£wii, and though she died 
in the Sawwir Palace at Pmifi, she was buried in her inam town of P&bat; she 
was probably a native of the north of India, and is said to have been taken captive 
by Sindhia in his wars in Hindustan and to have been made by him a present 
to the Pe3wA, There is nothing of architectural merit in her tomb or its 
surroundings. 

13. Talegiihw Dbaradh^re, 90 miles N\ E. from Puni {18* 10’ i 74° 12’). 
OF the many temples in this town the most remarkable are : (1) fcjiddhcsvara, a 
largo fjaiva shrine enclosed by lofty battle men ted walls and built on an elevation, 
A Ktilkarni of Talfeg&uw, who was also Sindhia's Divan, is said to have erected 
it. On the east and west there are high flights of steps leading into the templn 
inclosure. (9) Ganapati’s temple owes its existence to the DbamdhSrS family. 
The iikhara surmounting the (Jarbhara is profusely adorned with quaint little 
figures in niches, and the vestibule is entered on the east and south through 
arched openings, aud has a vaulted roof. (3) NiHha’s shrine is built bn (lit; 
bank of the river and is dedicated to the JSatlhu whose name it bears. (In 
SivariLtra there is a jaird of about 3000 persons to this shrine. .Vfttlm lived in 
Sivaji’s time, and was a friend of Ituak Bawd whose tomb is in the Mitsui man 
cemetery to north-east of the town. The townsfolk have a tradition that 
Natha and Itmik were great card-players, and spent most of their spare 
time in playing together. This shrine is supported by inam land assessed lit 
Rs, 49, and is the scone of a jaird ot about 2000 persons on Miigha \ mi 
13. (4) Uttar&Svara temple was built by one of the MahAjon family about two 
centuries buck. There is a fine well on the north sale, and an ancient Dtputt'd 
outside the enclosure, (.5) Taklesvara is all old building dedicated to Mabadi-VM 
and is to the west of that of Datapath T lie re is an old dharmasfda opening 
into the Mz&r through which this temple is entered. Besides these sanctuaries, 
there is a temple outside the town, about half a mile to the north-west, dedicated 
to Bhairava,—a quaint old structure, enclosed by walls ; its mandapa is divided 
into three aisles by two rows of low stone pillars supporting brick arches, 

o.—Jr nx ah Taluk a, 

14. Juanar (19° 12 ; 73 s 36‘). There are about 140 caves in some six 
groups round Junnflr, which have been described in Jnd. AnL t voh \ I, p. 32, and 
Care Temples of India. 

Among the Muhammadan remains the JumtV Masjid is said to be ot'd years 
old, and there is no doubt that it occupies the site of an old Hindu teniph . 
It is approached through a narrow gateway surmounted by an arch which is 
flanked by 4 miliars; the gateway is recent as the year l23o (Hijra) is engraver! 
below the arch ; the roof of the mosque is tint aud wooden, mid is supported bv 
18 stone pillars; these pillars are plainly Hindu,—a fact admitted by tin* 
MusalmfLn in charge; the outermost row of pillars, 6in number, arc assisted 
in supporting the roof bv beautifully curved wooden bracketwhich ore 
by the goldsmiths of the town as patterns in carving their ornaments; the tront 
is surmounted by sin minarets. 
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The present fort of £ivneri outside the town on the south-east is of Musalmin 
origin. It is accessible on the south side only, where a steep ascent conducts 
to the entrance gateway, which is massive and flanked by towers; several other 
ntmn, all strongly built and bastioued, are past through before the hi st ot a 
triple line of fortifications is entered, and when the fortress proper is gamed and 
the summit of the hill, which is near 1000 feet above Jum.ar, reached, the 
thought can scarcely fail to present itself that nature and art combined have 
created here one of "the most impregnable of mountain strongholds T he present 
fort was built about a. d. 1445 by Maltk-al-Tijar, the lieutenant of the Bahinam 
kinc Alau’ d-d in II., but doubtless additions were frequently made to the fortifica¬ 
tions under subsequent rulers. It played a not unimportant part during the 
earlier .Marat ha period, and is celebrated as being the birthplaceofSiVHji. A 
memorable night attack was made on it to 1680 near the close of Stviiji a career 
T!se most striking; of its remains is a mosque with two Banking mm&rets, the latter 
being united by a graceful flying arch. This mosque is bmlfc over a rock-hewn 
rank? the water of which outlasts the hot season, as docs also that of several of 
The other reservoirs on the MU. On the summit of the plateau is an Idgah, and 


the tomb of Adam Subliedir. .. . , 

Perhaps the most interesting buildings are those outside the town on the 
east; and the most ancient of these is a Jurgab close to and on the right of the 
high road as one goes from Junuar to Mr&yanagauw It is plainly built and has 
three entrances, and some of the stones used seem taken from a Hindu temp e. 
Xorth of this Dargfth and near the Delhi Ves is an old mosque, said to be of the 

time of Shih Jehati, , . , . . „ - 

About a couple of miles east ot Junuar is a garden of some extent called 

the \*fiz Bitoh. More than one solution is given of the name, but perhaps the 
most plausible is that which makes Afiz a corruption of Habslu, this garden 
Mid its mansion having, tradition states, been iu the possession of, if not 
founded bv, an Abyssinian chief. The mansion is a substantial, and not inelegant 
building' three balcony windows on the south side overlook a small tank; these 
windows are supported by somewhat heavy looking brackets, and are canopied ; 
•he east and west sides have each a bay window ; the entrance is on the north, 
the steps being flanked by bay windows similar in adornment to those on the other 
three sides ; there is an upper storey to the house ; the roof of the ground floor 
is arched, and ornamented with lozenge-shaped mouldings. 

U a little distance west of the garden, and therefore nearer Junnar, is a hne 
TJargah or Gumbaz which is supposed to contain the ashes of the Habslu founder 
ufthe \f»K Thigh. This mausoleum has a domed roof, and within it are nine tombs 
said to be those of the Habshi, bis wife, six children and a servant. There are 
entrances on the south and east. The south entrance is beautifully earned and 
pierced - it is flat-headed, with pierced work above, and sculptured jambs, and 
!s contained within an ogee arch; there is an iusrriptxw above the lintel. 
The east is a narrow doorway under a pointed arch. The interior is an octagon, 
and every other octagonal side is embrasured and arched; the west is covered 
with texts from the Kurin. The exterior walls form a quadrangular figure: the 
upper portion of the wall-veil terminates in an artistic cornice of brick and 
chuuam, consisting of pointed arches resting on tiny pedestals and interlacing 
each other; a small minaret graces each of the four comers of the budding- Thu 
walls are, as regards ornament, divided into two series of blank and arched 
windows, the upper consisting of five and the lower of three windows, the middle, 
lower panel on the south and east walls being exchanged for a doorway. 
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To the west of tins large mausoleum is a small Dargah, with a pyramidal 

roof. 

15. Behl£, 21 miles E.S.E. from Junnar (ID® 7'; 74° ]5'), contains 
a fine Hemadpanti bdori, This tank is about 20 yards square, and is 
entered by two flights of ten steps each on opposite sides ; the walls are 
adorned with 18 canopied niches, of which 4 ornament each of the sides where 
the steps are, and 5 each of the remaining sides. These niches are somewhat 
under 3 feet high, and are 1^ feet wide by J foot deep; they are square-headed 
wit]i earned jambs, and their fmial is a canopy knobbed at the top. There was nn 
inscription on the south wall, but it has been worn away. 

16. Pur, 10 miles W.N.W. from Junnar:—Temple of Kukad&Svaitt at 
the source of the Kukadi a few miles east from the Nlni GMt, and attracts an 
assemblage of from one to two thousand persons on Mhgba Vad 14 (Sivardtra). 
If is situated within the village limits of Fur, and is supported by a Devastk5.ii 
allowance of Rs. 76 per annum. The abrupt mountain fortress of ChAwaml 
3 miles to the east anti an amphitheatre of hills which encircle it on the south and 
west, combine to make the site of Kukatle^vara very picturesque. The temple 
itself is in the flem&dpanti style and in fair preservation; its court is strewn 
with portions of the carved work which have from time to time fallen, their 
places in the structure being filled in with plain masonry. The position of much 
of the carved stone work on the exterior of the building would lead to the 
impression, that at one time the temple was partially in ruins (possibly rendered 
so by Musalm&n fanaticism) and in its restoration somewhat careless or unskilful 
hands pieced it together. The elaboration of the sculpture and the size of the 
stones used are striking. The west and only entrance is especially worthy of 
notice. Those m charge arc peculiarly jealous of the intrusion of strangers, and 
even the niaiidapa is closed to heretical footsteps. From the doorway, however, 
may be seen 6 fine pillars, 3 on either side, dividing the mandapa into nave and 
aisles with a 7th column at the entrance to the Garbhara. These pillars bear 
sculptured figures on their capitals. On the north-west of the temple is a small 
shrine, now in ruins, dedicated to Bhairova ; either jamb of the doorway bears 
a .DwArapila in relief. The temple itself is protected from the severity of 
weather by a thatched roof supported on a wooden structure. 

17. !danke£vara is a small village a few miles west of Junnar. Its only 
claim to notice are a few remains of what must once have been a Hem&dpanti 
temple of great merit; the remains now visible are 3 or 4 artistically sculptured 
pillars without base or capital, some fragments of capitals and two large 
Xandis. Probably, if the mound on which the ruin is were excavated, a large 
portion of the old temple might be discovered. The belief of the villagers 
is that the Musalm&ns during their rule destroyed the building, and this belief 
is rather strengthened by the fact that within a stone’s throw on the south is 
a Pir’s tomb. 

1 7. Xfirayangad, H> miles S.E. from Junnar, and 3 miles E, of NirfiyangiAw. 
The hill is isolated and rises abruptly from the plain on the north-west and south. 
The fortifications are almost completely dismantled; portions of 4 bastions, 
however, and part of the north wall remain, though in a ruined state. This 
fort, said to have been built by the first great Pei wit, i.e. BsLluji Yi^vanfttba, was 
given as a sarinjdm to Sayaji Powdr at the end of the last or the beginning 
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of this century, with the duty of keeping the neighbouring country in a quiet 
state and in the interest of the Peewit. There is a tradition in the neighbour¬ 
hood that Narayangtid surrendered to the British after only one shell or cannon 
hall had reached the interior of the fortifications. There is a small shrine 
to Hastab&i on the extreme summit of the hill. Water is plentiful, being 
supplied by two tdkds or spring cisterns and by several bauds; the former are 
full of water even in May, and of them the Xlr&yana Tfikfi is the more famous. In 
this t&kA, N&riLyann Deva is said to have appeared, though invisible to the un¬ 
initiated, 40 years ago, on which occasion the hill was for 2 or 3 years the scene 
of a weekly Soma war Jatra attracting some thousands of persons. There are 
some ruins on the lull, but the only one worth mentioning is a stone doorway 
bearing on its lintel a figure of Ganapati and two attendant tigers. 

18. Ojhar, E. from Juno nr, is the supposed scene of one of the Ashta 
V in ay aka a vat sir as. The present temple is modern, being only a century old. 
It is in an enclosure, which is entered under a somewhat interesting looking 
gateway; the sides of the gateway bear sculptured Dwitrapalas, and a row of 
four musicians in bas-relief adorns the lintel; these figures are all gorgeously 
painted. On entering the enclosure two fine DipnuUs first attract attention; 
they are in front of an extremely fine corridor of 7 cusped arches; this corridor 
serves the purpose of a dhama&UL The temple itself is entered by three doors, 
each of which is sculptured on the jambs and lintel; the east entrance is the 
chief, and bears in relief over the lintel a figure of Ganapati with parrots and 
monkeys disporting themselves in trees. A small dome flanked by 4 minarets 
surmounts the mandapa, and over the Garbluijn is a Okhara adorned with the 
ordinary rows of niches and figures. This temple is very little frequented. For 
the other Ashta Viniyaka’s temples see Rfinjanganw in Sirur TftlukA. 

10. Karesar, 3 miles X, W. from Murth—a very interesting temple of 
perhaps the 11th century, falling to ruins (a). 

0. —Khed Talpka. 

20. Khed, 23 miles X. from PnnA. Here the places of interest From an 
architectural or archaeological point of view are—the tomb and mosque of 
Dihiwar Khan, an old temple at Tukfiiwndi and the recently built shrine of 
SiddheSvara on the left bank of the Bhima. 

(1.) Dilawar Kbin's tomb aud mosque are situated on the north of the town 
just outside the Delhi gate, and are surrounded by a wall enclosing a spacious 
compound, the greater portion of which is put each year under cultivation. The 
Dargah is on a raised platform of some height, the upper part of which is 
ornamented all round with a pendent wreath of sculptured foliage. Within the 
Dargah, which is domed, are two tombs said to contain the remains of Dilawar 
Kh&n and of bis brother ; a third brother is said to have been buried at Kahi- 
matpur. The inscription over the entrance of the Dargah shows that it was 
built in the year of Hijra 1022, i,e. a.d. 1013, or early in Jeliangir’s reign. The 
exterior is quadrangular, w ith a minaret flanking the dome at each corner; the 
four walls are decorated each with a double row of blank arches, three in number, 
the central arch in the lower and the two si do arches in the upper row being 
minutely ettsped. The mosque on the west is a graceful specimen of M us aim an 
carved stonework. It is small, on an elevated platform, and has a double 
row of arches. 
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(2.) The temple of Tukai Dot! at Tukrii Wadi is a few yards to the east 
of the Puna and Nisik road, ft is entered on the east through a small porch 
with wall and pillars on either side, which expands into a umiidapa containing 12 
columns, in rows of three, and guarded by a high parapet wall, surmounted by 
short pillars* The pillars throughout the building are rude and massive ; half way 
up they are square and are then chamfered off so as to be octagonal, returning 
quickly however to their quadrangular form which again becomes eight-sided, 
the shaft ending in a scries of round members, surmounted by a square abacus, 
which is itself topped by a heavy bracket with four projections: they support a flat 
stone roof which, receding slightly between each sot of four pillars, is relieved some¬ 
what of its flat monotony. The pillars at e monolithic as is also the JjipinAl at r lie 
entrance. The external'roof of the nnmdapa or nave is flat with a k(ila4a at each 
of the four comers, and at the junction with the Garbk&ra has a small spire. 
The Garbh&ra is itself surmounted by an egg-shaped dome, with a rude minaret 
at each of the four corners. This temple must be some centuries old, but it Is 
impossible to arrive at its age from local inquiry and there is no inscription dis¬ 
coverable. 

(3.) The temple of SiddhdSvarn is picturesquely built among trees on the banks 
of theBhima, about half a mile to the east of the town of Kh&l. On the north¬ 
east of the temple is a corridor dhnrmasahl of brick and cluinam, now somewhat 
out of repair ; it is rectangular, the eastern side consisting of four cusped arches, 
and the north of seven arches, the middle one of which only is cusped ; the roof, 
which is flat, is ornamented with a pierced cornice. On the north of the temple is a 
small tank with flights of stops on east,north and south, the west side being occupied 
by a corridor guarded by 8 pillars and 2 pilasters in its frontage towards the tank. 
The steps ou the north are interrupted by two small shrines facing similar shrines 
on the south. The temple, which consists of nave, transept, and GarbMra, is 
entered from the north through a email vestibule, the roof of which is supported 
by two pillars ; a canopied Nandi and several Dtpmtfh face tho entrance. The 
Garbkira is surmounted by a pyramidal and Anted or ribbed roof, with a 
dome above, some snake ornaments adorning the ribs on the east and west; 
there is a smaller dome over either transept and a tiny one over the nave. 
The projecting entablature of the temple is adorned underneath with ribs 
terminating in what resembles a drop, and with an occasional . figure, 1 Imre 
is an inscription over the doorway in Sanskrit, which shows that the temple wa:? 
built by a Wfini—Trimbak Itidkava—in the year Vi Havasu, which, if considered 
as a year of the 3rd Satimtsara from the present, will make tlu- building about 
loO vears old, ie. the age assigned by local tradition. The date saka 1647 is 
however discoverable in the last 4 words of the ord line of the inscription. At 
Sivarutri there is a small Jatri here. 

Besides the three buildings above mentioned there is a temple dedicated to 
Vishnu on the south of Khed on the bank of the BhimA built by Chandiulm, 
a S&dhu, about 50 years ago, to which the neighbourhood resorts m small num¬ 
bers on Gokul Ashtami. 

21. Bhiroisaukara, -7 miles N.W. from Khcd, is a temple built at the source 
of the river Bbima near the crest of the Ghats and is within the village limits 
of Bbauargiri. The temple, which is dedicated to Mahideva, was built by Kin! 
Phadnis ou the site on an older one, and his widow built the spire. The entrance 
portal is elaborated carved. Well-built cisterns near it afford a good water- 
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supply the whole year round j at a distance from tlie temple towards the north¬ 
west h a small cistern which is pointed out ns marking the exact source of the 
sacred river. At this spot, so Hindu mythology relates, Bbimuka, king o£ 
Avodbyit, of the Solar line, did {tapaichari/ii) penance before Mahadeva and 
implored his pardon on account of having, during a hunting expedition, wounded 
two deer, into whoso bodies the souls of two Riehis had transmigrated; the god 
pardoned Bhiimika and offered to grant him any wish be might mention, and 
Bkimaka asked that the sweat of Mabadeva’s brow might be converted into a river 
for the benefit of himself and of mankind. Malwleva bad just then been engaged 
in a successful but fatiguing contest with the Rakshasa Tripurusura, and, wearied 
out by the conflict, was resting from his labours when Bhimaka addressed tiim : 
from the sweat, of MaMdeva’s brow was thus produced the river BMma. The 
conjunction of the names Bhima and Sankara, the latter being a synonym of 
Mabideva is probably due to this tradition. There is an annual Jatra here on 
Sivaritri (Mflgba Vrtd 14) when ns many as 20,000 persons collect together 
from the neighbouring parts of the Dekhan and Kohkan. 

22. Rhamehandra hill, 7 miles W. of Chnkan within the village limits of 
SindS close to the boundary of BhimboH. The hill rises steep from the plain 
on the south, and west, and in the escarped southern side arc the eaves in question. 
After a somewhat arduous climb a cistern is passed on the right; the villagers 
call it Situs bath. A little further on after rouruling a. promontory the principal 
cave of the series is reached ; it is small, faces south-west, and is now 
dedicated to Bhttmchandra MabAdeva. There is a cistern on the left as one 
enters. The entrance which is S feet in height by 13 feet wide is now built up, 
leaving & small aTclied doorway in the centre. The temple is very nearly square, 
rather more than 14 feet long by 15 feet wide; the height is 7 feet and the roof 
is flat. Four pillars, two on either side, divide the cave into three compartments, 
the side compartments being each adorned with two pilasters similar to the pillars, 
and having each a niche with pillared jambs and canopy. There is a chhatri 
frame carved in the roof. The pillars are massive and square, but half way 
up flare chamfered so as to be octagonal. The capitals have massive brackets. 
This temple has an inner shrine occupied by a Ititga and an image. The 
inner is separated from the outer cave by an elaborately sculptured doorway, 
the opening being 2 feet by 4 feet high ; the carvings are chiefly of human 
figures. There are no Buddhist ornaments about the cave. The rock, of which 
this hill is composed, is of a soft character and the screen or doorway dividing 
the two shrines has had to be cemented or mortared by the villagers to keep 
it in its place. Further on is a cell or rather cavern, and at some little distance, 
and in the middle of an escarpment, and therefore reached with difficulty, 
is a cave, at the end of which U a winding cavernous road, low and narrow, 
said to permeate the bill and to be many kos in length. There are one or 
two inaccessible caves higher up; and beyond, on the west is also a small 
cave. The Gaurkva of Blulmchandra Hafmdeva is supported by infim land in 
B bimbo! i. 

28. Aland!, on the IndrAyani, is a small municipal town possessing a 
population of 1649 persons and an annual municipal revenue of about 
Rs, 3500. This income is chiefly derived from the Poll tax levied on the 
pilgrims who resort to JfianoM or Jfianeivar&’s shrine on KArtika A/ad 11th and 
following days. There are small Jatriis on the Yadi EkadaSi of every month. 
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but that of Kwrtika witnesses the assembling of a very large concourse at Alandi, 
as many as 50,000 being the estimated average attendance at the jatrd. The 
town is a Devasthin with a revenue of Rs. 1080, and the management of 
ihe temple is in the hands of six administrators elected by the inhabitants, the 
election being subject to the confirmation of the Collector, and conferring a life 
tenure on the elected. The temple of J&inesvara is not picturesquely situated, 
being surrounded by houses. It is entered through three chief doorways named 
Ghandul&l’s, Sindhiu’s and the Giiikwar's, the second being the principal 
and fronting the Baa&r- The temple enclosure lias an arched corridor running 
all round, which is now divided into separate compartments used, as dwelling 
houses. The raamlapa is large and arched, and built of basalt or trap, and 
between it and the shrine is an unwalled covered way; the shrine itself consists 
of a small vestibule and a Garbkara, in the latter of which is Jhanobfi’s tomb 
or “ Samadh,” over which in a sitting posture is the image of the Siidhu dressed 
in red, and behind him are figures of his patron gods Vithoba and Rukhmai, 
Joints vara being regarded as an incarnation of Vishnu ; both night and day is 
the Garbkara kept lighted. The shrine is said to have been built three centuries 
ago by Ambekar Desp4nd& anil the large m&ndapa by Rlmchandiwr&o Senvc, a 
Div;in of Sind Ilia’s, 125 years ago. The west wall and corridor were erected a 
century and a quarter siuce at the Peswa’s expense and the balcony or " Nagar- 
khana" over the west gateway was constructed by Ganpatrao G&ikwir at an 
outlay of Rs. 2000 some 30 years back; hence the west entrance bears the 
name of 4 Gdikw&ri. 1 A century and a half ago a descendant of the founder 
Ambekar Despfuide built the east and south wall and corridor, and the balcony 
over the east entrance being erected by Chandulitl, a Divan of the Nizfcn, he gave 
his name to that doorway. The north corridor has been in existence for a century 
and a quarter, being constructed at the expense of Sindhia and Kisi Pildji Whghol- 
kar. The balcony over the gateway is due to BiUrVji Govind, one of Sindhia’s 
followers, 75 years ago, at a cost of Rs. 8000. 


Some account of Jndaesvara will not be out of place here 
This celebrated Sadhu was, with his brothers Nivriti and Sopuna and their 
sister MuktabiU, bom about six centuries ago at A land i. His father was a Sanyas! 
and called Cbaitanya, and as marriage is forbidden to devotees of that class 
,fjiiln&*vara and his brothers and sister were regarded as illegitimate and out¬ 
casts. They, however, being desirous of admission into the caste of their father, 
left their native place and made a pilgrimage to Puitium on the GodAvari, a 
town held in high veneration among Hindus, to beseech the Brahmans of that 
place to absolve them from the crime of illegitimacy and to admit them within 
the pate of the *' Twice-born,” The Brahmans of Fait ban at first strenously 
refused to listen to their supplication, but were at length convinced by a miracle 
performed by Jnan^vara that he and his brethren were not ordinary mortals, 
but were Avatars of Vishnu and Siva, and that therefore no expiatory rites were 
necessary. The miracle performed was that of endowing a he-buffalo with 
speech and causing him to recite the Vedas 1 Some Brihnians still doubted, 
anil a second miracle becoming necessary, JMnMvara took advantage of u 
israddha festival to call down from heaven ** the manes” of the host’s ancestors, 
who duly appeared, did justice to the viands offered them, and then vanished. 
JMiu-svara and his brethren now bethought them of returning to Alandi, and 
during their journey thither the Veda-speaking buffalo diet!; they duly per- 
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formed the SamAdh ceremonies, and gave him the name of Mhasoba. This 
occurred at KolsvAdi, a hamlet of Ale in the Junnar Taluk A, and to this day his 
Samadh there is worshipped by a large number of devotees on Chaitra Sudd ha 
11. JfiinobA’s most notable miracle after returning to Alandi was on the occasion, 
of the S&dhu ChAngdev's visit to that town. The latter came riding through the 
air on a tiger and using a snake for a whip ; but JilAnoba determining not to be 
outdone, went with his brethren to the wall of the town, and striding on it with 
them caused a portion of it to move forward and meet ChAngdev ; this wall is 
still pointed out, and at present surrounds a small temple of Vithoba on the 
river bank. 

24. ChAkan, 18 miles N, from Puna, was a place of some importance so far 
back as the Bahtnam rule when Malik-al-Tijar in Aliiu’d-din the IPs reign 
made it his head-quarters fcirc. A.n. 1445) during the 7 or 8 years that he was 
engaged in reducing the Kohkan and the Western Ghdt regions to the subjec¬ 
tion of the Bdhinaui Sultan. The fort, which has been dismantled, is nearly 
square and is strengthened by towers at the four corners : each front too is 
bastioned ; the entrance is from the east and through more than one gateway ; 
the walls are high and the moat at their base deep. There are also the remains 
of a mud out-work protected by a ditch, which were probably ouce a portion of 
the mud fort constructed centuries ago, tradition says, by an Abyssinian 
polygar and strengthened by Malik-al-TijAr in the middle of the 15th century, 
ft sustained a memorable siege in IGG2, when Phirangaji Nnrsala, one of Sivaji’s 
officers, held his own for nearly two months against the Moghul army, under 
Shayiabteh Kb An, one of Au ranges ib’s generals. 

25. Ch2.s-Ka.man, on the BliimA, G miles N.W. front Khed, with a popula¬ 
tion of 2200. In the IVIwlVs Lime it was a place of some importance, especially in 
the middle of the last century, when RakhtnAbAi, the daughter oi'BAlaji Bitjinio 
PeSwa and the sister of Bdliji and RaghunAtlirclo, became the wife of Kvishnaruo 
Midhav Joshi of ChA$, who is said to have perished at the battle of PAnipat. 
KakhmAbai expended a large fortune on the town and constructed a fine ghat to 
the river, besides building a notable temple on the west near the river, dedicated 
to MahAdeva under the name of Soml^vara. The temple is surrounded by a 
quadrangular enclosure, the exterior walls of which terminate in blank petal-shaped 
battlements and are bastioned at the four comers ; the battlements of the south¬ 
east bastion bear each a snake ornament. The enclosure contains some goodly 
trees \ its chief entrance is by the east doorway fronting which and inside is a 
very striking Dlpm&l or round Stambha of basalt, ending in an elaborately 
carved capital with a square abacus above; the receptacles for the lights, 
a few of which bear sculptured figures in alto-riUevo on their front, are said to 
number 350; this Dtpmdl is lighted on the full moon of Kartika only. Beyond 
the Dtpmdl and facing the temple is a Nandi ou a raised platform and under a 
domed canopy; the latter has below the dome and on each of the four sides a fine 
euaped arch slightly ogeed ; the Nandi, however, is not worthy of its baldacchino. 
The temple itself is oblong, consisting of the ordinary mandapa and Garbhara, the 
latter being surmounted by a chunam and brick dome, the sides of which are 
adorned with niches, figures, and miniature domes so usually the adjuncts of a 
Dekhan temple. Three elaborately pierced and small apertures in the wall-veil 
admit light iuto the Sanctum, while three square-headed doorways permit access 
into the mandapa, those on the north and south having each a grotesquely carved 
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human head a,? a stepping stone. This town is usually styled 0h4s Kunum to 
distinguish it from Chris Nfirodi in the north of the t-ftluka, Kaman and ^ fvrodi 
being villages adjoining the two towns of CM$ respectively.

Parmti ,^-On a lull south-west of Pupa, at about a distance of a mile, there 
i s a collection of temples, approached by a spacious flight of rough cut stone steps 
with a wooden hand-rail on the left side* From the entrance, which is on a level 
with the second plateau on the lull, to the right, there is another flight of steps lead¬ 
ing to the upper plateau, on which is an irregular octagonal enclosure of vaulted, 
terraced roof buildings. Within this enclosure there is a cut^tone kcrb^l platform 
72'xGb.T; on this the temple of P&rvatl and Sainbhu is built of bnek and lime 
masonry 33| f X 27^ and 45£ feet high, having open verandahs on three Bides and 
a spire above, with stucco ornaments, surmounted by five ornamental theet-copper 
domes, with fmiak? plated with gold* the centre one being the higher and rger* 
At the four corners of this platform are 4 small temples with spires of burnt brick 
aod lime masonry, each li'xS'and 1# feet high, dedicated M Devi Parvnti 
Ganapati, Vishnu and Sfo-va Xiruyaua, respectively. In front of this ; to the east 
Side ot the platform, is a fountain and a stone shed for Nandi./1 x / ^ and I 0B 
high. Opposite and outside the enclosure is an upper-storeyed bmlding called

A,r. These temples were erected by Pe^wi BajmWy in thc year W->S A.n. 

The annual Government grant for this Sanistii&na is said to be Us. 

PiWido Sat-fill, 5 miles to the north-west of Pimk, is a temple of Som£svara 
ilahideva, on the bank of a small river called Rdmnadt. The temple ui m a walled 
courtyard. The exterior dimensions of the temple are 17 x 1 f . It is built with 
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a cut stone facing up to a cornice 9J feet high ; from this the dome commences, 
which is of burnt brick and plaster; the spire is 20 feet high. Attached to this 
temple is a mandapa of cut stone up to the cornice. The exterior measurements 
are 24' x 21'; the cornice is surmounted with corbels, projecting about a foot. 
The building has a vaulted roof, surmounted with cut-stone parapet and cornice, 
rather ruinous. About 3 feet from this in front is another mandapa. The 
plinth is 2 feet high of cut stone, and 22i'x21i'. On this is built a brick 
domed building measuring inside 10 / S^Xlo* with four pointed arches one 
on each side; the inside height, being 16 feet, is plastered with chupam; the 
walls and stuccoed ceiling are painted with pictures of different deities and 
anchorites. The vault of this butiding is surmounted with a parapet having four 
octagonal minarets, one at each corner, with domes; the outside stucco plaster 
is highly ornamented, but in a very dilapidated state. In front of this second 
mandapa is a shed for Nandi, supported on stone pillars, with a vault surmounted 
with masonry dome. Further in front at the distance of 8 feet, on a stone 
platform 2S'*x 21’ 8" there is a temple of Uftrutt, 6*’x 6', of plain cut stone with 
cornice. Behind this temple is an unfinished Diftndi of the form of a frustum of 
a cone, of stone up to G feet, the whole height being 30 feet; the upper 24 feet 
is of brick and lime ; the top is approached by a winding flight of steps inside. 
On both sides of this column are small temples of Ganapati and Bhairava, of 
equal size, 8£'x8£\ of plain cut stone, surmounted with masonry spires or domes 
with stucco plaster ornament. Above this platform, 7 feet high, is the entrance 
platform approached by steps recessed; this platform is partly paved. The 
entrance is a flat arched vestibule with horse-shoe form arches. Near the entrance 
is a d bar mail'll a of common sun-dried brick and mud consisting of one open halt 
enclosed on three sides and 28' x 11^'. In the courtyard Is a square unfinished 
kachcha building, intended for komaku$#a now in ruins; the roof is nothing but 
bare rafters. This temple of Pkshstn was built by the mother of Stihu Maharaja 
about the year 1726 a.D. The annual Government grant for this Samathana 13 
Rs. 1013, The first mandapa is said to have been built by the Daphnes, and 
the second by a Bhata named Chitrao. These mundapas were built about eighty 
years ago. 

VriddkSSvara.— To the north of the city of Puna near the village of Bham- 
burda, on the bank of the river Mull a, is the temple of Yriddh&vara, which is 
approached From the river bank by a flight of steps 25} feet broad called a gb&t, 
with circular bastions on both sides of the several landings, leading to an enclosure 
70’ x 5! 1 . The enclosing wall is of stone and brick, pointed outside and 
plastered inside, with an entrance door from the river side, set in cut stone 
framing; the floor of the enclosure is paved with rough stone, The temple is 
28’ x 19}' built of ashlar masonry up to about 12 feet, with vaulted roof and 
pinnacle of stucco, ornamental and surmounted with domes and fiuials. In front 
of this temple is a maiujapa, 25}* x 23' on a stone plinth ; the roof is terraced, 
supported on heavy posts and post-plates, joists and planking; there is a sacred 
bull placed in this mandapa. 

In the same enclosure 3} feet apart, is another temple dedicated to 
&iddf)Sivara t built on a plinth 4 feet high and 38* x 20*; the front portion of this 
temple is of stone and lime masonry, and plastered- The rear portion has a 
stone superstructure; the roof over the front portion is vaulted, surmounted with 
low dome and fiuial; the roof over the rear portion is also vaulted, a cut stone 
cornice projecting over corbels, surmounted with a pinnacle and domes with 
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fmials, ornamented with stucco. Next to this temple, on the north side, is a 
dliarma&klh, not worthy of note. 

Opposite the temple of Siddhelvara is a sacred bull under a canopy 
supported on four pillars. The east side entrance to the enclosure of these 
temples is ornamented with stucco plaster, with horse-shoe arch over it, approached 
by a flight of Steps; near the steps is a masonry DipmdL 

This temple with gh&t and dbarmaJilla is said to have been built by one 
Vallabhdhs Tanksitli, a Gujarati, in the time of the Pe4w4s. 

Bkavdiil .—The temple of Bhavani is situated in Bbav&nf Pelh, in the city, 
in an enclosure 97' X 58' on a stone plinth 3 feet high and 16' 7 T by 2o' 9'. 
The temple is 12’ 9' square; the superstructure is of stone 12 feet high, with 
flue cornice projecting on corbels; roof vaulted, surmounted with a Sikhara and 
flnial. In front is a vestibule, 14' x 10', supported on stone pillars, with scolloped 
arches. In front of this is a mandapa 24j' x 21 terraced and with tiled roof, 
supported on posts. In front of this is a small Difimdl. Near the temple is a 
well called Bdw, with steps, and two dkarma&'U&s of common structure on one 
side, and on the other a long tiled budding, occupied by the devotees of the temple. 
Over the entrance is a small upperstoreyed room for a Nagarkh&na. This temple 
is said to have been built by one RanguMh Sadlliiva Sat&vne, a shroff, about a 
century ago. 

Bdliljt .—This temple is situated in the same ptftli opposite to that of Bhav&nt 
on the other side of the road a little to the east, on a platform 33’ 9 X 32, 
and consists of a shrine and vestibule; the former is 19| feet square; the super¬ 
structure up to the cornice is of cut stone, the roof is vaulted, surmounted with a 
Sikhtira and domes with Anials, ornamented with stucco plaster, and contains images 
of different deities. This temple is in a maid (garden) with a well. In front is 
an enclosed mandapa of common materials, very dark inside, and rather ruinous. 
The entrance to this temple has an upper storey over a stone vestibule called 
the N&garkh&na* in front of which is a fine BipmtU. This temple is said 
to have been constructed by one Godnddils Bairagi, about a century ago. The 
expenses are defrayed by the product of the mu hi in which it is situated. The 
temple is said to have been struck with lightning, some 25 years ago, and 
received slight damage. Close to and in front of this temple are two dhnrmaiiUos 
one on each side; on the other side of the road are three small temples of Gana- 
pati, Marnti and Bhairava. 

Temple of Bhairava at Yerawhd .—To the north of Puya, on the left bank 
of river MulM Muf.hu, on a hill near the village of Yersinia is the temple of 
Bhairava, consisting of a shrine and vestibule; the former is 29' x 20' and 7 feet 
high, cut into the rock. The vestibule has a flat slabbed roof, with thin pointed 
arches and pillars 3 feet broad ; and has an open shed in front on posts and post- 
plates with flat terraced roof on planks and joists. It is 17'xlbi-' and feet 
high, and contains an image of Nandi. In front is a DipmdL There are one or two 
small temples besides within the enclosure wall. The temple is reached by a 
roughly paved flight of steps 5 feet broad, through an entrance door, under an 
archway. 

Cave Temples of Bhdtnburdt ,—To the west of Punft near the village of 
Bhimbnrdi, is a cave temple cut in the rock under ground, and called Punch Pan- 
davichi Guha. In the temple cave are the images of Samba, Devi Amblki, 
Yithobfi, Rakhumdi, and Ganapati. The cave is 77'x 74 J and 10$ feet high. 
It is a hall supported on thirty pillars, 2§ feet square, and is opeQ on one side. 
s?81—24 
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The enclosure in front is open, and in the centre of it is a round shed supported 
on 14 pillars; a portion of it with two pillars has fallen down* In this shed is 
a Nandi. The bases of the pillars are slightly ornamented. 

Nhrso&d.—The temple of Narsoba is situated in Peth Sukrawar, Kalkore- 
piira, near Kalewawar, and consists of a shrine, surmounted with a dome* The 
body of tbe temple is of stone ; the xikhara is of bricks and stucco plaster. In 
front is a sabhi mandapa on wooden posts and post-plates, with wooden cusped 
arches and tiled roof, wooden plank ceiling, with ornamental cornice. The 
length of the mandapa is 40 feet, and breadth 28 feet; the temple itself is 
17' X 9 J xlo‘ 3', and is within a paved courtyard. To the left is a long hall 
51' x 9|' open on the inner side, the rear being enclosed with a wall painted with 
pictures. This temple is said to have been built by one Is Amy ana Warn an Joii, a 
priest, about a century ago- In the shrine is the marble image of NarsobA. 

Khunyd M\trUdhora ,*—This temple is in the same street, to the north, 
within a partly paved courtyard. The entrance to it from the east side is of 
neat cut stone, and has an upper storey for a NAgarkliAna. The temple consists 
of a slirine and a vestibule, the latter supported on ornamental stone pillars with 
three horse-shoe shaped arches. The body of the temple is of stone; the 
roof is surmounted by polygonal domes of sizes, ornamented, of brick and stucco 
plaster. In front of the vestibule is the sabbA mandapa in which is a small 
shrine on a stone platform with an image of Garuda made of marble. In the 
temple is the image of Vishnu also of marble. The temple is 28'x23j' and 
the sabbA mandapa 45^' X 304'. It is said to have been built by one DadA Gadre, 
one of the Peewit's K&rbhAris, about 90 years ago. 

Temple of CbiiMresvara is on the south batik of river Mula in San war 
Peth, in a closed courtyard. It is about 55’ square; in the centre is a shrine 
24' x 24' (external dimensions) in which is the image of Samba. This whole 
building is divided into nine rooms, one enclosed in the centre and eight round 
it, with archways between each other, which are narrowed and pointed at the 
crowns. The rooms have separate vaulted roofs of eut-stonc beautifully carved 
in the inside. The body of the building is of cut-stone, with plain projecting cornice 
supported oil ornamental corbels. The top of each of the vaulted compartments 
is surmounted by domes, with fioiais of brick and stucco-plaster, which is out 
of repair in places ; the middle dome is the highest. On each side of the temple 
the courtyard enclosure contains rows of rooms for the use of devotees but now 
vacant. In the courtyard opposite the temple is the image of Nandi in a small 
building on a platform. The courtyard is paved, and a portion in front is 
raised. The entrance to this courtyard is in three compartments, with arch¬ 
ways recessed on the sides and between each other, fcho former having raised 
platforms under them for sitting in. Each compartment has a cut-stone vaulted 
roof with ornamented cornice, with diamond-shaped spaces at the corners. The 
front enclosure of the courtyard has also rows of rooms ou the inside, on both 
sides of the entrance, and ou the outside vaulted roofed compartments (two on 
each side of the entrance) having open archways, narrow pointed at the crowns; 
in Front, the compartments on one side contain the images of Marti ti and Sam, 
and in one of the two on the other side is the image of AshUibhujd Deot ; the 
second is vacant. The entrance and the temple is strong and highly finished. 
In front of the entrance outside is a small dharnia&Lkl used by the Hindus for 
performing ceremonies after tbe dead bodies have been burnt on the river bank, 
which is approached by two flights of steps. There is also a small temple of 
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Vishnu, of a very inferior description. Behind it is a small cut-stone Dipmdl 
and a few tombs of various sizes and shapes. This temple is said to have been 
constructed by one 3ivaratna Janardana ChitrAo, a Bhikshuka in the time of the 
Peswas, about 150 years ago. 

Temple of liar a Hare# vara is in SanwAr Peth, in a small courtyard, and 
consists of a shrine and enclosed octagonal vestibule with three horse-shoe 
shaped small archways on three sides. The shrine is surmounted with a dome of 
brick and stucco plaster, aud ornamented like the other temples. The vestibule 
has a terraced roof. In front is an image of Nandi, on a platform under a 
canopy supported on four pillars and archways surmounted with small domes, 
now in ruins. The courtyard is partially paved. In one corner of it is a small 
upper storeyed building occupied by a devotee; on the top of the doorway is a 
small rough stone Dip aid'. 

The temple Oj Amrltehara is situated in SanwAr Petli, on the bank of 
the river MnlA, on a high platform in a paved courtyard, the walls of which 
are of cut-stone below- and brick aud lime w ith a round chunam coping neatly 
finished. The temple consists of a shrine and open vestibule, the latter being 
supported on three archways of horse-shoe shape and pillars. The body of the 
temple is of cut-stone; the shrine is vaulted and surmounted with a dome of 
Stucco plaster ornamented. The platform on which the shrine and vestibule 
stand is 28 feet by 19 feet and 4 feet high. In front of the vestibule is the 
image of Nandi under a canopy, supported on four pillars, over a platform of the 
same height as that of the temple, which is approached by steps on each side, 
the space between the vestibule and Nandi forming a landing. The entrance 
to the courtyard is also reached by a flight of steps. On tbe river side of this 
temple is another courtyard about 3 feet lower, iu which is a temple ot Samba 
nearly of the same size, but less ornamental. To the north of this is a 
verandah, open iu front, in which are marble images of Vishnu and Bakshmi. 
and of Garuda opposite to them. The platform of this courtyard is about 25 feet 
above the bed of the river, which is approached by a flight of steps aud sloping 
ground. These temples w'ere constructed by SivarAma Jaimrdana ChitrAo. 
about a century ago. 

The temple of Gaiuipati is situated in Knsba Both, in a courtyard, and 
consists of a shrine and enclosed room on a platform AS x 23; in front of this 
is a sabhA mandapa 28' x 23*, supported on posts and post-plates of wood, 
beautifully carved ceiling, with tiled roof. In front, on a high stone platform, is 
a small plain enclosed temple in which there is an imago of the (Lndir) rat. 
Behind this is a cut-stone Dtp aid! in ruins. At the entrance side of the temple is 
an upperstoreyed building; the lower storey is open in fremt; the roar and end 
walls are decorated with pictures ; occasionally used as a dining room. 

The temple of Vishnu is situated in GosAvi lhirA, Soruawar Peth, in a 
courtyard, and consists of a shrine and vestibule. The vestibule is supported 
on highly ornamental stone pillars and three horse-shoe arches ; the body of 
the temple as usual k of cut-stone; the shrine is vaulted, surmounted with a 
stucco dome, ornamented and painted. Tn front of the vestibule is a sabha 
mandapa on posts and post plates; in the courtyard is a small fountuin of water, with 
some trees round it. This temple was constructed by a Gos&vi Narpargir, 
some 30 years a«*o. The courtyard wall is finished off with ornamented stucco 
piaster all round? In the court are Other buildings; m the shrine is a marble 
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image of Vishnu and in the vestibule is an image of Gant da. The domes, small 
and large, are all surmounted with gold giltfinkils. 

The temple of Ntbjehara consists of a shrine and enclosed room in front, 
of stone, and dome of stucco plaster, much out of older. A sabhd mandapa 
in front is chiefly of wood work, 3S£' long and 24* 8* broad, with ornamental 
wooden ceiling and gallery all round. In front is an image of Kami! in the 
mandapa. At the entrance is an upper storey for a NAgarkMna, and on the 
walls figures of Eishis, &o,» are painted. 

The temple of Somehara is situated in Kapudgunja near AditwAr Peth, 
in an enclosure partly paved. It consists of a shrine and vestibule, open in 
front, supported ou two stone Pinal’s. The body of the temple is of rough 
Stone, surmounted with brick and chunam dome ; the entrance door frame anti 
shutters of the shrine are covered with ornamental brass sheets. The temple is 
ig.y X 14 'j j n front is a sabha mandapa 29' x28’, open, supported on square 
wooden posts and ornamented plank coiling with terraced roof. In the mandapa, 
on a small platform of decayed stones, is the image of Nandi, with a plain little 
shrine over it. On both sides of the temple are other shrines, smaller in 
dimensions, 8’ 4*XS' 4", with small open verandahs in front; in one is the image 
of Ganapati of common stone and in the other is that of Pnrvati. These 
small shrines are surmounted with domes of brick and stucco plaster, set with 
different images. In the principal temple is the image of Samba, a pitidi. In 
the courtyard are open long buildings used as d harm ai Alas, and a fountain. 
This temple is said to have been constructed by GauapatrAo NfitA, a SAvksir, 
u the time of PeSwft, about a century ago. At the entrance is a NAgarkUAnn 
of stone and timber; this is a recent addition. The courtyard has a small garden 
near the fountain and some trees. 

The temple of M&mefoara is in Sukvawftr Peth, near KhAsgiwAla’s garden, 
and consists of a shrine, on a platform 25* x 25*. In front and attached to it is 
another platform 25' x 25V, on which is an enclosed mandapa. The body of the 
shrine is of brick and lime plastered, and that of the mandapa is of cut stone ; 
the walls inside are painted with pictures of Rishis and gods; the shrine is sur¬ 
mounted with a spire of brick and stucco plaster, ornamented ; the latter has a 
smaller plain dome at the top. In front is another open sabhA mandapa on 
square wooden posts 29V X TI\\ with a gallery ou three sides, approached by a 
stair-case on the outside. In this mandapa, in front, is au image of the sacred bull 
on a small low platform under a canopy, supported on four pillars, surmounted 
with cornice and a dome with flnial. The courtyard is partly paved; the 
entrance and portion of front wall is of fine cut stone with a small doorway. 
This temple is said to have been constructed by JBhAu SAheb Kb&egiwalA hi 
the time of Pefiwas, about a century ago. The open sabhi mandapa was added 
about 8 years ago by Mr. Govind Rn ghunath, a contractor. In the courtyard, 
on one side, is a long open building used by the devotees, and a large well on 
the other side. 

Titlsihdg Temples. —Tulsibug is situated in BudhwAr Peth in an enclosed 
vard. These temples are of very long standing, but the principal shrine 
dedicated to RAmais being renewed with additions to its dome and sides. The 
tiabhiL mandapa is already completed 48* X 41'; the shrine is 19'X 19', with an 
open vestibule. The body of the shrine is of cut stone as usual, and the top of 
it is surmounted with a high spire, set with columns and domes of sizes, and 
will of course be of stucco plaster. Iu the shrine are the images of Rama, Laksh- 
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ntana and SitA. On each side are smaller shrines of Ganapati and SAmba. 
Behind the large shrine are small temples of Seshiriayi, containing small images 
Of MAmti, Gapapati, and VithobA and Rakhiudat. In front of the principal 
temple, on a high platform, in a shrine, is a large stone image of MAruti. This 
temple is said to have been constructed by NAro AppAji, PeAwi’s DaftardAr, 
about 12,6 years ago. The present additions are being made by one Mr. If and* 
rilra Sundarji Nftik, a contractor. The entrance has NAgarkMna. This tem¬ 
ple is approached by a paved lane, from under a treble-storeyed budding, tu 
the courtyard are other small temples not worthy of note. 

Brfhfrj is an old temple consisting of a shrine and a very small simple nmnjjlapft. 
The shrine is of the usual construction and contains marble images of Vishnu 
and Lakshmi j on each side of it are smaller shrines of Gunapati and^ Samba. In 
front is the image of Ganula in a shrine like that of MAruti in TulsiMg. In 
the courtyard is a well and small houses for devotees to live in. This temple is 
said to have been constructed by N&nl Fhadnavls, the Pe^wft’a KArbliAri, 


about a century ago. . 

The temple nj Vitlwhd is situated in Nn ray ami Feth, in a small courtyard 
to the south-east of the NAr&yanA Peth Bridge called Lakdipul, and consists of 
a shrine and an open vestibule supported on pillars and arches of ornamented 
cut stone. The shrine is surmounted by a spire of stucco plaster, highly orna¬ 
mented, and set with images of Rush is and animals. In the shrine is the image 
of VithobA and RakhmniU, and in the vestibule are those of Ganapati, Vishnu 
and Lakshmi and other deities. The platform on which the shrine and vestibule 
are constructed is 24'X 16'. Attached to the shrine is an enclosed sabhi 
inaudapa with a tiled roof, without ceiling, 53’ x 39'. The. entrance to the 
courtyard is of stone and has a small upper storey for NAgarkhAna. Iti front 
of the sftbhA mandapa is a small shrine in which an image of Garutja is set. 
This temple is said to have been constructed by one Jot i Biwn Bhikshjuka some 

century and a half ago. _ . 

T/ie temple of Tfonbdi JoyefoaH is situated in RudhwAr Feth and consists 
of a shrine and open vestibule supported on three arches and pillars. The 
courtyard is very small, and contains two other small shrines dedicated to 
Vishnu and Mai hide va. In front of the tatter is the imago of the sacred bull 
under a small canopy. Besides, there are small temples of Gunapati and Hnhi- 
deva. To the left of the shrine is a verandah open in the front. The frame- 
work of the entrance to the shrine is covered with ornamented sheet bi-ass, in 
the shrine is the image of JogMvari; in the vestibule are the images of NigobA, 

VithobA, RakhumAi and Ganapati. t , . 

' Sahgameivara Mahddcva .—This temple, ns its name signifies, is at the con¬ 
fluence of the river MulA and Mutha to the north-west of Puna, and on the 
south bank of MulA MuthA. It is dedicated to MahAdeva, and is approached by 
a flight of steps Or ghat. The temple consists of a shrine and open verandah 
on stone pillars. The body of the structure is of stone, and the shrine is 
surmounted by a double spire of brick and stucco plaster. Over the entrance 
door is a high minaret approached by steps inside the structure. The minaret 
is with human and annual images, and is much our of repair now. On the 
left as von enter is a small shrine in which is a large image of Miiruti. Behind 
the temple is a tomb said to be of some member of the Holkar family; the en¬ 
closure is a garden containing orange and plantain trees. On the platform Os 
the ghAt abutting the temple enclosure, outside, are two open verandahs used as 
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dharma^alAs. The tomb is an excellent specimen of beautiful cut-stone worl., 
and is surmounted with a low stone dome. This temple is said to have been 
constructed by a tailor, and the gbit, minaret, and enclosure wall by Harmfongir 
Gosavi, the former about a century ago, and the latter about forty years ago. 
In front of the temple is the image of Nandi on a platform. In the shrine is 
the image of Ashiabhujd Dev i of marble. In the vestibule is the image in stone 
of Ganapati. 

0, —Mawai Talbka. 

28. The cave temples at KArle are well known and have been surveyed (see 
Cave Temples). 

29. BhAja, 3 miles S. from EArie,—a small series of very early Buddhist 
caves : surveyed (see Cave Temples). 

30. Bedsa, 6 miles S.W. from KhadkalA ; anot her smaller group of Buddhist 
caves (see Cave Temples). 

31. PAtan, 1 mile S.E. from Karle station: a rude unfinished cave with 
a dagoba in it, and the beginning of another cave. 

32- Ayarfi, 3 miles W. from Talegauw Dabhade : some caves, unvoted (*>. 

33. NtVnoli, 3 miles N. of Tajegdhw D&bhade on the left bank of the Indra- 
yaniCaves in the escarpment of the hill, a mile n orth of the village. A steep 
climb three-fourths up the hill brings the traveller to the base of a high scarp 
facing south-west, skirting which a cistern and a cell are first passed, and then 
a high flight of steps rudely cut and well worn is reached; ascending them a 
square flat-roofed cave is entered about 18 f X 18', with a height of upwards of 
7 feat; this excavation is now used as a temple to FeringAbAi; a small cell is 
cavernad out of the south side wall. Further on the escarpment is hollowed 
out into two small cells. 

34. SelArwadi excavations are high up in a hill about 2 miles to the south¬ 
east of Talegftuw DabhfniG, and are most of them in the village limits of Gnbuojfi 
and facing south-west. The north-west caves are in Sslfirwadi, which is a 
hamlet of Ta]egahw, and consist each of 2 or 3 cells only ; they are nearly Inacces¬ 
sible and have some fine Champu trees (Mesna Fmm) near them. The south¬ 
west excavations possess more merit; at the base of the scarp, out of which they 
are hollowed, is a narrow foot-path, pursuing which a two-celled cave high up in 
the cliff is first passed and then a fine cistern; 2 cells succeed, one with an 
inscription of 5 lines cut on its outer face (see No. 10), close to which, but further 
south, is a large excavation consisting of a nave or vestibule 24 feet by 18 feet, 
with 4 cells on either side and of an inner shrine, near the end of which are what 
would seem to be the remains of a dSgoba, viz., an abacus of 4 slabs, the lower the 
smaller, pendent from the roof, and an indistinctly traced, base of the drum, the 
latter is now occupied by a sahinklm and lingo.. The roof is flat and about 
9 feet from the ground. The entrance to this cave is now walled up with two 
round arched doorways as means of ingress. Further on sro a cistern and well. 

35. Lohagad, 4 miles S. of K&rlS, The fort is on a striking hill in the 
same range as the neighbouring Fort of Vis a pur. At the foot of the escarpment 
below the fortifications is the hamlet of L aha wadi, embosomed in trees and 
plentifully supplied with water. The fortifications consist of an outer and inner 
line of defence, and are entered through four formidable gateways in succession 
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called the Ganesa, the NAriyana, the Hanumana, and the Maha gates, the last 
introducing to the summit of the ML The hill is a line plateau of great extent, 
and was once extensively built over, as is shown by the ruined walls and founda¬ 
tions still existing. There is no lack of cisterns and water. Lohagad is a fortress 
of some antiquity and importance : in 1435 Malik Ahmed, the founder of the 
Jftdtms Mh i dynasty at Ahmadnagar successfully besieged it; and a century and 
a half later, during the struggle which ultimately led to the establishment of the 
Ma.nttha power by Siviji, Lohagad was not overlooked as a place of strength; 
in lh48 Sivuji surprised it-, but 18 years later had to surrender it to Anrangaib’s 
Lieutenant, Jaysing,—retaking it, however, in 1670. When the Maratha rule was 
firmly established its strength and position marked Lohagad out as a suitable 
place for a Kam&visdAr’a Treasury and Kacheri, The hill is the scene of an 
‘Urns’ each Paushyn full moon, to the tomb of Sheikh Umar, who is supposed to 
have been a celebrity on the hill and to have been buried there before Lohagad 
became a fortress. The long, narrow north-west spur of the hill is called * Bichu 
Kanta’ from its supposed resemblance to a scorpion’s sting. 

86. VisApur: The fort which crowns an adjoining and higher hill is of 
larger area than that of Lohagad, but not so strong either artificially or naturally. 
It is said bo have been constructed by Bft{;lji VLSvanAth Peswh, Its entrance 
gateway is now in ruins but the walls encircling the hill are in tolerable preser¬ 
vation. On the east, there is a well-built tank, and there are other tanks and 
cisterns on the hill. A small temple of MahAdeva within the fortifications is 
supported by a DewasthAn allowance ; this temple is not far from the PeSwa’s 
residence, now a ruin. 

37. Raj mu chi is a fortress on the crest of the SayhAdrI range a few miles 
N, of the Bhor Ghat. It is more than once mentioned in Maratha history 
during the struggles of Siviji and his successors with the Moghuls.

1.—SaLSETTE TaLCEA. 

1, Ghodabandar.—Old church dedicated to St. John, monasteries, and fort. 
The church is now a bungalow. Owing to the influence of a Pir buried close by, 
all the efforts of the builders to construct a tower or spire are said to have failed 
and a Muhammadan dome was the result of their labours. A party of SMji’s 
troops tried to surprise Ghodabandar when in the hands of the Portuguese in 
1672, but were repulsed. 

2* Borwali-Station, on the Bombay, Baroda and Central India Railway at 
Montpezir (Mandap&vara), old churches, watch tower, convent and caves, which 
have been turned into a crypt for the church dedicated to N. S. da Conceioao. 
College for the education of orphans. Duperron speaks of the Mar&tbas 
after destroying the church carrying the timber to I’liAna. Over the college 
door, is an inscription with arms of Portugal to the effect that the edifice was built 
in 162:1 by order of Infant Dorn John III of Portugal. In the Patel’s garden 
are some very curiously carved memorial stones, with sea-fights sculptured upon 
them (a). 

3 . Kanheri Caves. — Kanheri village. The well-known Kanheri Rock- 
tetuples (see Cave Temples), 

4. Amboli, Magathana, and Kondivte have rock-temples (see Cave Temples 
of India). 

5. Dharavi. — Old fort and tank. 

6. Mur (Versowa village). — An old fort rebuilt by the Mar at has. 

7. Bandore. — An old Agoada or fort at the Point, with following inscrip¬ 
tion : —

According to Da Cuuha the Portuguese fleets supplied themselves with water 
here. There are a number of old Homan Catholic churches about Salsette, many 
of which were destroyed when the Marat has conquered the island in 1738. 

8. Chemur, near Kurle, probably the Cbemuda or Chernaia of inscriptions 
and the Timtila or Simulla of Greek writers. 

2. — Bassein Tauuka. 

9. Bassein or Wasit. — Fine fort and old Portuguese churches with inscrip¬ 
tions : well-known. 

10. NirrnaJ Village.—Temples arid tanks. Pilgrimage here in the cold 
weather, in the month of Klrtika. Jith d on 11th K:\rtika. The Portuguese or 
rather the Inquisition pulled down the temple and desecrated the tirtha and 
caused the lingo, of Siva to disappear. On the Marltbas taking possession of 
Uassem, Nirmal was again purified, a tank constructed, and temples built.

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11. Jivdhan, Virar Village.—Fort, tanks, and caves, seemingly of early 
origin. 

12. Tun gar Hill.—Tanks, Tongfiivam.—Tom pie half way up tbe hill with 
carved stones (a).

14. Parol.—Three temples with handsomely carved stones («). 

Id. Mftndvi.—Fort and carved stones. 

16. Tansa River.—Along banks here and there are carved stones («). 

17. Kamandrng.—QM hill fort. 

18. Ag&shi.—Arnala Fort built by the Portuguese, Tank. 

Inscription in Marithi stating that the fort was built during the reign of 
Bajirdo L in Saka year 1639, a.d. 1737, by an architect named Biji Tulkji. 

19. Sopfiva.—The Soupara of Ptolemy, the Sopara of the Pertpl ws, the 
Subava of tbe early Arab voyagers, and the Surpuraka of the Cave Inscriptions. 
There is a village close by in Alahim bearing a very similar name, Baphala, but 
it never seems to have been a place of note. 

‘20. Karb&o.—Old Portuguese Fort. 

3. —Mabdi Tatcka. 

21. Kelve and Sirgaum.—Old forts. 

22. Asher i. —Asheri Fort described by Gemelli Careri. Besides being seated 
on the top of a hill, where there is no higher ground to command it, n crooked path 
cut out of the mountain, along which two men cannot go abreast, leads up to it 
and is defended by several guards who might withstand an army, by only rolling 
down stones placed there for the purpose. Dickinson described it after the 
Marat has had held it SO years as accessible only at one point and of such natural 
strength that with a handful of men to defend it, it might justly be considered 
impregnable. The latter part of the ascent is up an almost perpend icular staircase 
(with a precipice of several hundred feet immediately below it) liewn cut of the 
solid rock, forty feet higher. (Da Cunha's Bassein, page 206.) 

23. Kaldrug, Tandulwari, and Tak Mak.—Okl forts. 

24. TilrApur.—Old fort repaired by the Mari thus in European style, 

25. Pargaum.—A gadda haraa or curious boundary mark with donkey 
and woman,

25, M aMl aksh rat.—Very peculiar and conspicuously shaped hill. Shrine 
very holy and a pilgrimage to it in March, 

27. Gnmbirgad.—Vihali village, a very large hill fort. 

28. SegwA.—Sideline village, an old hill fort. 

29. Chikle-—Fort, Anquetil Duperron, 1760, says this was repaired to 
protect inhabitants from pirates. 
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30, D&Mnu and Umbergaum.—Old forts. 

at. Bavat HiU,—Kondvireh Tillage,—fort and tanka. 

32. Sanjan.—-Fort; this place is that to which P&rsi fire was originally 
brought by Parsis. 

33. Indurgadh.—Karambeli village, fort, 

34. Katalwara.—An old fort. 

5.—Waea T ALL'S A. 

35. Koj.—Fine bill fort and tanks. 

36. Gunj.—A temple of Sr! Bh&rgavariima, tank and mins. 

37. TiM.—Temple and sacred pool in islet in Yyturni River. Pilgrimage 
in hot Treat her, 

38. WlriL—Remains of temples and tanks; an inscription discovered here,, 
of the Silahhva dynasty, is in the Bombay Asiatic Society's Museum (a). 

6.—Shah pub Taluka. 

39. Atgim.—Remains of an old temple. 

40. Vthigam.—Old fort dose to Reversing Station and past Kasara 
Station, Great Indian Peninsula. 

41. Milhuli.—Oa the summit of a most striking mountain are the remains of 
& fine okl fort; in two of the gate bastions are caves with some Hindu and Muham¬ 
madan remains and inscriptions, The only Hindu inscription is on a Sati stone ; 
first line illegible; 2nd "Sr! Padmlvati Sati,” Two MusalmAn inscriptions 
on the Idgah, one fallen and the other in situ. Four more picked up lying 
about are now in charge of Mulna Shah pur. When Jijtbai, Sivdji’s mother, 
was dying from the Muhammadan troops from 1633 to 1636, she with her young 
son frequently took refuge in this fort. In 1670 Moro Trim el, the Peswa, or 
Prime Minister of Sivaji, sustained a repulse at this fort from the Moghul troops 
with reported loss of 1,000 men. After a seige of two months, the fort, how* 
ever, surrendered to him. 

42. Mokada Pets, BhopatgarL—Kurlot village, old fort, and tanks, 

43. In WAahAli in Mokbada is a rockcut temple called W3.se, situated on the 
north slope of a small hill. It was blocked up for about 3 to 4 feet with earth 
which has partly been removed and the remaining is being excavated at the ex¬ 
pense of Mr. Gibson, in the hope of a kunda being found. The inner space is 
nearly square, about I2'x 12\ The height about 0' 6". In the rock facing the 
door on either side of a niche, are two images each about 3' high. They appear 
to have very large ears, and with their arms and hands by their sides are in the 
attitude of ” attention. 1 ' One has his sign of sex clearly shown, the other not, 
Over the lintel is a small broken image. There is a porch roofed with stone slabs 
held up on two pillars, squared, and having the angles cut off in portions. There 
3 & in front of these pillars a small enclosure, perhaps 3 feet or 4 feet from them, 
with walls of rock on either side, and a doorway through two little parapet-like 
walls 3 or 4 feet high. It is not much of a temple or cave in itself, but its loca¬ 
lity makes it important. It appears to be Jaina (ft).

44. Gutara (DugM Village).—Fort and tanka. 

45. Wadaoli.—There is a celebrated modern temple here of Vajr&Mi with 
six Lndm villages granted by Government for its support, where a pilgrimage is 
held in Cbaitra. 

46. Lonad. —A small old temple of Mahddeva of the style of Ambamatha, 
Also a caye with some sculptures, but it is doubtful whether they are 1 iindti or 
Buddhist, The cave has been surveyed {Ind. AnL, IV, 65). 

47. Bhiwandi.— A beautiful tomb of Husain Sab {Ind, An*., IV, 65). 

48. Gane^apuri.—Some sculptures of an old temple {hid. Aaf., IV, 67). 
Temple of BhimtiSvara Mahadeva with five or six hot springs. 

49. Bhiwandi,—Varala Tank. The legend runs that the tank was dug to a 
certain depth but would not hold water. It occurred to a man in a dream that 
the tank awaited the sacrifice of a man and his wife within its area, that the said 
man having proceeded with his wife to the site of the tank during the night 
touched a large boulder in it. The tank was instantaneously filled with water 
and they were drowned in it. Latterly it lias been enlarged by the Munici¬ 
pality of the town and the Bhiwandi water-supply is obtained from it. 

50. AklolL—Fine temple of Mah&deva and five hot springs much re¬ 
sorted to. 

8. — Kalyan T alpha. 

51. Ealyiin, — An old tank built with stones all round, said to have been con¬ 
structed by Isaf Adamshah, Eajil of Bij&pur, to Hijri San 914, supplying three 
reservoirs in the town with water, a veiy fine Id jab and Fir’s tomb on the banks. 
Old fort on the bank of river, 

Kalydn was taken possession of by the Portuguese in 1535. It afterwards 
fell into the hands of the Rujfl of Ahm&duogar and then into those of the RAja 
of Bij&pur in 1636, and lastly, into those of the Marathas in 1648, it being the first 
important place subdued by SSiv&ji; and AMji Sondeva who reduced it was made 
Subhedir of the province, 

52. Badlapur,—Temple of Khaijdobi, 

53. Bawfl. Malung,—Kusi wall village, old fort, and two plain cells. Fort, 
Muhammadan shrine and another called Pilki. Information required. 

54. Ambamitha Village. — Temple of Arabarnatha, a fine temple of the style 
of the 1 ith century (a.D, 1060). Though small it is richly carved and of great 
interest as a good type of its age. Festival held on the 8i varatra in Magba.

59 Ambivali Village.—Ambivali cave is about half a mile from village of 
A mb i vale, near Jambrug, N. from Karjat under Kotaligadh, and to tho east of it. 
lr is cut in a long low hill forming the concave side of a curve m the bank of the 
river. The eave overlooks the river! being about 20 feet above it, elopiug TOC " 
leading up to it from the water. It consists of a large square hall, about 4- pat by 

30 feet and 10 feet high, having four cells oft each of three sides (1 r cells ^ all). 
Around these same three sides runs a low bench similar to bench m Lave do, at 
Kanheri. Two doorways, a central and a side one to the right, lead into a verandah 

31 feet long by about 5' 10" deep, the eaves of which are supported by 3 9 ot 
return of the wall at either end and by four pillars. Between each pair of pillars 
(except the central pair—the entrance) and the end pillars and pilasters is a ow 
seat, with a parapet wall running along the outer side and forming a back to the 
seat. The outside of the parapet wall was ornamented in tho same style as Lave 
III at NAsifc, with festoons and rosettes, but is so damaged that little now 

remains^ ^ are of tIie same pattern as those of M— pot capitals with the 
flat tiles surmounting them, but roughly finished. 1 he shafts springing from 
the seats have no bases.

The doorways have had modern cawed doors inserted, and, with, built 
easements with some figures carved on them in 6 cells at the back, the cave has 
been converted into a Brahinamcal temple. A Jogi, recently dead, occupied the 
cave, the consequence being that the surface of tho rock, in the hall and 

verandah, could not be much blacker. , . 

On the second pillar of verandah, on the left of entrance, is a Pali inscription 
in one vertical hue, reading downwards. There are some remains of letters on 
pack of the centre pair of pillars, though indistinct. 

fiO. Kuiali Port,—There are a few excavations of no pretensions or interest 
m the base of'cliffs of Kotali Fort. In one is the ubiquitous red daubed stone con- 
verting it into the village shrine of Pet h which lies at the foot of the fort. A 
spiral staircase leads up through the rock for about two-thirds of the way 
to the fort, and then emerges and continues the rest of the way up the 
precipitous surface of the rock. The fort on the top is about 150 yards long 
bv 60 yards wide. There are one or two water cisterns, but nothing else. 

* On the hill side, on the ascent to the fort, are two iron guns about 5 feet 
long and one small bronze mortar, tho latter in good condition. In the excava¬ 
tions in the base of the cliffs are several iron cannon balls lying about. 

61. Oaur Kaniat Village. —Some small eaves with cisterns. 

62. Hu! Khurd Village.—Six small cells or caves round a central one. 

63. Mur Village.—A fine temple of Ganaputi. 

64. Kampoli—A beautiful tank, the finest in the district, of damped stores 
and a fine temple built by Nina Ph ad navis. There was also ati Annachhatra to 
feed all who usime to tho place. This has been pulled down, but the huge grinding 
stones for the grain are still lying dose by. 

65. Prabnl-Moran j an.—Waroshi village : An old hill fort. 
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66. Patraj. — An old fort. 

67. IPjrung&hw.—Bbivapuri. Tank said to have been constructed by 
Parvatibfli, widow of SsdsUiva Chimnaji, a member of the Pesw&’s family, 
at a cost of Rs. 75,000, The tank is situated at tbe foot of the Kusur Gbit on 
the road to Pun3. 

11.—Pastel Tardea. 

68. Eicphanta Caves.—Gharapuri Island, well known (see Gave Temples, 

$c.), 

69. Mamkgadh.—Old hill fort and tanks. 

70. Funnel Hill,—Karo ala village fort. This, with a number of other potty 
hill forts bplonging to the Rijas or Koli Poly gar a, were taken by the Mar&thas in 
1672. 

71. Panvel.—Two tine tanks and mosque. One tank, the Vadala, has land 
granted for its repairs. Tbe other Izraili, constructed by one Kurumsi Hansraj 
of Bombay, cost Rs, 80,000. 

12.—Uiut: Pm, 

72. Uran. — Two small forts and some old churches; some small cells behind 
the distilleries either Buddhist or Brahman ical (7). 

A full description of all the old forts in the Kohkan was written by 
Captain Dickinson, who took possession of them in 1818 in tbe name of the Bri¬ 
tish Government. The report, which is in manuscript, is to be found in the 
Secretariat, Bombay. 
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L-KaEJAT TaLETCA, 

1. Karjat, 42 miles S.S.E. from Ahmadnagar:—(1) Temple of MaMdeva 
(Nakticha dfiwal) with nine domes and the shrine, the centre dome being cut 
smooth, The pillars are a good deal cut. The door is opposite the shrine, and 
on each side of the mantlapa are shrines containing images. In the main shrine, 
which is on a slightly lower level than the mantlapa, is a Uhga. In the wall on 
each side of the door are a good many carved figures, principally obscene. In 
front of the door is a bull under a dome, and on the left-hand side of the door is a 
detached shrine with a Uhga. (2) Temple of MaMdeva, adjoining the above has 
9 domes to the mantlapa, and a lingo in a pit-like shrine. There is no carving 
about it. 

2. Takli, fi miles north of Karjat. Temple of Khan d65 vara MaMdeva 
(Hemsbjpunti) in mins. The stones are said to have been taken to build the 
fort at Puraiudii (r^ between, Bars! and Kami ala. 

3. Rehekttri, 0 miles N.W, from Karjat. Temple of Komnatka Mahftdeva 
has 12 domes to the mandapa, one to the shrine, one door, under which is a bull, 
beside which is a cobra on a detached stone. It is surrounded by a wall which 
is capped with big stones. 

4. Koreguiiw, 2 miles E. of Karjat. fl) West of the village b an old 
Bemadpanti temple of 9 domes to the mantlapa; Uhga in the shrine. (2) Temple 
of Korelvara Mahideva, old, said to be a Henmdpauti temple. The shrine only 
is left. In it are a Uhga, Nandi, and figures of Gapapati and Parvati, all in white 
marble. The piydl of the Uhga, is composed of four faces of Mahideva adorned 
with snakes, and there is a snake on the narrow part of the wlthkhd. One Baburito 
Gdvind Vakil is said to have brought these figures to Karmila from Hindustan 
about 100 or 150 years ago; and they were brought from Karmila by RAoji 
Laksbman, father of the present Kulkarrij of KoragSLow. 

5. Rassin, 10 miles S.W. from Karjat. (1) Hemadpauti temple of Mahadeva 
(Eitlad&ual): uine domes to the maudapa, one dome to the shrine, and one dome 
to porch. The pillars are a good deal carved, in the centre of each dome is a 
carved stone, something like a star: figures on the capitals of the pillars. Three 
shrines ; the main one opposite the door, and one on each side ot the inandapa. 
The main shrine is a pit with a lihga in it. A stone platform runs round the 
temple, about the level of the floor, (2) Temple of D£vi, said to have been built, 
with two or three other temples here, by a Wilma about 100 years ago. On the site 
of the present temple, there is said to have been an old brick one 200 or 300 years 
old, the brick Dlpndls and well attached to which st ill remain. One of the LHpnuiht 
has a stair inside, and a man at the top can make it oscillate perceptibly. It is 
43 feet high, and 22 feet in circumference at the top. The well is of brick, where 
devotees bathe and make the water most filthy. 

0, Gurao Pimpri, S miles N. from Karjat. Temple of FimpreSvara Mahideva. 
Nine domes to the mandapa ; and a Uhga in a pit-like shrine. The work is all plain ;

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ati extra pillar, put in to support one of the stone cross-beams which is crack¬ 
ed, has an inscription on it. There is also an inscription under the door of the 
compound.

{apparently modern) with a ruined taro and drinking trough attached to it. 

7. Kokaug&hw, 14 miles N. of Karjat. Hematlpauti temple and well, both 
in ruins. Of the temple nothing is left but the shrine. The villagers say the 
atones worn taken tor the forts nt Nagar, Ps-raiiftia, and %nd rot the 

Nitnbalkar’s WAcU at Mirajgihw. 

2.—Srkhpsdi Taluka. 


3. Srigundi, 20 miles W.X.W. from Karjat. and 32 miles S- from Alt mad- 
nagar. (1)^Temple of Vithoba of Hemidpanti masonry, Le., of large blocks of 
stones without cement in iinbeded courses. Manila pa of nine domes supported on 
six pillars; shrine— one dome; portico in front—one dome; cobras’ heads on capitals 
of pilasters, and other figures on the capitals of the pillars ; shrine on a lower level 
than the maudapa. There is an inscription on the door step in front of the temple, 
but the steps appear to be modern. Round the door of the shrine are tv o rows of 
figures. The inner row represents females, and the outer one monkeys. On the 
raised block forming the threshold of the shrine are carved two tigers heads, 
one on each side. Projecting from the top of the entrance to the shrine, and 
from the middle of the front of the mandapa, are carved blocks, resembling those 
in the temple of Lakshin! Khr&yana at Mitndogimw. The length of the mapdapa 
* about 28 feet and width about 2U The pillars are similar to those of the 
temple of Lakshnu Nk4y&nn at Mandogliiw. Internally also the two temples are 
Eimilnr, but what carving there is on the latter gives the shrine the appearance 
of being built of a succession of pillars pocked together, while in t he former, being 
perfectly plain, this effect is not produced. (2) Temple of KukhmAt adjoins 
the above and is in the same style, but on a smaller scale; both temples have a 
good deal of carving. (3) Temple of Mahadeva HatkeW, the same as tho 
above as to the number of domes. Cobras on the capitals of pillars, and a linga 
inn nit-like shrine. Style plainer than any of the aim ve. Hie front of the 
mandapa is built up with bricks. (4) Temple of MahAlakshml, the same as he 
above U to imniher of domes. The shrine has been built up and parts of the 
mandapa also. It is not used for worship anil is in a horrible state of nltli. 
The work appears superior to that of the preceding two. 

0. Pedgaon, S miles south of SrigundL There are some old Musalman 
remains here. The most interesting is a nal for bringing water from the 

Bhima to the village. The water was raised from the river by an elephant mol 

still in existence. ' The nal seems to be in good repair outside. The fort of 
Ped^on was built by Khan JchAn in 1673 and called Bahadurgadb It was an 

important frontier post of the Moghuls. The fort is m ruins. Besides the 

elephant mot there is a tower for a Persian wheel, still m pretty good condition. 
(O j Temple of MalikArjuna Mabidavn— HemAdpanti. Nothing remains but the 
shrine and two pillars of the mandapa,a Unga in thepit-like shrine No carving except 
cobras mi the capitals of pillars. {*) Temple of BAm&vara MabWeva J-on three 
sides of the mandapa are shrines, the door being on the fourth side. The root of 
the mandapa is of one dome supported on four pillars, the space between the 
pillars and the wall being covered with plain flat stones. The shrme opposite 
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the door lias a lingu, on a slightly Jowei* level than the floor of the mandapa. 
There are cobras on the capitals of the pillars, and a good deal of carving. (4) 
Temple of Lakshin! NArAyana— ElemAdpanti. The mandapa is covered by 9 domes. 
Tbe centre dome and the dome of the shrine are carved. There are three doors to 
the mandapa; the shrine is on a lower level than the mandapa, and is filled with 
rubbish. Outside and inside the temple is elaborately carved, and the pillars fire 
beautiful. The carved work has beeu dreadfully spoiled by the ft Arabs.” On 
the outside, the lowest line of carvings consists of elephants, then come tigers, 
and then figures of all sorts, male and female. On the outside of t he wall directly 
behind the shrine is a figure of Vishnu (h). (5) Temple of Balesyara Mahiideva— 

HemMpanti. This has all disappeared hut the shrine. There is a Hhga in the 
shrine on a lower level than the mandapa; cobras on the capitals of pillars : what 
is left is nicely carved. 

10. Kotlial, 10 miles N. of Srigimdi, Temple of KliandobA on the top of 
hill: the roof supported by six pillars in octagonal and square sections. The 
date is unknown, but there is an inscription on an okl temple behind the principal 
one which might be made out. The temple has been struck by lightning, which has 
left the marks of its course, but not injured the building materially. In front of 
the temple is a place where tbe Patel says he used to nee people swung round 
on a pole by a rope with a hook on Iffirgasirsba 8 ud Gtb and Paiish Sud 6 th. 

11 . LimpangAuw, 5 miles 53. from Srigundi. HemAdpanti temple of Sid* 
d hesvara MaliAdeva. The mandapa has nine domes and the lingo, is in a sunk 
.shrine. The pillars art 1 fine, and there is a good deal of carving. Lying near 
Hus temple are two slabs, one with a cobra cut on it and another with an m* 
Motion, of which the date appears to be Safest 1308 {«). 

12 . Eelwandi KothAr, 4 miles X. of 8 rigundi—HemAdpanti. Haro or well 
, juite perfect. A HemAdpanti temple projects into the huro on one side. There are 
two doors to the mandapa and one to the shrine, all uncarved ; also a dome over the 
hull, in front of the door. Above this dome is a place for raising water to tbe top, 
and a stone water-way running the length of the temple ou tbe roof, and emptying 
into an old water trough. The shrine is on the same level as the mandapa, and 
has a ling a in it; cobras on the capitals of the pillars ; no carving. The larv is 
not used, as it is supposed to be haunted, a man having been drowned in it 
onee. There is a good deal of mud in it. 

13. KolgAiiw, 12 miles N.W. of Srigundi, HemMpanti temple of VAlkefr- 
varst MahAdeva, with nine domes ■ lihga in a sunk shrine ; pillars much carved, with 
figures on the capitals, but they are all covered with ehunam. Two recesses, 
unused, one on each side of the mandapa. In front of door the remains of a 
verandah built of large blocks of stones let into each other in receding 
courses. A new shrine with a lingo, on the left of tbe verandah. In front of 
the verandah 0 Nandi under a dome supported by 4 pillars. Over the shrine 
of the temple is a brick and ehunam dome in the usual style. la front of the 
temple a brick Dtpmdl with staircase inside. The original outside of the temple 
has evidently Wen removed and replaced by modern masonry. 

14. Mandogahv KntrAbiid, 20 miles N, of Srigundi. Temple of Devi 
formerly of Lakshin! NurAyana : mandapa of nine plain domes, supported by 4 pil¬ 
lars and 8 pilasters. The pillars are in square, octagon, and round sections ; on 
their capitals are various figures, with cobras on ibe brackets of the pilasters. The 
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shrine is a sunken one with an image of Devi; also a large mutilated one of 
Daks hint Nuriya na about 5 feet high. The mandapa has three entrances, and 
the shrine door and main door of the mandapa are well carved. In front is a 
pavilion on 4 pillars. The outside has not much carving except string courses 
of lozenge ornament- The outline is broken by a succession of right angles. 
The mandapa is 24 feet square inside. 

15. Devalgdhw, 8 miles N. from Srigttndi An old Hem&dpanti well, which 
has been repiired in later times and the old stones broken up, so as to make them 
manageable, by the modern Wadars,

1G. Arayganw, 10 miles W. of J;\mkh£d. Hem ad pant i t emple o E Ara nes vara 
Mahu.deva, rather larger than usual, but plain. An inscription. 

17. J&iukheil, 4a miles S.E. from Ahmad nagar(l8°43' ;75°22'). (1) Hemad- 
panli temple of Malikarjuna MaMdevs. The shrine only left, the pillars of the 
mandapa lie about. (2j I Icmidpanti temple of Japlsankara MaMdeva was long 
buried under the earth and is in good preservation ; it resembles the one at 
Arang&hw. 

18. T slangs i, 11 miles E. from Jftmkh6d. Hemddpanti temple of JatMan- 
kara MaMdeva ; nine domes to the mandapa ; cobra in pit-like shrine. Cobras on 
capitals of pillars : no carving. Not far off is a Hemidpanti bare. Four stairs 
descend from the middle of the Eour aides. Between the stairs in the wall are 
niches. The bar# is broken at oue comer. 

19 . Sirur, 24 miles N. of J&mkh6d, Temple of Siddbe^vara Mahadeva; 
nine domes; cobras on the capitals of the pillars. Shrine opposite the door. 
The front (on both sides of the door) and the entrance to the shrine are nicely carved. 
There is also a shrine on the left side of the mandapa. In front of the door is 
a single dome with a Nandi, Roof of temple modern, of chunara, 

20. BhalgflAw, 26 miles N, by E. of J&inkhfid and 3 miles N.E. from Sirur. 
Temple of Bhafesvara MaMdeva ; 9 domes on fairly carved pillars with lozenge¬ 
shaped ornaments on the faces. One shrine in ruins, another has a mandapa. 

4, —Pahnee Taluka. 1 

21 . Dbobe, near Takll, 12 miles N. of P&rn&rThe DhokiSirara Cave is 
a large ball with’triple cells, on the east side of one of two rugged hills rising 
from™a stony plateau. The largest is 20 yards deep and 15 unde, the front open 
and supported by two massive square pillars and two pilasters ; a little inside of 
these another similar row supports a great architrave running right across the 
temple; and within this, again, is the shrine, hollowed out of a rectangular block 
left standing from floor to roof, and surrounded by a dark passage. 

The chief object of worship is a mean little linga in the central shrine; 
but there is another to the right of it, faced by a large Nandi curved in sit» on 
the same side; and nearer the light, in a sort of chapel, is a four-armed figure 
grasping several weapons. One is a live cobra ; another, perhaps, the >iamrn or 
druun the others indistinguishable* This figure is worshipped under the Dame 
of EAl BhairaviL Opposite him are eight dens called Asbtamdtra (one has the 
bead of a pig) aecompa^iGd by Bhridgi aod Ganapath They appear in the

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Dbumar Lena at Elurd, and in the chapel in the east wing of the great cave at 
at Elephants. Besides, there are giant dwtlrpiUs, Site, attended by elephants, 
{on the central architrave,) and a multitude of other figures; some cut in sitiii 
others on detached or even imported stones, and evidently of various ages up 
to the present. The lesser cave is a triple cell; the inner part separated from 
the outer by a dwarf partition without gap or doorway. It is approached by a 
risky stair in the rock, south of the big cave ; between them is a Larger cistern 
full of good water. There is no inscription except an unimportant one in 
modem Alar at hi on a small thadki outside the large care. This cave may perhaps 
he ascribed to the latter part of the 3th century a.d. 

22. Vadganw-Darytl, G miles N,W, from Pilmfir : Enclosed in the wild 
beauty of a little glen, are some natural caverns under a cliff by a waterfall, 
which have been altered by modern masonry. There area few coarse sculptures 
on the rock and on detached stones, but no architectural interest attaches to 
the place. 

23. P&rner, 20 miles W. by S. from Ahmadnagar: — Tempi e of San gained ara 
or Tryambakeivara at the junction of two small n&lAs. The ground plan is the 
normal double-broken diamond or square ; not very much facetted, there being 
only three superior re-entering angles on the front sides of the mandapa and one 
lesser similar angle near the front porch. There have been three porches, as 
usual. All of them are now in rains, the front one least so. Its door strongly 
resembles the inner door of Temple No. II, at Belgaum, but has not the pierced 
flanking panels. The pillars are more in the style of temple No I,at Belgaum. 1 
Four large pillars, with the help of the walls and surviving pilasters, support 
the roof, composed of nine small rough domes. This would appear to have been 
the original plan, but the whole roof has been destroyed, (tradition says by the 
first AlusalmAn invaders,) and restored from a height of about 9 feet above the 
ground. This is shown by the use of mortar in the restored portion and bv the 
inverted position of some of its decorations. Tho lower or ancient part is of 
dry stonework in receding embedded courses of very large blocks, and the l thy a is 
enshrined in a deep pit. The whole exterior is covered with a decoration repre¬ 
senting in low relief, sometimes an arch, sometimes a dome. This is observable 
also in a large " bardo ” now attached to a modern mosque east of the town of 
Paruer (which has probably usurped the site of a temple), and in the remains 
of a small temple between the town and river at Pari hi (20 miles N. of Panu'r) 
in the same tillukit. The roof has been destroyed, but a few fragments of cornice 
seem to indicate that it was Dravidian in style ; like that of Malai Devi at Nigboj, 
10 miles S, W. of Piirntri. The pillars of this temple closely resemble tbe two 
shown in the front of tbs temple figured in Plate I, of the ArehcevlogicalReport for 
1374. The Nandi in front of the principal entrance now rests at the bottom 
of a pit lined with modern masonry, and partly covered by a rough dome construct¬ 
ed of the debris of the porch, and, perhaps, of a destroyed pavilion. On this rests 
a stone representing apparently an inverted bunch of grapes, which the people 
call a lihtja, but do not worship: probably it was a finial of the pavilion or of one 
of the porches. Several slender pillars of a broken square section have been built 
into a small modern temple in the middle of tho place, which is, however, chiefly 
now admired as possessing a relief, in moulded clay coloured and gilt, of CbandikS 

s FiiJb Archttolwfieat Ifryort for Wffteru India; IS?#, Plates H, V. 
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Devi in strife with the buffalo demon, the work of a local artist* a paid of the 
village of Renawadi. Under a pipal tree before this temple are several fragments 
of sculpture, among which arc a huge gargoyle in the form of a monster's head, 
and a great stone r&njana, or vase, the superior and inferior portions of which 
have been hewn separately and afterwards fitted together, ft is of the still 
popular form of an egg truncated at both ends, and is 4i feet both in height aud 
in external diameter. It is very rough; its simple ornamentation docs not cor¬ 
respond with that of any of the other remains ; and it might have been made at 
any period by the stone-cutters who hew out oil-presses. 

The old temple of Eaganatha MaHdeva, to the east of the Nagar gate has 
also a bardo or well. . ... 

Inscription In the bardo at the NAgan&tha temple is an inscription in 
Devanagar! dated Saha 1015, 

24. Palshi Mandwe :—Two fine modern temples. 

5.—SlSOAUEBB TaLITKA. 

No remains of any interest reported, 

6.—Ankole Taluea, 

25. Aukole, 14 miles west of Sangamner: (1) Temple of £ri-Gaugndlmrei- 
vara,—a handsome modern one. (2) Temple of Siddhe^vara Mahudeva, very 
old and half buried in the silt of the Prawari, under which the whole building is 
said to have been buried till accidentally discovered by a ploughman about 100 
years ago (J. JLB.1L A , 8., vol. Ill, pt ii, p. So). It belongs to the nine 
domed class, but has probably been changed from a Vaishpav* or Jain a shrine 
to a Saiva one. The image over the door lintel of the shrine is defaced beyond 
recognition, and the front porch has been restored in a bastard Saracenic style 
within living memory. A pillar belonging to it, with along Sanskrit itiscripHon, 
was thrown ■down at this time, and so ill used that it is now barely traceable 
and quite beyond the power of transcription or impression. Mr. Sinclair hud it, 
removed to the Kacheri, in the hope of n stray scholar passing that way. Dr. 
Bliau Daji, us usual, had a copy taken when the pillar bad suffered less ; and 
this, if preserved, may throw light on its contents (a). The roof of the tem¬ 
ple is entirely gone, aud replaced by a cliunam pie in the usual style of modern 
Hindu restorations. What is visible of the original building, is exceed ingly 
rich ; and when complete tmw have closely resembled the temple at Ldalpux in 
Shops'Ll. It has one peculiar feature,—a’ small domed porch opening into the 
shrine from behind (see hid. Afif., vol. IV, p. 9) (a). 

26. Ekdure, 15 miles N.W. from AukoleTwo caves in MaMkfdi hiH(?J. 

27. RatanwSfdi, 10 miles W, from Rajuvt the river PrawariL fakes its rise 
from”a small architectural work here. A small old Hcmsidpanti temple of 
An nut eS vara, of about the 12th century, in ruins (n). 

28. Kothblmukunji, 16 miles S. W. from Aukole : the ruins of the temple 
of Niruyaiiesvara, with a line doorway; foundations of the temple of Kotesvara 

29. Harisehandragad with a group of late Brnhuianical caves. 1 A little 
below tho row' of caves is a large Hcmadpanti *'bardo or reservoir, with steps, 

i SuiT^jcd and described in Tkn Ctfutf Tfuipfit &f 
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along lUe southern side of which is a row oflittle niches or shrines, some still 
occupied by images. This is surrounded by small temples and thadkis or ceno¬ 
taph?. Below the reservoir is n small temple in a pit, half cave half building, 
consisting merely of a cell with a shrine at each side, one of which contains the 
socket of a departed linga. Below it again is a deep hollow or pit, formed by 
cutting away the rock at the head of a ravine, so as to leave a small level space, 
in the centre of which rises a structural temple with a central spire. It has a very 
ancient appearance, probably contributed to by the tremendous rainfall of these 
highlands but is also remarkable for its plan. There is no mam] a pa; the shrine is 
under the tall spire, which is of the “Northern” form, and the lihga within is 
worshipped from any one of four doors with porches. Another shrine, contain- 
jug the image of gome goddess, is half built, half hewn, in the south-east corner 
of the pit, and the western side is occupied by caves used as d liar masalas, two or 
three in number, for they are much mixed up together. 

About oO yards down the ravine is the best cave in the place, a great cistern 
about forty feet square, the centre of which is occupied by a huge lihga sur¬ 
rounded by four pillars,—something resembling in pattern those of the chief cave 
at Elephants, but much more slender. The worshippers swim and wade round 
this, splashing it. There is a good relief to the left, and a small chamber above 
the water. 


7.—Kofahganw Talbea. 

^ HO. KopargA.ilw, 60 miles north of Ahmadnngar on the Godavari: Temples 
of ^akxeavara and KacheSvara, repaired by the Felwlk’s Government: the temple 
of Vishnu was built by one of the Pcsw&s. 

31. Kokamthan, about 5 miles down the river from Kopargahw, It is of 
the normal double diamond ground plan, most intricately facetted and elaborately 
ornamented. The spire over the shrine is of brick and mortar, evidently a re¬ 
storation ; but upon comparison with the rest of the building, which is of course 
of dry stone, it seems likely that it was an intelligent one, agreeing very closely 
with the little ornamental buttresses outside the shrine, as these did with the 
original stone tsik-ani. It is certainly very old; the bricks are such as arc never 
made now in the Dekhan, The main beauty of the building is the dome of the 
mandapa. which closely resembles that of Temple No. XL in tho fort at Beignum 
tig u red in the Archeological Report for IFesfem InJia, 1374. Its diameter is about 
19 feet. Though this is aatylar, two porches occupying the angle of the mandapa 
opposite the shrine and that to west of it, have domes supported on pillars, but 
decorated internally with the same wealth of carving. The fourth angle is occupied 
by a square transept apparently not integral to the building, but very curious. It 
is composed of rectangular panels of stone carved in patterns not often seen else¬ 
where, The likest thing to them is the geometric pattern on the great Tope at 
Sarnnt-h near Banaras. This shrine is now occupied by a goddess who is remarkable 
for her power to cure the itch. The main shrine is occupied by the lihga t which is 
perhaps an intruder. There have apparently been several smaller temples within 
the court,of which the wall is still trace-able, but they were destroyed by the great 
flood of 1972. Probably this temple like the one at Sinnar belongs to about the 
12 th century (a). 
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32. KumbMri, about as tar up-stream from KopargSftw us Kokamthin, is 
down the river, and upon the same (the right) bank has a temple possessing a 
mamlupa oE the same class, os lmmtifiil, and u little larger.liemg 21 feet tn iliatne- 
ter. The ground plan is the same; and here also two pillared porches have domes 
which are miniatures of that of the uatyhir mrmilapa. The temple, however, is 
much more plain and massive extern ally than that of Kokamthin ; and the 
transept, which here occupies the western corner of the mnndapn, is in this case 
undoubtedly integral. It at present contains the linga. The main shrine holds 
an dttiiut or throne, an ornamental figure oq which is worshipped ns hnkshmi. 
A n il in her of niches around the exterior evidently once held figures which have 
disappeared, as has the roof, though enough cornices remain to impress one with 
the idea that it was of a modified Dravidian form, which also appears on the 
inches of a bardo at Ran jangfiiiw Des mu kliache, 10 miles off,-—the oilier ornamen¬ 
tation is the same as on these temples (a). 

33. Kasre, Taluka Kopargahw. Here is an ugly mean temple of Bbinmm 
beside a nala. It has He mad pant! foundations, probably one of tho oldest pieces 
of 5«i7f stone-work in the district, as the ground plan, a rectangular mandflpa 
with a shrine forming a very slightly broken square, is exceedingly archaic. 

34. Punt&rabe on the Godavari, 12 miles S.E. from Koparghiiw, has nume¬ 

rous temples, mostly recent: one of them is to CbAngadeva, a famous saint said to 
have had 1,400 disciples : the temple is said to belong to the middle of the 17th 
century. There are also temples here of isvesvarti, .lagadaruliil, lla|uji, 

Kal-llliflirava, liamachandra, Ke&vai4ja, GopaS-Krishiut, \ it 1ml, Atitiitpflrni, 
BhadrakAlMankara, Tmubakdvaro, RAtnefivara, MahArudralankara; also u gbit 
built by AhaJyabdi of Indor, and another by Sivar&ma Duiual. 

8.—Nswasa Taluka, 

35 . Mirianother very old temple (J. li. B. It. A. S., vol. III., pL ii., p. 87). 

9.—Ahmadxao a a Taluka. 

36. Ahmadnagar. Fort; Alamgir’s dargah, I/O”; and tombs of the 
Niz&m Slmhi kings ; Faryabagh and Bhisht! Bdgh palaces, and mosque at the 
tatter; and Damn Masjid. 

3/, Mthekri, 7 miles E. from Ahirmdnngnr. Salibat Kbin’s tomb, com¬ 
monly called Chilnd Bibt’s Mahal, an octagonal dome surrounded by a lhr«- 
6 tor eyed verandah: it is 100 feet high and about the same in maximum diameter ;

1. Nandur, 20 miles E. from N&sik at the junction of the Kadvu and Godi- 
varl: Temple of MadhyamSivara Mahadfiva, on a small rocky islet; said to be 
about 200 years old, 

2.—SlKNAB TaLUXA. 

% Sinnar, IB miles S. E. from NasikTempla of GondSivara or Go via- 
d&vara, a SaivapaiicMgatam or group of five temples within a large enclosure, 
the central one being dedicated to Siva. The smaller shrines are two to the 
north aide of the enclosure dedicated to KELriyaiia or Vishnu and Ganrt- 
pati, and two to the south dedicated to Silrya or the Sun, and Mahfifektt or 
D£vi. The temple is about 750 years old and is one of the finest in this part 
of the country. It is ascribed to a Gauji chief called Singani Rajput and his son 
Govind. It is richly covered with sculpture, but is deserted and falling into 
decay (n). The temple of Ai5£vara is on the north-west of the town, It is 
said to have been built about 1450 a.d. and had originally a sabha mandapa, but 
this has been carried off to build or repair other structures, all except four beauti¬ 
fully carved pillars and the lintels over them. The shrine is left but without the 
■Sikhara. This temple has been, like the other, a Saiva shrine. 

3. Bhojapur, 10 miles S. from Sinnar Temple of Khandoba out in the 
rock in the hill fort. 

3.—Kavnai ob VtGATPum Talttea . 

4. Tringalwadi, 3^ miles X. from Vigatpuri:—Temple of BrahmadSva in 
ruins. Close by is Met Chaudrachi with three caves, much filled in. 

Inscription ;—A Sanskrit one dated Saka 1266, 

4.—Nasik Taluka. 

5. Xisik on the south bank of the Godavari, with Pafiehavati on the oppo¬ 

site side of the river:—has a large number of temples but mostly dating from last 
century and not remarkable for their architectural beauty. Xq very accurate 
or detailed information as to their history or dimensions has boon obtained as yet. 
The principal are :—(1) Temple of Sri Rama, in Pafiehavati, said to have been 
built by Kangario Odhekar about 1782. It is a large stone temple with a hand¬ 
some dome, and stands in the middle of a court with a N&garkMna over tho 
entrance. {2} Temple of Ram vara MahftdSva, in Pafiehavati, built about 
1754 by Xfiro^ankur RajebahMar, a noted chief under the Peivii MJiiji Bujirdo 
(1740-1762). (3) Tempi© of KapfiK4vara, in Pafiehavati, said to be the oldest 

here (./our. Bom. B. It. As. Soc., vol. IIL, pt, ii,, p. 87), (4) Temple of Sundar 
Xaray ana on the Xusik bank of the river, is dedicated to Lakshmt N&rilyana. It 
is uncertain when it was erected, some say about 1748. It enjoys a large indm 
managed by the pujaris. Opposite to it is the Rfunakunda or Astivilaya Tirtlia. 
(5) The 8it4 Gumpha or Cave of Siti. (6) Temple of VenbatGSa, or Baliiji as it 
is commonly known, a pretty large building, enjoys a jdhgir worth Rs. 20,000. 
(7) The temple of Gori Rama close to the river, built by Ahalyab&i of Indor. 


1 From private notes and the Collector's Re turns. 
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(8) Temple of Murlidhanv, with an image exactly like that of KunyA Murlidhara 
at PurtA, (9) Temple of Bhadrak5.lL (10) B h atjibA wit’s Math built by an 
ancestor of the Vinohurkar. (11) Palaces of the F£4vAandNfiro&iukar. Besides 
which there are many others, besides ghats, &c. 

6. PiLiidu Lena or Triraimi, 5 miles S. from Nasik. A well known series 
of Bauddha caves with many inscriptions of Andhra, Kshatnipa, and other kings 
(see Cave Temples). 

7. Trimbak, 20 miles W. from N&sik* Temple of Trimbnklsvara, built 
by SadAJivar&o alias BhAu SAheb, about 1730, has a Government endowment 
of Rs. 12,000 per annum, under the chai'ge of the ptijAris (Jour. Bom . B. R. As* 
Sac., vnl. Ill, pt, ii, p. 86)* There is also a temple built by Ahalyabai of Indor 
in 1779, and five others. 

8. Tiitharde, 15 miles W. from IfAsik,—AhjanSri Hill (perhaps originally 
Ahjanigiri), some rock*excavations and very old temples (J. Ii. if. Ii. As., vol. 
Ill, pt. ii, p. 86)* On the top is a temple of Dilvi. (Information much wanted*) 

Inscription At least one old one. . 

9. C hit in a r Tenktli, a hill about 600 feet high, 5 or C miles N. from NAsik : 
A few small Jaina caves, of no great age or merit* They are at a height of about 
450 feet from the base of the hill, and face about S.S. W. The upper part of the 
ascent is by a stair of roughly dressed stone, containing 173 steps of very varying 
heights, aud with a parapet on each side. At the 163rd step a path leads to two 
rock-cut tanks on the right-,—one having the top broken in and the other with two 
square openings. Above the built steps the stair is continued by 16 more steps, 
cut in the scarp, landing on the terrace. The excavations, beginning from the left 
Or west, aro:—(1) In a slight recess is a tank with two openings broken into one. 
(2) A cave, the verandah of which has four columns; the left one and left 
pilaster are left square in the rough, the others plain octagons. On the rock over 
the cave is built a lotus-bud cupola like those on structural temples. In the left 
end of the verandah is a covered cell; in the back, at the left side, a door 
has been begun but not cut through the wall; next to it is a plain rentaugular 
window; the central doorway is plain with a raised sill, ami lias Tirthaiikaras 
or dwarapAlas by the sides of it; Gautama, on the left, is 5' 2" high and is 
attended by two female figures about 3A- feet high. Over the door is a Jiaa 
seated cross-legged, about 14' high, on a throne with three Hons on the front of 
it, with a male ctuiuri-bearer 21' high on each side. To the left of this is a fat 
figure seated on a kneeling elephant ; and to the right, a female (AmbikA) is 
also squatted on somo couching animal, and holding a child on her knee, 
PiirsSvanAth stands on the right of the door with the five-hooded snake canopy¬ 
ing Ids head. On his right a female attendant, about 3' high, has a single tuhjq, 
hood over her head; ami to his right a male kneels on one knee. To the right 
of this is another window, and then a side door leading into a rough part of the 
cave walled off from the rest. In the right end of the verandah is an unfinished 
cell with a bench, aud over the door a sculpture very like that over the central 
door but somewhat larger. All the sculpture, however, being in a very coarse 
spongy rock, is rough and seems to have been touched up at a comparatively 
late date. The interior is hut roughly hewn and not properly squared. At the 
left end is a group of figures in a slight recess and consisting of,—a Tirthan- 
kara seated cross-legged, 10* high, on a cushion on a throne bearing the bull, 
the chinbx of AdinAtha, in the centre; to its left a squatted figure, and then two 
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standing males, 6" high,—the other side below is unfinished. Outside each of 
the Jiim’sai'ms is another, similarly seated, 5' high; and over each of the three 
heads is a painted canopy with a male figure 3^" high on the central one, and 
a similar one at each side of him. Around this group are 21 shallow receases 
1I inch square each containing a seated Jina : five down each side, three sloping 
upwards on each side towards one in the centre at the top of all, one under 
each of the lowest on the slopes and in line with the upper ones in the sides 
and one over each shoulder of the larger figure; these make m all the 24 
Tirthaiikaras or Jinas. A bench goes round three sides of the cave. On the 
back wall, above the bench, is a group of figures: in the centre is a seated 
Pur&vanAtha, S' 2 H high, on a throne with three lions below ; his head is canopied 
by a seven-hooded snake. Above is a small seated figure and on each side a 
standing figure 2' 9' high with high cap and chauri. On each side of this is a 
large seated figure with high ornamental cap, necklaces, earrings: the left oue 
is a male on a kneeling elephant with foliage below; the right one is Ambik& 
on a crouching lion or tiger and at her knee is a reclining female figure. 
Beyond each of these is a seated male -3' 5' high, similar to the central figure 
and with similar standing males at each side, but also wit h a triple umbrella 
upheld by Vidy&dharaa over the seven-hooded snake. The right group has 
Gautama standing tinder foliage and with no other canopy. To the extreme 
right is part of a standing male figure and of others unfinished. (3) About ten 
yards to the right is a recess as if for the beginning of a cave, and seven yards far¬ 
ther is the third excavation, with an open verandah. On the left wall is a figure 
2' high, squatted on an animal, with a canopy above and pilasters down each 
side of the compartment. On the right wall, in a similar recess, is Ambikii on her 
tiger with a child on her left knee and a standing figure 1 foot high below her 
right knee and behind the tiger; figures also stand by the pilasters and appear 
in the canopy overhead. Id the back of the verandah is an ornamental central 
doorway with raised sill having two griffins or lions'heads in front; an orna¬ 
mental pilaster is on each side, and a comice over the lintel with small standing 
males above over each pilaster and the centre of the door. To the left of the 
door is ParSvauftth Seshpkani, with two smaller attendants, and an ornamental 
pilaster down each side of the panel, on which are carved some small standing 
figures. On the right side of the door is Gautama hut much defaced, with 
decayed seated attendants below on each side, and several small figures on the 
side pilasters. The hall is 8 or 9 feet square. On the left wall is a group, 
containing two seated Jinas, 10* high, on a cushion with two lions below each ; 
right and left of them are Ainbikit and Indra with attendants. To the left of 
each Jina is a standing male. The canopies and 21 very small seated Jinas are 
nearly the same as before. By the sides of the central figures are three males in a 
row w ith triple chhatris over their heads very rudely cut. The back wall has a 
built bench in front and 3 male figures standing, the central one S' 5" and the 
side ones 3' 3* high with four ornamental pilasters between and at the sides of 
the compartments they occupy; and at the base of each pilaster is a standing 
Jina, Overhead is scroll work and figures, The base of each pilaster contains 
u small standing male with Ins arms down and the capital a very small squatting 
Jina. Beyond the outer pilasters are other standing figures IS' high. To the 
left of this group is another squatting figure 14' high with clasped hands and 
a large back knot of hair. On each side of each of the three large male figures 
in the lower comers are very Bmall kneeling female figures with large back 
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knots of hair. On the right watl are two small seated Jinas and to the right is 
AmbikadtWi, 12" high, on her vdkana, with a child on her left knee and the stem 
of a tree (mango) behind and above her head with a bunch of fruit hsmgicg on 
each side, and a small seated male above, (4) About 10 feet to^ the right is a 
recess 15 feet wide and 7 deep. In the centre of the back wall, in high relief, is 
the upper part of an unfinished gigantic seated P&r^vanatha, 7 from the top of 
the head to the waist and with a polycephalous snake canopying his head. Just 
to the right of this the rock is undercut and on the top of the projecting part 
are three half lotuses carved on the level surface. The middle one 4 6 in din* 
meter and the side ones half the size and 5' from centre to centre. A square 
socket for a flagstaff is sunk in the centre of each lotus, and two raised p&dvkos 
or footprints are sculptured on the flat centre of the middle lotus. A recess lias 
been commenced just to the right of these and over the top of the stair. All 
the carving is of a very inferior character. 

10. AAjaneri hill (Anjani-tjiri), a hill to the east of Trimbak and 15 miles 

S. W. from Nibik. There is a temple on the top dedicated to Devi, and several 
old temples in ruins, in one of which is an Inscription dated 5th Jyesbthu Sudh, 
Saka 1063, in the reign of Sennachandra, a Yidava prince (see 2nd. Ant., vol 
XII). 

5. —Disdqih Taluka. 

11. RamasGj, 6 miles X. from Nftsik: A hill fort in which is a large well 
with a flight of steps descending into it. There is also ^aid to he an under¬ 
ground passage leading from it. 

12. Jambutte, 4 miles S.W. from Dindori, — A plain Hemddpanti well 
45 feet square. 

13. Ambegunw, IS miles W, from Dindori,—HcmAdpantitemple of MaliJ- 
d5va, 40 feet by 36, —the roof and portions of the walls fallen, but richly 
covered with sculptures (a). 

14. Wiini, 12 miles X. from Dindori and 26 miles from Nftsik—A plain 
temple of MahAd&va, partially ruined. 

15. Chandikapur, 15 miles N. from Dindori.—The ascent to Sapto|pngi, 

Inscription ', stating that the steps were made by Konhar Girmaji, Krishna 

Girimiji, and KudrAji Girmiiji in Saka 1692. 


6.—Kalva-nt Taluka. 

16. Sapt^ringa, in the Cbundod range of hills, with masonry tanks, and the 
temple of Siddh&vara, now mostly in ruins, but with the dome standing, and 
having some rather elaborate stone carving. It was built of large blocks of s one 
without mortar. Near a dharmaisalfl. stands the samMht or tomb of a Uaja of 
Dhannapur. Near by is a fine old ba*ti. The cave of D£vi Mahishamardckm or 
Saptairinga NivAsnl is at the base of a perpendicular scai-p near the summit 
of the iiill (lad. Ant., vol. II., pp. 161-164). 

17. Dbodap_Hill fort with an Inscription on the gate.

IS Divalane, 9 miles E.N.E. from SatAna,—A very curious old Henuld- 
panti temple of MnWLdflva in excellent preservation, consisting of a porch, a

8. —CflAKDOD TaLUKA. 

10. ChAndod, 12 miles N.W, from Mamn&d,—(1.) A temple of Renukd 
Devtj fth mile NiE, from the town, cut in the rocky side of the Ttiihud-biiri. 
Flights of built steps lead up to the portico attached to the excavation. The 
image is rock-cut and is about 5 feet high. (2.) On the west side of the 
Chundod liill-fort, to the east of the town is a rock-cut temple in the form 
of a deep apse, 30 feet wide by 21 deep, with Jaina sculptures in it but now 
dedicated to KAlikA Dtivi. (3.) The BAdshAhi mosque built by Firun Khan 
BAdshAh. 

Inscription :—A Persian one in mosque (ti). 

20. IntlraiwAdi Hill, 5 miles W. from ChAndod, — An old fort with caves 
and some sculptures in the side of the hill.

22. Chikhal-wahal, 10 miles from Mftlegaum,—An old Gault temple 73 
feet by 22, with carved pillars. 

23. Jodge, 15 miles from MAlegaum,—Temple of Sri 8ankar, a very old 
Hemhdpanti temple, about 67 feet square, partly in ruins. 

Inscription on the temple almost illegible. 

10. — Naxdcaos akd Tkola Talukas. 

24. Bangaon, 5 miles from NAndg&on—Hemftdpanti temple of Bancs vara, 

25. NAgapur, 12 miles from Nundgaon — carved HomAdpanti temple, 34 
feet by 26, 

26. AnkAi, 6 miles S. from Manmad station, — Above the villages are 7 or 8 
Jaina caves of some interest though small : the carved doorways are specially 
rich. In the fort of AnkAi are some Brahmanical caves of late date, and in 
the sister fort of TankAi are some old temples (see Archmhgkal Surer y 
BeportSy vol, V).

3. Balsa no, 14 miles E, from Pimpalnor:—A group of very interesting 
temples, The principal one, though small, is elegant and elaborately carved both 
inside and out, The figure sculpture, though like all Indian work of the kind, is 
tolerably good and has been compared with similar work at EluriL. The mandapa 
has 4 pillars in the area and 1 (5 attached ones, with bracket capitals upheld 
by four-armed dwarf figures. There are seven other temples, some of them said 
to be very fine. They are all Saiva {a}. 

Inscription: —On the lintel of one of the temples. 

4. Bhinter, 4 miles S. of Niz&mpur :—This seems once to have been a 
large place, the whole area being covered with ruins, On the west is a gate 
flanked by round towers, with two pillars about 9 feet high for gate posts. 
There is also a finer gateway in better preservation, near which is a characteris¬ 
tic Hem&dpanti or Gauli Kuji’s well. The fort on the hill above the village con¬ 
tains many rooms excavated in the rock. The caves of most importance face the 
S, W. and are nearly all on the same level. The first group consists of three 
Openings into each other ; the roof of the central and largest room is supported 
by pillars. On the face of the hill facing Nizam pur is a range of caves said to 
be inaccessible (bid. Ant., vol. If, p, 128 ; voL IV, p. 339), 

5. Nizdmpur, 17 miles N. E. from Pimpalner i a Jaina temple dedicated 
to Pirsvanutha. 

3,—NanDurBae Taluk a. 

(5, NandurMr, 19 miles N. from Niziimpur, contains many mosques. The 
house of the Sar-Dc&i is said to be about 400 years old. 

Inscription :—In Persian on a ruined tower. 

7. N&rilyanpur, 5 miles W. of Nandurbir: an old fort close to a Stone dam 
on the Sivanad river, and a little way up the stream are fragments of a curiously 
carved temple built into a well, and others lying near. 

S. Watada, 5 miles E. from Nandurbdr: old and large temple of Vithoba, 

4.— Taloda Taluka, 

9. Amlftd, 2 miles from Taloda: temples of ChahkeSyara and Rokdeivara. 

5.—Shaqaue Taluka. 

10. PraldUed on the Tapi, 10 miles S. W, from Shahaden : u number of 
temples and tombs built on rocks, some five of them, viz. the temples of Gauta¬ 
ma, Sangamfi^vara Mahadeva, fvedaresvara, MunsiLpurt, and a temple of Muba- 
deva, arc fine handsome imposing buildings. The town is old and interesting (u). 
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Inscriptions: —Two Sanskrit inscriptions over the door of the temple of 
Sangam^vara MaMdeva; one in a large sabbi mandapa; and one partially 
effaced on the south side of tho gate of Maliitddva^ temple. 

11. TavIM, 2 miles N. of Sul tin par: a very fine well with stairs descending 
into it like the baolia of Gujar&t, and in escellout preservation (a). 

6.—Sindkheea. Taluka .—-No return, 

7. —Amalkeb Taluka. 

12. I’arolslj 22 miles E. of DhulenImam B&dsliAli's Dargab on the east 
of the fort ; Chattri of Gird liar Suth Bilfiji WJLlak; Sv&mi temple about 24 feet 
square of stone, with brick spire ornamented in plaster; and temple of Japita 
Bkawa about 58 feet by 56. 

13. Undikheda, 3 miles S. W, of Parolct:—large temple of Sri NitgeSvara 
MaMdfiva on an island in the Bori river. The outer walls of the spire have 
many angles and are highly carved: it is ascribed to Trimbakr&o M&m& Pethe. 

8. —CftOPADE Taluka. 

H. Chopade, 21 miles X W, from Amalner :—Juma’ Masjid said to 
have been built by Miran iluhamtnadkMn, one of the Farukki kings; Kali 
Masjid ; and other mosques; Sdtkothadyd well, 37 feet square. 

15. AdfLvad, 10 miles E. of Chopade : a fine old well 30 feet by 12, with 
steps, but ruined ; and Masjid. 

Inscription :—On one of the stones at the steps of a well at the mosque is 
a short Persian inscription. 

16. UnSbdeva, 3 miles N, of Adavad :—a hot spring with some buildings, 

9.—Savde Taluka. 

17. Rasulpur, 2 miles from River: an old fort and palace. 

18. Bhokarldigar, on the Blmkar river, west from RaverTemple of 
Omkur^vara, and a dharma&llft said to have been built by Ahaly&b&i Holkar,

22. Charthin, 12 miles E. of Ed&labiid :—Hem£Ldpanti temple of MaMdeva 
of great age, but in good repair, with some sculptures.

In many Tillages of this taluka are temples described as Hemddpanti, but 
no satisfactory details are given of their characteristics.

13. —Ibotdol Taluka. 

29, Iran do), 9 miles W. from Jfliasawad station: a fine quadrangle colled 
Papdawficbi WiUla, appropriated by the MusalmAns, and partly used as a 
mosque j with much ornamental scroll and lattice work in stone.

30. Pitta neh, a deserted village 10 miles S.&W. from Chalisg^fiw and under 
the Shtmi.il a hills. There are some Brnhmanical and Jain a temples of the 11th 
arid 12th centuries, mostly in a more or less ruinous condition. The temple of 
Ai Bhavanl is the only one still in use, an annual jatrd being held at it in the 
month of Chaitra. It has been so often repaired and altered that it is not easy 
to say what the original plan has been • at present there are five shrines iu it. 
In the &outh-wost corner is an inscription of one of the \ itlavft kings of D0\ .igis ii 
Steps lead down to the stream. In the sabhu maqdapn is a tomb, said to bo of 
Kanhara Svimi, who is reputed to have brought Sesha&u Den to the place. It 
is on the way from the Tillage to tbe Pitalkhora caws (&)■ 

Tbe< great temple of Mah64vnra in the Tillage is built in t ie s \ e o 
the largo Jaina temple of Belgauiu with fourteen pillars on a low surrounding 
screen wall, and four more m the middle of the floor. The antechamber in 
front of the shrine has two slender, highly moulded pillars and two pilasteia m 
front, and in the left side an inscription of a ^ udava king of Duvagiri dated 
Saka 1095, The door of the shrine has been most elaborately carved and is of 
great beauty, though the figures on the lower portions of the jambs have been 
defaced, probably by Muslim bigots. The pillars that support the roof are also 

eU {JonWast from this is a Jaina temple, about 17 feet 4 inches square inside, 
supported by four pillars. Id front it has a portico the whole width of the temple 
supported by two pillars, one of them now fallen. Behind the mandapa is a 
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small vestibule and shrine with an dsana or throne in it with some carving on 
the pari'jam or back of it, but the image has been removed. 

A temple to the north of this is similar in plan, but without the shrine, and 
has an inscription over the entrance door. Four more shrines in a more or less 
dilapidated condition occur within the limits of the village. 

Sring&r Chnuri is the name applied to a cave about half a mile up the hill 
X.W. from the temple of Ai B ha vim on the way to the Kanhara fort. To the 
right of the entrance the excavation is continued forward at right angles with a low 
screen wall and pillars closing it in. This part is about 25 feet in length by 71 
deep, while the principal hall of the cave is about 18 feet by 15. Outside is a 
rock-cut cistern. 

Nag&rjuna is a third care just above the village, consisting of a padasdli or 
verandah and an inner cave. It is a Jaina excavation and contains several 
figures of the Bigambara sect («). 

Slip's Nhini, near the preceding, is a plain Brahma meal excavation, 

Pitalkhord, a glen not far from P&taneh, to the S.E., contains a mined 
Chailya and Vihira, very early Bauddba works, with some fragments of inscrip¬ 
tions in the Maurja character,—probably dating two centuries U, c. {See Caee 
Temples.) (fl) 

81. Waghab, 6 miles E. of ChAUsgafiw:—An old temple of MudMiddvi, 
on the bank of the river, said to be built in the He mad pan ti style and to measure 
55 feet in length, 24 wide, and 17 feet high enclosed in a walled court 1>J2 feet 
by 84. It is falling to decay. It is generally plain, but the doorway and 
24 pillars are chiselled. Inside is a figure of BliavanL 

A small ruined temple stands to the right, and contains an image. 

A temple of the Muubliava sect said to be in the Heuiiidpanti style, 33 feet 
in length, 22 feet wide and 18 high. The pillars and door are sculptured. There 
is a Nandi outside but no linga within. The Matibhnvas say it has been in their 
possession for the last seven generations. 

Inscriptions i —Three large stones within bear Sanskrit inscriptions iu 
Dfivamlgari characters bnt considerably defaced,

33. Sehiguiiw, N. of Jalgiuw:—A math or monastery said to have been 
built by Masangir Gos&vi .about 200 years ago. It stands on high ground near 
the junction of the Tapti and lVigltar rivers opposite Borawal, is built of stone 
and lime, and is about 80 feet long, 60 wide aud 30 high. The east wall is 
falling. The temple is approached by steps. 

34. Kand&rl, S. of JalgslhwTemple of Mahiduva of small dimensions 
said to be in the Hem&dpanti stylo and going to decay. 

35. Palisade. N. W. from JulgitiwTemple of Eimclvara built on a 
raised podium (d/«) upon a small hill near the junction of the Girni with the 
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Tapti* The temple is about 17 feet long 1 , 14 wide, and 21 high and is said to be 
300 years old, 

lfh—S ibfub Taltjka, 

36, Thilufir, 10 miles from SirpurTen Muhammadan tombs, of which 
eight are built with country cut black stone and two of burnt brick. One is 
octagonal with carved black stones and the others square and plain. Parts of 
the domes are destroyed but they are in good condition inside. Three of them 
are occasionally need by Europeans on tout*. The largest three are 11 feet 
square each. The octagonal one is 10 feet wide. Two are 8 feet square, one G, 
two are 4 feet square and one 3^ feet square. 

Inscriptions :—On the octagonal tomb are some Arabic inscriptions, but 
they yield no date. The Musalmius of the place say they were built about 
500 years ago by one Kh&h A jam Mule SltAvani, whom they cull their Pit 1 , and 
whose torab^is the 6 feet square one. One inscription reads;—

1.—OnofiASi Taluka. 1 

1. Surat: The Mirza Sami Rozah, said to have boon built about 1540 
by KLud&wand Khan, the architect of the Surat Castle; it is in the style of the 
later Muhammadan tombs at Ah mad Ab Ad. The windows are of perforated stone 
and the reticulated interiors of the cupolas are of rare beauty. At present it 
is in a dilapidated state. The wooden mosque in the enclosure is said to have 
been erected of the materials of a Jaina temple in the ShAUapur ward. 

Mosque of Q&d Diwau Saheb, who is said to have come from Jauob near 
Bukhara and died at the age of lift Muhammadan (about 112) )y ears, The 
mosque is said to date from a,d. 1530; other accounts make it two centuries later. 

The Nan Sayyid's Mnsjid on the banka of tlie old G6jfi lake, in honour of 
the nine warriors whom Qizi Diwin assorted were buried there. 

Mull a Mubammadu’d-d in's Masjid, near Mulla Khadki, built in a. n. 113C 
<4.D. 1/24). 

Sayyid Idrns Masjid in Sayyid pura, VariAvi Bhftgal, with a lofty rainar ; 
built in a. H. 1049 by Mirza Sayyid BGg in honour of the ancestor of the Idrus 
family, who is said to have come to Surat, in 972 and died 1032 a. b, (?) 

Daria Mchel Masjid in Bakshi's Daria Mebcl, built by the Buka hi Afi r 
Azimu’d-dia in a. h. 1190 (a.d. 1782). 

The Castle of Surat, now occupied by public offices. 

The Old English tombs outside the Katargam gate and the Dutch tombs 
deserve attention (Jour. Bom, B, It As. Soc,, vol. VI, p. 146; vol. VIII, pp. 
cxlii, cihj Calcutta Ree. t vol. IX, pp. 125-ff,; ThevenotV Voyages, vol. V, p. 71). 

The two Rozahs of the Bohorah high priests, inJbAmpa, with the palace of the 
Mulla and a large wooden mosque (see Mr. BeUasis , account). Also the Rozah 
of the Momena in Rustampura, built by Sayyid QAsim Ali about 1835, and the 
MusalmAn Rozah in XausAri B hagai, built about the middle of the 16th century.

(5) MahAdAva in Ragkunntlipura built by Dulaohand and MnltAni Kshatii 
about the end of last century.

Brahman, obout 1775 : it has an underground shrine.

XVI.—BHAROCH ZILLA. 1 

1.—RlTAItOCH Taluka. 

1 Bharoeh (t) JarnA’ Maajid in the south of the city, perhaps con¬ 
structed previously to the reign of Ahmad SI Ah, but formed almost entirely of 
pillars taken from earlier Hindu or Jaina temples on the site of one of which it 
stands. It is 135 feet from north to south, and some of its details are very 
beautiful The 72 pillars are carved, and the stone ceilings at the sides of the 
domes as well as the domes themselves arc very elaborately sculptured m the 
Jaina at vie,—more so than is usually the case in mosques. It is used mostly as 
travellers' quarters by Muhammadan mendicants. Though a very fine specimen 
of an early mosque with domes, it is failing into a very dilapidated condition 
(Jour. Bom. B. R. As. Sm., voL X., p. 19). Over the mehrah on the west wall

(10) The temple of Aiubuji Vi At A in Kulmi-wagu built of brick and not at all 
old, but in decay. It has a largo court containing the tombs of Qoslins, 

(11) The temple of Pinguid vara MahadA t a in DtbhiivauiOdha Ttrfcha, is a 
plain brick and lime temple not a century old. 

(12) Lallubhifs Wav in D Audi A Bazar, lias 10 arches and 75 stone stops, 
with a cell in each side wall, built of brick in the end of hist century, but going 
to ruin. 

(13) Kheru’d-din’s W&v in Yejalpor, a suburb on the west of Bharoch, is 
said to be about 250 years old. The steps and cross lintels are of stone and 
the side walls of brick with stone pilasters aud lintels to strengthen them. A 

. passage on each side leads to a gallery below. The part nearest the well is of 
three storeys. 

(1 1) The PhAtA-tnlAo W&y has nine arches, and is said to have been built 
by Lallubhfii MajmfldAr, and repaired about 1850 by IMiavasrain TairAm, a 
sAbukur. It is of brick and the steps of Porbandar stone. 

(15) The Dutch tombs, a mile west of Yejalpor, are massive structures over 
the remains of members of the Dutch factory and date from 1 Go t to 1770 (6), 

(1G) AdfiSvara Rhaga van's temple iu Vejalpor Patti, erected iu 1869-70,—a 
Jaina temple of the LftdwA SriniAbs, built of brink, with marble floor* and carved 
pillars. 

(17) Temple of BahucbarAji Mala in Vejalpor, a plain temple, nearly washed 
away by the river. It contains an image of Ambfijl. 

(18) Nathu Thubhan’s DharmaMlA, between the Jhadesvar gate and 
DAndiA Bazar, was built in 1875 by a member of the KndavA humid caste, of 
Porbandar stone, is three storeys high in front and richly carved. 

(19) SvAmi NarAyari's temple on the J hades var gate slope built on a raised 
platform ascended by 45 steps of Porbandar atone. It was built in 1833, and 
is of brick aud plaster. It is under the Wadtal high priest of the sect. It is 
surrounded by other buildings connected with it. 

(20) Temple of Soman&tba Mahddtlva near, the Jhadesari gate iu what vs 
called Old Bharoch, contains a liiuja in an underground cell over which is a 
plain, domed, brick temple. 

(21) Temple of Bhrigu BhAskaresvara in the NAvA DdhrA, is built of brick

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(2-2) The temple of Bhutanfitlia IfahAdtWa in Bhutan ath Plinlia, contains a 
linga in an underground cell said to be of great age, but the temple was enlarged 
and partly rebuilt in 1857. It is quite a plain building. 

(23) KLil Visvambhara Mafa&dfiva or Mugat Gor’s temple at the Bhigflkot, 
built iti 1S4S by Mogul nun Valubbrini of the Bhitru KhediwUl caste. It is 
a brick erection, and Las a dharma&ljA iti the court. The liiiga is of a greenish 
stone. 

(21) Manasuvrat Svitrei's temple in Undi-vakMr is of stone, carved and 
painted; the floor is of white and black marble in alternate squares. It Is a 
fjruvak or Jaina temple and was built on the site of an earlier one in 1872, by the 
Srimili Banyag. 

(-5) Dflritsar, also in Uodi-vakb&r, a Jaina temple with an underground 
shrine and a two-storeyed brick temple above it. 

(2b) Chovivatto Temple in the SiinAli Po], contains a Jaina image bearing 
the date Sauivat 1664 (a.d. 1 60S), Behind the image is a recess in the wall 
about 3 feet by 2, containing several rows of the twenty-four Tirthankaras from 
which the temple takes its name. 

(27) Temple of Pur4v;ui:ilh in Si imili Pol : a plain temple of the SAgara* 
gacliha Jainas with an underground cell containing 11 white marble images. 
The middle image bear* the inscription “ Vijui/a^iriha Suryde^idrya pratiuhthd" 
Just over the cell, on the ground floor are seven images one of which bears the 
inscription “ Vhdtgun Stidhit 5, Stiiht'it 1819, Ohandragachka JVAi/iA Klkai JJimb- 
bh’/dvlt." There are also several metal images on one of which is the date 
“ Srdaa%i(i Safnvat 1085.*’ The upper room contains ten images, the earliest date 
On them being Sam vat 1844. The temple is of brick with wooden pillars. 

(28) Thu temple of Ad£4v<ira Bbagavfm in Srinutli Pci, an unpretending 
temple of the SAgara-gachhn, paved with white and black marble; the pillars are 
of teak and pMiintcd Vermillion. The images are marble or brass, on the backs 
of the latter are the dates of their consecration, the earliest being Saiuvat 1499 
or a.d. 1443. One of the marble images boars the date “Fkdlgun Stidh 5, ^aritvat 
1849" (a.o. 1793), 

(29) The K6thl or Dutch factory near Kansirwild is a largo building and 
has been a flue one. On a sun-dial on the upper portion of the northern wall is 
the date Anno 1700, The wvst aide is two-storeyed. 

(30) Bbldabhanjan well in All, a suburb on the north of Bharoch, belongs 
to the Dargah of Naw&b Stilt iti Yur close by. In a niche in the eastern wall is 
an image of l[amimin which has for it a pnjdri the Muhammadan Mydcar of 
the dargah, who receives all the gilts made to the god. 

(31) Temple of NSakantha Muhikdevn iti All, contains the linga of the 
tutelary god of the Durzi or tailor caste ; it possesses a revenue from a land 
grant. 

(32) Smdhaval Mfit&’s temple in Kalrawaga is of brick and has a cash 
allowance of Its. 37, 

2. Bhadabhut, 9 miles W. of Bharoch, a place of pilgrimage during the 
intcrcalarv month of Bhfldrapad, with a temple of Bblkhibkub or BkadfiSvara 
A1 ah add v a noways remarkable, 

3. Kadod, about 6 miles E. of Bharoch :—Temple of KotA4vara or Navarti- 
vara, a place of pilgrimage during the intercalary month of Yutsukh. 
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4. £ukla-t-irtlia» 10 miles E.N.E. from Bharoch, a sacred place near to 
which are also H utiikar e£ vara -ti r Lha and Ravi-tirtha, It hag a temple of 
Ortikirtfivara MahAdeva noways remarkable. 

5. Shahab&d, IS miles N. E. from Bharoch, has a Jaina ApAsarA of 
PArSvanfLtha, of no special interest. 

2.—Wagea Talgka. 

6. Gandkar, 26 miles N-"W. of Bharoch : a Jaina temple built in 1619 
with a sunk storey containing the imago, and some carved work. About the 
town are mounds of brick and stone scattered over an area 3 miles in circum¬ 
ference. Splendid tanks at the neighbouring village of Kesw&n; and an old 
stone bridge and fine tombs at ChanchwAl (&). 

3.—Jambgsae Taluea. 

7. KAvi on the Malii River (Sans. K&pika) ; an old Jaina tlrtha with two 
temples known as Sftsu and Vahu-nu-d£herii. There is also a temple of 
liupt'lvara MahAdfiva of some pretensions {&). 

Inscription !!One in each of the Jaina temples. Some Brahmans In the 
village have some old copperplate grants. 

Anklesvar and Aitoo Talckas. —No remains reported. 



XVII.—KFI EDA OR KAIRA 2 ILL A AND KHAMB AYAT 1 

1, —BonsAD Taluk a. 

1. Borsad : The step well near the Kacheri, built in 1497 by one Vasil 
Soma and his family, is of 7 storeys and has 13 arches, the surface of the 
water being- reached by flights of steps. It was cleaned out in 1872-73. 

Inscription :—On this well in Sanskrit, dated Baihvat 1553, 13th Sr (Wan Vad. 

Nafia Wan to tank ascribed to ilahmfid Bigarab, with a house in the 
middle of it. 

There is a temple dedicated to MahunhalOWar MaMdfeva, about half a mile 
from Borsad,—not remarkable in any way but contains an enormous Siva Uiigtt. 

2 , —Axand Taluka. 

2. Utnret, 12 miles N.N.E, from Anand, on the Dakor branch railway. 
Another haurt or step well, perhaps 400 or 500 years old, and by some ascribed 
to Siddh&iAja. It is built below of stone, and above of brick. It is between 
Uni ret and Difcfir, is of five storeys and is descended by 109 steps. In the 
upper storey is a seat and a niche dedicated to B had ra kali. It bears no 
inscription. 

3. Od, about 8 miles to tho N. E. has another bauri, seven storeys deep, 
arched over, very plain, with external coating of ebunam. 

4. Varod, 4 miles S, E. from Anand, has a very old bawri aaid to have been 
built by Siddliaraja Jayaeingh. It was repaired aud cleaned about a century 
ago by Jayainghbarthi Malburthi, a Go sain. 

5. Sirs A, S miles E. from Anand. Another said to have been built 
500 years ago by a Khmiwal Brahman. It was repaired in 1820 and in 1800. 

0. Witsad, on the railway, 9 milts S. E. from Anand is a Phlrnal or well 
with a spiral stair leading down to the water. Over the well are terraces on two 
sides, that on a third has fallen, and the well is out of repair. 

7. Sili, 1 2 miles E. from Anand. A splendid tank 73 yards square with 
temple, Ac., constructed by Bii BalML daughter of RajaM Mchral (or MalhAO 
Kir Ay an of Baroda about 1826 a.d , known as the Hiri Tank, for the repair of 
which the rent of 32l£ acres of land arc set apart, assessed at Rs. 113. 

8. Blialaj, 7 miles N.N.E. from Anand on the DMcOr line. A bauri of six 
storeys with 70 steps down to the water,—attributed to SiddhaiAjn, and in fair 
preservation. It has a seat at tho foot of tho first descent of 9 steps. 

9. Napftd, 14 miles W. of Wasad, a handsome octagon pond, with a cause' 
way on twenty-four arches to the middle of it, where are the remains of a 
cbkattra. Also some stone trellis work at the inlet. A »dv of the same age 
(about 400 years old) is to the east of tho village. 

3, —T hash a Talcka. 

10. SarnaLl, 5 miles E. from Thilsra, said to be on the site of an old city 
Kuntalpur, where Rrtja C hand rase n ruled 300 years ago. A temple of Gal^var 
Mabideva, on the banks of the Mailt and G ulti, built of stone and said to huv e been 

t Except well* and tanks, and tho KhambAt mo®joe, the returns contain no remains of ictensst.

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desecrated and the dome destroyed by Ala-u'd-diu Khilji; it is much ruiued, but 
has been a very large one : the sabhA maiitlapa is supported by 35 well car veil 
pillars (a).

bearing the legend— 'paramo, bhatt&ntka. The returns make no mention of it. 

14. Pati Harji. A temple built by SantarAm Bawfi, who came to Nadi Ad 
in 1810 A- u. and died in 1830. It is under his disciple Chaturdis* 

15. Wadtal. Temple and monastery of Sv&mi Nfir&yan, and seat of the 
southern $&di of the sect. 

16. Mahudha. Tank of Patel Talandi built in 1758 a, d. by Kusalji 
Bhukhan. 

17. AHna. Mosque built about 150 years ago. 

C.—Kaira Taluka. 

18. MahmudAMd. (1) Rozah of Mubarak Sayyid, prime minister of 
Mahmud Bigarah (died 966 a.u.) at Sojali, 3 miles N. E, from MabmudAbad, one 
of the finest Muhammadan remains in GujarAt. “ There is a simplicity about its 
plan, a solidity and balance of parts in the design, which is not always found 
in these tombs, and has rarely if ever been surpassed in any tomb in India. The 
details, too, are all elegant and appropriate, so that it only wants somewhat 
increased dimensions to rank among the very first of its class. Its constructive 
arrangements, too, are so perfect that no alteration in them would be required, if 
tiie scale had been very much increased. The tomb itself is surrounded by a 
screen of perforated stone-work, of the very finest tracery, and with its double 
verandah aids in giving the sepulchral chamber that seclusion and repose so 
indispeosable in a mausoleum” (Fergusson’s Architecture* p, 539). It contains 
two central tombs—of MubArak Sayyid and his son Mi ran Sayyid, and three later 
tombs, on the east side; ako one enclosed at a later date in the east verandah. 
There are several recent tombs also in the verandahs. 

The tomb stands in the corner of a small irregular fort, the lower portion 
of the walls of which are of stone.—apparently Hindu work,.—and the upper part 
of brick and probably much more modern. The north-east corner of the Rozah 
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lias been restored with brick, and alterations have been made in the screens. It 
lias been sadly injured by the villagers within the last 20 years, and is greatly 
in need of some care being taken of it (a). 

Inscriptions :— Three of quotations from the KuriLn, on the walls, and two 
short ones on the marble tombs. 

To the east of this dargah are two low brick ones containing the tombs of 
Saifu’d-din and Nia&mud-din, brothers of Miriin Sayyid’a mother, and of the 
architect of the large dargab. To the west of them are the minars of an Idgdh. 
The larger of these small dargahs has been built with small chhotms at the 
corners of the dome in imitation of the large one, Down the river a little are the 
minars of a mosque, one of which is partly undermined by the river and leans 
over a good deal. It must soon fall in. 

(2) The Phir or Bkamaria well, a milo south, is a curious stone structure of 
the time of Mai? in ft d Skill (loth century). It differs from those of Borsad and 
Cmr6t in being octagonal, and having four stairs leading down to a range of 
galleries in a very poor state of repair. 

(3) In the town of Mahmud ibid Is also a good icrfu or step well, of the 
time of the fouuder of the city.

I3>5) by’Umar bin Ahmad il Kazanini.” It measures over all 200 feet by 210 
feet and its internal court 120 feet by 135 feet. “ Except in being somewhat 
smaller in scale, its plan and arrangements are almost identical with those of 
the Altamsb mosque at Ajmer.” The pillars are all borrowed from Jama 
temples and it has two galleries similar to those m Ahmad bhah s mosque in 
Abinadiibad. The vtehrabu are beautifully carved. (2) At the south end ot 
the buildin* we two marble tombs bearing beautiful A rabic insenpm^— one 
bein^ that of Umar bin Ahmad il Kfearuni, the builder of the mosque, who died 
Wednesday 9tb, Safar 734 a. n., and the other that of his wife Fatima, daughter 
of Halo Husain il Ghilani, who died after her husband. Over them is a fine 
mausoleum. 1 “Itis wholly composed of Hindu remains and is two storeys

(4) A Jama temple called Chintimani Pargvuu&tU or Mehal Sagotapiidd in 
DantarwAdA dedicated to FArivanAtba, originally built in a.d, 1588 but rebuilt at 
a much later date. It has inscriptions on the images both in the underground 
storey and the main floor, (5) The temple of AdiSvara is another Sr&wak temple, 
said to have been built by Tcjahp&la in 1605 a. d . 1 (!?), has also a sunken storey 
and image. (6) The temple of Neminath iu the Jenilipada; all three are built 
without spires, like common houses. 

(7) About a mile from KhamMfc is a Muhammadan building erected in 
a, n. 771 (a. d, 1369-70), and dedicated to a Fir named Ehfija Khcair, It has 
four Inscriptions. 

(3) Outside the Pania gate on the east of the town is a baurt of considerable 
age. Nart^var Tank outside the city on the north is a large reservoir cased 
with brick, with gardens and a summer house. Near it is a mosque built by one 
Iinfimsbiik of Bran a near Ahmadibftd, in memory of his two children Bala and 
Ball who were said to have been turned into two small heaps of dowers here, 

(9) At 38Lgara, 3 miles out, are the vestiges of the old city.

At tho foot of the south cldf are some 
eaves The first gate is the Atak, the second is the ButM or great gate, a very 
strong work. The Sit Mahal or seven-storeyed palace is on the edge of a cliff 
within tho Sudan Shah gateway. There are also other remains such as the 
Mhchi Haveli, Makai Koth&r, and Nava Lakha Kothur, several ruined Juma and

3. IMiol. (1) A one-storeyed sandstone mausoleum of Sikandar Shall 
(152G a. d.} which bad formerly two large and five small domes (Forbes’ Or. J lem. 
NL, 470), but all of the domes are now fallen. It was built by Bahadur SMb. 
It contains also the tombs of N isir Khan and La tit' Khan, brothers of Bah ad nr 
ShSh (Ferahtah IV., 103). 

(2) Ek HinUr-ka Masj id, about l-£ miles AY. from Champnnir on the Balol

(3) Half a mile further south, dose to PAw&gadh, the Punch Mahuda-ka

(4) Half a mile S. W. of HiUol is a well—Cbaudrakala wav—similar to the 
Bbnmaria well at Moimmdabad; beside it is another called Sftryakala. 

(5) A mile S. is the eight k&vns and 9 dsivra (three-cornered small wells). 

4. DSsar near Sonipur, 20 miles S. from Hilol. The Rudra Main, an old 
stone temple of $iva, of small size, but its walls arc richly carved, perhaps of the 
14th century (a).

L Idar. (I) At the foot of the gadh or fort U the cave-temple of Xhofea- 
narlia MabidSva partly mined, supposed to be upwards of 400 years old. It is an 
oblong apartment 30 X ‘20 feet and from 4 to 0 feet high excavated in the rock 
and used as a place of worship. ( 2 ) In a rising ground south of the town and 
close to the wall is the cave-temple of Dhanfisvara Mahiidfiva, a natural rock 
cavern 20 X 10 feet and from 5 to 7 feet high. (3) In a rising ground £ of a 
mile south-west of Idar is the cave of ManHhMvara Mahhdeva. It measures 
20 X 12 feet and the height varies from 5 to 10 feet. (4) On the summit of the 
gadh to the north-east of the town the Rut hi Ram-nu-m&Iium built of brick 
plastered with chtmam. It is said to be upwards of 600 years old ! It has adorned 
roof, in the Muhammadan style, with a courtyard In front, and measures 25 x 10 
feet and 12 feet high. It is visited by pilgrims and travellers. The wife of a for¬ 
mer chief of Idur having some disagreement with her lord was ordered to live on 
i lie hill, where this palace is said to have been built for her and is thus called 
after her name. (5) In the gadh to the north of the town the Rad main i Choki 
appears to be an unfinished Jain a temple, built of white sandstone. It measures 
375 X 34 feet and 16 feet high: in the Jaina style. ( 6 ) On the gadh is the 
cave (a natural cavern) of Wajar 31 aid. with a wall and terraces in front. It is 
22x18 feet and 7 feet high and contains an image of Wajar MSU& worshipped 
by all castes. It has a ruined dbarmaMU attached to it built of brick and 
plastered with chunam. (7) In the gadh, the temple of SantintUh, of white 
sandstone, sculptured, aud brick plastered; is upwards of 400 years old and 
entire, measuring 16b x 125 and 55 feet high. 

* 2 . Limbhoi. The temple of R&ln&th MaHtUva with a dhaniniiaU partly 
in ruins, is built of white sandstone and brick plastered. It measures 37x15 
feet aud 30 feet high. 

3, Ahtnadnagar, The Bhadr palace in ruins, upwards of 400 years old ; 
built of white sandstone. The space within the surrounding fortified walls 
measures 700 by 500 feet. The palace is said to have been originally con¬ 
structed in the reign of Ahmad Shah, the founder of the town, It is also 
called JI ohina-r&ni-na-melml, ( 2 ) A kund or reservoir mostly in ruins, having a 
courtyard, is built of white sandstone plastered. It measures 100x50 feet. 
The reservoir is said to have been constructed during the reign of Ahmad 
Sh5h as a bathing place for " Mohiim-rani ” who it is said used to visit it daily 
by an underground passage from the Bhadr palace. 

L Khed Bratnha. The temple of Bramhaji sill-rounded by a wall msasuring 
57 x go feet and 30 feet high, is built of white sandstone and brick plastered. 
It has been recently put in repair by the Br&hroan community of the town and 
has an image of BratuM which is* worshipped. The temple is known by the 
name of “ Bhrigu Rishi,” The river Harnav on which the village stands is 
considered sacred- A fair is held every year on M&gha Sud 14th. 

5. Desan. The temple of BhavamUh MabidGva, upwards of 400 years old , 1 
measures 50x25 feet and 3d feet high ; is built of white sandstone nnd brick : 
partly in ruins; has a dbanudil^ attached to it. This temple is known by the

It has been recently put in repair by a Jaina merchant,

8, Simlaji. The temple of SAmlaji is built of white sandstone and brick 
and is surrounded by a wall with a gateway. It is of two storeys supported 
on pillars and a canopy with arches on each side. It is supposed to be upwards 
of 400 years old. It contains an image of Vishnu (a). 

Some old Inscriptions. 

A city is said to have existed at this place in the time of lUja Hnri- 
ehandraji, signs of which still remain. A number of images of Brahma, Vishriu 
and Siva are found in several places which are now in ruins. A hirge fair is 
held here every year for fifteen days on KArtik Sud l3th. 


0. Timba in the GadwArA Zilla. The TarangA temples on the top of a hill 
surrounded by other peaks. r J hey are seven storeys high and are temples of 
Ajitnftthji and Sambhunathji built of white sandstone" and brick. These temples 
are said to have been built in the reign of Earn fir pala of Pat tan 700 years a°-o 
(vide Forbes 1 Em M&U i) (*), 


10. Sudusua. There is a cave temple of Motheivar ilahidfiva about 4i 
miles north-west of Suddsna on the bank of the river Sarasvati with a monastery 
close by, built of sandstone and Brick, now in ruins. This temple is held sacred 
by all castes from being on the river Sarssvatl (Kumilrikd) the waters of which 
are offered tp the idol and to a Pimpal tree.

XX.—AH ADA BAD ZILLA. 

I.—Aeemadabab ob Dasooi Taluka.™ No return . 1 

1. The city o£ Ahmadab&d lies along the east bank of the SAbarmati river 
about sixty miles from its source. The western wall is in nearly a straight line 
from north to south, its bastions looking down upon the river. The continuation 
of the walls round the north, cast, and south of the city forms an irregular fan- 
shaped enclosure. Situated in the middle of the western side of the city, with 
the city walls forming its western defence, is the square enclosure called the 
'Bhadr.* This was the citadel and contained the palaces of the SuMn and his 
nobles, and later the head-quarters of the PelwA when the combined MarsLtha 
forces held the city. The great bastion to the south-west corner of the ‘ Bhadr ’ 
in said to contain the foundation stone of the city. 

The principal entrance to the Bhadr is on the east through a large massive 
gateway flanked and surmounted by bastions. To the south of this gateway, 
built on to it, and forming the south-east corner of the Bhadr, is Azam Khans 
palace, now a jail, and one of the largest buildings in the city. About 500 yards 
in front of this gateway is the Tin Darw&ja, or triple gateway, which spans the 
street. 

Between the Bhadr and the south-west corner of the city is another enclosure, 
uow used as au arsenal, but originally the seat of the GAekwAd’s government 
when the Peiwi occupied the Bhadr, 

The rest of the city traversed by a network of roads, streets and lanes, 
remarkable for their narrowness and awkward turns, is thickly occupied and built 
upon. Amongst the dwellings and shops is a good sprinkling of mosques, 
tombs and temples. 

Although Ah mad si bad takes its name from its reputed founder Ahmad 
Shkh 1, it was probably in existence as a city long before his time. Raja Karan 
of the Solanki race Of AnhihvAda in hia excursions against the predatory triiies 
of this part is said to have built the town of Karnavuti in the 11th century, 
which most probably was the town that Ahmad Shdh'took possession of as his 
capital and adorned with many of its mosques and tombs. That this locality 
was an important one before the Muhammadan annexation is sufficiently attested 
by the many remains of Hindu architecture in the city and suburbs. All the 
pillars in Alt mad ShAVa mosque, the oldest in the city, are pillaged from a Hindu 
temple, and on one is an inscription in DcvanAgari dated Samvat 1307, which 
seems to have escaped the hands of the Moslem iconoclasts- Many Hindu images 
have been found, and are still turning up. The well of Mat A Bhawani to the 
north-east of the city is far older than the Muhammadan period, and in all pro¬ 
bability served as a model for the far more advanced specimens of DAdA Hari’s, 
Adilaj, and others through the province. 

But whatever the city was before the Muhammadan period, its chief interest 
lies in these subsequent times. The greatest part of the architectural work of 
that time has been swept away and its material used to raise the mosques and 
tombs, walls and bastions, of the conquerors. 


i Drawn up from personal knowledge, from notes by Mr. S. Cousens, and Hope and 
Fcrgussan's accounts of iho buildings. 
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Aliraad KMn, or Ahmad Shah, was the grandson of Muzafisr ShAh who 
from being viceroy of the province under the imperial court of Delhi assumed 
regal power. Ahnmd Shah is sdd to have founded the city of AhmadAbM on 
or near the site of the village of Asawal in a. d. 1412. During his reign were 
raised some of the fiuest buildings in the city,—his own mosque in the Bhadr j 
theJummfl mosque, the most extensive in the city; Rani Sipri RAni Asni’s 
mosque and tomb, the most complete in all its parts ; Haibat Khan's mosque ; 
Sayyid Alain's mosque; the Tin DarwAja; Sidi Sayyid’s mosque, in which are 
two specimens of about the best window tracery in Gujarat, perhaps in India ; 
and bis own tomb and that of his queens. In the suburbs was constructed, 
during his reign, Malik Alam’s mosque, two miles to the south of the city. 

Ahmad Soda reigned until a.d. 1443, when he was succeeded by’his sou 
Muhammad Skull, who reigned from a.P. 1443 to 1451. He does not appear to 
have done much to the city in his short reign, which was chiefly passed in foreign 
wars. In a. u. 1459 he was succeeded by his son Kutb Shah. The mosque 
and tomb of Sh£kh Ahmad Khuttu Ganj Bakhsh at Sarkej with the adjoining 
milk were completed during his reign. He built bis own mosque iu Mirzapur 
during his father’s lifetime. Kan harm's Tank was completed, Dlmiy A KMn’s 
tomb, and the Bntwti and Usm&npur mosques were finished iu his time. 

Dying in 14 oD a.d, he was followed in the kingdom by his younger brother 
Mahmud Bignrah, the moat celebrated of the kings of Ah mad A b Ad His was 
a long^ reign, from 1459 a. d. to 1511 a. d. “His personal strength, courage 
and military skill are as conspicuous na his religious bigotry and his stern but 
far-sighted statesmanship. His love for architecture is attested by the cities of 
MustAfAbAd and Mahmud Ab&d, which he founded at Juuagadh and Champatiir. 
uuil anothei MahmudabAd (or McliMcliibud) near Kheda, ^us also by the nnine- 
i ous and elaborate additions which his nobles, following his taste, made to 
AhmadAbAd and its environs.” 

During his reign were built the mosque and tomb of Savyid UsmAn on the 
west bank of the SAbarmatt, Miyafi Khan Cliishti’s mosque, Muh&fiz KhAn’s 
mosque, Achyut Bibi’s mosque and tomb, Dastur Kb An's mosque, DAdA Haid’s 
well, and the bhiih Alam group 3 miles to the south of the city. Mahmud 
Riga ml i was succeeded by his son Muzaffar II (a.d. 1511.1526), and he hv 
Bali Ad uv Shah, Mahmud IJ, Ahmad ShAh II, MuzafTar III, in order down to 
a, n, 1572, when Akbar marched into Gujarat, captured Muzafrar, reduced the 
province, and left a governor to carry on its affairs. 

" For about one hundred and fifty years subsequent to its invasion by 
Akbar, Gnjarftt was governed by the viceroys of the emperors of Delhi, amon^ 
whom were ShAh JehAn and Aurangzeh before they themselves ascended the 
imperial throne. During the first half, at least, of this period, Ah mad Ab Ad 
appears to have been in the zenith of its prosperity. Under Muzaffar ShAh III, 
indeed s almost the lsist s find not tho ltf&st beautiful, of the stone moan ties had 
been erected, and subsequent buildings are mostly in the plainer and more 
massive style of the PathAns." 

I be MnrA$has appeared on the scene about the beginning of the eighteenth 
century. Ihey earned their plundering raids into GujarAt, and the viceroys, at 
this time much enfeebled by the absence of aid from either Delhi or surrounding 
chiefs, could not cope with these new enemies and “in a. o, 1755 the Muhaim 
madaii power in GujarAt was finally extinguished, and the Maritbas, though 
divided among themselves, took their place..They burnt and plundered 
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tlio property of friend and foe with almost equal energy, and spared neither 
mosque nor temple which it suited them to destroy. Innumerable are the 
architectural monuments which hare thus suffered from their wau ton ness and 
malice, and the interesting ruins of which the very materials have been carried 
away for building purposes. AhmmHl>ad, in particular, felt so heavily the 
effects of their internal feuds and grinding rule, combined with the natural decay 
of the Muhammadan population, that its suburbs almost disappeared* largo 
quarters within the walls became desolate, many splendid buildings were 

destroyed...Fortunately the tide of anarchy was arrested, ere it hart 

wrought even more disastrous results, by the supervention of the British power,” 

An army under General Goddard advanced upon AhmadstbM “ anu on the 
iOth of February (1 780 a, d.) displayed, for the first tune, the British colours 
before the Moslem capital of Gujarat. The Maratha governor declining to 
surrender, a battery was opened on the 12tli, and on the morning of the 15th 
a forlorn hope, followed by the grenadiers of the Bombay division, rushed up 
the breach, which the garrison, after a determined stand, und when three hundred 
of their numlier had fallen, at length relinquished. 11 Since then AkniadiiMd has 
remained in the hands of the British, 

(1) In the south of the Bliadr or citadel is the mosque of Ahmad Shah (a. d, 

] 414}, the oldest Muhammadan building in the city. Architecturally it is unique; 
the external screened stair and the ladies 1 gallery being the most curious mixture 
possible of Muslim and Hindu styles. The pillars throughout the mosque are 
taken from old Hindu temples ; on one of them there is a Devanigari lutcnpUm 
dated Sam vat 1307, The domes are richly carved. The minarets arc squat, 
Over the principal raehrab is an Arabic Inscription. 

(2) The tomb of DaryA Khan, north of the city near Achyut Bibi’s Masjid 
(No, 3) erected in 1453 a.d., is imposing and notable for its constructional 
peculiarities. It is entirely of brick, the walls being very thick. It is the most 
massive building in or around Ahmadnb&d. It has a very large and lofty brick 
dome. It lias five arches in each face of the verandah. 

(3) Achyut llibi's Masjid and tomb, f th mile north of the city &ud oil the east 
side of tlie river, partly ruined by the earthquake of 1819. The inasjid was bui11 by 
Haji Malik BeUau'd-din Imadu’l-tnulk, brother of Malik Mukhsud Vazir, in 1409, 
for his wife Bibi Achyut Kuki. It has & fine fat;ade and there is much 
tracery on the bases of the minarets. It is almost a copy of the Mirzapur 
Queen's mosque and has three marble mehrdb* with an Inscription over th® 
central one. The mfm&or is of marble and has a canopy over it. The central 
one of the three domes is raised and neatly curved inside. The tomb in the 
enclosure is small and neat. The upper portion of the wall surrounding the inner 
enclosure is perforated between small pilasters; and the entrance to it has been 
carved with much taste, but will soon bo a total ruin unless cared for, (a) 

(4) The Queen's mosque in Mir/apur quarter, near the Traveller's bangM, 
105 feet by 46 feet, and 32 feet higlv, “ consists of three domes standing on 12 

? iliars each with the central part so raised as to admit light to the interior." 

he minarets fell in 1319, but the liases of them are filled with exquisite patterns 
of tracery. In the adjoining toinb, which is in better style than Rani Asnfs, 
the large central and two side domes are adorned with some pretty carved work in 
geometric patterns and arabesque. 

(5) The Jam A Masjid {a. d. 1421} in a court 382 feet by 238 feet, the mosque 
itself being 210 feet by 95 feet and 49 feet high. Within it are 252 pillars and 7b 
a 781—57 
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pilasters supporting fifteen domes arranged symmetrically, the centre three 
being somewbat larger and considerably higher than the others. The minarets, 
once famous as “ the shaking minarets of AhmadiVbad," were thrown down by 
the earthquake of 1319. Mr, Fergussou says, this masjid, " though not remark¬ 
able for its size* is one of the most beautiful mosques in the east.” The meftir&h 
or I'ilhU are inlaid with coloured marbles, _ I 

(G) Rani Sipri’s, properly lliui AsuTs mosque and tomb (a. d. 1514) riot far 
from the Astodia gate. The minarets of the mosque are 33 feet higlh and 
perhaps the most beautiful of their class. fC Indeed that mosque is the puost 
exquisite gem at Ahniadfthid, both in plan and detail. It is without arefues ’ 
(except a small one over a side doorway) " and every part is such as only a 
Hindu queen could order, and only Hindu artists could carve.” The window® 
in the end arts elaborately wrought, and the mshrd it® inside arc of marble um|, 
carved with much care, though not so elaborately as in some other mosques. 
The walls of the tomb are filled with well carved lattice work and have been 
recently repaired. About 190 yards north*west from this is a mound said to be 
the site of the Hindu village of Asiwul, and where a mosque was built, but long 
since ruined. 

(7) Shiili Khupai, SMh Ehub-ki or Haarat Shahab ShGkh’s Masjid (a. d. 
1538) in Khas Bazar, a small mosque m the city, with 32 pillars and two 
slender minarets, roach in the style of the preceding, only inferior in details. 

(si) Tomb of Mir Abu Turftb, outside the city bo the south,—an octagonal 
dome supported on twelve pillars, with a corridor round it forming a square 
of 41 feet , with six pillars on each face. Hero the arch is used as a constructive 
feature throughout the building, the pillars becoming the piers that support it. 

(9) Tin DiirwfUa, a lino triple gateway in the middle of the city in front 
of the Rhadr, where was a large enclosure 1600 feet by SOO, into which, it led, 
It is said to have been built by Ahmad L The arches ore 2u feet high, and the 
central one is 20 feet wide. The roof of the terrace on the top was removed in 
1877. 

(10) Azam EMu’s palace (a. n. 1G30) now used as the jail. An elegant 
dome crowns the entrance. 

(11) Mosque and tomb of Sayyid Usmiin, a mile north-west from the city, 
and on tho west of the river, built by Muhammad BigaraU in 34GQ in the style of 
the Sarkhilj mosque. In the tomb 4 ' a very considerable amount of variety is 
obtained by grouping the pillars in twos and fours and by the different 
spacing. Li elevation the dome looks heavy for the substructure, but not 
so in perspective; and when the screens were ad'led to enclose the central 
square, it was altogether the most successful sepulchral design carried nut 
in the pillared style at Ahmaddlxld ” (Itorgiwaou). It is 73 feet square and 
has a dome 38 feet in diameter, supported on twelve pillars, 

(12) JtuhAfiz Khiiu’s mosque in the north of the city, near Kutb Slnlh’s 
(No, 23), built by Jnmalu’d-diu MoMfia KlAn (a. d. 1465), distinguished for the 
exquisite character of its details; its minarets, the lower portions of which are 
of pure Hindu architecture, lutve recently been taken down and rebuilt; above 
the roof they 41 are round towers slightly tapering, relieved by galleries 
displaying great richness in the l) rockets which support them as well as in the 
balustrades which protect them.” The mchrdbs in this mosque ore about the 
finest in AhmadAMd. They are minutely and elaborately carved (Fergusson, 
hid. and -Ernst Arch., pp. 533-34). 
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{13) Ahmad Shah's tomb to the east of the Jam! Masjid, a massive 
domed mausoleum with tracery windows of beautiful design, and with marble 
tombs inside, viz., of Ahmad Shah, his son Muhammad Shhh, his grandsons 
JalAl Khun, Kutbu’d-din Shall, and Aliraad SMh II. 

(14) Tombs of the queens of Ahmad Shah in an adjoining enclosure 
surrounded by a screen of tracery of great variety of pattern. 'I 1 he marble 
tombs are elaborately wrought in hands of sculpture, and that of Mnrkhi Bibi 
ia partly inlaid witli black marble and mother-of-pearl, The principal tomb 
is known us MoghlM Bibi’s, in w T hite marble with a Persian inscription 
round it. 

(15) Sidi Sayyul’s Masjid (a. d. 1412) in the north-east of the Bhudr and 
outside the Lai gate, with two remarkably richly carved sands tone windows 
measuring 10 feet by 7 high (see Fergusson, I. <*n<l E , A?ah>> p. 533), is now 
used as the M&mlabd&ris office. 

(IG) Miyafi Khan Chishti's Masjid near the river, about 2 miles north of 
the city, between Achyut Bibi's mosque and Shalli Biigh, built in a. d. 1405 by 
Malik Jlakhsud Vazir, has been turned into a dwelling-house by the railway 
official a. It b as two fine minarets with rounded or domed tops, 

(17) Ernbnt Khan’s Masjid in the south of the city near the Jamal pur gate, 
built of" the pillars of Hindu temples and ouo of the earliest examples Loro. The 
minarets are simply short thin cylinders. The porch on the oust looks as if it 
were Hindu iu its original position, 

(IS) Dastur Killin's Masjid in the southern part of the city close to BAnt 
Asm's (N O. G), was built by one of the ministers of Mahmud Bigarah (cir. l Hi 
a. i>,). It is a fine bunding, and is surrounded by a colonnade covered by small 
domes, The perforated screen enclosing a cloister round tho courtyard is wry 
varied and beautiful in design. 

(19) Sayyid Alatn’s Masjid built by Abu Bakr Ousnuri, in tho north-west 
of the city, near Wajihu’d-din’s, built in the time of Ahmad HUB), is an early and 
plain example of the GajmAt Aluhnmiriadau style. The fuemlo strikingly resembles 
that of Ahmad Shah’s mosque, Tlie details inside are exceedingly rich. 

(20) The Shah pur Masjid, built in 15Go by Shekh Husain Muhammad 
Ghishti, but never finished, is in rhe north of the city close to the Shillipur gate. 
The shafts of the minavs ore very ornamental — 'the tracery in the niches being 
perhaps the finest iti Ahroariilbadj the pattern being small like those of Buba 
Lului s mosque. The facade is filled in with pointed arches, and a second 
storey is added on over the Central three round tlie central stilted dome. 'I lie 
minarets arc incomplete, the tops having fallen. 

(21) Sidi Biasiris Masjid and tomb, near tho railway station. Tho archway 
and elegant minars are all that are now left of tho mosque. The Stylo somewhat 
resembles that of Miyai Khun Chishti’s i No, 16), and it probably belongs to about 
tho same period. It was ruined about 1754. The tomb is in a very dirty state. 

(22) The Queen’s mosque in Sdrahgpur, near to tho preceding, closely 
resembles Achyut Bibi's. The tops of both minars have fallen. 

(23) Kutb Shuh’s mosque near the Ddili gab* (a. d. 1446V The central 
m&r&b is of white and grey marble but plain. (Briggs’ Qvg&rMhlra, pp. 221, 
223.) 

(24) Shah Akni, about 3 miles south of the city. The tomb (cir. 1476) is 
surrounded by a screen of perforated trellis work, as is also the cotridoi sound it. 
The interior of the dome is inlaid with mother-of-pearl and prettily pointed. 
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Besido it is the tomb of JIaa Ahm, n somewhat plainer building, and the largo 
masjid built by Muhammad Sfihik Bndakshi with two lofty and elegant minors 
built by Nisfibat KMn and Saif Kliun ; algo just within the gate an assembly hull 
built by MnznfJhr &Mh II (15b 1-72) and several other buildings. 

(25) Malik Alain’s mosque, built by Malik Alam bin Xur Kabir, styled 
Wazint’l Mamiili k, son-in-law of Ahmad sb‘ik, in 1422 a. l>. ( is a little to the north 
of Slu'd. Alain, and west of the KhcdA road, has richly ornamented niches on the 
bases of the minarets. 

(20) Bub;} Lahti’s Masjid near Abu Turub’a tomb (No. S), GO feet by 37, 
resembles the SImhpur mosque Bud must belong to the same period. It was 
built about 1560 by B;lba Lului or Babd Muhammad, a pearl dealer. 

Tomb of Azam Klifm and Mozam Khan, 2 miles S.E. from the city on the 
road to SarkhOj:—a massive brick mausoleum like that of Darya Khan (No. 2) 
built perhaps about 1457. 

(27) Navriib Shujiit Khan's Masjid in Mirzupur (with an Inscription of 
a, it. 1695), 2 furlongs north-east from the LAI gate with two slender minarets 
three bays apart in a facade of five bays. The walls are lined with marble to a 
height of G feet. The adjoining tomb of Shu jut KMu is of brick much de¬ 
stroyed (Arch. Stir. Jiep.j vol. II). This is in a different style from the Other 
mosques in the city, being more in the style of Northern India, The floor is of 
marble. 

(2S) Sakarkhan's llasjtd in Kali i pm*. 

(29) Ibrahim Sayyid’s Masjid outside the Astodia gate. 

(30) Klum Jahsinks Masjid in Jamolpur. 

(31) Bibl Jim or Ji’s Masjid in Rajpur Gomtipur, a mile east of the 
city. Bibl Ji was the daughter of Sayyid Khun Mir, and wife of Sayyid Buda 
Salieb. 

(32) Malik IsmTs Masjid in Isanpur, 3 miles south of AhrnadiibM. 

(33) Sayyid Ahmad’s or Khudkwan Khan's Masjid in Dane-Limbri, 
Behind it is a Rozah or tomb known as Pir Euinul’s, This place is also called 
Al impm after Amir Malik Alim. 

(34) Fattek Masjid in Daiyapur. 

(85) Moti SMhi Hugh (1455 a. d.}, the palace built in the reign Shall Jeh&n 
in wliieh is now the residence of the Assistant Judge. 

(36) Miyau KhitnChishti's Masjid in Multanpur, built by Malik, Magsude. 

(37) Shall Wajihu’d-dm's tomb built by Sayyid Murtazs Klulu Bokhdii 
(1G06-9), in the west of the city, 150 yards north of the Bhadr and as far south of 
Sayyid Alain’s (No. 19), with a lofty dome, and windows of delicate trellis work. 
It is said to have been built by AmirSadiVt Kh&n inAkbar's time; he also built 
a Madrassa at the same place. The chhutra or wooden canopy was put up by 
Murtaza Khan about the same time. These buildings were completed in a. h. 1011 
(a. D. 1602), Wajihu’d-dtn died in a. h. 990 (a, d. 1590), Mr, Hope gives a 
different account. 

(38) Ruined mosque at the railway station, of which only the miners 
remain, and are the highest in AlunadaMd. It probably belongs to the early 
part of the IGth century. 

(39) A mosque near Soth Dalpatbbai’s mansion between MuLatiz Khan’s 
and the Jama Masjid, resembles Rani Asm’s (No. 6). It has an inscription 
dated a. ii. 910 stating that it was built by Muhammad Skill son of Muhammad 
Shah bin Ahmad Sb&h bin Muhammad Shah. 
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(40) Mahmud Chaus' mosque, 300 yards south of the Queen’s mosque in 
t/iirftDgpur, looks like a bad transcription of the Juanporo mosques, and 
though not deficient in a certain amount of grandeur, is painfully wanting in 
elegance. It was built in 15G2, and beai'a some resemblance to the Jaunpur 
mosques of the 15th century, 

(11) Old iota l drns S a hob’s mosque near the civil hospital, 

(42) MiltA Bhavim’s well to the north of the nessi. 

(43) Dadd Harir’s well at Astirwa, on the north-east outskirts of the city, 
built in a.D. 1499, is one of the finest iu GujarAt. 

(44) Svaini EAriyan’s temple (1.850), with an octagonal dome supported 
by 12 pillars, 

(4ii) The Jaina temple of Hates ingh (1848), The external porch is of great 
magnificence and most elaborately ornamented. Iu the court are sixteen shrines 
on each side and others at the back. The temple in the middle of the court is 
of two storeys and very richly ore a men ted. 

(46} The K;'t like Ha tank. a mile south-east from the K&yapur gate, A. D. 1451, 
one of tlie largest of its kind in India, being a polygon of 34 sides each 190 feet 
long. The supply sluice is exquisitely carved, iu the centre of the tank is an 
island connected with the bank by a causeway. On the island was the Nagind 
garden and Ghattamandul palace. 

(47) The Dutch tombs rear the Kankaria tank to the south-east of the 
city, 1041 to 1699. (Briggs' Cities if Gttjardsktra, pp. 264-60.) 

(48) Jaina temple of Cbm t a man in Saras pur, 11 mile east from the city, 
built by Suntidiis, a Vania, in 1638, at a cost of nine lakhs, was defiled by 
Aumngzeb, and now neglected. 

There are some beautifully carved pigeon-houses and house-fronts well 
deserving of delineation, 

2 , Sarkhcj, 5 miles S, E. from AhmadAbad, An important cluster of 
Muhammadan buildings of the loth century among which are— 

(1) The tomb of Shtikb Ahmad Khatfcu Gatij Bakksh of AnhilwAdu, begun 
inA.D. 1445 by Muhammad Shah and completed iu 1451. In this "an attempt 
has been made to get a larger dome than the usual octagonal arrangement would 
admit of, hut not quite successfully,” The tomb is surrounded by an inner trellis 
screen of metal perforated in beautiful patterns. The exterior 'walls are filled 
with windows of perforated stone. To light the interior of fcho tomb four 
tracery windows are introduced into the dome, 

( 2 ) In front of the tomb is a pavilion of sixteen pillars and roofed with 
nine small domes, " forming as pleasing a mode of rooting as ever was applied 
to such a small detached building of this class.” 

(3) A mosque with ten domes, " the perfection of elegant simplicity and 
an improvement on the plan of the Jam A Masjid. Except the Moti Mas j id 
at Agra there is no mosque in India more remarkable for simple elegance than 
this” (Fergusson, Arch., p. 532), It was completed by Mahmud Bigarah 
in 1451 a.d. 

(4) Tomb of Mahmtid Bigarah and his son Muzaffar II., on the east. 

(5) Tomb of Bibi EAjbii, the queen of Mahmud, to the west. Also a 
covered gateway leading into the front of the latter two tombs, a covered ball 
overlooking the great tank and other buildings. 

( 6 ) The great tank with its sluices, d-o. 

(7) The Palace and Harem, a large building on the west side of the tank. 
b ?ai—3fi 
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3. Batwi, 5 miles froin Ahmad §,bld. Tomb of B urban uM-din Kutbu’I 
Alam, the father of SMh Alam, who died a. d. 1452, erected by Mahmfld 
Blgarab, similar to the 000 near Kaira, The outer arches have fallen down 
ami all the perforated work has disappeared. “ The monument itself is of 
most elaborate workmanship " (Hope), but was perhaps never finished. Near it 
is another tomb over the son of the saint, built without arches. 

4. Adhlaj, 12 miles X. of AhmadaMd, a very fine well built in a. d. 1499 
in several storeys, with flights of steps and platforms alternately. 

0 . Jetalpur, 10 miles S. of Ahmadabid. A building called the Rilin's 
palace. 

6. YastriU, about G miles E. of AhmadlMd. Temple of SxvarAya 
Maha.de va. 

7. Yatuva or Yadhuva, 6 miles S. of Ahmadibad. The “ place of Hazrat 
Satire Alam.” 

8. Rakhyal: Malik Shhkban’s Rozah. with vav and tank. 

9. Girmatha, 9 miles S. from Ahmadabdd. The monastery of Pirflua, in 
the enclosure of which are the Eozahs of Pirs Imam Shah, Nurshilh, Suriibhai, 
Bala Muhammad, and Bakr AIL The income of the saddvarat is about 
Rs. 10,000. 

2. —Dranoucka Taluk a. 1 

10. Ran pur derives its name from RAn&ji Gibe!, its founder, and as Mokhniji 
the son of Ranuji fought with the army of Muhammad Tnghlak near Gogbo and 
was killed in battle, it may be presumed that f&tt&ji flourished in tliu beginning 
of the fourteenth century. Rinpur is said to have been a large and flourishing 
town in former days. The debris of old houses is found to a distance of about 
two miles from the present village site. It appears to have suffered greatly in 
the time of Mahmud Rigarah of AhmaduMd, On the south side of the village 
at tho junction of the Bliudar and Gomit rivers stands an old fort, now much 
dilapidated, built in A. it. 1048 (a, d. 1638) by Azam Khdn, the Subedar of 
Gujarat, during the reign of SMh JeMn. 

The inscription on the gate of tho fort runs thus ; 

“ He is the Creator and the Omniscient. The great lord Azam Khan, the 
lord of his time, the like of whom was never given birth to by this bride of the 
world. 

“ The intrepid lion, the bravest of the brave and the lord of the earth, 

“ The Kh;ln of exalted rank, may his life be long, desired me to find out 
[in reive] the date of this castle. 

“ From which be for aye removed the influence of the evil eye. 

“ Plunging into the ocean of thought f impressed with the seal of ray heart 
[the date derived from the numerical value of the letters composing the word]; 
“ AaanmT Bil&d ” (corresponding with the sacred month of Muharram 1043 a. n.). 

It appears that at this time a chief named Shahuji was reigning at Kanpur, 
The Katins living in the neighbourhood committed great mischief and plundered 
the villages. Shahuji asked for assistance from Azam Khan, the Suba of GujariU,

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to put down these marauders. He consented and was about to send one of his 
Sard&rs for the purpose. At this time the Kdthis carried their excursions up to 
the gates of AhmadubM, carrying off men and cattle. Azam Kirin went 
out in person to chastise them and hunted them to Botiid and Pitlyad. A 
battle was fought in which the K&thi chief was taken prisoner and beheaded. 
Azam Khiln then intended to establish a tMni at Botiid, but Slrihuji persuaded 
him to do so at Rilnpur, telling him that the water-supply at the latter place 
was bettor than at Botiid. Azam Khan acceded to this and built the fort 
at the junction of the Rh&dar and Gonri rivers, Entering from the east 
comer of the fort we arrive at a gate which faces the south. Proceeding inside 
we come to another gate which faces the east. This last gate is the main 
entrance to the buildings, A little further on wo find a masjid facing the east. 
Near tho masjid is the grave of RajusMh Plr. An imcrlption in Persian is on 
the wall of the niasjid, which is translated thus 

“ God is great. In the reign of the king, magnificent as Jam shed, the just 
and the generous, Shilhabu’d-dln Muhammad If., the lord of tho time, Shill 
Jehiln, the valiant warrior,—may the Almighty perpetuate his dominion—in the 
month of Z\\ Haj in the year 1050 k. jr. (hehumble slave of the Almighty, Azam 
Kb in during the term of his Sub&ship of Gujarat laid the foundation of this 
sacred mosque in this castle of Sbihpur and completed it that the servants of the 
true God may worship him.’ 1 

There is a reservoir in the masjid, which was originally filled with the 
water from a well in the inner part of tho fort. Chun am drains are still to be 
seen to carry the water of this well to all parts of the fort. On the west side 
of the well is a Ilamamkhairi or bath-room, and a terrace is built above. There 
is a cellar underneath this bath-room, which is said to proceed to a great distance 
underground. On the west of this subterranean passage is MaMddva and 
Rajbiii Mdtft, which are said to have been put- in after the fall of the Muhamma¬ 
dan dynasty and the assumption of the country by tho Marath&s, There is an 
inscription on a stone in the wall facing the river with regard to the bath-room. 
It reads thus 

“ God is great. The slave of God, Azam Khun, during tho tenure of his 
office of the Sub&ship of Gujarat commenced the construction of this bat h on 
the 1st of tbs month of Jumad-elrikhar 1051 a. h. and completed it at the end 
of the month Muharram 1052 a.ti. Ye who see this place remember him kindly.” 

On tho south side of the spot where the Malmtleva and Mdt;Y are placed 
is another building, which was apparently used for Kacliedi purposes. Traces of 
a garden near this are still visible. Simultaneously with the erection of the 
fort and the buildings therein, a well was constructed on the bank of the river 
and on the east side of the village. There is a stone in this well bearing a 
Persian inscription, which reads :— 

“ God is great, Azam Khan the servant of God in the month of Shawwal in 
the year 1051 A. h. during his Subdsliip of Gujarfit having constructed this well, 
bequeathed it to the garden that the public mav be profited, 

“ And Peace !' f 

A little further on are the ruins of an old fort. It is said that this fort 
was built of stone and mud bv Rnnaji who had fought with the Mu sal mans, and 
on his death his seven widows committed suicide by throwing themselves into 
one of the wells in the fort. It is said to have been demolished by Mahmud 
Bigarah of Ahmaditbiid. 
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The ancestors of Rflnaji Gbhel claimed to be the descendants of &tliviUum. 
They lived in Khedgarh about 10 miles from Bhalotra in H&rwAr on the Luna 
river, '['he Gdhels had conquered this country from a Bhill named Kbedwa. 
The country remained In possession of the Gbhel s for about twenty generations. 
The last chief of the clan was Sejakji, the son of Janjarsi. The Riithors drove 
out the G&bels from the country, and Sejaksi with his followers came to Jun&gadh 
and entered the service of Rfljd Kalat Chudisamu. Sejskji was entrusted by 
the KAju and his son Khengar with the protection of Shapnr and other 11 villages 
from the inroads of the Bhills. Sejakji remained for a long time at Junagadh, 
when one day Khengar, thoonly son of Kalat, had gone out on a hunting excursion 
near Shaper and started a hare. The animal entered the camp of the Gbhels, 
and Khengar demanded it. The brother of Sejaksi and his other followers 
declined to give it up, stating that it was their principle to protect those who 
surrendered them selves. Upon this a fight ensued between the Gzhels and the 
retainers of Khengar. The latter were all killed with one exception, and Khengar 
was taken prisoner. The man who escaped went and informed the Raja of 
what had happened, and said that lie was not certain whether young Khengar 
was dead or alive. Sejaksi, who was then in the presence of the R&jfl, expressed 
his regret, and said that as the RAja’s only son was killed by his men he could 
not now remain in his territory. The B&j&’s affection for Sejaksi was however 
so great that instead of ill-treating him he soothed his mind and told him that he 
cared more for his friendship than for the life of his son. Sojaksi then went to 
SMpur and there to his great delight found that Khengar was living; he saluted 
him and gave him liis own daughter in marriage and sent him to Juuagadb, 
Subsequently under the orders of the RAjft, Sejaksi founded a village near 
Shi pur, which he named after himself as Sejakpnr. 

Ranftji was the son of Sejaksi and founded Kanpur. R&naji was married 
to the daughter of Dhan Mar, and had a son by her who acquired the village of 
Khis and settled there. The present holders of this village known by the 
name of Kb&sya Kolia aro descendants of Dhan Men’s grandson. 

After Ranaji’s death his son Mokhriji established his head-quarters at 
Firaru near Gogho and was a renowned pirate. He was killed near Gogho in a 
battle which took place between him and the army of Muhammad Tughlak, the 
son of GiyasuM-dm. 

When Mahmud Bigarah was ruler of Gujarat one of theBMyads or cousins 
of this Mokhraji, who was also named Ranaji, was in the enjoyment of the 
Kanpur estate, and held it as an independent chief. The RajA of MArwftr had 
married his two daughters, the eldest to Mahmud lilgarah and the younger to 
this Rilnaji. It so happened that both the sisters one day met at their father's 
house. The Be gam asked her younger sister to come anil dine with her. Out of 
respect for her elder sister, without giving out the true cause she refused to dine. 
When further pressed on the matter RAnAji’s wife plainly told her that as she had 
married a Musalman she could not now take her meals with her. The elder 
sister took this to heart and went and informed her husband about the insult that 
was offered to her. Mahmud tried to effect an amicable settlement by 
converting Rilnaji and his wife, but failed in his attempt to do so, RAn&ji then 
fell under the displeasure of the chief. An army was sent to R&npur under 
the command of Rhauderikb&n. Riuiji was killed and the country came under 
the direct control of Mahmud Bigarah, who subsequently bestowed it on 
Haloji Parmir, the ancestor of the present Moleaafcam Parumrs in RAnpur. 
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A Jmt SardAr residing in Sindh had a beautiful daughter named Sumribdi. 
The king of Sindh wanted to marry her, but Jus overtures were rejected and the 
Jat left the country and came to Muli, where Lagdharji and Haloji of ParmAr 
descent were reigning. They kept the Jats under their protection and promised to 
assist them against the forces of the chief of Sindh. The latter, however, followed 
and laid siege to Muli. Through the treachery of an officer the single well from 
which the Par mars derived their water-supply was polluted by the head of a 
cow being thrown into it. The Parmirs then surrendered. SumrMi, the 
daughter of the Jat SardAr, was however sent away to some secure place and 
Haloji was delivered over to the enemy as a hostage. Sumribtli retired towards 
Vantjd, where she died and where her grave is still, pointed out. On the other 
side, Lagdharji sought the protection of Mahmud Bigurah, who thereupon sent 
an army against Sindh and defeated him. Hiloji was delivered, but only to fall 
into the hands of Mahmud Bigarah, He was converted to Muhammadanism, 
and Rdupur together with the surrounding villages which were recently conquered 
from RAttAji Gohel were bestowed on him. Thus the Gbbel dynasty became 
extinct at Rinpur, and HAloji established himself at that place. Lagdharji, 
however, remained a Hindu, and his deceit slants are still at Muli, Haloji was 
killed near Dhaudkuka in an engagement between him and the Kajhis, and his 
grave is still to be seen there and is known as Hal 115a Fir. 

Haloji was succeeded by Hnsuji, who was succeeded by his son Kubanji, on 
whose death his son SkAhuji came to tho throne. It was during the time of 
the latter that Azam EMn, the SubedAr of GujarAfc, built the fort at RAupur. 
Badnji was the eldest son of ShAhuji, and he succeeded his father. His son 
TiVjoji subdued the Kilt his. The succession remained in a direct line for three 
generations. TogAji succeeded his father Tajoji. Hamoji succeeded him at his 
death, then SAhebji and Ahimbhai ascended the throne in succession. 

During the time of the last-mentioned, in a.d. 1736, Raja Sabalaing of 
Wadhwan and the son of the Hln’dngadbrS, Raja had gone on a visit of condolence 
to tho KAjA of Bhitvnagar. On their way back they remained for one night at 
RAnpur. These two princes "went to see the fort. They were so delighted with 
it that they did not wish to leave it, but resolved to occupy it by force if 
necessary. A fight ensued between the followers of Ahimbhai and those of the 
two princes. The RAjA of Dhrangadhra repremanded his son and called him 
back with his men. Sabalaing also went away to 'VVadliwAn, but returned with 
reinforcements and laid si^ge to the fort and reduced the garrison to great 
distress. At this time DAinAji G&ikwad. of LI a rod a had come to DholkA to levy 
tribute, Ahimbhai secretly went to him and hired his assistance. On the 
arrival of the GaikwAd’s forces, Sabalaing raised the siege and proceeded towards 
Nagesh. DArndji followed him, and in an engagement Sabalsiug was defeated 
and taken prisoner. Owing to the intervention of Ahimbhai, Sabalsing was 
spared an ignominious death, but kept in prison at Songhar, from which he 
returned after paying a large ransom. Ahimbhai bestowed the lands and revenue 
of KAnpur on DArnAji n consideration of the assistance thus afforded to him. 
The GaikwAd then established his own thAnA in the village. Subsequent to 
this tho country passed into the hands of the PeSwA, and when the British 
Government came into possession after the battle of KUnilkfai, the village of 
Ran pur was treated as kbAlsa, while the rest of the villages enjoyed by 
Abimbhai’s descendants are held under the TulukdAri tenure.

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11 . Bhimnath. According to tradition tlio place where the present mandir 
of Bhimn&th stands was the abode of the giant Hidimba. 1 he ['.unlays canto 
thither* Arjun was in the habit of not taking his foot! till he bad performed 
the p&jd of MabMdva. In this jungle they could not find any inatidir of 
MaMdeva, so he could not take bis regular meals. His brother Bhtma, thinking 
that he would have to fast long, went out in search of a mandir* lie came to 
a place where some 16 Jala” trees were. (Those now standing are said to have 
existed since that time.) He dug a hole in the ground, put- a stone therein, and 
covered the same with a heap of earth and rubbish, Bhima performed an imitat ion 
piijd and placed wild flowers on the heap. He returned to camp and informed his 
brother Arjun that he had found out a Siva station, and pointed to the Jala 
trees. Arjun went to the spot, made hid devotions, returned, and took his meals* 
Bhinmthen ridiculed his brother, and told him that the place where ho had 
worshipped was not a Siva station, but- that he himself had put a piece of stone 
underground and promised to point it out if he wished* Arjun replied that for 
himself he was sincere in his devotions, and had believed that it was a ^iva 
station. All the five brothers and their mother Kuntiiji went to the spot* Bbfm.a 
removed the heap of dust and rubbish as well as the wild flowers, anti struck 
his stick on the stone* which fractured it and to their astonishment milk began to 
How from it* The fracture made with Bhtm&’a stick in the stone is still shown 
to the devotees* As the god thus showed himself by a stroke of Blmna s stick, 
it was named after him, as Bhlmnith Mahadeva* 

An ancestor ot the present Mahant who was at that time wandering round 
the place as an ascetic dreamed one night that he was directed to make p&jA to 
this MuMdflya* This story was thus circulated and the place grew fanions* 
In Samvafc 1535 Habant Mildhavgbar built an did round the MaMd£va, which 
is nut covered by any building. The branches of the Jala trees have extended 
all along the place, and it Is said to be the orders of MaMdeva not to cut any 
portion, of the wood of these trees. The wall round the lt&g& was built in 
Sam vat IS 34, with several outhouses. In the time of the present Mahan t 
Kvarghar Budhghar, the place has been greatly improved- The round the 
Mnhadeva is paved with marble! and one bullock and two elephants of the same 
material are placed in front. 

There are about 150 houses in the village, surrounded by a wall, built by the 
present MAhant at a cost of Bs* 80,000 in a-p. 1863- It has two principal gates, 
End two windows overlooking the river ZilkiL The “ Debit ?T near the Mahatleva 
Ctd was built in the time of Mfihant Asanghar in Samvat 1828* Most of tho 
other buildings and tho new houses were built in the time of the present. Muhant- 
The other buildings in the compound were also built in the time of Asangknr 
In S&mv&t 1847* 

The revenue of nine villages is enjoyed by the Mslhnnt. All the expenses 
of the mandir and SadAvrat are defrayed therefrom* The following are the 
villages:—(1) BbimnAth: The lands round about were all waste. KAghavgb&r 
improved the same by cultivation, and built huts for the shepherds, and 
settled them iu the village. (2) Polftrpur: In Sam vat 1SI6 the Pawn's 
government gave this in iniim for the expenses of the Dc vast him After the 
grant the village was peopled. In a.d* 1863 the Talukdiri Settlement Officer* 
Mr* Peile* decided that the Thakor of Gampka had a share in this village, and the 
revenue is now divided between the MAkaut and the Thikor* (3) JarvalA : Was 
granted in in Am by the Pe^wa’s government. Owing to failure of crops, 
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the people deserted it, but were induced by the MAhants to come and reside in 
BhlmnAth, and the people of BliimmUh now cultivate the lands of JarvalA. 
(4) Khasalju was also granted in iuam by the Peewit's government in 
Sum vat 1815. There was no population in the village at that time, but owing to 
the exertions of the Hah ant the cultivation is now prosperous. (5) BhojpurA: 
Granted by the B hi vu agar Darbir in Ham vat 1872 during the time of MAhnnt 
Kliimghar. (l.i) Khamisna was acquired by MAhant Asanghar from the 
Wadhwftn Darbar in Samyat 1841. (7, 8) Bhalgamdi and Shfthpur were held 

in in Am prior to the acquisition of the country by the British Government. I t is 
unknown in what Mabant’a time it was acquired or who grunted it. (9) Sagasui 
was acquired during the time of former governments. In A.r. 1863, however. 
Air. Peile, the then TfilukdAri Settlement Officer, decided that the Thjikor of 
Gampha had a share in the village, and now the revenue is divided between the 
ThAkor and the Hah ant of BhimuAth. 

Besides the above there are lands in isolated villages the revenue of 
which is enjoyed by the Ha hunt.. Those lands were from time to time granted 
by the KAthis and GrAska of neighbouring villages. The total revenue of 
RhimnAth from landed property is estimated at about Rs. 30,000 per annum. 
Hundreds of people daily resort to this numdir for worship. Many come to 
perform their vows, and it is customary to pay in cash or to give n horse, cow. 
buffalo or bullock to the limn dir after the fulfilment of the vows. In the month 
of SrAvan every year about 300 BrAhmans daily resort to tho mandir for jidjrf. 
On Sr&van find I2th t Brahmans of all denominations are fed in memory of on< 
Gohlasl, an inhabitant of BArvAla, and Kivbbari of the Limdi Darbar. Ho set 
apart about 200 bigbas of land in the village of Mogul pitr for this purpose, and 
it is now in the possession and management of tho MAhaut. On Sr Avan Sud 
loth, the Balov or Cocoa nut day, every Brahman who is present at the man dir is 
fed and paid 4 armas. Owing to this inducement about 10,000 Brahmans 
assemble. Many other travellers and SAdhus resort to the place, who arc also 
all provided for. On Sr&van Vad 6th another feast is given to the Brahman* 
of all denominations in memory of one Mulji RewAdsls of BhandhukA, who sot 
apart about 200 bighas of land in the village of Yejalka for this purpose. On the 
last day of SrAvaii Vad 15th a fair is held at RhimnAth, which lasts for thro* 
days, Hindus think when visiting DwArkAthat they mi/si also visit and pay their 
devotion to BhimuAth, hence there is a constant influx of pilgrims. Every 
morning and evening there is a general call for dinner. Those who can partake 
of the meals without objection to their caste feelings do so; those who cannot 
ore provided with raw grain and cook their own food. 

The HA Hants aru not allowed to marry. They adopt a G&i-hL They must 
make the selection of a Cheld from particular castes, such as Atit, Gosavi, 
Biunigi and Rabiri. As far as can be ascertained, the following is a list of the

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12. B badly id, 2 miles N. W. From Dholera :—The Rozah of Pir Bhadi&dra 
is a plain square domed building 1 bold sacred by tbe Musalinans and some lower 
Castes of Hindus in Gujarat* as tbe tomb of Sayyid BokhiLri Mahmud si: ah Walid 
Sayyid Abdula Rahman. He was a native of Gchh in tbe Pan jib, and about 
1500 years ago left borne at tbe age of 15 on pilgrimage. At. that time a Rajput 
B&jil ruled at Cliokri, formerly known as Chakravati, 7 ios south of Dhandhuki. 
This RAji, it is said, was a bitter enemy to the Musa! mans and never broke 
bis fast till he had killed one of them and made a murk on bis forehead 
with the blood of the slain. This practice he continued till it reached the ears 
of Maljmndshih through a woman whose son had fallen a victim. MahmudsMh 
led an army to Chokri and killed the Riiji, The son of the latter killed 
Mahmndsbsi.il in revenge for bis father’s death. When Mahmud a kill was 
at the point of death, ho requested the Mugahnans about him to be buried 
at the side of Gitjbanshiih, and in compliance with this request be was buried 
where the Rosah at BhadiyAd stands now. This Rozali was built some £00 wears 
after his death at tbe expense of the NawAb of Khambay* who also assigned to it 
an annual allowance of Rs. 350. The visits which Shirk A3 am of AhmadAbAd 
and other Musalmaus of note paid to the Rozah rendered it attractive to others. 
Thousands of people, chiefly Musalmaus from all parts of GujarAt* annually come 
to pay their homage to tbe Bhatliyadra Pir. A bliud Brahman is said to have 
had his eye-sight restored on hi a embracing the Muhammadan faith. There 
was an iron chain in the Dargab weighing a, miLn and a quarter. By means of 
this chain the innocence or otherwise of a person accused of a crime used to be 
tested. He was made to wear it and to walk with it to a distance of seven steps. 
If the chain broke into two pieces of itself after this the innocence of the party 
was proved beyond a doubt, otherwise ho was held guilty and punished for his 
crime.

ADDITIONS TO THE REMAINS IN AND ABOUND AHMADABAD. 

Since pages 145 to 15G worn printed off, the following items of information 
have come to hand 1 :— 

[P. 145,] No, (l) Ahmad Shill’s mosque in the south-west corner oE the 
lib ad r. The minarets were taken down two years ago, being badly shaken, 
and the stones were marked and laid on tho roof, but no attempt has since been 
made to rebuild them. The mosque has been deserted and neglected for many 
years, and is now in possession of Government. 

(2) Daryi Khan was one of Mahmud Blgarah's nobles who founded the 
quarter of Dary&pur in Ahmadabiid. The structure is purely Muhammadan 
in style and is interesting as a fine specimen of brick work on a largo scale. 
Its proportions aro fine, the walls are massive and form fitting supports to 
its large and lofty dome. Some of the arches and smaller domes of the outer 
corridors are cracked, and the brick work of the piers near the ground is consi¬ 
derably worn away in places. 

[P. 14G-] No. (11) Mosque of Sayyid OthmiLn or tjsmln at Othraunpur 
or Usmlnpiir. The mosque has two elegant minars nearly entire ; but the pillars 
being spaced equally, or very nearly so, over the whole floor, there are no 
open areas and the general effect is not good- 

(17) Haibat Khan’s mosque. The west or back wall, which is faced with 
cut stone and has handsome carved buttresses, is almost hidden from view by 
two huts. 

{19} Sayyid Alara or Sayyid A ! Alamu T d-din’s mosque, not far from the 
Khiltipur gate, was built by Sayyid A’alnrn Abu Bakr Husaini, 1st Rajah Hijri 
9L5 ( a . d . 1509), (See Appendix.)

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S The Silrangpur mosque wag built by M&lik Silrang, one of 
Blgarah's nobles, who had the title of Kiw;\m-ui-Mftlk. The south 
minaret is said to have been taken down by a. M&jhftw&r several years ago 
and the stones carried off, and the north one by Government at a later date, both 
having been much shattered, but neither has ever been rebuilt, The pillars 
under tho north dome have been enclosed by brick and mud walls for a dwelling. 
The tomb is an elegant structure on 140 slender but graceful pillars. The 
dressed ashlar of the outer walls has been torn off and carried away, and nearly 
all the perforated screen-work round the central chamber and the clerestorey, 
also the marble top of one of the graves. This building is used as a wood store 
and is in a disgraceful condition. 

[P. 143.] Between Nos. (20) and (27). Tho tomb of Ajsam KMn, &c. f 
should be numbered (26a). 

(28) Sakar K bin’s Masjid is a very large stone building with 5 domes and 
mihrlbs. The pillars in front are in threes and of Hindu typo ; the front is open 
in three sections, separated by short portions of solid walling. The end sections 
have three spaces each, separated by pillars, and the central section is of 9 spaces, 

(31) Bibiji's masjid at Rijpur Hirpur was struck by lightning a number 
of years ago ; part of one of the minlrs has fallen and the other is much shat¬ 
tered near the top. This mosque is very well proportioned and elegant, and 
deserves to be preserved as a good specimen of the Ahmad Slilhi style of 
architecture. 

(32) Malik Isnu's Masjid. This is a very neat though small masjid 
with a corridor enclosing the court in front and in the middle of which stands 
a neat domed tomb. The central raihrlb of the mosque has been torn out and the 
outer wall of the corridor partly destroyed. The court is filled with weeds 
and shrubs. Malik Isan entitled Niz&m-ul-Mdlk was a noble of Gujar&t of 
the time of Mahmud Bigarah. 

(2.) A furlong or so to the south is a small stone mosque somewhat of the 
style of Dervish ’All's with central and side bays, separated by narrower ones. 
It has three richly carved mihrlbs and two windows in the back walk ; a window 
and arched door in each end; and miners sculptured in patterns differing from 
those prevalent in Ahuiadlbld. 

(3.) Between this mosque and the road is a neat stone stepwell known as 
JuthftbMi’s, with a domed c hhatri on 12 pillars at the head of the steps, and has 
Hindu sculptures in the niches. A stair on the north side leads down to the 
platform in the middle. It was built with atones obtained from mosques, &e. t 
at Dani Limbdi. 

(4.) At the entrance to the village is Jiji Blbl Rlni’s stone stepwell, 
and else where are two other brick stepwells. 

(33) Malik Alim, called also Khudiivcmd Eliln, father-in-law of Sultln 
Muhammad the son of Sultln Ahmad, built a stone mosque and tomb at 
Alimpur, now Dani Limbdi. It has five large domes, without ornament except 
pendents in their centres; the central one is raised above the level of the roof 
like that of Kutbu’d-din. The five mihrlbs have all been torn out. In the roof 
just over the entrance, as also in front of the central mill rah, are slabs beauti- 
fnlly carved in lozenge-shaped sunk areas. The tomb of Shekh Kamil Mllvi is 
close behind, 

(34) P h uti Masjid is between the Dehli and Darylpur gates, near the 
city wall. This is a large stone mosque with 5 domes and mihrlbs, the central 
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mikrAb is of stone richly earned ; the others are very plain. The domes have 
small pemlentives but are otherwise plain. The pillars have partly at least been 
reft from Hindu, or jaina temples. The front is open and has 22 pillars. The 
end domes rise from the pilasters of the walls. It has two short slender minarets 
with very plain bases at the corners. There is a small Rozak in front with 
Hindu pillars. The place is quite deserted and used only by weavers in the 
preparation of their webs. 

[P. I47j No. (IG) and fp. 148] No. (36) are the same. 

(39) This is Danish All’s mosque between Pankora NAka and the Civil 
Hospital south of the Quid's mosque and of Ptr Muhammad Shah’s. The 
minarets are leaning away from the wall and in a very dangerous condition. The 
Rozah is a very neat one, the walls filled with perforated stone work. To the east 
of it, in the same enclosure, is Darvish All's Taka or cistern, of considerable 
size and depth, covered in by vaults and with various open lugs above by which to 
draw up the water. A stair leads down to platforms above the water. 

[P. 149,] t (41) The Qizi’s or ChkotA ldrus mosque on tkeGki E ant ha road, 
built by Qazi Abu’l-F&rah Khiin in the reign of Aurangzeb, is a small one of three 
bays and three aisles (4 pillars on the floor} and arched. But either it was 
intended to be longer, or it was reduced at a later period; for it has two mikrAb 
buttresses at the buck, and the base extends some length to the north. It has one 
mikrAb neatly carved. There is a carved niche in the south end and two in the 
north. The roof is flat. In front is a neat Rozah of 9 small domes, and bo the 
north-east is another Rozah with a large dome enclosed by lattice-work screens. 
All are in a very dirty and dilapidated condition.

60) Kslch Masjid—in TAjpur, was so named from the tiles with which it 
was roofed being covered with a bluish green glaze. The two pillars in front 
and the walls are of stone. It 1ms three mihrabs and a mi in bar of 5 steps. On 
the walla are numerous Inscriptions among which are 6 copies of the KAlima, but 
from over the central and left mihrib the Inscription slabs have been taken out. 
The bases of the minArs are carved but not richly. The court has a porch on 
the north side and has been enclosed with a high wall having balcony windows. 
In this small court is a tank of water. 

(61) SAlia Bad A Kasnm’s Rozah—in Tijpnr near KAcb Masjid. 

(62) Mustafa Shahid’s Masjid—near Siddi Salem's Huveli in Jamalpur. 
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(63) Shah-Aliji Ahmad's Masjid and Rozuh—in RahflvidA in Eayakhdii. 
The roof and all the pillars except one of this small mosque have been removed ; 
two slender minarets and the back wall with three mihrubs, each with an Inscrip¬ 
tion over it, are all that remain, 

(64) Bitbi Masjid—in Rohilvidfi in Rdyakhid, 

(Gall Mardhawad Masjid—in Mardhawad near the L&ldarwizA. 

(66) Abda‘1 Wall hi!) Shit's Rozab—between Khftupur gate and Alirzilpur, 
is tribcate in style, with a double colonnade all round and a high central dome. 
To the west of it are the bach and north end walls of a brick mosque, in which 
are inserted a number of marble slabs bearing inscriptions. To the north-west 
of it is the Rozah of Abdul WahhiVs son Sbih Ghirt su’d-din and of his grand¬ 
son Say y id Abdul Jalil. It is occupied by his descendant Sayyid B&kir Aliy in

! 67) Milhapur Masjid—near the Nikol gate in Saras pur, 

68) NawAb Sardai* Kliin’s mosque and tomb iu Jamil pur Cliukla, The 
mosque to the west of the tomb is of brick, has two pillars in front supporting 
arches and three pointed domes with gilt tops and crescents. The min firs are 
octagon and of four storeys. The Itozah is inside a court with large gates. The 
corner spaces mid also round the four doors are filled with good open work in 
simple but varied geometrical patterns. The floor is of marble inlaid and there 
is a loose Inscrip lion in the entrance. It has a high and egg-shaped pointed dome 
with eight smaller ones round it. The central dome bears a sorb of brass trisiUa t 
being a crescent with n cross bar. The court is filled with weeds, Ac., aud 
surrounded by a high crenellated wall. 

(69) Aliy hi! Khan Jab An’s masjid close to the Khan ja gate is of brick with 
seven bays and three aisles. It is roofed with small domes and has three 
tnihribs ; the inscription from the central one has been removed. The mi in bar 
has 7 steps. Of the tomb in front only two of the original nine domes are left. 

(70) The dargoh of Piran Pir, near this, is a small dome surrounded by 
perforated work of no merit, and contains 3 tombs, with many others outside. 
The entrance porch to the court has been decorated in modern Aluhammadan style. 

(71) Shah Gazni near’Aliji Ahmad Shah’s tomb in RohilyAda. dates from 
922 A. h, 

(72) Xavvi Maholat in K&lupur is a Borah masjid and contains two Jn- 
wrtptions. 

(7-1) The Herat! Masjid to the left of the Dehli gate is a very small tile- 
roofed mosque containing an Inscription of 4 lines. 

(7-1) Italy at Shah’s Masjid in bhuhpur was a very large brick one, of which 
the three walls alone remain. It has o brick juihnlbs with a marble Inscription 
over the central one. 

(75) The City QAzi’s Masjid in Astodia is a very small stone one built a. h. 
1271. The mibrftb and probably the windows have been taken from older 
buildings. Two windows in each end wall and two in front—each to the floor; 
two m the buck are of 4 square each. It has an Inscription. 

(>6) The Al ad rasa of Hid Ay at Bakhsh Muhammad Akramu’d-dln is said to 
have been built at a cost of Ks, 1,24,000; the mosque has 6 bays and 3 aisles, 
is very lofty with arches between the pillars, and roofed with domes and coved 
ceilings. It has perforated windows high up in the end and back walls: 5 plain 
mihribs and 2 slender octagonal min Acs. It stands in a very largo court 
surrounded with the buildings of the Mad rasa-—now occupied by dyers and 
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much dilapidated. Outside the Madrasa is a small 'wooden mausoleum over the 
tombs of Mauhlija Nuru'd-dln Sidi and Qa.zi Muhammad NizAmu’d-din Khan; 
and to the west of it the tombs ot Qazi Muhammad Ruklmu'l Haq (having an 
Interiplion) and Qizi Muhammad Saleh. 

(77) Ilamsa Salat Maabur’s masjid in Dbal gar v;\dfi is a small brick mosque 
with wooden pillars and roof. The central mibrub is carved and over it is an 
Inscription ; the two side mihntbs are plain. 

[P. 149.] Sarkhfl]. The tomb, mosque und serai of Slick! i All mad Khattu 
were commenced by Muhammad Stiilh son of Sultan Ahmad and completed by 
his son QutbuVl-din.

In digging the foundations for a new office, some gold and silver coins were 
found, probably the gadhia paisa current in the 8th to the iGfch centuries; but 
no satisfactory account of them has been published, 

(2) In the Bhndr is a solid old palace of the Mnsalmaus with a marble 
bow-window of singular beauty. 

(3) The palace of His Highness Sayaji faced by a building erected by 
His Highness Khander&O, a curious building with a labyrinth of little rooms, dark 
passages and deep yards. 

(4) The Xasar BAg palace is a recent building. 

(o) Temples where the bodies of each of the GAikwftds were burned. 
{6) Temple of Vithal Ban do, (7) Temple of SiddhanAtha. (8) Lakshman 
Bawd's Mandir. (9) Temple of K&likl. (10) Temple of Bol&i. (11) Temple of 
Bhimanutha, where Brahmans are employed undergoing penance for the benefit 
of the Gaik wad’s house. (12) Ganapatfs Mandir. (13) East Yisvesvara temple. 
(14) Svami NAr&yana temple, 

2. Pet lad. Dargak of ArjunsMk Pir, who died a., h. 633; the Jama 
Masjid and another mosque, 

3. Sojitra. Two old wells of brick and stone of ancient date and some 
pretensions. 

4. Padra. Temple of Ambamifca, and others. 

5. Dabhoi, in lat> 22° S' N. and long, 73 e 23' E., is an ancient fortress, 
the walls of which form an irregular four-sided figure approaching to a square. 
The north, east, south and west walls are respectively 1025, 900, 1100 and 
1025 yards long, and have a round tower at each angle. The remains of its 
fortifications, double gates and temples indicate great magnificence. The stones 
used are chiefly huge blocks of a very durable sandstone. Of the gates by far 
the finest is the eastern or HirA gate (Gate of Dwnomfs). It is covered 
with handsome carvings representing groups of warriors, animals, birds and 
serpents. There is a quaint legend about a man having been built up alive in 
the masonry at the king's orders, but his protectress, the Rani, used to have him 
fed by a large quantity of ghi being poured down an opening, which is shown to 
this day. 

Within the walls is a largo tank lined with hewn stone and having steps 
all around. The legend about the building of the city is interesting and may be 
found in Forbes’ Oriental M&noir$, vol. 11, It is said to have been built by 
Siddhar&ja Jayasiiiilia about a.d. 1100. Dabhoi was for a long time inhabited 
by Hindus only, no Musalman being permitted to reside within the walls or to 
wash in the tank, A young Muk&mmadar named Sayyid Bala, on a pilgrimage 
with his mother MAma Dukkri, in ignorance of the prohibition, ventured to 
bathe in the tank, and the BrAhmaijs prevailed on the RAJA to mutilate him, and 
he died. Mama Dukhri at once returned home and sued to her sovereign for 
redress. He sent a large army tinder his Vazir, which took Dabhoi after a long 
«iege. The Yazir had all the fortifications destroyed except the western face 
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and the four double gates. WhenMAmA Dukkri died, she "was revered as a saint 
and "'as buried in a grave near the Hint gate. By her tomb is a stone of ordeal, 
and the proof of innocence lies in being able to mizzle through the perforation 
in the stone. After this Dabbed was for many years almost deserted, When 
the Mu sal mans finally conquered Gujarat, Dabhoi became more populous, and 
was held by them lor two centuries. The Marat has then obtained possession 
of it, and partly rebuilt the walls. During the campaign of 1775 it submitted to 
Rag bob; l iVswA, who levied a contribution of three lakhs, which the Inhabitants 
were scarcely able to pay. In January 1780, General Goddard took the town 
on bis w ay to attack Fatesingk GtdkwAd, who however gave in and concluded a 
treaty with the English, Mr. James Forbes, author of Oriental ilfftMtotYi, was 
left as Collector of Dabhoi till the 24th April 1733, when the parganil of Dabhoi 
was with others handed back to the Mar&thas according to treaty. Dabhoi is 
now the chief town of one of the tuhikes of BarodA territory, aud has of late 
gained in importance by the State Railway joining it with M iyugilm station of the 
Bombay, Baroda and Central India line. 1 (See Archaeological Report, vol. II.) 

6- EArvAn, Dabhoi division, on the railway 5 miles east of MiySg&m. 
One of the four oldest and most famous scats of the worship of Siva, once had 
a large tank now broken up, with many ruinous old temples. Coins are occasion¬ 
ally found here. The tank called E;iydviruban and the remains of a host of very 
old temples in ruins. 

7. Karnitli in Sin or division, on the Narmada near the junction of the 
Uri or Gr—a sacred place containing the temples of SbmMvara, Kubcivsvara and 
HvakSSvara. 

3. Ambali. Temple of Aaus&yA the mother of Datta-Muni, a supposed 
incarnation of the Triad. 

9. Barkal, also on tho NarraadA. Temple of Vyasa Muni. 

10. Chanddd on the NarmadA, a famous sacred place. Temples of 
S£sha&i, Kail Viiv&vara MaluldAva, Kapilvara MahsLdcva and ChandikA Mata, 
mostly sculptured on the outer walls, (re) 

11. Navsari. A palace of the Gdikwad ; temple of Farivaniltba; temples 
of AsMpuri-MAti, Krishna, &c.; dargab of Makhtam Shih and Sayyid SaAdat, 
and an old Pirai Fire-temple. 

12. PaUiina, in the district of the same name, has two Hindu temples “ of 
some interest" and a large tank, 

13. Kamrej, the chief town of a sub-division, 20 miles from Navsari, on 
the south hitiik of the Tipti. (I) Temple of Sri Narad Brahma with a fine 
image in a subterranean vault. (2) Temple of Sri KAtllvaro. (8) Temple of 
MSkshanathn MahAdfiva visited by pilgrims to perform t he Ndrdyatut NthjUd and 
TrtpituU ceremonies. (4) Old temple of Sri Kalabhairava. 

14. VariAv, 2 miles from Surat, has two Hindu temples and a large 
mosque. 

15. Mahuva, on tho river PiirnA, “ A Jaina temple with a modest exterior, 
is an excellent piece of architecture inside. 1 '

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16. Umvi in the village of KhambhAliA, YiAra TAluka*—a famous hot-spring 
(see Ind. Ant, vol. I., p. 142). 

17. Sofigad, south of the TAptl Near it is what was once a very notable 
fortress and the town still contains the remains of several notable buildings and 
ruined temples. Near it, bat just within KMndesh, is the renowned fortress of 
Sillier. 

18. Rftpgad between Sohgad and Si'ilher, is a mined fort with a perennial 
spring on the highest point. 

19. Atarsumba on the Yatrak, in Dehgam, Kadi Zilla, with a ruined but 
striking fort with a fine gateway. 

20. Vagjhipur, 4 miles N, from Atarsnmba on the Mesvd. A temple of 
Utkanti^vara Mali ado va. 

21. Chatral, 5 miles from KalOl, has a well of some pretensions built in 
the time of Huh mud Bigarah, and repaired by MnMr&o Gaikwitd the JAgirdAr. 

22. Kadi. The Rang Mahil and Supra Mahal and other remains of old 
buildings. Temple of Yudh64vara MahAdcva. The Mandir of Gdsilvi Mabflrilja 
containing some elaborate carving. Temple of the KkAktii BAwA and others. 

23. AnMwadA Pat tan, the old capital of the ChAvada and Cbnulukya kings, 
but destroyed by the Muhammadans in the 13th century and still further despoiled 
by the MarAthas ; said to bare been built by VanarAja in a.n. 746. It contains 
a few fragments only of its former greatness. In a Email temple near the 
post-office”is a figure of Siva and PArvati with an Inscription dated Sarii. S02, 
A small fragment remains of the RAni's vt dr ; and sculptured stones are seen 
everywhere built into walls; and until recently sculptured marbles were dug for 
all over the ancient site to burn into lime. The KhAn Sarovar tank is a large 
stone-faced reservoir, with three sluices into it (a). The modern Pat ban lies to 
the N. E. of the old city of AnbRw&dA. There are many dargahs in and around 
it, and several Jaina temples. Among the former is the tomb of Shekh Farid in 
the river at old Pattan with a very fine carved ‘ceiling (tt). 

Inscriptions An important one of the Khadataragocbba Jainas in the Jaina 
temple of VA&i P&rlvanAtha, dated Sarii. 1651 (a.d. 1594); and a copperplate 
grant in Ddvandgarl in possession of a Br&hmsn said to be dated in Sarii. 802. 
In a Jaina temple is a figure of YanarAja with an inscription bearing this date 
also (a). 

24. Cbinasama in Yadav&li sub-division. The largest Jaina temple in the 
BarodA territory, dedicated to PurSvanAtba and built about fifty years ago at a 
cost of 7 lakha of rupees raised by subscription. It is built of lihrAngadhra 
stone and very richly carved, with numerous spires. The interior is rich and 
floored with marble. 

25. KunsAgar, 12 miles from ChAnasama and not far south of Anhilw&dfi, 
Pattan. The remains of an immense reservoir on the course of the Rupen, 
attributed to Ksrna, the father of SiddliarAja Jay arid ilia. It was destroyed by a 
flood in 1814, 

26. Bechar. Bceharflji’s temple is on the N. W. border of the Kadi 
division, about 23 ratios from the town of that name and 15 miles south of 
CMn&sama, 1-J- mile 3.E. of Sarikhalpur and near the British frontier of Viram- 
gAm. It has numerous surrounding buildings, and is enclosed in a fort, the 
south gateway of which rises to a height of 50 feet. The original temple was 
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built by Safrkhal RAja in a. d. 1152, tho second or Madhyasth&iia was built 
by a ilardtlia, and the third or largest by His Highness ManiiivaiAT Gaikwftd 
in a. d> 1779 — 1791. 

27 . Siddhapur, in the Kadi District, on the Saras vati river, 64 miles N. of 
Ahmadabad on tho railway. (1) Some fragments of the great RudramAlu 
temple, built of stones of gigantic size and elaborately carved, by SiddharAjn, 
destroyed by Alau’d-diu Khtini, still remain, and a beautiful Kirttistambha, from 
which, however, the tCrana and sculptures in the pediment have been taken away 
since K, Forbes wrote his /Ms Mdld. The city having been an old capital of tho 
Chalukya kings deserves examination. The Kirttistambha should be conserved {a-). 

(-) On the opposite side of the river is a large square and very plain 
building, the dharma&lE of the Kevalapuri Go sains built by Abalyiibii of 
Indor. 

(3) Temples of Siddhe.>vara MahAd^va and Xilakantha Mahadcva, built by 
Babilji Diwan about the beginning of the present century, 

(4) A temple at the bend of the Sarasvati to Bhutan&tha MahAdfiva — the 
lord of demons, with a pipal tree, under tho temple of Siddhesvara Mahadeva, 
into which the evil spirits of deceased devotees arc believed to pass. 

(5) Below tho pi-ccading are two smaller temples marking the spots where 
ladies immolated themselves as Sti/ts. 

(6) Temple of Gdvinda Mali fide vu in tho town, contains two images, both 
of Krishna. 

The other chief temples are those of (7) Rauchodji, (8) Sahasrn KtiR Matil, 
(9) Syumji Mandir, (10) Svami NYirtlyana, (11) Gfisilvi Mah&r&ia, (12) Khardan 
Rishi. (13) Kapil & Muni, (14) Lakshmi -N urayau a, (15) Goptn&thji, (16) 
Govardliansuiathji, (17) RaghumUbji, (IS) Gannpati, (19) Brah m ?indesvara 
Mahiideva, (20) Arbudfisvara Mahadcva, (21) V&lkMvara Hahadflva, (22) 
SiddhaniUha MsilEdfiva, (23) the M6ksha Pipal tree, and (24) Khak Chauk. 

The chief tanks are : (25) the Bindu Sarivar, one of the, four most sacred 
tanka in India, (26) the JfiyAna Vapiki, and (27) the Alpa SarGvar. 

28. Daithali or Dadhiathala, on the Saras vati. Near it is Man dikds vara— 
a sacred place. 

29. Atlior, 15 miles from Siddhapur A celebrated temple of Gonapati, 
and the Ganapatlya dharmasitlA. 

30. Unja, 8 miles S. of Siddhapur. A largo temple of the KadavA Kunbis, 
built about 1*53 in the style of the Jain a temples. 

31. Kanoda on t he Ruptfn, about 10 mi les W. of Me s An a in the Kadi 
tiluka, has a ruined temple with some fine old Hindu carved pillars («t). 

32. Yadnagar, 9 miles N. W. of Visaluagar. (1) A large and substantial 

chavadi, with arches ornamented with rich carving, (2) Two kirUistambhas in a 
good state of preservation. (3) Temple of Hatk&svara MabMdva to the west of 
the town, the walls of it covered with sculpture quaint and suggestive (a). (4) 

Two good Srsvaka temples. (5) Several other Hindu temples. 

33. MudhArA, about 16 miles W. from Jagudan railway station; called in 
the legends Modherapura and Modhubankpattaiia. It gave name to tho M6dh 
Brahmans. It has a fine ancient Saiva temple of the 12th century—a gem of 
the ChAlukya style, either the KarneSvara or Ksmianaru Praaild of GujarAt 
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history- Id front of the temple is the fine Situs Chauri, and a tank, the Bima 
Kimd. Part of the remains seems to have been recently carried away. The 
whole is well worthy of preservation (n), 

34 Wagel, 14 miles S. W. from Pattan, lias a temple similar to that at 
Mudhera, only not so fine; also a fine tank, and some four-sided Pdliyas. 

35. Pallej- Near this are said to be sonic interesting old temples. 

3G. Sarotri or Sarotra, 5 miles from Sarotri station—a very old village 
with many Inscriptions. 

37. Kantoj near PauchiLsai', Some Jaiua temples. 

38. Vishroda : has vestiges of an ancient town similar to those found at 


Wall*. 


39. M ’ nr: Has a multilateral tank and a mosque with an Inscription, of 



which a fac-simile is desiderated. 


40. Sankhesviira, is an old Jaina tirtba and has some temples. 

41. Psiiichiisar, is an ancient CLauda capital, but has no striking remains. 




XXII.^-PALAXPUR jxp radhanpur. 

1, Kascra—^belonging to the Tharfcd estate in the Einki^j Zilb ■ An ancient 
temple built of diflerent coloured sandstone in layers highly carved and ornament 
ed. The carving and projecting portions of the work have suffered much from 
time, but the structure itself, except the upper portions of the iikhara, is well 
preserved, the temple being almost entire. The plan is that of a central mandapa 
with three shrines, one at each side, as well as the usual one at the bach Its 
greatest length is about 30 feet. It is dedicated to Vishnu. The idol which it 
originally contained of Ghatmbhuja was, it is said, carried away by the Emperor 
AWd-din. Tradition ascribes the temple to Gandharvasenn. The present 
structure is evidently of a very old date, say 400 or 500 years, What is supposed 
to be the symbol of an ass’s hoof occurring in the ornamentation of this temple 
as m all those which are said to have been built by GandharvasHno, is perhaps 
connected with the origin of the legend of its age, which also states that he 
assumed t he form of an ass during the day, resuming that of a man during the 
night. The symbol, however, is really the same as that occurring so frequently 
on most Bauddha and Hindu works of early date, and which is now known as 
the “ Chaitya window “ ornament. 

2, TVilo ; 4 miles or so X. of this village is another ancient temple in a 

J ungle far from any habitation. It is a MaMdtiva temple of the usual kind, which 
ias been restored, all the upper part being comparatively modern and built over 
tho old portion, which i$ of carved sandstone. It is surrounded by a low wall 
and its preservation is doubtless due to tho fact of its having been restored and 
its sanctity preserved. There is, however, no custodian or indeed anyone living 
in or near it, 

3, LotSsvsrn in Radhanpur, not far from MudliCri, Has four kundas 
forming a cross, and a temple of Lot&yara MaMdiva. 

4. Jhmjflw&da, is an old Hindu fortress with gateways profusely sculp* 
tured and a multilateral tank (see Archeological Reports, vol* II), 

5. Chandra vat!, in the extreme north of Gujarat, an early capital whore 
there are extensive remains of temples and other buildings of the best ago of 
Hindu architecture, but which have been terribly despoiled,—indeed, made a 
quarry by the neighbouring towns and villages (see Fergusson, bid. and E. Arch., 
p, 239; Tod's Western Indio), 
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i, Thin, (1) Opposite the town on the west side of the tank on the east is 
the temple of YasukimUha, supposed to have been built about 450 years ago. It 
measures 17 feet by 10 and is supported by 4 pillars. All classes of Hindus ro* 
verence Yisukinatha as a god. It belongs to a Mali ant, At it Itev&gurji, who is the 
head of a monastery at Thau. Two villages and some more landed property yield¬ 
ing an annual revenue of about 4000 rupees are granted for defraying the 
necessary expenses appertaining to this temple. Close to the temple there is a 
well (»<2a) having two entrances, built about the same time. The whole town 
with its adjoining lands, and particularly this vav, abound in serpents. In this 
town people have a firm belief iu the sanctity of the 11 YSsuki.” They consider 
him as their deity, and would never run the risk of saying anything against him. 
This temple is said to have existed long prior to tho time when the town was 
built. Tho local legend is as follows: Once Abher&j, tho chief of Lakhtar, was 
wandering in search of bullocks in the jungle which is said to have then existed 
all about the site of Thin. He saw from a distance smoke arising from the 
place where the temple at present stands. The chief came up and saw the 
Mahant Sbkhdevagarji, who welcomed him greeting him by his name Abheraj 
although they had never seen each other before. The Thakor, astonished at this, 
bowed to the Mahant, who ordered him to re-populate the place, some old remains 
of an ancient village being visible there. The Thikor asked for some boon or 
blessing, which the Mahant refused, but said that the serpent-deity would grant 
it. He encouraged the cliief to hold his hand before the serpent, which ho did. 
Tho cobra raised his hood to grant the asked-for boon, but the TMkor losing 
his courage withdrew Ids band, so that the hood fell on the tip of one of his 
fingers. The Mahant Sukhdevagarji then told him that every third ruler on 
the gtldi of Lakhtar should be a minor or child. 

Before the temple was built there was only a ** Ih'ifadA,” or mound of earth 
in which the serpents hide themselves, which is still preserved in the temple. 
The present Mahant Kevdgarji daily pours down a hole in the M Rsifadi ” a ser 
of cow’s milk. It is said that if the person who pours the milk be unclean, or 
if the milk be that of a cow not more than ten days after calving, it is thrown 
out by the serpent. 

On some Sati PAliyAs near the temple may be read the dates Sariivafc 1720, 
1772, 1792, &c. 

TMn is situated in the district of “ Pefich&l,” belonging to the father of 
Draupatli, the common wife of the Pfindavas, 

(2) Srttiviiv is a v^v or well, hewn in the rock, at a little distance from the 
town to the north of the eastern gate. It is 38 by 17 feet. The descending 
flights of steps are also cut out of the same stone. People believe that if a 
woman who has too little milk in her breasts for her child goes to this v&v, 
eweeps its steps with her bodice, immerses it in the water and puts it ou drip¬ 
ping, her breasts will burst out in thin streams of milk as soon as she returns 
home. People from distant places resort to this vav for tho attainment of this 
object. About the vav there are one or two P&liy&e, one of Sain vat 1774. 

J From tto return of RiUi S4beb Gon&lji Si'irbhli Dwli, EducatiumJ Inspector^ with numerous 
and additions bj Colonel J. W. W&tflOP, 
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(3) Hingldj cave is situated near this SafcMv in the east It is also 
hewn out of tho rock and measures IS by 15, by 7 feet. The entrance is stiffi- 
cicnt for a man to enter in* There appear to have been two pillars to support 
the reof of the care, and there are ten raised seats supposed to be those of 
ancient saints for sitting in meditation. In the cave there urn five images, on® 
that of Hinglaj and the other four of other goddesses. 

(4) Bbidabhanjan cave is to the south at a little distance from Thiin. It 
is cut in the rock and is 1 1 by 14, by / feet. It has also ten hewn seats outside 
the cave on the right. There is no image inside, but there aro two seats on the 
south and east walls and a raised bench along the west side. 

(5) Muni Bawl’s Dewal is two or three miles to tho south of Thiln on a 
hilly ridge forming the western bank of a large tank and close to the MahAnadi, 
and may have been built when tho bdivl was thrown across tho river, perhaps in tho 
t4th century. It is dedicated to S'iva and is partly ruined, Ifc is built of red and 
white stouo, richly sculptured inside in a spirited stylo resembling those on the 
Pawagmlh Mil in Gujarat, It Las three domes supported by°lG pillars, It 
measures 36 by 25 feet. There is one broken lihga about 2 feet high, together 
with some broken images of goddesses. They are said to have been broken 
by tho Muhammadans. 

According to a local tradition some horses belonging to Maghdbhui of Junsl- 
gadh were taken away by the renowned thieves Khaprd and Kodiyil who lived 
about this place. The return journey of over 100 miles with the stolen animals 
was accomplished in so short a time as passed between the setting of tho sun 
and the rising of the moon in the same night, so that neither the sun nor tho 
moon might be witnessed of their guilt. MaghAbhai asked KhApril and Kodiy;i 
for the horses, but they would not admit having taken them. Maghabhai there¬ 
upon uttered a curse, “ should you have made off with the horses, this pond 
shall burst.” The curse is said to have beeu realized by the instant bursting of 
the pond and giving rise to the river MahitnadL 

(6) Surya temple, is a mile north of Than on a hill which was originally 
the old fort of Kandbld, and close to Songadb, the fort on the adjacent hill, ft 
is said to have been originally built 1000 years ago, but it was entirely do* 
stroyed by Kartalah Khan of Ah marl A bad in 1692. The temple is said to 
have been erected by L&khft FAhlm. The present temple is built of old materials, 
and plain. It is SO by 28 feet and supported by 38 pillars, of which 8 are new. 
It contains two images of Silrya and of his wife, here called Iian Ad A This tem¬ 
ple is enclosed in a compound having stone walls and other smaller temples. 

There is one inscription of Saiiivat 1432 (a.d. 1376), which is read thus:—

(7) The temple of MaMdGvaat TrinCtra, commonly called “ Tarnfitar/’ is 
6 miles to the north of ThAn in D6rd Pah dial. This temple is said to have been 
built by the king MAndhati in the SatyayAga. The interior and exterior of the 
temple are highly sculptured all over with various forms and figures, but is 
weather-worn. It measures inside 40 by 30 feet. Ifc probably dates from the 
11th or 12th century. The original lihga having been broken, it has been 
replaced by two others one after the other. There is a pool or reservoir of water 
in front: forming three sides of an oblong, and having two descending flights of 
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stops oa both sides. The space containing water is 200 by 32 feet. The temple 
along with the reservoir is enclosed by a compound wall out of repair. A largo 
fair ia annually held here ou the 5th and Gth of BbAdarvA Sitdh, when 30,000 or 
40,000 persona collect from the surrounding dist ricts. Outside the compound 
in the east are some PsiliyAs carved in high relief. The figures on them have 
their hands joined as if in prayer. On one the date “ Saiiivat 1282'’ can be read 
with difficulty. 

2. Sithfi, 10 miles N.W, of WadhwAu under Dhr&ngadhrft : ou the east about 
a mile from the villages is the fine tank of CbandrAsar built by Chandrasingji, 
a late chief of Hal wad, Saiiivat 1065. It is multilateral in form, built of stone 
on all sides and measuring about 500 feet by 400. The style ia quite plain. 
" Saiiivat 1524” with the following £16ka is found inscribed in one of the 
stones:—

There is a small temple ou the bank of this pond. The words ‘utiwt 
were inscribed on the upper part of the door frame. This led people to conjec¬ 
ture that some treasure was buried underneath, and hence the mined state of 
the temple, 

3. Stlehi, about 15 miles S, W. from Wadhw&n : has an artificial lake about 

700 yards long and 300 broad. It is very old and said to have Ijeen built by 
Siddharaja Jayaaimha. The yearly collection of silt has considerably reduced 
its depth ; yet if properly filled with water it suffices for the people of the place 
for the whole year. r 

4- Wadhwhn. (1) The temple of RAnlk Bevi ia a simple ckhatri at a little 
distance from the northern wall of the town. It ia said to have been built 
by Siddharaja Jayasimha about 750 years ago to the memory of a Sati, ami ia 
about 20 foot high and 44 feet in circumference. It is sculptured. (See Forbes’ 
Eds MdM.) 

(2) The MMhava VAv in the town of Wadhwan near the western gate 
called LfikM Pol, is 188 feet 9 inches by 22 feet 2 inches, and 80 feet deep. The 
stylo is bold and ornate. It lias six arches, the lowest of which has six storeys 
above it. There is a flight of fourteen steps between each two arches. At the top 
near the Kothi there is a stone mortar or pot seven feet dcop. An under¬ 
ground pipe goes to a well in the DarbSigadh, so that water was easily taken 
through the pipe during the Holi holidays. It is styled Mdbava VAv after 
Midhav, a Nugar by caste and KArbhiri to Karan GholA, tbo last king of Gujar&t, 
and who is said to have brought the MusalmAne to PuIan in revenge for the 
seduction of his wife. In the side walls are mutilated images, one of Hanumun 
and the other of Bhairava, which are said to have been broken by AlAu’d-din 
Khftni. 

There is an Inscription- of Saiiivat 1350 (a.d. 1296) in a niche under the 
arch, which reads on one side—

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(3) Gang"! ViW, near the eastern gate, which is called tie SiAtii Pol. 
It is of six storeys and measures 150 by 70 feet, and G- feet deep. There are 
five arches in it having storeys above them. In tho third arch is an in sc r ip tic u 
in which the date “ Samvut 1226, Phiilgun SMi 3rd'* is legible. 

(4) ilahdvira Sv&mfs temple on the bank of the river in tho north-east of 
the town, dates probably from about the llth century, and is built in the ordi¬ 
nary Jaina style. 

( i) Half a mile from tho south gate called tho KMrvfl. Pol is a v;iv 
near the garden belonging to Piljii'ft]. It measures 00 by It feet. It lias 
three arches; the storeys above two of these arches have been ruiiieih T lie re 
is an Inscription some part of which, though almost illegible, can with difficulty 
be thus deciphered:—

5. Between Wadhwan and KhaniisanA, about a k&s to the north-west of the 
latter, is tho cave of KhamisAnA called Dholidhaj—a natural cavity about IS 
inches square. All about hers there was a thick grove, which was washed away 
by the heavy inundation of in Samvat 1922. It is a very old place, but 

no inscription is known to exist. Lately some rooms have been budt near this 
cave by the WadhwAn DarbAr for ascetics to live in. The local legend is as 
follows : There were two white lt Bainchalie” (heavenly eh e-goats) which used 
to pour their milk on an ascetic who lived there. These liamchaiis were seen by 
a shepherd who disclosed tho mystery to the public, and hence the name of tho 
cave is Dholidhaj. Formerly tho grove about was said to be the resort of lions 
and timers, but now it having been washed away by the river it is not difficult of 
access” It is said that the cave has two subterranean passages, ono leading to 
Abil and the other to Girnar. 


0 Hal wad, about 20 miles west of DfiritngadhrA, dates from about a.P. 
1446:* it was the capital of the JMlis after KhlnV and before Dhiimgadhra 
There is a fine palace about 250 feet square, erected in 1709 a. d. by UAjA brf 
Jaswautsinghji, and bears an Inscription to that effect. I here aij said to bo 
some fine carved wood screens in the interior. A large number of Sati PAbyis 
.near tli0 town date from a.d* 1 G33» 

7. Divesvara, about 3 miles north from Chotilit, has a small temple of 
Mahldeva. 

8. Jliin jlmwAckl, 32 miles K.W. from ViramgAm ; The old gates, of the llth 

or 12th century resemble those of Dabhoi. It has also a fine large tank in good 
repair resembling but superior to that at..near CMndod m Gujari .

The Trail around the temple was built by the late DivAn Amarjt. The court¬ 
yard, which is 109 feet by 12A, contains, besides the temple proper, a dharma- 
*A1A and a temple, smaller in sine, dedicated to Baladfiyji, brother of Krishna, 
The temple proper consists of the vestibule and the idol chamber. A dome 
covers the vestibule and a xiMiara, is over the shrine decorated with niches and 
mythological carvings on its walls. The courtyard was also paved by the 
DivAn Araarp. 

( 2 ) llovatikund. The courtyard of the temple of Dimodarji communi¬ 
cates with the Kdvatikwrul, which is 65 feet long and broad. It has two Inscrip¬ 
tions. Tim huiid has niches filled with images. Its water is considered holy 
and pilgrims are required to bathe in this kund prior to their bathing in the 
Ddmodarkuiid.

( 3 ) The temple of Muchabtuida is very small and has a cell, which can 

only be entered, from the shaft of a well. 

(41 Near the monastery of PyArA Blwii are nine caves cut in the rock. 
These caves, once inhabited by PyirA BawA and bis disciples, are now overgrown 
with grass and very filthy* Besides these there are seven caves cut in the south 

aide of the rock (see Archml^ical Report, voh II). „ 

(5) The Uparkot. contains a large cave, the Jama Maspd, Adichacb vuv and 

T ° The upper storey of the cave is 37 feet long and 31^ feet broad , and_ has si* 
pillars, on the capitals of which figures are carved, which are corroded.* Tim 
storey leads to a small bath. The lower storey is 44 feet long and broad. 
Figures are carved on the capitals and three walls are also decora Led with a belt 
of carving. A hole in the roof admits sufficient light* The ^ hole depth of the 
cure 13 29 feet, (Sec Archmlojical Report, vol. H„ and Hews oj Somandtha, 
Gimdr, &c.) 
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(6) The JamA 1 Masjid is 137^ feet long, 9G feet broad and 19 feet high. 
Its roof is supported by 1-10 pillars. On the east is a li6j or bath* now disused. 
(See Arehceologieal Report, vol, II.) 

(7) The Adichadi viv and Noglian well. Tlie former is cut through a large 
stratum of stone, but the step® are entirely destroyed for the greater part of the 
descent. The water, though drinkable, is not used. The latter well, though 
sunk very deep, does not contain water and is entered by a flight of step®. 

(8) The roof of the old gate Uparkot is Supported by four arches carved 
after the Hindu fashion. 

(9) Tombs of the NawiVbs of Jflnlgadh, The platform on which the 
MftqarM of Ahmudkhfmji stands is 21f (?) feet long and broad. The whole 
building is decorated with Muhammadan sculpture, and the doors of the room 
containing the grave, with brass work. There are five domes with spires and 
small minarets not higher than the spires. 

The Mtiqarbis of Buh&durkbAnji and Lldadi Bihi are of the same descrip¬ 
tion but differ in the kind of sculpture. The platform of the former is 
feet and that of the latter is 2GJ feet long and broad. The doors of the latter 
are ornamented with ivory work. The average height of these Aliujarbus is 43 
feet. Besides these, there are nine AlfiqarbAs, different in size but not larger 
than those described. 

(10) Tank of Bhavnnath or Mrigikimd. This tank is 23£ feet by 31^-, It 
is shallow and in a dilapidated state. Beside it is the old temple of Bhavanftth, 
which is 36* feet long, 20 feet broad and 2L| feet high. It is built of stone and 
has nine small domes undecorated with sculptures. There is an inscription 
carved ou the threshold of the shrine, which is illegible. 

(11) Bordevi. There is a small temple at the foot of the Giraftr Hill 
dedicated to this goddess. 

(12) Khengtrvav, About fi miles west of Jimiigadh is the KhengurvAv, 
which is 18£ feet by 123. There ai'e two storeys over the lower part of the steps. 
The upper storey is supported by nine round pillars and leads to the balconies 
looking over the water. The lower storey is also supported by the same number 
of pillars, which are decorated with images carved on them. This vav is iu a 
ruined condition. 

(13) Nearly half way from J&ntLgftdh to the tank of DAmodarji, is the rock 
bearing three inscriptions of Asdka, Sjkandagupta and RudradAman. 

(14) Caves of Nava DurgA. No caves are dedicated to these Mat As, but 
their images are carved in the side of a rock. The images are plastered with rod 
stuff. 

(15) Mai Ghudhechi. Within the confines of the StMu of Mai Ghndhgchi 
in the northern part of Jdnagndb is the small cave of 1 hi tar containing lus tomb. 
Near this is a masjid 39 feet long and broad. From the sculpture on the door 
frame and the form of the pillars, which are thirty in number, it seems to have 
been formerly a Hindu temple, dedicated to Mahadeva. There is ati Arabic m- 
Bcriptian carved on the lintel. The St him of MM Ghadbochi is a large cave 54 feet 
long, 4GJL bread and 231 high. Within the cave is a small temple dedicated to 
Mai Ghadhdchi It has a small rough dome imdecorated with sculpture. South of 
this temple is an oblong hall, the roof of which is supported by sis pillars. The 
entrance of the cave is supported by four pillars. 

(1G) Near the Sthftn of MAi GbadliAchi are the five caves of KMprA Kndii, 
all communicating with one another and containing 59 pillars, in the capitals of 
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which were carved the forms of animals, particularly of lions, parts of which are 
still risible. The caves are not looked after. There is a Persian inscription on 
a wall of the third cave {see Archaeological Report, vol. II). 

10. VanthalL (1) The SDi'ajkutid is very old and considered a holy tank, 
in which the inhabitants of the surrounding villages bathe on holidays. It is 32 
feet long and broad. 

(^) The Jama id stands in tho west of VanthalL It was a Hindu build¬ 

ing and is still known as a court of Balirdja. It was converted into a tnasjid, and 
is 1-43 feet long and 52 ^ feet wide. The courtyard contains some tombs and a 
small mflqarba. In the interior is a long hall 88i feet by 73 the roof of which 
is supported with (2 pillars, It has t domes decorated with sculpture. The 
images carved in the capitals of the pillars and in the concave part of the largest 
dome were knocked off by the Mu sal mins. There is a small dark room in °the 
southern part containing six pillars, one of which bears the following inscrib-

12. Mangrol. The Jamal 1 Masjid stands in the western part of the town. 
According to the inscription it was metamorphosed into a masjid by Samaskhin, 
Vfwir to Firuzsli&h, in 1364. It Is said that Blian Jethwil, wishing to remarry 
his divorced wife, referred to the Brahmans, who told him that he could only do 
so by marrying ISOO girls in one house at one time as atonement for the sin, 
and hence the origin of the building. It was built by him in Sam vat 1208 
(a.h. 1252). The Mil sat trains have broken off the sculptures and images in the 
inner part of the dome and those carved in tho capitals of ttie pillars. This 
mosque is 278 feet long and 256 broad, lias 9 domes, and its roof is sup¬ 
ported by SIS pillars. Il avail Masj id, according to an inscription in the interior, 
was metamorphosed in 1401 into a masjid by JilfFarkh/iti in the time of Muham¬ 
mad Taghlakh. The sculpture is pure Hindu. The images carved in the concave 
side of the domes bear testimony to its formerly being a Hindu temple. These 
images arc defaced or knocked otV from the niches. This mosque is 109 foot long 
and 90 feet broad and its roof is supported by 155 pillars. It has three domes 
without spires.

13, Delwidi, The JamY Mas] id stands near the western gate. Tt is 77 
feet long and 80 "feet broad and has two minarets 66 feet high. It is built of 
stone and its roof is supported by 20 pillars. Copy of an inscription on a grave

14, Gupta Prayig is composed of three kunds or tanks connected with one 
another. Their names are Prayiignokuud, Sarasvatmokiiiuland Jamimijinokuiul. 
Their average length and breadth is 150 feet. The water of these tanks accu¬ 
mulates in the Pray sign ok iinrl, whence it flows into the sea. Besides these, there 
are three kunds more, viz., Brahmagnytt, Rndragayi and Vishnugayi to the north. 
The dead from Detwudu and Una are brought there to be burned, it being con¬ 
sidered a place of great sanct ity. 

15, Yejalkotbo is the name given to a small hill about 15 miles north-east 
of Utnl, It is now a barren hill, but was formerly the abode of Vejal Yajo, chief 
of a predatory tribe who conquered Uni from Chau dm bid Ojra. 

16, Uni- The JaituV Mnsjid is said to have been a temple of Siva and 
Mali when Chanclmbal reigned at Una. The building is purely Hindu, It was 
built of stone and its roof is supported by 80 pillars. 

The jnusjid of HuzratsMh stands at a little distance north of Uni. It is 
300 feet long and 120 feet broad, 

17, Till si %am, about 20 miles north of Una, On entering the place 
there is a hall on the right where pilgrims, particularly mendicants, receive the 
stamp (or brand) of the Sabkha and Clmkra on tlieir hands. The courtyard 
contains two small temples of Hanuman and Siva, The vestibule is entered 
from the east and contains stone benches attached to the walls, and its dome 
is supported by 1 2 pillars. The chamber between the vestibule and the shrine 
has three store-rooms and 12 pillars that support its dome. Next to this is the 
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chamber containing tlic idol of SyAmji, 2£ feet high, placed on a small platform 
4 feet high. At the district* of about. 50 yards are the hot-springs, seven in 
number. The temple is very old and built of Stone. 

About two miles east of TuUi Syam is a small ditch called Bhimehas, into 
which the river Zameri falls from a height of 12 feet. It is about 150 feet long, 
7| feet broad, and 10 feet deep, Near it is a small temple dedicated to 
Xuntiji, mother of Bhizn a. It is said that Bliima struck a plough share against 
the ground and got water for Ms mother, and hence the name of the place. 

18. Sft trapudA. The temple of Chavanesvam stands between the viJlage and 
the beach with the Chavankuinl in front. Tins kuud or tank is 20 feet long and 
18 feet broad. Its water Is considered holy, and people from surrounding 
villages bathe in it on holidays. 

There is an old temple of the sun near the beach at a little distance from 
the Clinvankund with the Sftrnjkund in front. The temple is in a decaying state 
and the inscription on the door frame is corroded. The words that are legible 
are 33". It is about 30 feet long, 13 feet wide and 30 

feet high. 

19. Dhamlej. Chakra Tirilia, otherwise called Vishnu Gay A, is a tank to 
the west. It is 40 feet long and broad. There is the following inscription in 
Bdlbodh character, carved on a stone lying under a pipal tree

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2 D* Kadv&r, a villages between S&trdp&rUL and Patfan, has a very old temple 
of Var&haji built after a peculiar fashion. It is said that this temple was built 
by the brother-in-law of a king called Xanda. The temple is about 40 feet long, 

33 feet wide and 20 feet high, and is very old. Its dome is supported by 12 square 
pillars* It is built of stone and its cross beams are made of sandal-wood. South¬ 
east of this temple is the Vai&hakund* which is 30 feet long and broad* 

21* Tho cave-temple of Gorakhamadhi, is entered from the north and con¬ 
tains the images of GftrtikhnMha and Machh find ran fttha. It is 30 feet long and 
broad. The head of tho monastery has a grant of twelve villages for necessary 
espouses. 

22 . Yerftva! Pattan. (1) About 10 miles fromPattan are tho two tanks known 
as the Prilcliikunds through which the river Surasvati flows. Near this tank is 
the old pi pal tree, called Pr&chi-pipal. At a distance of about 25 yards north 
of these tanks is tho image of MMLavr&iji placed in the Sarasvati under the 
shade of the jamb ft tree. The place is considered holy and is visited by pilgrims 
and those who suffer from evil spirits, 

(2) The old temple of Sftman&t hi i stands on tho sea-shore. Most of it is 
destroyed and its materials are used by the people for building purposes. The 
standing part consists of two chambers covered with domes which arc decorated 
with sculpture and niches filled with mythological images. The first dome is 
supported by 65 pillars and the second dome is a Mkharit. What remains is 
!>0g- feet tong, 68 feet broad and 48 feet high. It is said that this templo*was 
built in the Yalabhl year 850, 

(3 ) The new tern pie of S Am anfttha was built by Almly sLMi of I ndo r in Sam vat * ■ 
1830. The courtyard is 127 feet long and 82 feet broad, and the temple proper 
is 3*J feet long and broad and 42 feet high. The court contains a dharmasftlu built 
by Yitbal Dftviiji, late Diwftn to the tiailcwM of Barodi, and two small temples 
of Annnpftrnd and GaiiapatL, The temple has three domes built after the 
Musalimin fashion. The shrine contains the Hit get of Saftldesvara and under it 
is a cell 12 feet long and broad containing the litiga, of Soman&tha. The domes 
arc supported by 32 pillars. Pattan is considered a place of great sanctity and 
people from different parts go there to visit the temple and bathe in the 
Triveui, i. e. the confluence of the three rivers, the Sarasvati, Hirauya and Kapilft. 

(4) The Jami n Masjid at Pattan, formerly a Hindu temple dedicated to the 
sun, is very old and stands in the blsftr. It is built of stone and decorated with 
fine sculpture, which is purely Hindu, It is 111 feet by 171 and its roof is sup¬ 
ported by 251 pillars. The Sftrajakund is turned into a tuij or both. 

(5) A Jain a temple, converted into a dwelling house by the Mu salmons, 
stands in the bftzftr near the Jama* Masjid alluded to in tho above para. Its 
domes and pillars are sculptured. Under the building is a cave 35 feet by 
474 divided into sis chambers. It is built of stone, but contains no inscription. 

(6) Tho temple of Bhidift, properly Bkidbhatijana Malutdcva, stands on the 
beach between Pattan and Yeraval. It is about 40 feet high, 137 feet long and 22 
feet wide. It is built of stone and its dome is supported by 20 pillars. 

J7) Between Verslval and Pattan is the tank of BhilM, which is 25 feet 
by 37* This tank derives its name from a Bin'll ft or Bhalodi, i.e. a shaft of an 
arrow. Krishna was killed here by a Bhitl named Val with an arrow.

23, Mandor, G tulles N. E. of SomnltH PiUtar.i, a ruined site, with six 
Buddhist caves, all with inner cells, 

24. JAmwila. There are also some solitary eaves in the bank of the 
Si D H 7 a Y di river. One at the ruined site of Vair&t, and one close to Jan wad la 
in the centre of the Grir forest a few miles north of ChheM. 
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of the monastery, has a grant of three villages for defraying the expenses. A fine 
gh&t 125 feet long is built on the bank of the river Ubeu. This ghat communi¬ 
cates with the temple, 

26. Girn&r hill near Jun^gadh, the ancient Ujjayanta. At a short dis¬ 
tance from Jun&gadh, on the way to Girmtr, is the rock bearing the inscriptions 
of Aloka, Skundagupta, and Rudradaman. At an elevation of about 2700 feet 
is a largo and fine group of Jaina temples, with numerous imcrlptioM, which 
will bo found collected in the Appendix, with rough translations. On the 
summit of the hill is a temple of Ambl M.itil, the foundation of which at least is 
probably of very early date. For an account of the Jaina temples on Girnar, see 
ArchoeoL Survey Reports, vol. If. 

3 . —Baba fti awa d. 

27. About 10 miles south-west of Dedan is the S&na Bill. It contains 
many Bauddha caves; most of them aro overgrown with grass and there are 
tanks in the front of the caves containing fresh water. Most of them are in a 
dilapidated state. (See Archaeological Reports, vol. II.) 

28. Siyill BiJt abounds in ruined tanks’and vAvs, most of which are buried. 
There are at present about 30 vavs containing a little water and one old tank 
called GangA TalAo, which is 150 feet square. From the inscriptions and mate¬ 
rials of the ruined houses and temples now used by the people for building pur¬ 
poses it appears that there once existed a nourishing town here. Four marble 
stones bearing inscriptions are in the fields of this island. Copies of these in¬ 
scriptions are as follow” 5—

29. Porbandar. (1) In the east of the town is the old temple of Etlddri^- 
vara which is 54- foot long and 42 feat wide- It was repaired by B&i Sri RLfcp&liba 
mother to the present diief, in Saiiivat 1894 The temple is built of stone and 
the dome of the maudapa is supported by 2d pillars* The shrine is small and ban 
a sifckara.^ The courtyard is enclosed by a stone wall, having a gateway in the 
east, and is 141 feet by 141 containing a dharma^thl and KfidArktt^id, a small tank. 

(2) Lhe temples of Lahkflsvara and Diidhfllvara have One mamjapa, and 
are in the north of the town. They are very old and built of stone. The ground 
floor is 39 feet by 51 feet and the dome of the mandapa is supported by 32 pillars 
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and has some sculpture. The tikhavcts of the shrine are 37 feet high and conical 
in form. 

(3) The Shrja temple is the oldest, and stands m the middle of the town. 
It appears from an inscription in the interior that it was rebuilt by Bhausali 
KalyArtji Shavji in Sauivat 1918 (1862 a.d.). It is about 81 feet long, 33 feet 
broad and 37 feet high. It is built of stone and the dome of the mandnpa is 
supported by 36 pillars. The iihhara is, as usuhl, conical in form, 

(41 The temple of Siddhanatha is very small. 

30. Chhaya, about 2 miles from Porbantlar, contains a castle where the 
Jothwi princes are enthroned. 

31. Miy&nL (1) Wear this is the temple of Harsata Mata. It is about 72 
feet long, 57 feet wide and 60 feet high, The courtyard contains a d ban nasal A 
and a small room haring in it four idols, which, it is said, were placed there in 
memory of Jaghadusha and his family who built the temple. It Is very old and 
its dome is supported by 8 pillars, one of which bears tho words—

Tho former temple of this goddess stands on the KoilA Hill. It is very old 
and out of repair. Its length and breadth is 24 feet. 

(2) The temple of Khiru&svara MahAdevn, 5 miles north of Porbandar, 
was built, as its name indicates, by Khimaji and afterwards repaired by SulfAnji. 
Both these were chiefs of Porbandar, It is about 45 feet high, 51 feet long, 
and 45 feet broad. It is built of stone and its dome is supported by 6 pillars, 
A festival is held here on the 14th M&hi Yad, to which the inhabitants of the 
surrounding villages go. 

32. Bagavadar : half a mile from this is the temple of SAmAditya. It is very 
old, decorated with sculpture, and contains the idols of Sftrya and llandcl. It is 24 
feet by 30, The roof is supported by 18 pillars. Some part of this temple was 
pulled down by tho liana in 1868 a, a, as it afforded shelter to the VAgher mutineers, 

33. MAdhavpur. The only remaining part of the temple of MAdhavrai is a 
dome 45 feet high. Its lower part is buried under the ground. A new temple 
which was built by B&i Sri BAdibft in Sain vat 17S9 was afterwards extended 
and rebuilt by BAi Sri HAp&liM in Sariivat 1896. A festival, to which many 
people go, is hold here in commemoration of the marriage of Krishna with 
Kukmani. 

34. A mar dad, near RAnawAo. About 5 miles east is the temple of Jad££- 
vara, which is 36 feet long and broad and J 5 feet high, 

35. The temple of Bilesvara stands in tho eastern part oE the IiardA Hills. 
It is 51 feet long and 45 feet broad. It is said that this temple was built and 
dedicated to BilCsvara by S A raj mail HMA, king of BundikotA, and that the liiuja 
was broken by AlAu’d-din Kkilji. It is built of stone and well sculptured, and is 
Very old. 

36. Yasavad, A masjul 150 foot long and 120 feet deep. It looks on to the 
river Vasavadi and contains a well, a bath and a bang]A of three storeys with 
wooden balconies decorated with carving. The south part of it is used by Muham¬ 
madan travellers as a halting place. There is a canopy supported by four pillars 
at each end of the ground floor. In the middle are three marble graves covered 
by a dome which is supported by 12 pillars. The greater part of the building is 
carved and it has 32 pillars. It is said that this masjid waa built by Ghori 
Bel urn.

Satbcx/aya.—'T he famous sacred tirtha of the Jainas at P^litAna is covered 
with temples mostly ranging from the 12th century a.d, downwards* 

The following inventory, translated from the Gujariti, gives the number 
of temples, the names of the builders, their dates, &o., in the nine^ Inks or 
enclosures of the hill, of which the principal is that of Mhlan&jaka Sri Adi^vara 
BhagavUn:— , 

The image {pratimti) of Sri AdiSvara Bhagav&n is in the principal 
temple of the first tuk, which goes by the name of the Vimala vasi Tuk. This temple 
was built by Javad&di, Sam, 1018. This was the 13th restoration (ttddhdm) 
and it is there stilL In the temple was placed a statue of Sri Adi^vara; the 
lGth restoration {uddh&nt-) was made in Sam, 1557 by Karmagfth of Chitod. 

1 . In the temple of Sri Mftlan&yak iidi^vara Bhagaviin the number of statues 
is 274, of which 176 are in the^principal gaihhhdrd and RafigaMandapa; of these 
17G, 56 including that of Sri Adis vara are in the qatkbhdrd, 90 in the Rahga 
Mandapa, 29 in the Omkdr and llriitMr, and 1 of Panchatirthi of stone (jpdsMna) 
in the middle of themaridapa. In all 176. 

Then there are 2 kausagiyds beside Mulanayakji, 2 of Nftbbir&ja and 
Marudj&vl seated on an elephant, 1 of JugaliyS. on an elephant, and 03 in the 
upper storey: of which, 33 are in the gambhdrd, 52 in the numdapa, 1 in the 
gwhbkdrd of Gautamasv^mi, 1 in the gambhdrd of Mahalnkshmi, 2 in that, of the 
Tapasis, 2 pair of feet (pnyttfin) in the mandapa, with 2 Tapasis. Total 93; 
grand total 274.

1. Tafcta. In the Makli hills, about 3 miles from the town, are the following 
Muhammadan tombs:— 

(1) The tomb of Sayyid Ali Shah Shir&zi is of brick on a masonry plinth, and 
plastered. The tomb is oblong, 48J feet by 33, and is roofed by a large and two 
small domes. It was built by the Jokhias. Sayyid Ali Sbir&zi died in 980 a.h. 
(1572 a.d.). There are inscriptions on some of the small tombs within the 
enclosure, but none on the Sayyid’s. 

(2) The tomb of Naw&b Amir Khulil Khan is in ruins. It was built during 
the Amir’s lifetime, or between 980 and 993 a.h. (1572—1584 a.d.), during the 
period that HlrzA Muhammad Bald KMn governed Lower Sindh, Naw&b Amir 
Khulil Khan is said to have left directions not to bury his body inside the tomb 
near it j and seven Hft.fi zes or religious devotees were buried within it. It stands 
in the middle of a courtyard, 150 feet square, and lias a stone foundation and 
plinth, but is built of glazed coloured bricks with a few perforated slabs introduced 
between them. It is octagonal outside but square inside, and is covered by a 
dome. Each side of the outer octagon is 24 feet, and the sides of the square 
within are 21 feet each. Inside are four tombs. 

Inscriptions :—On each of the four tombs inside is an Arabic inscription. 
There are also inscriptions on the outer walls of the building, 

(3) Tomb of Mrza Isakliun Tarkhan, said to have been built in 981 a.h, 
(a. 1>, 1573-74). It stands in a large court, within which are two minor court¬ 
yards. It is entirely of carved stone, with perforated slabs introduced in a few 
places. Alirzu Isakh&n was the first of the Turkhans who ruled in Lower 
Sindh, a.h. 962—980 (a.d. 1555—1572). 

Inscriptions ;—Arabic inscriptions arc carved on the slabs above the doorways 
of the courtyard, and on several of the small tombs enclosed in it, 

(4) Tomb of MirzA Muhammad Bnki Khftn, the son of Isa kb an Turkhftn, 
like No, 2 is also in a ruined state. It is said to have been built in 994 A,n. 
(1585 a. i),) and stands In the middle of a court 95 feet square. The foundation 
and plinth are of stone and the rest of glazed bricks. 

Imeriptiotofi :—Over the doors are stone slabs with Arabic inscriptions, 

(5) Tomb of Mirz& J&ni Beg bin Payend Beg and of Gbftzi Beg bin Jftni 
Beg Turkhan, is partially in ruins. It stands on a raised stone platform in the 
middle of a courtyard, and is octagonal, each side measuring 25 feet. The 
superstructure is of glazed bricks of the best descript ion. The stone slabs round 
the doors of the courtyard and of the Dargiili are elaborately and beautifully 
carved, and there ore perforated slabs or windows above the doors of the Dargah. 
Inside are three tombs : two of them of marble and one of stone. It was built 
in a.h, 1009 (a.d. 1599-1600). Mirza Jani Beg Turkhftn was the last of the 
Turkhftn rulers of Lower Sindh (a.h. 993—1008). GMzi Beg was governor 
of KandaMr, where he died, a.u. 1020 (a.d. 1610-11), and was buried here 
in 1022. 
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Inscriptions An Arabic inscription over the door of the courtyard ; another 
above the entrance to the Dargah ; others on the walls, and on each of the three 
tombs within. 

(61 Tomb of Diwin Shrufa Khftn is in ruins. It was built in a, h. 1049 
(a.d. 1038-39) in the lifetime of .Shrufa Khan, the grandson of Mir Aiak Arghun, 
and was Naytdb or minister to Amir Khdn until a.il 1054. It stands on a plat¬ 
form , and Is 38 A- feet square. The foundation and plinth are of stone, but the 
superstructure is of glazed coloured bricks. 

Inscriptions: -One in Persian, over the entrance, and others on several small 
tombs inside. 

(7) Tonib of Nawab Iaakhan is in good preservation. It was built in 
a.h. 1037—1054 (a.d. 1628 — 1644), while Nawib Amir Khan, son of Nawhb 
Khsim Khan, was governor of Sindh. The stone was brought from Sorath. It 
stands on a raised platform in the middle of n court, and is 70 feet square, built 
of stone throughout, the carving on which is very elaborate. It is surrounded 
by a verandah on carved pillars and an upper storey. The roof of the main 
building is a stone dome, and the verandahs arc also roofed with stone, though 
in some places small domes have been inserted at a later date. Stairs on the 
cast side lead up to the roof, 

Inscriptions :—In Arabic character over the entrance to the court, and on 
the eleven tombs inside. Nawilb Isakhfin died in A.n. 1054, 

(8) Duhgiranji Masjid or Amir Khusro Kbin's Masjid outside the town, 
was built in A.n. 997 {a.d. 1509) by Amir Khusro Khan. The foundation and 
plinth arc of stone, but the rest of the structure is of brick. It is 98 feet long 
by 48 deep, and has three bays with one central and two smaller domes. The 
interior is lined with coloured tiles. The Mihrdb or pulpit is of carved stone. 

Inscriptions :—Over the 3lehrdb is an Arabic inscription, and there are others 
on the 'walls below the springers of the domes. 

(9) Jami Masjid in the town of Tatti was begun in A.it. 1054 and com¬ 
pleted in 1057 (a.d. 1644—1647) but the floor was not laid till 1068. The 
foundation and plinth are of stone, the rest of burnt coloured bricks. The roof is 
formed of ninety*two domes, three of which arc very large and have their 
interiors lined with coloured tiles. It is 305 feet long by 170 feet deep. 

Inscriptions : —Over the archways of the two principal domes, on the east and 
west sides, in Arabic character. 

(JO) Tomb of Mirrii Tughral Beg, partially in ruins, was built in a.h. 1095 
(a,d. 1684). It stands on a platform in the middle of a courtyard and is entirely 
of carved stone except the outer covering of the dome. It is 10 feet square 
outside, and the dome is supported by 12 pilasters and columns, and rises from 
an octagon. 

Inscriptions: —On the tomb itself and over the north entrance in Arabic, and 
on the west side one in Persian. 

2. —Haidababad District. 

2. Daulatpur in More Taluka, about 80 miles N. from BaidaritMd :— 
Thul Kukhan, 8 miles S, E. from Daulatpur on the east side of the flai- 
darubtUl and Rohri postal road. This is a largo Bauddha sthpa, built of 
burnt brick and mud, and surrounded by a mound about G yards broad and 5 
or 6 feet high. Above this the gtftpa rises about 50 feet and has two bands of 
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pilasters, 20 in each storey,round the upper portion of the drum, which diminishes 
from 51 to about 46 feet 8 inches in diameter. The pilasters have moulded capi¬ 
tals and a cornice runs over them, but the top of the work has been ruined. The 
bricks measure 16' X11" by 3". There is no probable tradition of its origin or date. 

3, Shdhpur Chakar, in S&krand TAluka. A mile S. E. from this are some 
tombs of the Mirs of Khairpur. 

4. Mao Mubarak, 10 miles N. of Naushsliro station. An ancient mound, 
the site of an early stronghold {/atf. Ant., vol. Xh, p. 7), 

3. —SuiKAitPim District. 

5, May atari, 16 miles X. of Haidarabad :—(1) Jami Masjid, built A.n. 1213 
(a.d, 1S03) of brick with stone cornices and ornamented with carved stone and 
coloured tiles, about 86 feet by 32. 

Inscription over the archway at entrance of the main central dome giving tho 

date, 

(2) Dargah ofPlr Rnkaushah, built in a.it. 1179 (a.d. 170-1-65) of brick 
and floored with tiles set in lime, 27 feet square. 

(3) Dargah of Pir Hfohimshah, built in a.h. 1175—similar to the preceding. 

6. Mahi, in Kauibar T&iuka, 6 miles N. E. from Kambar and 6 miles 
N. W. from Lfirfe&na: the kubi or tomb of SliahuT Muhammad Kalbora 
killed in A.n. 1030 (a.d. 1621) on the right bank of the Gbir canal. The 
kubh was erected to his memory by Mly&ft Ghulitm Sbiih Kalhora, A.E. 1138 (a.l>. 
1774). It is 15^ feet square and 35^ (1) feet high covered by a dome plastered 
outside with cheroll (burnt mica) plaster. The walls are faced with the usual 
colo ured tiles—mos fcly fallen o If. Ins ide a re the tombs of S kilhu'l M uh amm ad and 
his son Shah Hass an. 

7, Lilrkami:—The kubd of Sh&h Baharo on the bank of the GMr canal 
close to the town. SbAh Bahdro held a military command under Miym Nhr 
Muhammad Kalbora, and died in A.n, 1148 (1735-36 a.d.), and Mlydn GhulAm 
Shilli Kalhora, the son of Niir Muhammad, erected this tomb to his memory in 
a.h. 1188 (a.d, 1774), It stands on a platform 75 feet square and is 39 feet 
square and 47 feet high to the crown of the dome. The dome is covered with 
bluish grey and green coloured tiles. The walls are faced outside with coloured 
tiles. 

Inscription ;—On white glased tiles is a bombastic Persian inscription con¬ 
taining the date 1188 a.ij. 

8. Sakar ■—Mir Mfoum’s Minar, began in a.h. 1003 (a.d. 1594*95) and com¬ 
pleted by Mir Buzing Man war, son of Mir MAsum Shall, in 1027 (a.d. 1618). It 
is built of good brick, is 84 feet in circumference at the bottom, and is surmount¬ 
ed by a dome. 

Inscription ;—Over the door on an oblong stone giving the date a.h. 1003, &c. 

Beside it are the tombs of the Mfound Sayyids, descendants of Mtr Mfoum. 
That of Mir Safai, the father of Mir Mfoum, has several inscriptions, one of them 
bearing the date of his death, a.h. 991 (a.d. 1583). 

Another near it, built in a,h. 1004, is octagonal with four arched entrances, 
those on the east and west having a cut-stone balcony over them. It is built of 
brick and decorated with coloured tilts. About 14 feet from the floor inside is a 
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gallery running round, and above it ig an inscription running all round but con¬ 
sisting of quotations from the Qoran, with a verse containing the date expressed 
in a phrase meaning ie the abode of liberality”; there are also others over the 
small balconies, 

Mir Masum Shiih 3 own tomb bears an inscription giving the vear of his 
death, a.h. 1014 (a.o. 1605-6). b 0 J 

9. Old Sakar. The tomb of Shah Khairu’d-din (said to have been born 

at Bagdad a.h, 898, and died at Sakar 1027, le. a.d. 1492—1618, which is very 
improbable). 1 J 

10. Drakkan, 30 miles west from Sakar; about a mile W, close to the 
Drnklian and Ratodero road are the Thahim Tombs, four large domed buildings 
built of brick and covered with glazed tiles. They are in memory of S&heb 
Kldn Thahim, Dilawir Kb&n Thahim, both killed in battle near Garin Yasim, of 
Jelftl Khan much ruined, and of JSfir Shah. 

11. Shifcarpur. Tomb of Makh’dum Abdul Rahman built about 150 years 
3go, but restored in a.d. 183 i , and more recently by the municipality. It is of 
brick and in about 21 feet square and 30 feet high. * 

12. Khan pur, 8 miles E. N. E. from ShMrpur. The Jami Jdgah of 
Fakim’d-din, said to have been built by Maghz&l din Path an some 400 or 500 
years ago. It is of brick and mud, with four domes, but is now ruinous, 

13. Mehiir, 72 miles S. W. from Sakar. Tombs of Shdh Panjo (1730) 
and Saydi Musani (1750); the dome of the latter fell in and was rebuilt about 75 
years ago. 

14. Got KaHya Mithozfmgi, Kakur TMuka, About four miles from the 
village is the tomb of Miy Art Nasir Muhammad Kalhora, supposed to have been 
built inA.n. 1130 (a. i>. 171S). With carved stone pillars, Ac. The place is one 
of great sanctity and is surrounded by about 60 other knbas. 

15. Bukeruni, about 5 miles S. a little west of Tartdo Al&hyar. (1) 
Tomb of Mir Kainishak Koreski, erected in A.n. 1216, of brick with coloured 
decoration. 

Inscription on glazed tiles above doorway that Mir Kaimshfth died in a.h. 
1215. 

(2) Masjid of Pir KaimsMh, 48 feet by SO, built- in a.h. 1274, 

(3) Tomb of Pir Fazi] Shnh, 30 feet square, erected in a.h. 1267. 

Inscription stating that Makhudum Fazlshih Koreghi died on the 1st 

Zu'l.haj, 1266. 

16. Rohri. In an island in the river the tomb of Khwaja Khizr Ind Pir, 
has Inscriptions in cameo. 

17. Vijnot, 4 mules S. of Reti railway station, Ebauro Tituka. A series 
of mounds marking the site o£ an old city, in which are found carved slabs, brick 
foundations, Ac. Many of the mounds have been recently excavated for the 
budding materials they contain (see Ind. Ant., vol. X., pp. 1—9).

It is popularly known as '* EdhO. jb jhfcro ” in which was found a vase of fine 
earthenware containing some pieces of crystal and amethyst The vase is said 
to be now in KarAchi Museum. A head in greenish stone was also found, and 
sent to the Museum by Sir Bar tie Frere. 

20. Nuh-Hotiani, about 3 miles N, W, from TJderalil and 5 miles N. E. of 
the village of Ehebr&ni, which is 8 miles N. of Matiari. Dargah of Pir Nuh 
Ilotiani, built in a.ii. 1092 (a.d. 1681) of brick, about 24 feet square. 

21. Uderalill, 10 miles E,N. E. of Mati&ri. Dargah of Uderalill erected in 
a.ii. 1044 (a.d. 1634) by Bcdarang, son of SMmdfts Thakur, of brick ou a atone 
foundation. The floor is of glazed tiles set in lime. 

Inscription in Persian engraved on two stones imbedded In the wait on 
either side of the entrance to the antechamber of the dargah, giving date, &c. 

22. HAla, 3a miles N. of Haidar&Md. (1) The shrine of Makhadum Nuh, 
built by Pir Muhammad Zarnitu in a.m. 1205 (a.d. 1790*91), of brick with coloured 
ornamentation. The foundation is of stone and the floor of glazed tiles. It 
measures 33 feet by 30 feet. 

Inscription over the entrance to the dargah recording the names of the 
builder, mason, scribe, &c. 

(2) Tomb of Makhadum Mir Mahammad, built in a.h. 1210, of brick with 
coloured decorations on a stone foundation. If is about 25 feet square, and the 
floor is of glazed tiles.

1754-55) of 
brick, 32 feet 6 inches square. 

Inscription in Arabic, painted round the doorway. 

25. KhudaMd, miles W. of Hilla. Tomb of Mir Fateh Ali, about 
2d feet by 27 feet, built of brick, on a stone foundation aud ornamented on the 
inside with carved stone and outside with coloured tiles. 

Inscription over the doorway at the entrance to the dargah giving the 
date of its erection as a.h. 1210. 

2b, Kamii.ro, 6 or 7 miles E, of Tando Allahyar, which is 24 miles B. of 
HaidarubM, (1) Pak Sangkar Lor&o, 14 feet 3 inches square, built about a.h. 
900 (a.d. 1495) of brick, 

(2) Tomb of Pir AskrafskAh, 15£ feet by 14* feet, built of brick with 
coloured tile facings, built a.u. 1234. 

27. Moriani, 13 miles N. E. of Tando Alakyar, Mashaik Hoti, 20 feet 
square, buitt a.u. 394 (1489 a.d.) of brick, with coloured decoration. 

4.—Tuar axe Parkar Districts. 

28. Baharai, 3 milesN. E. from Umarkot. A temple of MnhiUleva, built of 
stone. In a.d. 1790 a certain Brahman of Umarkot, who used to send out his cows 
to graze in the vicinity, observing that one of them gave no milk fur sume days 
continuously, accused the herd of dishonesty. The latter denied the charge, anil 
next day reported that while driving the cows home in the evening he observ¬ 
ed the cow stop at a certain place, and the milk to flow of itself. The owner 
went next day to the place himself and ascertained the truth of the statement. 
At night he said a spirit appeared to him in a dream and informed him that a 
Lingo, was buried at the spot, and if he erected n temple there he would never 
come to want. This he did with the aid of the Sodas,—then influential here* 
The temple is annually visited by large numbers of Hindus from Umarkot: it is 
only about 12 feet square. The same story is told of many temples. 

29. Haro, 24 miles N. E. from Yirava, No gar Taluka. A Jain a temple about 
125 feet by 100 feet, built of marble. It is related that about five hundred years 
ago one Manga Oswfilof Pari-Nagar went to PA tan to make purchases,and was in- 
formed in a dream by a spirit that there was an image buried beneath the house 
of a certain Musalman, which he should try to secure. Having succeeded in 
this he brought it to Fari-Nagar, where the spirit again appeared and ordered him 
to procure two calves and have a cart made of the wood of the mm (Margosa) 
tree, and placing the image on it to move on without looking behind. On reach¬ 
ing the place where the temple now stands the cart broke down, and being fa¬ 
tigued he fell asleep, to be informed by the spirit that both marble and treasure 
were buried where this had occurred and that he should send for workmen and 
build a temple worthy of the idol, which is worshipped under the name of Gauri. 

It was built in. Samvat 1432 (a.d. 1375-76), In a.d, 1335 the image disappeared. 
The temple is visited by Jain as and others.

30. Eh6d6£var ( 4 miles N. N. W. from Nag&r PArkar. (I) A tank 400 
feat by 200, said to have been excavated in the reign of Bk4da ParmAra, son 
of prince Jeso Parma r, who was induced by the Brahmans to sacrifice bis sod 
to the goddess of the city in order that the"tank might retain the water, 

{2J A mosque about 20 feet by 12, said to be of the same age. 

31, Sirewari, 10 miles N. from Khipiu, A mosque about 40 feet by 12 
feet, built of brick by TAj Muhammad about a century ago. 

32, Near KhiprA, 3 miles to the N, W. of it, at Kubab, a mosque about 40 
feet by 12 feet, called Jama, built by wife of GhulArn ShAh Kalliora, last century. 

33, Chotiari, 14 miles E, from Sangkar, A mosque about 30 feet by 15 feet, 
of brick, about the same age as the last. 

34. Dher Mitba Faqir, 12 miles S, W. from KhiprA. Shrine of Mifcha 
Faqir, erected about a century ago by his followers. 

35. Giror, 25 miles N. W. from Umarkot. The shrine of Abdfll Rahim, 
erected of brick by Mir Bijar Khan scarcely a century ago, is about 16 feet 
square. 

30, NawAkot, 40 miles S. W, from Umarkdt. (1) Shrine of Razi ShAh, 30 
feet by 15 feet, built by his followers about 35 years ago. 

(2) Fort erected by Mir Murad Ali, about; 30 years ago. 

37. Ramjago, 24 miles \V, from Umarkot. Tomb of Mir MuhArak Khan 
Talpur, 20 feet square, built of grey stone and painted inside. It is about laO 
years old. 

38. Juariasar, 25 miles W. S. W. from Umarkot. Tomb of Walidad Mari, 
16 feet square, of brick, about the same age. 

35- Hasan Bagban, 26 miles W. from Umarkot. Tomb of Hasan Bagban 
50 feet by 14 and 20 feet high, built of brick about 200 years ago. 

40. VirawA, lat. 24 a 31' N., long, 70" 50’ E. The ruins of Pari-Nagara 
are close by. It is said to have been founded in a.d, 456 by one Jesso Parmfr of 
BAlmir, and is supposed to have been destroyed by the Muhammadans, Among 
the ruins ore the remains of many Jaina temples, some of them still partially 
standing, with beautifully executed sculptures, They are built of white marble. 
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1. Bhadr&var, 12 miles E.N.E, from Mnndra: fl) Tho large Jaioa 
temple of Jagadussah) outs ids the village, lias been largely rebuilt and repaired 
at different times: on tho walls and pillars are some inscriptions, but only very 
partially legible (see ArckaoL Report IF. In<L, vol. 1IJ, (2) Two old mosques, 
one much buned up in the sand, the other in tolerable repair. (3) Beside 
an old ktirul is a temple of M&U AMpurd; and on a broken pillar is an In¬ 
scription dated Sam. 1358 (a. d. 1302}. (4) The Dsjgahof Fir Lai Shobhah 
has an old Arabic inscription along the upper course of the wall. The founda¬ 
tions of the old city of Bhadravail extend over a large area close to the modern 
town (A'cfcffio/. Report W> hid., vol II}. 

2. Bluivar], / miles ^.^.E. From Blindre?avar; An early temple of Blmvo- 
neivar Mahidlya of which the shrine has fallen, but tho maiidopa still remains, 
and is a good example of the early Kaebh style. It bears an Inscription, very 
illegible, but dated Sam. 1246 (a.d. 1130). 

3. Ylra, (3 miles E, from Bhadr&Svar; The kuM or domed tomb of Plr 
Jidifl, a Sayyid from Sindh, built by N\yi FunjiV, about 250 years ago. The 
temple of Ydgiriidevi, rebuilt by Gnrji Motichand of An jar, about 30 years ago ; 
xrdddka ceremonies are performed at the kund by tho Hindus of surrounding 
Tillages. 

4. Anjar, 16 miles N.E. from Bbadr&var, and 22 S.E. fromBhirj: No 
remains of much interest, most of the temples, &c., having been rebuilt after 
the earthquake of 181 9. It contains the Stfuins or sacred places (l)of AjayapAl— 
said to have been a prince of Ajmir (Tod's Rdjastkdn, to!. I, p. 20,5n) j the bead 
of the Math has a copper-plate grant of Saifa, 1G73, and two others: (2) of 
Jesai or J£sar Fir, said to have been a notorious freebooter, who was reclaimed 
by Turf, a Kiithi woman: (3) Temples of Wank a I Midi, Mahadfiva Bug&rar, 
Aruba MAtA, and MAhannli,—but of little interest. 

5. Bar&i, near Mundra : Temple of Mahideva Nilakantha, built in 1(168 a.d. 
The Urtga is said to have been brought from BhadreSvar, 

6. GAdj, 13 miles N.E. from Riipur (lat. 23' 44' N., long, 70° 45'E.) * said 

to be the ancient Vairataoegari; old coins are found about the locality, (i) 
Milan VAv, of which the pillars are half buried in the ground and the well over¬ 
grown with trees; an inscription, said to have belonged to it, lies in the temple 
of Achalelvar, and is dated in 1476 a.p, (2) Temple of Mahudeva Acbalf&vur, 
said to be about 300 years old, but built on an older site by a Saehora Brahman. 
(3) Temple of LakshmiuarAyana, built in 1841, on the site of one destroyed by 
the earthquake ; some of the old Images remain; and in a niche over a Ganapati 
is an inscription of Saiii. 1675, (4) Temple of MahAvira, containing images of 

Adilvardated Sani. 1534. and of SautiuiLth dated Sam, 1925, (5) On an imago 

of a Ksb5traphla in the bazar is tho date Sam, 1268, The tomb of Ashaba Fir 
is only a platform with tombs on it. 

7. Rhv, 9 miles S.W, from Gedi: The temple of RavAcbi MutA, built by 
SAmahAi Mat a, the priestess, in 1822 a. t>., on the site of a very old one, and at a 
cost of £4,000 koris; the temple maintains about 500 cows and feeds all tra- 
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veil era. On a pdttyd is the date Sam. 132S "when ArjunadSva of Anahillapattan 
reigned through his viceroy Maladfvu.” The temple stands on tho verge of a 
fine kund. 

8. M&v&nA, 14 miles K.E, from GMi; The old site Is to tho north of the 
village, and there are two caverns in the bill, 

9. Knnthkut, 16 miles S.W. from Eav and 36 N".E. from Anjur: (1) A 

daina temple of the 13th century, much ruined and having some abraded 
Inscription, one dated Sam, 1340, (2) Temple of Sfirya, containing an imago 

of that god* (3) Temple of Kanthaaanatha, a neat small shrine on the site of 
the old one destroyed by the earthquake; it belongs to the Ki\nphata sect 

10. Yarnun, 2a miles S,E. from GMI and 24 E,N.E. from Chitrfid: 
On the edge of the Ran is an old temple said to date from the time of Mftlar&ja, 
It is small, with three porches. In repairs esecuted ia 1851 an inscription is 
said to have been plastered over. 

11. Chitrikl, 13 miles E.S.E. from Kantbkdt: Pour old and much dilapi¬ 
dated temples at McwAbA, about a mile to the north, have been sculptured. The 
temple of MahMeva, at the ruins of a mile east of Me wis&, has au inscrip¬ 
tion of Earn. 1559. 

12. Lakadlya, 11 miles S.E, from KanthkAt, and 8 S.W. from Chi trod ; 
Minar built by JAdejA DSvaji ia 1760, on a platform ; it is octagonal, and said to 
be about 10 ft. in diameter and 41 ft. high, with balconies and a dome. 

13. KatariyA, 5 miles S.E. from Lakadiya : A small temple of Mahideva 
BhndMvara on the west of the village, erected in 1083, by a Bbatiya, Pally:1s 
of on the bank of the kund bear dates Sam. 1084,1764, &c* The Jaina 
temple in the bazar is deeply buried in the earth and dilapidated, but has been 
richly carved. 

14. Sikarpur.4 miles S.E. from Katariya: The tombs of the Firs Pith A, 
Gdb&naMh, Mult ini, and Aabibah are of no interest. 

15. ManfarA, 7 miles W. from Kanthkot: A temple and monastery, 

16. Sikri, 15 miles S.W. from Kantlikdt and 3 W.N.W. from Bhachau : 
The ruined temple of Kag&ivara ; two tombs of Momana Kunbis built ia 1667, 
of good workmanship; a Fir’s tomb on the site of the old town j and a fine 
Jaina temple of Yasapnja, built in 1717 ; also some old pitliyis. 

17. Kotii, 13 miles N. from Rliuj : A fine old temple attributed to L&khi 
Phulini, and well worth preserving; also others more dilapidated, but all of 
considerable age, perhaps of about the 1 Qtli century (Arclusol. Reports, voL II). 

18. Bhuj, the capital: (1) The tombs of the Rios, much injured by the 
earthquake iu 1819, but several of them are deserving of repair and preserva¬ 
tion. In the tomb or Clihatri of BhArmalji is a p&lit/d bearing an inscription 
commemorating the Sat! of Bii Sr! Lilftvat!, daughter of Mandalika of Jiini- 
gadh, in Satb. 1688, The Clihatri was erected in Sam. 1714. Another inscrip¬ 
tion in the Chbatri of Pr&gumlji gives tho date of his death in Sam. 1772, 
baka 1637 ; and states that he married the daughter of Rio Rival si ugh of fdar. 
(2) The old palace has some good architectural details. (3) The mosque inside 
the gate is of some interest. (4) There are temples of Suvarnardya, KaU 
j An ii vara, Swamandnp, Ac.

22. G(k3hrA, S miles N .W. from MAntlavi; The town was built in 1600 ■ 
the temple of Ghattirbhujariya, Sam. 1776, and another smaller on© Saiii 1751 
are of little interest. * ’ 


23. VmjAp, formerly KanchiblUpAttan, 2 miles WT. from the present 
village, was a place of importance, and coins are sometimes fouud on the site 
where also is a shrine of Malik A MM. The temple of Rakh til vara MabAdAva at 
Vifijaii, is 45 ft. by 35 ft., built of hard yellow stone. Bam, JG8B. 

24. Guntrt* 26 miles N. from VifijAi and 36 W.N.W. from Bhtij: The 
ruins of a deserted city, surrounded by walls with towers, 2250 yards in circuit 
It was the capital of the Sindh Rajputs, perhaps about a.d. 1300, and deserves 
examination. {Trans. R. As, Hoc., voL 111., p. 586). 

25. Lakh Adi, 1G miles S.E. from Guntri and 18 W. from Bhui: Near it 
and Manjal, another village to the S.W., is PuvrAgadb or 1’addbargadh^ an 
ancient fort, said to have been built by PunvrA Gahini, the nephew of L:\kM 
Pbulani, The walls are 2385 yards in circuit. The larger palace is about 55 ft. 
square and 20 high, built of largo blocks of stone and with considerable taste: 
it is of two storeys, and the upper was supported by 84 round pillars, about 
7 ft. high and mostly of single blocks of stone, having square capitals ornamented 
with the heads of men and animals. The porch and colonnade in front ara 
carved. The area in the centre is open to the sky. The smaller palace, called 
Addhatdro, is about 40 ft. tong by 23 wide, of one storey, with front and 
pillars carved, but inferior to the larger one. The Mint is a heap of ruins but 
there is a small building in the enclosure which has perhaps been a temple. The 
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gateway on the west is a very narrow one. Near it is a fino old Saiva temple, 
similar to the one at KhOdfi, with sculptures. To the west of the fort are two 
temples of the Megha villas or phtlds, now in ruins ; one of them is on a platform, 
70 ft. by 50; it has pillars 10 ft, high supporting a very Pine dome; and the 
shrine door is richly sculptured. The other is quite a ruin. These ruins are 
probably of about the same age as the remains at Kheda and at Bhumll in 
KiLthiilwid {(i), 

2t>. K6thM, 9 miles N,W. from Yin jin: The great Jain a temple of 
Sint math a, built in 1352, at a cost of 16 lakhs of koris, is similar to that of 
Hathisingh at Ahmadtlbid. 

27. Dhinfidbar, 27 miles K.W, from Bhuj and 12 E.X.E, from Guntri: 
The chief seat of the Kanphatas, with a small temple of Dharraanltha the 
founder of tho sect, and other buildings, on a hill 1268 feet high. 

2S. Kfira, 24 miles W.NAY. from Guntri and 5 N.\Y. from Marlh: The 
ruins of the tficdt or house of I’ir Aliyaji, of little interest. 

29. MM-no Mailk: on a lull to the north-east is a small temple to 
Jiipurs!, built about 17-15. At the top of a hill called Jag6ra Dupgar, 2 miles 
to the north, is a small cavern dedicated to A&Lpura. The temple of Asipura 
at Marth is said to have been founded iu the 13th century, but was destroyed by 
the earth qua he, anil rebuilt in ] S24 ; it- has a pradahsUna and is 53 feet long 
by 32 wide. The Kapadi sect of ascetics are devotees of Ai&puru, who is the 
Kuhhfihatii of the JMfijd clan. The temple and kund of Cb&charl are partly 
hewn out of the sandstone rock ; the water is charged with sulphates and used 
in tbe manufacture of alum. 

30. Phi gadh or Ysigh am CMvada’s gadb, 10 miles K, of Kurd and near 
Saird and Aratfli t the site of an ancient city extending about 2 miles along the 
banks of the stream, with two forts; much of the materials have been carried 
off to build the town of Lakh pat. To the west of the site is a cave with a hall 
35 feet long by 30 wide, the roof supported by two 10-sided pillars with capi¬ 
tals, their shafts being 8 feet high; to the right is a room 12 feet square with 
a carved floor, and beyond it is a third, while a fourth is in the back of the hall. 
The temple of KatdSvarn was rebuilt in 1825; on the east of it is the kund with 
stone steps. The temple of KalikaihUa was rebuilt in 1839 of old materialarfo). 

31. Lakhpat, 6 miles W. of Saira; The kubd of Gosa Muhammad, begun 
in 1855, on a platform 54 feet square and 7 high, is octagonal and about 38 ft, 
in diameter, of black stone and richly carved, with fine stone lattice work; it is 
floored with marble and has a marble canopy over the gTave. 

32. Chher, 7 miles BAY. from Lakhpafc: The kuba. of Lal-Chhatta is of 
brick and not noteworthy. 

33. Eakanoj, 4 miles N.E. of Amara, on the north bank of the river 
Kinnar and the south side of the Sntuuidhro : the ruins of an ancient town, 
extending for more than a mile, with heaps of mined temples and other build¬ 
ings. The tomb of Kara Kasim is a mile west of Ama.ru; he is worshipped by 
both Hindus and Muhammadans, and a legend is told of him, which would 
identify him with Muhammad bin Kasim, 712 A.P, (<r). 

34. Niirayansar, 18 miles SAY. from Lakljpat and 26 W. by N, from 
Madh: a place of reputed sanctity, and a rival to Dwaraktl. The temples were 
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T Ct u by , a of £**> 1 ia SaTiL 1780 ( A -»* 1734), and are of consb 

derable splendour. That of Xnkamarftya is 72 feet long by d8 wide * it has 

throe porches and a mandapa, supported by pillars U fL high with capitals, and 
having cusped arches between; the domes are carved; the doors are plated 
with silver; the image is of black marble on a wb/mJmm of silver work and 
over it are 40 gold and silver chhatras. In the same enclosure are temples to 
Ivalyanaraya, Laksbml, D w&rakfin&tha or Rafichhfidaji, Govardhamm.itha, 
Adinaiuyana and Lakslimiiilrayana, with inscriptions of Saiii. 1790 ami 1797. 

35. Kotcsvar, close to Nunlyansar: On a mound to the K.’W’. is a walled 
enclosure with a temple of Kote^vara Mahadeva, built, or rather rebuilt, in 1320 * 
beside it is a smaller one to KaMnisvara; at the pier is the Gayakumj : also’ 
the temples of Njlakantha, Kanakdst'ara or Jag Dado, and Eup£svara.

I, — YEOTMAL T a LITE a. 

1. Yeotmal. Temple of Sil Ktfddresvara Sr a mi, about 270 yards from the 
town on the west bank of a stream. A sabhamandapa is added in front, making 
the whole 40 feet in length. The roof is supported by 18 pillars with carved 
bases and capitals, and on 2 are figures of elephants. The jambs and lintel 
of the door are sculptured and there is an ornamental niche on each side the 
entrance. It is built of black cut stone and is of the kind usually styled 
HemktpantL It may be 500 years old. The dome is still entire. 

2. LoMra,about 2| miles from Yeotmal on the road leading to Darwii. 
The temple of S’rl LohareSvara is a Hem&dpantd one with a sabhimandapa, 
the roof supported by 18 pillars, 0 of which are carved with human and other 
figures. The dome and roof of the sabMmandapa are out of repair. It is 
supposed to be about 500 years old («). 

3. Kalam, 12 miles E, from Yeotmal, A remarkable underground temple 
of Chintiman. 

2. —Wd* TAluka, 

4. Jagad, 14 miles S. of Wun. The Hemiklpand temple of Sri Jaga- 
damba, now empty, is 66 feet in length, the roof supported by 22 pillars, most of 
them well sculptured. The outside walls are also elaborately sculptured with 
images, &c. Tradition says the image was taken out by Aurangzeb (a)'. 

5. Pandardtlvi, a waste village about 22 miles W. of Wun. A Herniidpantj 
temple partly in ruins. The roof has been supported by columns, of which 34 
still remain. It was also elaborately sculptured on the outer walls (a). 

3. —Darwa TAluka. 

5, Larkhed, about 10 miles E. from Darw/L Hemadpanti black stone 
temple of bri Lakshe»vara MaMdfiva, about 3 furlongs south of the village. It 
has a sabMaiandapa and is about 82 feet in length. The roof is supported by 
16 round, octagonal and square pillars with figures carved upon them. It is 
partially ruined. 

' 6. Dudbgam, 2 miles E. of Darwa. A black stone Hemadpanti temple of 
Sri PafiohaliOgtevara YfaMdeva, to the south of tlie village, has a dome and 
sabMmandapa and is about 55 feet in total length. The roof is supported by 
18 columns. There are niches in the walls, and the building is partly ruined (a). 

7, Pathrot, about 50 miles E, of Darwa. The Hemadpanti temple of 
Sri DC‘vi Lakshmiji, 1J furlongs to the west of the village, with a sabhamandapa, 
48 feet in length over all, with 16 columns supporting the roof. It is a plain 
building and was repaired about 150 years ago. 

8, Warud, 10 miles W. of Darwfi. Hemadpanti temple of S ri Mahiideva, 
with a sabMmandapa about 34 feet over all, with 16 columns supporting the 
roof. It was repaired about 80 years ago. 

9, Satephul, 13 miles X. from Darw&. Temple of Sri Kapi35svara Mah&tUva, 
with sabhamandapa. 4S feet in length over all, the roof supported by 18 pillars 
and pilasters, and with sculptures on both sides of the entrance («). 

Inscriptions ’.—Some on the walls, but much abraded. 
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10. Soniwarona, IS mile.? X. of DarwA. A HemAdpanti S'aiva temple 

a sabhamandapa, about 3Sfeet overall. The roof is supported by 12 octa¬ 
gonal pillars and pilasters. 

11. Jnwalg&mv, 9 miles K. of D&rwl, A partially ruined Hem&dpanti 
IS aivn temple, with a sabhlmamlapa. The roof is supported by 8 carved pillars 
and 4 pilasters. In the sabhAmantlapa is carved a tortoise. 

12. XimbhA, 9 miles E. of DarwA. A brick temple of Sri Dattfitraya 
about 1 £ mile to the south-west of the village, built by JanArdan Bbarti, Mahant 
of MuUor, about 250 years ago. It is about 60 feet over all and has an under* 
ground hall. The roof is supported by 12 pillars and 4 pilasters and has some 
sculptures on the walls on both sides of the entrance to the underground court. 
In the underground hall are figures-of DatiAtr&ya and the ten arafdim The 
place is sacred for the performance of srddd/tas (a). 

13. MaliAgAiw, 13 miles S, of DarwA. Temple of S'ri KamlSivam MuhA- 
deva, a quarter mile north of the village, with a sabhAmandapa, about 51 feet in 
length over all. The roof is supported by IS octagonal well-carved pillars and 
pilasters. On both sides of the entrance are sculptures, and the Nandi is locally 
regarded ns a fine piece of sculpture (a). 

Ik Dabari, 2-5 miles S. of DarwA. A HemAdpanti temple of tori Oiii- 
kArfisivara, with a sabhAmandapa and two adjuncts, about 6S fqet in total length, 
and with 28 pillars supporting the roof. The sabhAmandapa has a low screen 
wall round it. In front is a dipmdla and a samddh or tomb, sculptured with 
monkeys. 

15, Lak, 6 miles S. of Darwi A HemAdpanti Ssiva temple, about 33 feet 
in length, the roof supported by 29 plain pillars and pilasters. It is a “ twin " 
temple, i. e. t there are two shrines facing each other with a sabhAmandapa be¬ 
tween. The one is cos*ered by an octagonal dome and the other by a terraced 
roof. It is partly in ruins. 


4.—Kheapur Talukj. 


16. Kap, 30 miles W. of PAndnrkaura. Temple of Sri K A pus vara, an octa¬ 
gonal temple with a sabhAmandapa, 52 feet in length, the roof supported by 2S 
pillars and pilasters. About 130 years old, 

17. Kurncl, l i miles W, of Fan darkaura, Saiva temple about a century 
old, with a sabhAmandapa and sunk shrine. The walls are of stone and the 
roof, brick, 

18. Ravairi, 28 miles N. of PAnd&rknura. Partly ruined temple of £ivn, 
about 50 feet long, with 16 pillars, supposed to be 500 years old. 


II.—AHA RAY ATI DISTRICT.' 


1.— Am an a vat! TAluea, 

1. Amar&vati. Two temples of BhavAm, one said to be 1000 years old, the 
other 125, built of stone i a temple of Bnliji and five others 
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3. Kolhapur, 16 miles W, of Amaravati (lat. 20° 55'N. } long. 77 B 32' E.). 
Temples of limes vom, KaleAvara and another, over a century old.; also a temple 
of Ilanuman and five others, and a mosque. This is a famous Jaina tirtha («). 

4. Badn&rA Bibi, railway station for AmarAvatl and Eichpur: 5 miles 
south of the former fort; temple of Bhav3.nl and two havAlis. 

2.—Mubtizatuk Taluka. 

5. Kamarginw, 12 miles S.E. fi'om Murtizapur. Brick temple of Bhavani- 

6. NawsalA: Brick temple of Vislmu, said to be 200 years old. 

7. Lakh pur i: Brick temple of Siva. 

8. Hatbganw: A mosque about 150 years old. 

9. Kuram, 3 miles S. from the railway station of the same name. Temple 
of Keshu Bharthi, about 200 years old \ and one of Bha.vS.nt, of last century, 

10. NagalwMi: Brick temple of Bhairava of last centuiy. 

11. Karmjii, 10 miles 8. from KamargAhw. Hav£li of RAmaji NAyak 
about 200 years old; also four temples of Siva, one of YithobA, two of Bhavini, 
two of MAruti, one of Kesko Mandir, one of JagannAfcha, one of UmAd£va, one of 
Prabhu SvAml, one of BAhuji BAbfi; a dargah of Kablr SAheb; three temples of 
Vaeu ji; two mosques and several hav^lis of various ages. The carved wood¬ 
work of some of the old buildings is much admired («), (Information very 
defective.) 

3.—Chaxdor Tabuka. 

12. Nandgahw Kitei, S miles N.N.E. from AmarAvatl; stone temple of 
KhunddSvara of last century. 

13. Tuleganw, 12 miles S.E. from Chandur. (?) Mosque of brick, about 
200 years old. The ruins of many fine houses and temples attest the by-gone 
prosperity of this place (a). 

4.—Mors i Taiuea. 

14. Amner, at the junction of the Jam and WardhA, opposite Jalalkhfid " 
An old temple of &iva on the banks of the river. 

15. Hiwar Khed, on tko WardhA, 5 miles N.E. from Morsi: A temple of 
BulAjL 

16. Jarur, on the Suki river: A Jaina temple and two others to Maruti 
and BAlAji. 

17. Ridhpur, 16 miles $,W. from Morsi; The Raj math, or principal 
establishment of the M&nbh&us, and temple of RAumchandra. 

18. Sendurjana, 22 miles E.X.E, from AmarAvatl. A splendid well, known 
as the GaikwitTs, about a mile from the town. Also ruins of a small masjid 
similar to that at Fatehkhelda, and a HemMpanti temple (o). 

ID. SAlbaldi on the Maru, 5 miles K. of Morsi, where SitA is said to have 
borne Lava and Kula, and where VAlmtki was released from his entombment 
by Nirada, It has a hot and a very cold spring. 
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in,—nJCHPUR DISTRICT. 

1.—Ilichpus Talcka. 

]. Ilichpur, said to have been founded by Raja tlin Saih. Ilia. (1) Dulla 
Rahiman’s dargah (assassinated about 1370 a. d.), on the batik of the Bichban, from 
which a ehcdtutm 35 feet high has been built: on this are 11 bastions and 4 
gates. The building covering the tomb has silver doors, Government gives an 
annual grant of Ra. 404 besides the village of Kilndli, which was given in Jftghir 
by Xin&m Ali in the time of Isnulil Khdn. The dargah and enclosure were built 
by Safdar Khan Sistilni, who ruled Ifcrar for forty years in the name of AJau’d- 
din Hasan SkiHb Kangoli (Gangu) in a.h. 7?2 l (a,d. 1370-71). On the left 
hand when approaching this dargah is another built by Safdar Khan for himself. 

On the right hand side of the second court round this dargah is a mosque 
built in A.n, 1130 (a. d, 1713), 

On the right hand side stands a mosque built in 1130 a.h. (eire. A.n, 
17 IS) by Mansur KMo (alias Miy&ii Manaur), who ruled Ilichpur in tho 
days of Muhammad Farukh Sliah. This was built of lime and bricks, and 
remaining without repairs it fell into ruins. It was afterwards rebuilt of 
stone by Naw&b Muhammad Ghuklrn Hasan KMn, who gave a prayer-carpet, 
which remains to this day. Over the doorway is an inscription composed by the 
Nawiib's head munslii, Rdjft Sliarai, and carved on a marble slab by Hiri Ml, 
now a pensioner on the bounty of the Begun of Bhopal. 

The inscription runs:—

which being freely translated runs tlms i— 

“ This mosque is like to the mosque of Aksa; in this land of our pilgrim¬ 
age, an arbour of religion : with zeal and strong faith was it built by Naw&b 
Hasan Kbiu : the date of its year God unseen procMimed * The place of 
obeisance for angels on earth , f ” 

The outer court was built by the two Bhoftshls, lliijil Raghuji and his 
brother M&dhuji. MMhuji, displeased with his brother, had come to Ilichpur, 
and, in the company of Nawiib Muhammad Ism&il Kh&n, used to visit the dargah. 
One day he ventured to remonstrate with the Nawitb on his useless liberality 
at the dargah in gifts to high and low : to which the pious N&W&b made answer 
that he looked for his reward in another world. Two or three days after this, 
on their way back from the dargah, the two passed by the Chauk mosque. Here 
there lay in wait assassins, sent by Raghuji, to dispose of Ids brother. They 
struck at Mfidhuji with their swords, and then, fearing, flesh MuJmmraad Rus¬ 
tam, the NawHb’s physician, sewed up the wounds, and with healing ointments 
brought b&ck MMhuji to health again. He straightway repented him of his 
untimely criticism, and made his offering also at the dargah, ^ ot content a ith 
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tills, he vowed that if ever he reigned at Nagpur, he would build a new enclo* 
buto for the dargak He kept his word and (about a,d, 1780) he began the 
third court, setting, as superintendents over the work, Iz-ud-dio Darotrail, and 
JMm Sing Kilkdar of Gawilgarh. h 

To this enclosure there are five handsome gateways, two in the west and 
one in each of the other walls. The east gate, which was built in 1192 a.h. 
(circ. a.i>. 1778), has a flight of stone stops on either side leading to a broad 
bavah-dari (or covered outlook) at the top. Half way up each flight is a small 
domed halting place. The barah^doxi lias sis window places and two doorways, 
and is surmounted by four small niMn. 

The inscription on the gate is :—-

lt hi faith and certainty know that it is higher than the sky, (is) the summit 
of this court of the lord of religion, SMh Bahmin, Gkizi, who died in battle, 
a man at whose door even kings bow thuir foreheads: at the order of Riijft 
Madhajj, Sheik Amir-ud-din raised the building: a messenger said to me, look 
and sav, * This is the gate of lofty paradise,' 15 

The south gate, b>iilt three years after the east gate, is surmounted by a 
barah-dan, with four minors. Its inscription runs thus

kings, K.ijii Madhuji in this world attained his desire! through the endeavours 
of Sheikh Iz-ud-din, in conjunction with Jh&Qi Sing, a right celestial door hath 
been erected here." 

Like to the south gate, but smaller, and with solid miuars, is oue of the 
u est gates; while the second gate on the western side is the large entrance 
gate, in front of which the Bichhan river flows. The gate has no flights of steps, 
nor owrah-dafi, and only two miliars. These two gates were built in the years 
II-JU a.il and ll£)2 A.H. (1776 and 1778). The inscript ion on the large entrance

These four gates wore built by MAdbuji Bhofisla, but the fifth gate, that 
on the northern wall was built in 1780 by his brother Raghuji. As his agent, 
Koghuji employed Mir Mahdi, who six years afterwards began to build ' the 
archway; this gate, however, was not finished.

In the first court, by the tomb of Duila Rahman, stands an old barna tree 
(Cmtccott tnjw), dry for eight months out of the twelve: while in front- of the 
mosque stands a mulsari tree [Mimits&pa elengi), also very old* 

In the largo third, court, enclosed by Madhuji Bhoiisld., are the graves of 
many forgotten nobles. One of these is very handsome. It is of sand-stone, 
with grated windows and varied tracery work- The two grave stones are of 
trap rock, and are probably those of some noble and his wife. 

Beside the buildings already mentioned are those on the right hand side of 
the entrance gateway. Of these, the only one worthy of notice is a domed 
tomb built to the memory of Shams-ud-dtn, tutor to Didla Rahman Shah. This 
also has a grated window. 

The lamp towers which overlook the Biekhan stream, the clock-house, &c., 
are all very recent: and indeed nearly all the buildings clustered together 
around the large entrance gate are interesting rather by reason of their history 
than of their architectural beauty. 

Close outside the courtyard of Didla Bahmftn’s tomb, and within the wall 
that runs down to the river, a spot is shown where Rajl 11, tho founder of 
IlicLpur, is said to be buried. On the other side of the Bichh&n river, towards 
the city, stands a large handsome sand-stone domed tomb, built by a horse- 
raerchant of the time of Aumngzeb for him. He died elsewhere, however, and 
the gtartJbm was afterwards cursed by a Fakir. Further away across the Biekhan, 
and in the opposite direction, stands the gumboil of Honi-Joni. It also is built 
of sand-stone : the dome is high and indeed starts with being a cylinder rather 
than a dome. It i3 also slightly unsymmetrical, as though settlement bad taken 
place: no crack in the w all, however, can be found to corroborate this supposi¬ 
tion. The story of the dome is this: when Ahmad Shah Bahmaui came to 
I lick pur, liis vazlr had two little daughters, Moni and Joni, playmates of the 
monarch’s daughter. To them on this place two domes were erected, but one of 
these the Nawab Nfimdilr KkiYn pulled down for materials to build his own garden 
gates; very much as Nawdb IsmAil KMn pulled down the tombs at the Jdgah to 
beautify the city with the stones thereof. These domes, and especially that built 
by the horse-merchant, very closely resemble the Balkan dome at Shepri ; see 
Fergus son’s hid* Arch,, p. 515, last ed, (a). 

Near the Moni* Joni dome stands that of Latif Shah, built about 150 years 

ago. 

(2) The Chauk Masjul is in three bays, with as many broad domes. With 
the well and reservoir it was built by Nawab Shaishta Khan alia# Mi rot Bdg 
Khau in a. a. 1070.

It is 11 bays in length and 4 
in breadth, and is said to have been built by ImiduM Mulk’ the son-in-law of 
Muhammad Tughlak.

Muhammad Beg helped in the good work ; noble wa3 his zeal, and the work of 
the building was splendid. The waves of the tank that give pleasure to the 
mind are like to tbe rewards of obedience: while the strange bitterness of the well 
was removed by the Zammm spring. I asked of my soul the date hereof, and it 
answered 1 One who hath' seen the holy Ka’aba must have erected this mosque. 1 

n Written by Muhammad Hasim of Ali Mardan Khan’s clan, in the 41st 
year from the Emperor’s accession." 

(4) Darushafa mosque, now in ruins, is 5 arches in length and 2 in depth. 
It is said to have been built by Ahmad Sbih Wali BfLhmani about a.D. 1340. 

(5) Cemetery of the Nawitbs, This block of buildings in the Sharmashpura 
suburb consists of several mausoleums containing the remains of the later Nawabs 
and their families, together with a mosque. Among these are some very hand¬ 
some buildings. Encircling the whole is a strong wall, with two gateways, one 
of which is covered with carvings animals (in sand-stone) in rather higli 
relief. Thejwrtion of the wall between these two gates is adorned with carved 
windows. The cemetery was commenced in 1179 a.b. (circ. a,d, 1765-68), by 
Nawtib Iam&il Khan, at the estimated expense of half a lakh. There are several 
tombs (yitmiaz), of which tbe most important is that in which the Nawab’s bones 
rest, The Nawab died in fight at Katsure, a little village in the south of the 
Moral TiilukL 

On his tomb is this inscription , cut in marble :—

(6) The Haua Katora is a handsome tower of PatMn architecture, standing 
in the centre of a circular tank, whose diameter is about 100 yards and depth about 
15 feet. In form the tower is a regular octagon, three storeys in height. The 
basement storey is solid. Each of the other storeys is of the same general plan, 
containing a central regular octagon, and an encircling verandah. The side of the 
inner octagon is 8 feBt 3 inches in length ; the outer side of the verandah is 1G feet 
6 inches. T?o the inner octagon there are eight regular arches, and to the outer are 
eight windows, with two seats apiece, u In the ceiling is a carved tracery of buds 
and flowers, as of a branchless tree : and on each window and arch is a different 
pattern of carved work,” Now, however, the grating-work over the doors has 
been broken away, and the sides of the upper storey are also damaged. 

The whole building stands dl feet 3 inches in height, Formerly the height 
above the surface of the water must have been twice what it now is, for one of 
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the Naw&bs is said to have taken away the top two storeys to beautify his own 
palace with, Till recently a boat was necessary to reach the Aauj, hence no 
flight of steps was built to it: but now that the water is gone, it has to be reached 
by a ladder. 

The date is not known. But the Philistines have been in the place, writing 
their names in Persian, Marathi, and English, and sometimes adding verses 
thereto. The oldest Persian writing that X could find is dated 1199 a. n. (circ. 
1787 a. D.). The oldest Marathi scrawls are 211 and 212 years old respectively 
(1864 a, d.). The visitor in 1787 was Naw&b ZuFur-ud-Daula Bahadur, Ahl-i- 
& ha m Jung, son of Nawdb Ibrahim .Khan, Zufur-ud-Daula Zubit Jung Bahld ur. 
It is stated that 280 years ago, in the days of JelAl*ud-din Akbar Shah, the 
minars of the Hauz Katora were in ruins; and it is conjectured that the Hauz 
Katora itself was built in the reign of Ahmad Sblih Wali-o B&hmani, who lived 
in the old Ilichpur fort 450 years ago (820 a, h.) 

(7) The palace of the Nawabs, built by Saliibat Khan and Ismail.KhAn, a.d. 
1790, and afterwards added to by N&md&r EMn, 1873. It is of great extent, con¬ 
sisting of numerous courts and sets of apartments, and containing some good 
carving and stone-work. It has been neglected for the last thirty years and is 
rapidly falling to ruin. 

(8) Tombs of Fazlu Miyah’s family inside the city, built about a hundred 
years ago. There is a handsome tomb to Muhammad PirzAla, a famous tfitru. 

hiscripti&H :—In Persian on the tomb of Ism&ii Khan. 

(9) Be-boba Bigb, a large garden made by Sal&bafc Khan, has a handsome 
pavilion in the centre. 

(10) Namdilr Bagu, made by Nfnndar Khi\n in 1828, has a summer-house in 
the centre, 

(11) Mamdal Sh&h, a very fine well said to be 500 years old, in the time of 
Akbar. It is built of fine cut stone, and three draw buckets can work at the 
same time (a), 

2. Makhtigiri : a beautiful and interesting group of Jaina temples beside a 
waterfall (a). 

2.—Melohat Taluk a. 

3. Manjira: nearly opposite the village on the western face of a hill to 
the west of the valley are two small rock-cut temples. One is completely 
closed up with rubbish, but a short flight of steps leads down from the 
platform in front to the entrance of the other by a low doorway. This cave 
is about 16 feet square inside and 7 or 8 feet high. There are two rows of plain 
square pillars, rather roughly hewn, extending inwards ; the inner ones are left 
half finished. The platform is some 60 feet below the upper surface of the hill, 
from which it is reached by rather a di Hi cult scramble, over some large boulders. 
On the plateau not far from these caves is a spring of good water. A basin 
about 5 feet square and 6 feet deep has been cut in the rock to receive the water. 
The basin is undercut with rough hewn pillars supporting the roof. Other two 
excavations occur in line with it but arc now choked up (a). 

4. Narnfda, about 9 miles N, of Akot. Three contiguous forts of Telia- 
garh, Jifaribad and ^araala, with ramparts from 25 to 40 feet in height with 
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67 flanking towers and 6 large and 21 small gates. The interior of the main 
citadel is covered with buildings more or less in decay : there are extensive ruins 
of the old palace, a mosque called after Aurangv.eb, a Earadari, Sila-kktna, Nagar- 
khina, &c. There are also four very curious stone cisterns, covered by a 
masonry platform with small apertures, while on this platform are the remains 
of arches. The most striking and beautiful feature is perhaps the SMhuftr gate 
on the south. The design is elegant and is executed itr white sand-stone. The 
panels are filled with verses from the Koran, On each side are projecting 
balconies. The open stone lattice work, the rich cornice and tracery, and the 
excellent proportions combine to give effect to the whole, which however is in¬ 
jured by the erection of an outer gate in more recent times. 

On the west of the hill looking southwards lies a large gun with a Persian 
inscription telling that it was first set up and used in 1670 when Aimmgzeb had 
the fort («). 

5. Gawilgarh, 14 miles V>\ X. W. from llichpur. The fort stands 2400 
feet above the Eerar valley and is reached by a road up the western face. It 
consists of an “ inner fort which fronts the south where the rock is most steep 
and an outer fort which covers the inner to the north and north-west. Tins 
outer fort has a third wall, which covers the approach to it from the north by 
the village of Luba da.” The walls are fortified by ramparts and toners. There 
are three gates, one to the inner fort on the south, one on the north-west to the 
outer fort and one to the north through the third wall. A large and handsome 
mosque occupies one of the highest points. There are only another mosque and 
the Shora-kMna left standing: the fort- was dismantled in 1S58. In a bastion on 
the south face is a Persian /necrtplion, which gives the date in the word tiurj-i- 
Behrdm. Over the main gate of the inner fort are figures of a xitiJm holding 
five elephants in its month and claws, and of a half human figure with two heads 
in the act of eating two tigers (a.) 

6. Amner, or Jilpi Amucr, at the junction of the Gargi and Tapi, about 
35 miles N. E. from Akot. A small fort with a mosque in the west angle. 
The only approach to it is from the north-west. 

7. Bairam Ghat, 14 miles E. of llichpur, a place of peculiar sanctity, 
where a great fair is held, where animals are sacrificed in front of a rock, 

8. Dewalwnrn on the Puma, 16 miles S. from llichpur. Temple of 
Xarasiiiiha, of great age, with steps to the river and a ghat. Near it is 
Karaluddhi Tirtba— where Narasimha is said to have cleansed his hands after 

destroying Eiranv&kaJipu. There is also a temple of V itbal Rukhmayi, and a 
mosque. 

3.—Dartafur Taluk a. 

0. Daryapur, 25 miles S. of Tlichpur. A private house belonging to 
the d^sbmukb, built some sixty years ago by Bahadur R;io: this is one of the 
best houses iu the district and contains some handsome c.ir\ing. tboic are 
several temples and mosques outside the town; information wanted rcsp&ting 
them. 

10. Upriy, J 8 miles S. of llichpur and 12 N. E. of Daryapur: A 
celebrated tomb called Shah Diwal in memory of a Musalmau named Sbab, and 
B 781—60 
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a Mhar named Dawal who came from Hindustan some two hundred years ago, and 
are buried here. Hindus and Musalraans alike worship here. 

11. AujangiLn.w BAH, ia miles W. S, W. of Ili oh pur, on the SMhnar river. 
Temples of YitkoM and fcsiva i a liavcli of brick and a mosque.

11. BsUiipur, 0 miles S. of Kras and IS miles TV. of AkML Just outside 
the town on the high bank above the river ifun, the (Main of black stone of 
RAjil Savai Jayasmgka who commanded under Aurangzeb: it is 25 feet square 
and 3S feet high. Also a temple of BiUhlevi. The fort is the largest and one 
of the strongest in Berfip, and has an fritcriptioii on the gate recording its erec¬ 
tion by Ismiil Khilu in 1757, The JanuV Masjid is 90 feet long audVas built 
according to an Inscription in 1022 a.b. 

12. Jam bad ; a noteworthy dargah. 

13. Dhiln&pur : another noted dargah.

4, L6nar, 12 miles S. of Mekhar: a place of great antiquity, with a 
lake about 5£ miles iu circumference. Numerous Hindu temples, one of which 
has evidently boon a Hemadpanti if not a Buddhist structure. Below this 
temple is a" tank with steps and terraces leading down to it. The water 
flows through the carved head of a cow and is fabled to come underground all tho 
way from the Ganges. People of all castes bathe together in it. Below the 
Hindu temple is the salt lake, leading down to which there has been a magnifi¬ 
cent flight of steps, a large portion of which still remains. 

The finest temple is outside the village to the south, within a mud wall. 
Like those of Ambarnatha and Somaniitha, the whole exterior is one mass of 
sculpture, and the eaves and some of the borders are very beautiful; but though 
the quantity of sculpture is so great, the subjects nr© comparatively few*,—gods 
of the Hindu pantheon, dancing girls and musicians, obscenity in its grossest forms, 
and all the paraphernalia of debauchery. Many of the groups that were entire 
thirty years ago have been knocked off, to please the modest foreigner. The 
next * H em&dpant i temple is to the north of the milage and midway between 
it and the temple and tank; it consists of a portico w ith small wings at each end, 
open in front, but enclosed on the other side and supported by three rows of 
pillars with pilasters opposite each column in the third rank. It measures 102 feet 
by 20 feet, and there has been an enclosed building in line with one of the wings. 

Halfway along tho road to the salt lake is another very pretty temple j and 
there are four others on the margin of the lake. 

All these temples probably belong to about tho 12th century a.d. (<i). 

5. Mekbar, 50 miles N. E. from JAlna and 278 miles W. of Sirpur. The 
temple is on the low spur of a hill projecting from the lower or west side of tho 
town. It consists of a square court 21 feet 10 inches on each side, descended to 
bv two steps on each face, and is surrounded by a triple colonnade, consisting 
of 00 pillars in all with 32 pilasters against tho outer wall, one opposite to 
each row of pillars. The entrance is by a small door on the east face. Includ¬ 
ing the colonnades the length is 73 feet 4 inches and the breadth 72 fee* 
9^ inches. 

The columns in their general style belong to about the 12th century. 
The base and lower third or two-fifths of the shaft is square; on each side there 
rises from the plinth to the top of the base a triangular facet, and this ornament 
is repeated on the neck of the pillar. The next member is a deep octagonal 
band carved with leaves, above which the shaft is circular but broken by a square 
block carved on the faces with geometrical patterns. Above this block the shaft 
is carved with scotias and toruses. The capitals are shallow and spread rapidly 
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out to a thin square abacus. The capitals are surmounted by a sur-capital of the 
quadruple bracket sort so common in the medaeval Jaina temples. The style 
and construction of the roof also is identical with the oldest Gujar&t temples. 
The columns are nearly equidistant, varying from 6 feet 5 inches to 7 feet I inch, 
and are about 8 feet in Height. The central slabs of the roofing are usually 
ornamented with rosettes. No lime is used throughout the building {«).

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13. Amdapur, 20 miles S.E, of Buldana. About half a mile to the 
south of the Tillage is a small liill bordered ou the south and south-east by a 
deep picturesque ravine. On the summit of this hill stands a line modern 
temple dedicated to Bhavini, the shrine being curiously lit from above iu such 
a way as to throw the full light upon the image, while the spectator sees it only 
through, the almost dark mandapa. 

Near this temple are some fragments of a colossal statue. These are a pair 
of feet tij feet from toe to heel, and a hand to match, so that the statue may 
have been from 50 to 60 feet high. This enormous figure has not been a 
monolith bnt built up in pieces, as is evident from tho heel being separate from 
the forepart of the foot which includes the ankle. 

Near them is another pair of feet somewhat smaller. The villagers say a 
fine I!eni;i.tlpanti temple formerly stood on the site of the present shrine, but was 
destroyed to make room for the new one («}. 

13. Dhotrd, about 30 miles N. by W. of Louir. About half a mile 
south-east from the village stands a very fine temple, and near it are the remains 
of a splendid tank. The mere ruin of a second lies to the west, and a third, much 
smaller but perfect, to the north-west on the outskirts ot' the village (a). 

14, Sitglm, 24 miles W, of Dhotrl There are five Efemadpanti tem¬ 
ples here. The principal one is just outside the west wall of the village and al¬ 
most adjoining it. On the north side are the remains of a small but beautiful 
temple, which appears to have been originally in the same enclosure. The other 
three are within the village walls. The largest of them is merely an oblong 
apartment containing the limja and ckavarmiga and an image of GnuAsa. There 
has been a verandah iu front supported by four columns, ami the entrance has 
been elaborately sculptured. In the middle of this verandah is a large figure 
of Nandi, The next in sise has four columns supporting the architrave ; but the 
backs of the posterior pair being only rough-hewn, this may have been only tho 
portico of another temple. The fifth is only a cell with Horn Ad pan ti pilasters on 
each side the entrance (a).

4, INSCRIPTIONS FROM OEIOLKA AND BI1AR0CH, 

Of ten of the inscriptions from Dholka it is not worth while to give separate 
descriptions, as they contain only the profession of faith; each is inscribed 
within a kind of pointed arch resembling the top pieces of tomb-stones under which 
verses of the Qurdn occur and the epitaphs; under these Dholka ones, however, 
there is nothing. All are more or less ornamental, and only one of them ex¬ 
ceeds two feet in length, being more than five long, and contains, besides the 
central arch with the profession of faith, two lateral compartments with the 
word Allah in large characters. All these are from the mosque of Qadhi Balal 
K ban at Dholka. 

The six long slips marked K, M, N, 0, P and Q, copied by hand from an 
inscription painted upon board panelling, now much obliterated, run round the 
inner walls of the mosque, beginning from the south end of the west or back 
wall. 

K, at the south end of the west wall, ends with Hie words “ Who is he 
that can intercede with him? 11 of Sfirah II, v. 256, of the Qurdn ; a few words 
of the beginning of this verse arc wanting. The remaining portion of the verso 
was no doubt on L, which is over the mihiAb. 

M, on the north end of the back wall, contains the beginning of Surah I, 
but the latter part of the slip is now blank. 

N, on the west end of the north wall, bears the latter part of Sfirah II, v. 
251, and the remaining part is filled in with a benediction upon Muhammad. 

O, on the central portion of the north wall, is almost totally blank; and 
the few letters at the beginning and end of the slip do not allow of identification 
with any verse from the Quran,

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P, on the cast end of the north wall ; on this are legible only a few letters 
at the end of the slip; the rest is now blank. 

Q* on the north end of the east or front wall, still bears part of S0 rah II, 
v, 285, which being towards the end of the Sdrah, it mar be presumed that the 
whole of it had been completed on some of the remaining panels, which could not 
be copied because the letters have disappeared, or nearly so,

The Erst and second inscriptions are in 
Persian rhymes^ and the third in Arabic prose.

With what epithets of greatness should the great minister Vastnpilla be 
praised, whoso ways of giving aims, at once destroying the stamp of poverty,

{&6kas.) " 0 VastupAla, the crown of the highly religions circle, whence 
does thy flood of glory partake of unholy character, for it deprives BrAhmana 
of money and the moon of its light and surpasses the father of Pirvutl (or 
stretches far beyond the HhnMaya) ; it entertains no fear of heaven {fears no 
enemy or rival) ; it takes delight in despising the hermits {considers to have 
achieved its object in surpassing ike geese.)

For with his brother of equal ability shining on the right side and himself on 
the left, he bears on his shoulder as easily as in sport the heavy load of the 
administration chariot entrusted to him by king \ isadhavala, who is bra\e in 
making a triumphal march in all directions. 

“ His (eider) brother, having a face shining like the dark-destroying moon at 
night was from the spread of his radiance called Luryiga in the proper sense of 
the word (oflwdy body—* Idmnydnga) and I suspect he has hoev[boddy) earned 
ofi by celestial damsels simply because they thought the god Cupid had been made 
incorporeal by the anger of Siva while this man was Cupid incarnate. 

“ His second brother Molladfeva shines like a royal goose in this world ? for 
ho is attached to virtuous deeds ns the bird is red in feet with a graceful gait; 
he has attained great reputation by being a leader of those aeveted to 
B rah mi as the bird has by being a vehicle of the same deity; lie takes 
delight in pure minds as Lhe bird does in the pellucid lake of Mlnasa without 
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taking- muddy ways ; and he has two sides (maternal and paternal ) unsullied as 
the bird has two white wings. 

” The famous Vastup&la is virtuous, devoted to poetry of nectarial essence, 
and is sweet in giving iustruction by his firm understanding. The heaven re¬ 
sembles a bee in the lotus cu p of his knowledge; and is like a deer in the moon 
of his fame, and looks like Vishnu in the ocean of his greatness. 

“ Jn the milky ocean of his glory the moon is a drop of water; the celestial 
river, a lump of foam; the lord of light is a spray of coral; and Vishnu is the 
sky (ent’efopihy the ocean), Kail&sa, heavenly elephant, Siva, and the snowy 
mountains are the pearls, and the moonlight is its crystal sands. 

“ There shines Tdjahpdla, who is richly great in possessing a taste for know¬ 
ledge (?), who fills all the desires of Dakshiiift with abundant wealth, and whose

The great members of the Y&davn family SivAftgaja, 
Achyuta, Bala, &e., though themselves pearls among all saints, derive spotless 
beauty from this mountain. 

“ 9. In the royal race of a king named Yadu, of terrible valour, there was 
a Tamilv which possessed many excellent qualities and was celebrated as the illus¬ 
trious Y&davas. There flourished, in the order of succession, the famous Mnnda- 
lika who sat on the throne bowed down to by many kings, and who made a temple 
to Nflmin&tba with heavy plates of gold. 

“ 10, His son was Navaghana, who wielded a new strong sword against 
his enemy, who was a fresh cloud shower to his forest-like people, and who look¬ 
ed pleasing by his fame white as camphor. 

“ 11. His son was Mahip&laddva, a great king, before whose liberality the 
heavenly cow, the desire-fulfilling jewel, and the tree of Paradise were easily 
reduced to submission, and who caused a temple of Sdman&tba to be built at 
Prabh&sa. r 

“ 12. Afterwards there flourished a king called Khangira, a fire in the trees 
of his enemies, an ornament in the splendour of his royal family, and a stream 
of water to the creeper-like world. 

“ 13. Then succeeded the handsome king Jayasimhndilva, whose eyes were 
wet with the fatigue caused by the pleasure of the enjoyment of hjg crown-land, 
which was as it were a beautiful woman; who was a moon of the ocean of justice, 
and the fear of his enemies; whose greatness was exalted by solemn vows, and 
whoso feet were washed by the water of the rays issuing from the diamonds of 
the crowns of those kings who bowed before him. 

" 1*4. After him shone Mokalasimha like a lion to tear down the elephants 
of hostile kings. He was a royal goose in the mental-lake of the virtuous, and 
his light was borrowed by the sun in the sky. 

“ 15. Next to him came the king Mtilagadfrva, who satisfied the most 
worshipful lord of the gods by lvis virtuous deeds, and who resembled a bee in 
the lotus-foot of Bbavanitlm and possessed an unsullied body. 

u 16. Then came the king Mahipiladfiva, who was like a sun to illuminate 
the digmty of his predecessor, a maker of prosperity and of extraordinary power 
by his excessive splendour. He overstepped the best of kings by imposing royal 
dues in all directions as the sun spreads his rays over mountain summits all 
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about. He drove out the owls of hostile kings, and was prepared to destroy the 
darkness of immorality. 

“17, The son of the above-named was the famous ifandalika, who was like 
the lion in creating fear among his elephant-like enemies, and whose splendour 
was like that of a diamond in the crown of the best of monarchs, and whose glory, 
comparable to the waves of a heavenly river uninterruptedly flowing and ready 
to go beyond the sea, is yet spreading in all directions, 1 

“ 19. The arm of king Mandaliks desirous of gathering good renown, is ever* 
victorious—arm which is a post to the circle of which to tie a young beautiful ele¬ 
phant of victory, a bridge to cross over the ocean of miseries and a banner on the 
house of bravery; it is a handle to churn the curd of the battle-field; an eastern 
mount to shoot the rays of the sword-like sun, and a cause of wholesale widow¬ 
hood to the wives of his hostile kings, 

“ 20. 0 enemies, out of compassion I wifi make you to hear a word of 

benefit. It is this—at once making yourself free from pride, seek the service of 
Mandalika, the king of men; for the tread of his horse’s hoof raises so large quan¬ 
tity of fine dust, which at once concealing the aun obscures the face of the earth. 
Of what importance then are you before him ? 

“21. There is wisdom of Brabant in making the heavenly cow a senseless 
beast, the celestial gem a shining stone, and the tree of Paradise a lump of wood, 
from their very birth; for had they been made with the sensibilities of life, what 
would have been the state of their hearts troubled with shame at your liberality. 
0 Mandalika! 

“ Thus ends the description of the family of the king. 

“Now begins the description of the famous Sana. 

“He was a depository of welfare, an abode of unlimited affection of wealth, 
a treasure of religion, and a shining ornament on the crest-jewel of the earth, his 
best wife, and builder of wells, ponds, lakes, gardens, Jaiua temples and Saiva 
temples.”

“ There was a king named Mandalika in the family of the Y&davas, who con¬ 
quered the Mndgala (Mughal) and was served by many friendly kings with rich 
tributes. His son was Mahip&la. His son Kkeogara, the nourisher of the world, 
was a great supporter of musical science. He conquered twice nine islands 
(cwiftaeafs) and established a great idol of Sfimamtha. His son was Jayatasiihka- 
diva, who satisfied the Brahmans with land, gold and other gifts. After him 
came the king Mukfcasirhha, who properly controlled the rules of social divisions 
and acted by exploits like a lion let loose upon his elephant-enemies.
